History is repeating itself, 
this time 115 years to be exact, as 
Westlake Hall has opened its doors 
to students once again. 

The Westlake renovation was 
one of the projects generated 
from the Campaign for a Bradley 
Renaissance, and after two years, 
an estimated cost of $24 million 
and six times the square foot¬ 
age, the home of the College of 
Education and Health Sciences is 
back in business. 

"I feel so blessed," said Joan 
Sattler, dean of the college. 
"[Westlake] has turned out to be a 
wonderful new asset to students." 

As one of the original build¬ 


ings to campus, Westlake's new 
design focuses on its historical 
aspects, said Planning Supervisor 
Kim Green. 

"We were able to preserve sev¬ 
eral features [of the old building] 
including the gothic architectur¬ 
al theme, the original staircase, 
the barreled ceilings and the clay 
tile roof," she said. "In addition, 
the clock tower was restored to its 
original beauty." 

Other historical features include 
the use of limestone from the first 
building's quarry, the copper gut¬ 
ters and dome and Westlake's 
authentic front doors inside the 
main entrance. The original door¬ 
bell can still be found on the left 
side of the doors. 

"[One component in designing 


Westlake] involved protecting and 
preserving the historical value and 
character of the original building," 
Green said. 

Sattler said the architectural 
firm. Dewberry, worked with 
Bradley to design a building to fit 
student needs. 

"It has its special touches," she 
said. 'The architects designed it 
for student and teacher learning 
with a heavy emphasis on technol¬ 
ogy - it's how students learn these 
days." 

Boasting more than $1 million 
in new technology, Westlake is up 
to date with live capture cameras, 
electrical outlets under every seat

'The changes they made [in the 
Student Center] are great, I actu¬ 
ally hung out there last night," 
he said. "A lot of times I leave the 
library late, so it'll be nice to have 
somewhere to stop and get food." 

Junior accounting major 
Andrew Senger said he is unde¬ 
cided on the changes to the cam¬ 
pus overall, but that the Student 
Center transformation was well 
done. 

"The food's good, especially 
Chick-fil-A. And it's more expen¬ 
sive, but we expect that," he said. 
"P.O.D.'s looks really nice, that's a 
change I do like."

Hurricane Isaac results in first victim 


Hurricane Isaac made its way further inland on 
the Gulf Coast Thursday, claiming its first fatal¬ 
ity and stranding residents in flood-prone areas. 
A tow truck driver attempting to clear debris on a road 
in Mississippi was struck and killed by a falling tree, 
officials said. 

Although Isaac has weakened from a hurricane to 
a tropical storm, it was still dumping heavy rains and 
creating dangerous water levels along the northern Gulf 
Coast Thursday. 

On Louisiana's border with Mississippi, residents of 
Washington Parish were alerted that the Bogue Chitto 
River was expected to rise by 14 feet overnight. Some 
areas could see 25 inches of rain, the National Weather 
Service said. 

About 100 people who had ignored an evacuation 
order were rescued Wednesday in a flooded part of 
Plaquemines Parish, located southeast of New Orleans, 
officials said. On Thursday, authorities from the sheriff's 
office and National Guard began looking "house to 
house to make sure they got everyone," Parish President 
Billy Nungesser said.

Elderly man drives into crowd 

A 100-year-old man apologized after crash¬ 
ing into a crowd in Los Angeles of mostly 
school kids and injuring 11 people Wednesday. 
Nine children and two adults were taken to hospitals, 
according to Erik Scott, a spokesman for the Los Angeles 
Fire Department. 

None of the victims suffered life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries, and most had bumps and bruises. 
The incident occurred Wednesday afternoon when 
Preston Carter was backing up from a grocery store near 
an elementary school. His Cadillac jumped the curb and 
plowed into the crowd, according to Richard French, a 
spokesman for the Los Angeles Police Department. 

Classes had let out at Main Street Elementary 
School and students were waiting to be picked 
up by their parents when the crash happened. 
"I'm sorry," Carter told CNN affiliate KTLA. "I lost con¬ 
trol of the car. The brakes failed, I think." 

Police said they will try to determine whether a mal¬ 
function with Carter's car led to the accident.

Many changes are under way 
during Interfratemal Council 
(IFC) and Panhellenic recruit¬ 
ment this year on Bradley's cam¬ 
pus. 

The Greek community hopes 
to increase focus on values and 
getting to know their prospec¬ 
tive members through a more 
welcoming process, said Jesse 
Koch, the Associate Director of 
Fraternity and Sorority life. 

IFC recruitment, which start¬ 
ed Aug. 25th, is now more infor¬ 
mal than years past.

According to Koch, this is to 
ensure prospective members are 
well informed of what to expect 
from the recruitment process. 

"Our recruitment counselors 
are doing a great job of getting to 
know their women; they set up 
personal meetings as well as plan 
fun events for all of the prospec¬ 
tive members in their group," he 
said. 

The Panhellenic community's 
main focus is making the recruit¬ 
ment process as welcoming as pos¬ 
sible for those interested in joining 
a sorority. 

"[The panhellenic community] 
as a whole... [is] presenting our¬ 
selves as a more unified commu¬ 
nity this year more than any," said 
Vice President of Recruitment for 
of Alpha Chi Omega Alexis Noll. 
"Because of this, there will be a 
better retention during the recruit¬ 
ment weekend." 

The first fraternity on cam¬ 
pus was founded in the second 
semester of the first year Bradley 
opened. Today, 33 percent of 
Bradley's undergraduate popula¬ 
tion are members of the greek 
community. 

"The energy that surrounds 
recruitment is tough to describe," 
said Koch. "Welcoming new mem¬ 
bers into our organizations is a 
thrill. Seeing a chapter's hard work 
pay off with a great new group of 
men or women to advance the 
organization is what makes it all 
worthwhile."

The Activities Council of 
Bradley University hosted their 
first, and maybe their only, big 
event of the semester last Saturday. 
Currently, ACBU is unsure if there 
will be a fall concert. 

ACBU collaborated with +Music 
and Brave Sounds Entertainment 
to coordinate a free music festi¬ 
val called BORDERLINE: A Music 
Festival, on the Alumni Quad. The 
eight-hour festival featured six 
bands, many of which were from 
the Chicago area. This was the 
first time ACBU had coordinated a 
daylong music festival. 

Throughout the day many 
students visited the alumni 
quad, drawing a larger crowd 
for Parachute and The Cool Kids. 
Although the festival was well 
received by students, other ACBU 
concerts in the past haven't had as 
much luck. 

ACBU's concerts last year 
had low-ticket sales as well as 
low attendance. ACBU President 
Bryant Au said they are not sure if 
they will be having a fall concert. 

"We are going to look at what 
tours are available and if it is 
worth the money," he said. 

Even though ACBU had a dif¬ 
ficult year for ticket sales, the stu¬ 


dent activity fee was raised this 
fall from $130 to $170, with the 
intention of giving concert coor¬ 
dinators more buying power 
when choosing headline artists for 
semester concerts. 

Last winter, former Assistant 
Director of Student Activities Dain 
Gotto told the Scout he supported 
the activity fee increase. 

"We have about $60,000 to 
spend each semester, but with 
this increase we will have about 
$100,000," said Gotto last semester 
in the Feb. 17, 2012 issue. "That 
gets us a much higher caliber of 
performer but with much less of 
a gamble." 

Even with the raise in fund¬ 
ing, Au said he is not certain a 
fall concert is possible. He said 
other events have pulled from 
the Special Events Reserve Fund 
(S.E.R.F) for ACBU concerts with¬ 
out their knowledge. 

"We have enough mpney to put 
on a concert," Au said. "But unless 
an artist comes down in price, it 
would be a mediocre concert. We 
are doing the best we can and we 
are frustrated with the process but 
we don't want to waste students' 
money." 

Event though there may not 
be a big concert this fall, concert 
coordinator Montel Hardy said it 
only means they will have a larger

Bradley students work behind the scenes at Olympic internships

The most watched event in 
United States television history, 
the London 2012 Olympics, was 
brought to you in part by Bradley 
students. 

10 students interned for NBC 
this summer, the broadcasting net¬ 
work covering the games, where 
they performed a variety of tasks 
in both London and NBC's home 
of 30 Rockefeller in New York City. 

Paul Gullifor, chairper¬ 
son for the Department of 
Communications, said he has been 
trying to incorporate global expe¬ 
rience into the sports communica¬ 
tion major since its 2009 founding. 

"[The students received the 
internship through] persistence," 
he said. "I continued to tell NBC 
the Bradley story." 

Emails were sent out more 
than a year ago to nearly all com¬ 
munications majors about the 
NBC internship, and the poten¬ 
tial interns were interviewed and 
selected by April 2011. Senior pub¬ 
lic relations major Montel Hardy 
said Bradley's preparations helped 
him nail the interview. 

"Thanks to advice from 
Bradley's Communications 
department, I came in prepared 
for nearly anything [NBC] could 
throw at me," he said. "I would 


personality, so they wanted to 
see what each student really was 
instead of what they were trained 
to be." 

The students stayed in London 
and New York for three to four 
weeks, and took on one of three 
positions: runners (who ran basic 
errands), production assistants 
(who assisted the producers for 
certain events) and loggers. 

Senior electronic media major 
Elise Andert was a logger in New 
York City. She watched two to 
four events a day and logged all 
the important calls, penalties and 
points, making it easier for future 
highlight reels to be constructed. 

Kevin McClelland, who 
interned as a graduate student, 
was also a NYC logger. He stayed 
in New York University resident 
halls with the other Bradley stu¬ 
dents during the internship. 

"[The internship] gave me a 
deeper glimpse of the world of 
TV production and let me see all 
different aspects about what it 
takes to be on TV," he said. "It 
reaffirmed what I want to do in 
sports." 

The interns also had time 
for fun, McClelland said. They 
explored New York, shopped, 
went sight-seeing and even went 
to a Yankees game. McClelland 
also met student interns from 
Syracuse Ithaca, Notre Dame and 


Colby College. 

Gullifor said the collaboration 
between multiple units on campus 
helped secure the limited amounts 
of internships for students. 

"It means a lot for Bradley," he 
said. "Bradley's mission is to cre¬ 
ate an institution of national rec¬ 
ognition, and we were only one of 
five universities that NBC picked 
for the internship." 

Andert said the opportunity to 
intern for NBC was unbelievable. 

"NBC is my favorite network 
so it was amazing to work with 
them," she said. "I would have 
taken out their trash if they want¬ 
ed me to." 

As for future Olympic Games, 
Gullifor said Bradley has a great 
chance to work with NBC again. 

"I just spoke to NBC and they 
gushed in praise for our students," 
he said. "They do want Bradley 
students at the next Winter 
Olympics. They said 'when we 
need interns, you'll be the first 
we'll call.' After I hung up the 
phone, I just screamed." 

Gullifor said the Peoria com¬ 
munity watched the games in a 
new way this summer. 

"I watched it in a whole new 
way too, knowing 10 of my stu¬ 
dents were helping bringing it to 
my living room," he said.

All of the 
students had accessible transpor¬ 
tation to and from the event on 
charter buses and the freshmen 
who attended Bradley's Freshmen 
Convocation were given free tick¬ 
ets, t-shirts and meal vouchers. 

'The President's Night Out is 
another way for students ... to 
become a fan of our intercollegiate 
athletic teams, and to foster pride 
in our university," said Epstein. 

Encouraging student involve¬ 



ment isn't the only goal of 
President's Night Out. More 
than 150 freshmen mingled 
through the pregame activi¬ 
ties before going in to Shea 
Stadium, meeting new friends 
and building relationships with 
others. 

"I came with my friends 
because I got the free ticket," 
said freshman business entre¬ 
preneurship major Ulysse 
Bergquist. "It's a fun thing." 

In addition to a rise in 
university pride, bringing 
President's Night Out to soccer 
games is beneficial to the crowd 
sizes. Senior elementary edu¬ 
cation major Amber Bradley 
worked the front gates as a 
ticket taker, counting every stu¬ 
dent that entered. 

According to Bradley, about 
three times as many students 
went to the opening home 
game than a typical Braves 
game. 

"I'm guessing it 7 s because of 
the free meals and tickets [are 
already free]," she said.

Bradley's condom program continues with minor changes

Last year Bradley University 
piloted its very own condom dis¬ 
tribution program where students 
were given access to free condoms. 
Students can simply walk down 
to the office in their residence hall 
or the Wellness Center and take a 
pack of condoms for protected sex 
at no charge. 

As the program continues to 
grow, one change has been made: 
there are now five condoms in 
a bag instead of 10. According 
to the Coordinator of the Alcohol 
and Awareness Program Lyndsey 
Hawkins, the program distributed 
22,000 condoms last year. 

"We assume that some people 
took a condom bag and did not 
use all of the condoms or just 
have them on hand in case they 


need them in the future, so we are 
hoping that by reducing it to five 
condoms per bag we will eliminate 
waste," Hawkins said. 

According to research studies, 
having condoms readily available 
for students is a good idea. 

"Better accessibility to condoms 
leads to increased usage, not sex¬ 
ual activity," Hawkins said. "We 
believe it is the responsible thing 
to do." 

Hawkins said the program's 
goal is to encourage students to 
use protection during sexual activ¬ 
ity, rather than to encourage inter¬ 
course. 

"Students are going to have 
sex whether the school gives them 
condoms or not, so why not just 
encourage protected sex," fresh¬ 
man nursing major Becky Mullin 
said. "It's convenient." 

So far the program hasn't had 


any problems, but a few changes 
have been recommended by stu¬ 
dents. 

"It's a good but awkward pro¬ 
gram," said junior resident advisor 
Cabrittany Price. "It would be nice 
if students could get condoms in 
a more private way so we don't 
know their business." 

Price said it would be con¬ 
venient if condoms were in the 
bathroom, but with that change 
students risk using a condom that 
was tampered with. 

"Overall it is a good program 
and the change of the number of 
condoms in a package will save 
money," she said. 

Hawkins said a 2013 campus¬ 
wide survey from the American 
College Health Association com¬ 
paring condom usage will help 
determine the program's success.

Research necessary in choosing a controversial vendor 


Chick-fil-A's Bradley debut 
arrives on the heels of CEO Dan 
Cathy's highly-publicized com¬ 
ments regarding gay marriage. 

According to news outlets, he 
stated that, "I think we are invit¬ 
ing God's judgment on our nation 
when we shake our fist at Him and 
say, 'We know better than you as 
to what constitutes a marriage." 

That comment led to a firestorm 
of both polarized backlash and 
support, transforming a savory 
sandwich into a hotly-contested 
symbol practically overnight. 

Of course, when Bradley opted 
to bring Chick-fil-A on board, those 
comments had not been made. 
But when the university made its 
decision last spring, it was still a 
restaurant associated with strong 
religious views, and it closes each 
Sunday for that purpose. 

Bringing a company with a 
strong religious bend to a campus 
unaffiliated with any religion, in 
addition to Cathy's comments, is 


questionable, but it is not despi¬ 
cable. 

It is a discussion to be had for 
sure, but it is not a deal-breaker. 

However, there is a lot more 
to Chick-fil-A than its Christian 
roots. In fact, there is more to it 
than Cathy's infamous remarks. 
That alone is simply someone's 
opinion. 

Under the First Amendment, 
Cathy can say and believe any¬ 
thing he chooses to, and it is abso¬ 
lutely his right. But the company 
should not be subjected to those 
views, and neither should the cus¬ 
tomers. 

Somehow, the controversy 
revolved around Cathy: his 
remarks, his beliefs. That is not 
even the most disgraceful part of 
this company. 

According to 2010 tax docu¬ 
ments, Chick-fil-A's charitable 
arm, WinShape, donated com¬ 
pany money to certain anti-gay 
groups, with the heftiest donation 


of nearly $1.2 million going to 
an organization called The Family 
Foundation. 

The Virginia-based foundation 
states on its site that it aims to 
strengthen families through faith 
and founding principles. However, 
it also states that one of its goals is 
to "oppose homosexual behavior 
as a protected class." The com¬ 
ment then states that homosexual 
individuals should not be added 
to a list of protected classes in non¬ 
discrimination laws because "no 
evidence of discrimination exists, 
but has potential negative ramifi¬ 
cations on religious liberty." 

Perception may be reality to 
some, but you literally have to 
have lived under a rock for the 
past decade or so to actually 
believe that homosexual people 
have not been ridiculed, demoral¬ 
ized, beaten, murdered and yes, 
discriminated against, because of 
their sexual orientation. 

Some members of administra¬ 


tion said that students do not have 
to eat there; it is their choice where 
they want to go. And it is. But 
students, just like administration, 
should look deeper into a compa¬ 
ny before doing business with it. 

Chick-fil-A is here to stay, at 
least for the next five years, when 
Bradley's contract with Aramark 
expires. 

It's not going to get booted 
off campus, and for most of the 
students here now, it will remain 
for the duration of their time at 
Bradley. 

Like it or not, Chick-fil-A has a 
stigma attached to it, and one that 
is going to make some students 
and faculty uncomfortable. 

It should be a lesson to the uni¬ 
versity that when the time comes 
again to choose who to do busi¬ 
ness with, sometimes there's more 
to it than a chicken sandwich and 
waffle fries.

“The Avengers” was the first film to hit the 
summer box office. The entire cast was fan¬ 
tastic, but special praise must be given to 
Robert Downey Jr., Mark Ruffalo and Tom 
Hiddleston for their pitch perfect portrayals 
of Iron Man, Bruce Banner/The Hulk and 
Loki, respectively. An infectiously enter¬ 
taining film that thrilled from beginning to 
end, “The Avengers” never forgot the hu¬ 
manity of its super powered cast. 
“Prometheus” was highly anticipated by 
many a sci-fi aficionado, marking the re¬ 
turn of auteur director Ridley Scott to the

“The Amazing Spider-Man” was quite a 
surprise, given that of the three superhero 
films this was the one with the lowest ex¬ 
pectations. While certain elements of the 
story were definitely familiar to fans of the 
original trilogy, this new take on the ori¬ 
gin of the Wall Crawler focused more on 
the relationships that drive Peter Parker’s 
life. Andrew Garfield’s take on Peter con¬ 
veyed more depth and emotion than Tobey 
Maguire, and his chemistry with everyone 
from Rhys Ifan’s Connors/Lizard to Mar¬ 
tin Sheen’s Uncle Ben and Emma Stone’s 
standout Gwen Stacy elevated the film 
above its predecessors. 

“The Dark Knight Rises” had a lot to live 
up to following Heath Ledger’s Oscar-win- 
ning Joker and the overall brilliance of its 
previous two entries.

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UWIRE: Extended college stay may affect students' post-graduate paycheck

A study conducted by U. 
Tennessee's Center for Business 
and Economic Research found 
that students who were able to 
complete bachelor's degrees with¬ 
in four years will make between 
$5,800 and $6,200 more than those 
who completed the same degree 
in six years. 

The study also found that those 
who took seven or more years to 
complete a bachelor's degree were 
paid the same average salary as 
those who had not gone to college 
at all. The researchers stated many 
explanations for this finding in 
their study, including the idea that 
many employers view extended 
college stays as a negative reflec¬ 
tion on a student's ability to com¬ 
plete tasks. Another explanation 
is that those who completed their 
degrees within the four-year time 
period had more time in jobs and 


may already begin receiving raises 
and promotions. 

"Finishing faster is a sign to 
employers that you are able to get 
things done, are efficient about 
it and hard Ivorking," Bill Fox, a 
researcher from the group at UT, 
said. "All of these are positive 
signals." 

The New York Times conducts 
an annual study of the success 
rates for graduates from each 
school in the country. For 2011 
UCF graduates, the starting medi¬ 
an pay is a $40,800 salary, which 
is $11,000 less than the national 
average. However, by mid-career, 
those same graduates are making 
almost double the amount they 
received when they started. 

Some students take a longer 
amount of time because they plan 
on pursuing a graduate degree 
post-graduation. Nicole Valdes, a 
summer 2011 U. Central Florida 
graduate, will attend the Stetson 
U. College of Law in the fall. 

"My years as an undergrad 


allowed me to pursue my dream 
of becoming an attorney. It pro¬ 
vided me with the critical-thinldng 
skills and the educational founda¬ 
tion necessary to become a law¬ 
yer," Valdes said. "In addition to 
time spent in the classroom, all 
the extracurricular and leader¬ 
ship opportunities I participated 
in helped with my professional 
development. 

Valdes said that many factors 
should be considered when look¬ 
ing at how long a student takes 
to finish a degree, such as if the 
student had to work part time or 
full time. 

Ashley Kohrt, a UCF alumna, 
now works at Florida Hospital as a 
residency coordinator after taking 
four and a half years to complete 
her degree in allied health sci¬ 
ences. 

"I don't feel as though not com¬ 
pleting my degree in the society 
standard of four years has had 
any monetary effect on me, and 
that it has actually had a positive 


influence on my life because I was 
able to enjoy college and not feel 
pressured to finish quickly," Kohrt 
said. 

Bill Blank, the director of career 
development in Career Services, 
advised that the time a student 
spends in school is not always the 
issue. 

"The standard for a col¬ 
lege degree is now five years, so 
employers don't tend to look at 
the length of time spent in school," 
Blank said. "It's about what he or 
she achieves while here by par¬ 
ticipating in clubs and other things 
offered on campus to get the best 
experience before they go into 
their field." 

According to a study done by 
the Complete College America 
foundation, 63 percent of UCF stu¬ 
dents will finish their four-year 
degree in six years. 

"It is difficult to judge someone 
on their efficiency and hard-work¬ 
ing ability based on when they 
graduate from college," Kohrt 


said. "Most students spend their 
time changing their major and 
deciding what would be a good 
fit for them, which causes them 
to spend more time in school but 
isn't a sign of their skills." 

Fox pointed out that the 
increase in yearly income could 
be due to stronger connections in 
the workforce. Building connec¬ 
tions can lead to better jobs both 
monetarily and atmospherically. 
Fox said. 

"For graduate students, time 
doesn't matter," biomedical sci¬ 
ences graduate student Andrew 
Teblum said. "Companies are 
looking more for the type of thesis 
work, publications and experience 
with equipment, which normally, 
longer means you are more experi¬ 
enced and therefore sometimes are 
actually more useful." 

Kohrt agreed. 

"Students want to be happy 
where they decide to go, and 
sometimes finding their niche can 
take a little longer," Kohrt said.

Library renovation provides study space

Bradley s Cuilom-Davis 
Library has undergone some 
drastic changes on the inside 
over the summer. 

"We're trying here to make 
what improvements we can in 
the study space for students, 
and ' accommodating their 
needs" said Dr. Robert Jones, 
library director. "We can’t 
satisfy ourselves that the library 
expansion will come in the 
immediate future; we can't 
wait* 

The major change within the 
library is the absence of 20,000 
periodicals. The library stored 
all periodicals dated before 1950 
to make room for more tables 
and study space. 

The volumes are stored in 
seyeral locations within the HIT 
mm Valley Library System; and 
we have arrangements for 
> mimvulf Junes said. 


The time period for retrieval 
could be anywhere from a few 
hours to four days." 

Jones said the storage move 
was undertaken with consulta¬ 
tion of Bradley departments. 

1 feel this is not' the way 
Bradley ideally wants to 
operate," Jones said, "but at this 
time, it seems desirable to 
strike compromise. 

"Initially, we will experience 
problems," Jones added, ’’but 
we/ think the seating will offer 
improvements. We'll have at 
least 50-60 more seats, and in 
addition, greater work surface." 

The main floor reference area 
has also taken on a new look, as 
Bradley purchased index tables 
from the Grinnell College 
library. Also purchased from 
Grinnell were fables and chairs 
which provide more spacious 
study areas 

All the furniture cost $3,000 
lor whto Jones mid m $10*000 


worth of furniture. 

"We're still well below the 
standard of seating," Jones said. 
"We seat 10 percent of our 
enrollment now, but the 
minimum is 20 percent, and the 
optimum is 30 tO 40 percent 

”If Bradley suffered a 25 per¬ 
cent decline in enrollment, our 
present seating wouldn’t evten 
get us above 13 percent," he 
added, 

Jones saad new roofing will 
be done soon, and the WyckofT 
Room has been re-carpeted. 

The library converted over to 
a computerized library system 
this summer, but Jones said the 
implementation of the system 
has been delayed because of the 
"usual problems" that are 
experienced when working with 
a new computer system. 

"We’re in a stronger position 
to provide library service that 
the Bradley students need; 
Jones md .

The Student Center has received 
positive feedback, but some stu¬ 
dents said they are not satisfied 
with the quality of the Williams 
Hall and Geisert Hall cafeterias. 

Freshman nursing major Kaley 
Contraino said the meal offerings 
have become redundant. 

'There are too many hot dogs 
and burgers in the cafeterias/' she 
said. "I feel like when I came to 
visit Bradley, the food was better 
than it is now." 

Senior elementary education 
major Crystal Rains said the cafe¬ 
teria offerings are a definite down¬ 
grade compared to last year. 

"There are less choices, less 
vegetarian options, they're not as 
healthy and they don't label all the 
food, so sometimes you don't even 
know what you're eating," she 
said. "Last year I was so impressed 
with the changes to Geisert. Before 
this change, the line for dinner 
there was out the door. There's 
barely anyone eating there now." 

In addition to quality. Rains 
said some of the the increased 
costs are not effective. 

"The Student Center is awe¬ 


some, but the choices are more 
expensive," she said. "We have 
higher prices to pay in the caf¬ 
eterias, but with the same amount 
of meal plan money as before. It 
doesn't make sense." 

Making the Switch 

At the end of last year, the 
choice for food provider was 
between three entities: Eurest, 
the former food provider, Sedexo 
and Aramark Higher Education. 
Bradley ultimately chose Aramark 
in part because of its commitment 
to installing the Student Center 
food court. Vice President for 
Business Affairs Gary Anna said. 
Aramark fronted a large portion of 
the roughly $3.5 million campus¬ 
wide renovations, he said. 

'The two finalists had differ¬ 
ent but similar proposals with 
good dietary options," Anna said. 
"Sedexo focused more on Geisert 
and Williams, and Aramark 
focused more strongly on the 
Student Center. Given the previ¬ 
ous investments to the cafeterias, 
we decided to focus on the Student 
Center." 

But they avoided changing the 
nuts and bolts of the meal plan 


in order to keep the shift simple 
for students. Vice President for 
Business Affairs Gary Anna said. 

"There is a slight increase in 
price overall," he said. "But in 
feedback across the board, we 
didn't want to change all compo¬ 
nents of the meal plan. The basic 
commitment was we wouldn't 
totally turn the campus meal plan 
upside down." 

Another major change many 
students noted is the later hours 
for several food vendors. But that 
rule is open to adjustments, Anna 
said. 

"The 3 a.m. hours are quite dif¬ 
ferent," he said. "We will have to 
assess that routinely, but we did 
that because students requested a 
greater variety of hours." 

One aspect that has car¬ 
ried over from the university's 
Eurest contract is the employees; 
Aramark opted to keep many 
former food staff members. 

"All firms were committed 
to evaluating the people already 
employed here," Anna said. "You 
will see a lot of familiar faces on 
the team."

Chick-fil-A CE CT Dan Cathy 
faced backlash this summer when 
he expressed his views oppos- 
ing gay marriage during a radio 
interview. Now that the chain 
has a new home in the Michel 
Student Center, students have 
varying opinions on the universi¬ 
ty's decision to bring Chick-fil-A 
to campus.

Besides historical preserva¬ 
tion and technological advances, 
Westlake's design also focused 
on meeting LEED (Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental 
Design) standards. 

"The building was designed 
to meet Gold LEED standards, 
the first of its kind for Bradley 
University," Green said. "The 
process of certification is current¬ 
ly in progress." 

Some of Westlake's LEED 
features include high-efficiency 
lighting, daylight harvesting and 
the use of sustainable products 
and renewable resources such as 
the bamboo and cork flooring. 

Both Green and Sattler said 
Westlake is a great place for stu¬ 
dents to relax and collaboratively 
study with friends, providing 
students with dry erase marker 
surfaces called "idea walls" and 
comfortable areas to practice pre¬ 
sentations. 

Junior health science major 
Lauren Buttram said she likes the 


new areas to relax. 

"I think it's really nice to have 
all the space," she said. "IPs better 
than Olin, where a lot of my class¬ 
es used to be. [Olin] was crowded 
and outdated." 

Sattler said she hopes Westlake 
will serve Bradley for another cen¬ 
tury. 

"It turned out better than my 
expectations," she said.

Senior stars on and off the field

If one were to take a walk and 
run into Jochen Graf on Bradley's 
campus, he would seem like your 
average student. On the soccer 
pitch, however, he is transformed 
into an athlete who described 
himself as one who would never 
"shy away from any spotlight." 
His easy-going demeanor off the 
soccer field makes his intensity 
on it all the more surprising. 

While the way he approaches 
soccer is a large part of who Graf 
is, where he is from and the expe¬ 
riences of his childhood matter 
just as much. 

Graf grew up in Dallas, Tex. 
where sports were always a part 
of family life. 

"We were a very athletic fam¬ 
ily," he said. 

His father, Udo, was a tennis 
player from Portugal who came 
to the United States to play tennis 
in college. Graf's mother, Steph, 
was a high school gymnast. He 
also has three sisters. His young¬ 
er siblings Brigitte and Monique 
play for the Bradley women's 
tennis team. 

He has many memories of 
playing sports with his sisters 
and does not deny the competi¬ 
tive nature of those moments. 

Skirmishes with his siblings 
aside, Graf was always involved 
with sports. From a young age he 
played everything from basket¬ 
ball to football. Around the age 
of eight, he started focusing on 
soccer. He began to play recre- 
ationally and soon moved onto a 
club team. 


"I made a team out of Dallas 
called the Hawks," he said. "My 
rec coach coached the club and 
you train every day. I made the 
first team and went on with the 
Hawks until I was 15 or 16." 

As he moved on through high 
school, Graf decided to con¬ 
tinue on to another club called 
Andromeda Soccer Club. 

"It was a little bit smaller but 
the coaching was top quality," 
he said. "It was a different focus. 
It was more about being a team, 
which I liked. We were a cohesive 
unit." 

With Andromeda, Graf won 
back-to-back national champi¬ 
onships and he felt they were 
almost invincible. 

Graf felt fortunate to have 
played on so many talented teams 
with great coaching, but one 
moment stands out more than 
the rest. The game took place at 
FC Dallas Stadium, where FC 
Dallas, the MLS team, plays its 
home games. Surrounded by fans 
and swept up in emotion, the 
moment still gives Graf goose 
bumps. 

"The national championship 
game was in our city Dallas," he 
said. "We had heavy home sup¬ 
port. It was 105 degrees and I was 
drenched in sweat. A ball came 
across and I rose up to it, found 
it with my head, and flicked it 
over the goalkeeper and in. I ran 
down the sidelines and slid on 
my knees. When you look back 
on the pictures of it with your 
team on top of you, at that age, 
that's a really defining moment. 
Now, I know I can do this." 

Graf has enjoyed success on 


the pitch, but off it, things have 
not always been easy. Coming 
from SMU - a school Graf truly 
thought he would never leave 
- to Bradley was a rough transi¬ 
tion. 

"You don't have this automat¬ 
ic group that you go through 
orientation with," he said. "These 
guys had already played a season 
together. This school is a great 
place, but when you're new 
you're not sure where you fit in. 

I didn't blame [my team] because 
they had already been through 
this experience. " 

Graf said it took some time 
for him to feel comfortable, and 
that even a month into his time 
at Bradley he still questioned his 
decision. His solution? 

"You stick with it," he said. 
"One thing I've learned is there's 
going to be tough times. You're 
going to be down, but you've got 
to keep working. There's going 
to be a light at the end. Once 
I got through it, I was happy I 
didn't make any rash decisions 
to leave." 

Graf is more than comfortable 
at Bradley now. The one thing 
that he worries about now is a life 
without soccer. 

"I just can't find it in myself to 
give up soccer," he said. "I love 
the daily grind, training, working 
out and preparing for games. I 
love being in the moment. I want 
to be on the biggest stage pos¬ 
sible to perform as best I can. The 
idea that the top is far enough 
away that I need to work every 
day to get there is something I 
can't give away."

But, Baylor plays a high-flying 
offense, while Stanford's offense 
was closer to mimicking an NFL 
style. Don't be mistaken to think 
that it won't translate immedi¬ 
ately to NFL success. 

I understand Griffin's market¬ 
ability and why people think he 
will succeed in the NFL. Not say¬ 
ing he won't succeed, but it won't 
be as immediate and apparent as 
Luck's success. The Indianapolis 
Colts made the right decision in 
the draft by taking the rookie of 
the year.

When Matt Coglin was a stu¬ 
dent at Bradley, he described the 
overall atmosphere of Main Street 
as "desolate." 

But he and his business part¬ 
ner Danielle Auth, also a Bradley 
graduate, said there is hope for the 
string of stores and restaurants. 
That's why they chose Main Street 
as the home for their new gift 
and artwork store that opened last 
month. The Main Statement. 

"Main Street was a pretty hap¬ 
pening place in the 1970s," Coglin 
said. "It's time for it to bounce 
back again." 

Coglin said he and Auth were 
inspired by the arrival of coffee 


shops and trendy stores along 
the street, including The Broken 
Tree coffee shop and Random, a 
new boutique below Main Street 
Commons. 

"We checked out Main Street 
and saw all the new artsy places 
going up, and we thought This is 
where we need to go,"' he said.

Food provider 
brings pricier 
dining options

Mixed reviews about the new 
food services on campus, from the 
change in hours of operation to the 
controversy of the Chick-fil-A, are 
prevalent among students. 

However, it seems as if the 
hottest topic in these reviews is 
the increased prices on items at 
Center Court and P.O.D. Market, 
located in the Student Center. 
Vice President for Business Affairs 
Gary Anna said the pricier costs 
are predictable in these places. 

"As you might expect, pricing 
is first based on cost and then han¬ 
dling/stocking and replacement 
cycles," he said. "Convenience 
items on a campus like ours will 
never match dollar-for-dollar, 
penny-for-penny [with] the quan¬ 
tity discounts that a Wal-Mart 
obtains. Regional grocery chains 
can't even compete; but having 
said that, our purchasing power is 
greatly enhanced because of sup¬ 
ply-chain features associated with 
our dining services contract with 
ARAMARK." 

Students without access to a 
car or those living on campus may 
find themselves purchasing gro¬ 
ceries at PO.pl out of conyfcmence. 
But the prices are steep.efl A 12 
pack of. Pepsi at P.O.^^sts 70 
cents more than at C^S,. and $2 
morethan at Wal-Mari. A14 ounce 
box pf General Millsqfareal weighs 
in af-. $4.89 at R0 : £V, nearly $1 
more' compared^ tp-vjCVS and $2 
mpre than Wal-M^f. 

Matt Wilton* General Manager 
for Food Services, said Bradley 
constantly conducts research to 
meet the needs and dining pref¬ 
erences of students, which may 
explain higher costs. 

"The hours and prices of all 
of our locations are based on stu¬ 
dent feedback we received from 
surveys conducted campus-wide 
in the 2011-2012 school year," he 
said. "We conduct a competitive 
analysis twice each school year 
and, based on the fluctuation of 
product pricing, continue to adjust

Earthquake leads to fatality 

An earthquake with a magnitude of 7.6 struck 
the northwest coast of Costa Rica on Wednesday, 
resulting in the death of at least one person, officials 
said. The victim was a woman in the northwest¬ 
ern town of Filadelfia who suffered a heart attack 
believed to be a result of the shock of the quake, 
said Jesus Escalona of the Costa Rican Red Cross. 
The woman was in her 50s. 

In a televised address Wednesday afternoon, 
Costa Rican President Laura Chinchilla urged resi¬ 
dents to remain calm and said no serious dam¬ 
age had been reported. Costa Rica's National 
Emergency Commission reported debris on roads, 
electrical outages and some structural damage in 
homes, especially on the Nicoya Peninsula, about 
14 kilometers (8 miles) from the epicenter.

Sustainable programs initiated 
last year in the dining halls are 
set to continue, albeit with some 
changes. 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said initiatives 
like the reusable clamshell con¬ 
tainers and composting are still 
in place, at least in some dining 
areas. 

"They're maintaining clam¬ 
shells in residence halls, and we 
will continue to compost, though 
there have been some hiccups 
there," he said. "But that's up to 
speed now." 

Anna said clamshells are limit¬ 
ed to certain areas, at least for now. 

"The shops in the [Michel] 
Student Center are more retail 
now, so it's difficult to implement 
clamshells there, since a lot of the 
food is already packaged," he said. 
"But we will give anyone their 
clamshell deposit back." 

But some areas in the Student 
Center are undergoing earth- 
friendly assessments, Anna said. 

"There has been some discus¬ 
sion about cups," he said. "We are 
looking at materials that are more 
recyclable. In the Student Center 
right now, those cups are standard 
stock." 

General Manager for Food 
Services Matt Wilton said there are 
new programs to come, but they 
are in their testing phases. 


"We're early on our journey," 
he said. "You may notice the dis¬ 
count for bringing your own cup 
or mug to refill in the Student 
Center. Soon there will be napkins 
made from post-consumer fiber, 
and the coffee sleeves are made 
from post-consumer fiber as well." 

Wilton said as they search for 
the most sustainable cup for the 
Student Center, students may 
notice a mismatched supply. 

"We are trying out a variety of 
compostable cups, and trying to 
hone in on one we like," he said. 
"So we are still evaluating what's 
going to go in." 

Some of the food that's served 
has sustainable aspects, too, 
Wilton said. 

"One-hundred percent of our 
fryer oil is recycled, and the pizza 
sauce at Topio's is organic, which 
I don't think a lot of people are 
aware of," he said. 

As for stocking the dining 
spots with locally-grown produce, 
Wilton said that is a process in the 
works. 

"We need to go through a dis¬ 
tributor for safety purposes, so 
they can inspect the food and dis¬ 
tribute it to us," he said. "So yes, 
we want to bring in local produce, 
but there are more steps before we 
can implement that." 

There is also a new plan to 
salvage leftover food, Wilton said. 

"All of our excess food that's 
already cooked goes to the Heart 
of Illinois, if it's usable," he said. 


'They distribute it to places like 
soup kitchens in the area." 

That relationship is new, Wilton 
said, but it is something they 
would like to continue. 

"When we have catering 
events, for example, that food is 
already cooked up," he said. " We 


got that lead from a staff member 
on campus." 

Anna said he and the 
Sustainability Committee, which 
is a group of about seven student^, 
will continue to meet and discuss 
green possibilities for the dining 
areas. 


"Food is a big issue for us," he 
said. "It's fair to say, with the com¬ 
mitments we have made, that we 
won't be stepping back." 


Change in districts means new representative for Bradley

This November, the congressio¬ 
nal face of Bradley University will 
no longer be 18th district repre¬ 
sentative Aaron Schock. This year 
will mark the first in Bradley's 
history where the university won’t 
be a part of the 18 th congressional 
district of Illinois - rather, the 17th 
District. 

Brad McMillan, Executive 
Director of the Institute for 


Principled Leadership in Public 
Service, said the reasoning behind 
the district switch was population 
changes. 

"Every 10 years new district 
boundaries are drawn," he said. 
"It is all based off of census data. 
The southern part of Peoria and 
part of Tazewell County will be 
[included in the 17th District]. This 
district will now be more compact 
and that makes more sense, but it 
does mean Peoria will be split." 

McMillan once served as dis¬ 


trict chief of staff for former 18th 
congressional district representa¬ 
tive Ray LaHood, a Bradley alum. 
With his political background, 
McMillan said having the city 
divided by two districts won't be 
so bad. 

"There are some mixed feel¬ 
ings about Peoria being split in 
two congressional districts, but I 
know there are some advantages 
to having two representatives [for 
Peoria] in Congress," he said. 

Current 18th congressional dis¬ 
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trict representative and Bradley 
graduate Aaron Schock will no 
longer be representing the univer¬ 
sity with this change. McMillian 
said, however, that Schock will 
continue to play a role in Bradley's 
future. 

"Congressman Schock has been 
a huge help to the Bradley commu¬ 
nity," he said. "He'll always be an 
alumni and a part of Bradley. He'll 
help when he can. But we'll have 
to get to know the new representa¬ 
tive for our district." 

According to a Real Clear 
Politics poll, the 17th district of 
Illinois was ranked 8th hottest race 
in the country. 

"A lot of attention and money 
will be spent on that particular 
race," McMillan said. 

Nathan Arnold, Field Director 
for current 17th district representa¬ 
tive Bobby Schilling, said the new 
addition of Bradley is positive for 
the district. 

"Bobby is really excited that 
Bradley is part of the district," he 
said. "Having Bradley and more¬ 
over the city of Peoria means a 
lot. This area has long been touted 
as a microcosm of America and 
it's exactly the type of area that 


responds well to practical experi¬ 
ence and non-partisan problem 
solving." 

On Oct. 25th, the Institute 
for Principled Leadership in 
Public Service, WTVP Peoria and 
the Illinois League of Women's 
Voters will co-host a congressio¬ 
nal debate between Republican 
Bobby Schilling and Democrat 
Cheri Bustos for the 17th district. 
McMillan said he would like 
Bradley students involved. 

"We'll do a good job filling the 
stands [at the debate] with stu¬ 
dents," he said. "We will continue 
to advocate to students to par¬ 
ticipate in questions for the can¬ 
didates as well. We may even do 
an online survey where Bradley 
students can submit questions to 
the candidates." 

Despite the district change, 
McMillan said he encourages stu¬ 
dents to vote for the new repre¬ 
sentative. 

"We're hopeful that students 
get engaged, get registered and 
vote in the upcoming election," he 
said. "We want them to realize it's 
their dvic duty to do so."

As a concept origi¬ 
nally put together by +music 
President Ryan Gould and Lyon, 
the organization went through 
variations in the early stages. 

"It's difficult to pinpoint its 
conception," said Gould. "The 
whole idea of +music was near¬ 
ly dropped, but when pitched to 
ACBU [we decided] it was a good 
time to start the group because we 
could gain recognition." 

In its early stages, most of 
the +music members were part 
of an additional campus organi¬ 
zation, Brave Sounds. Although 
+music was filled with members 
who were "super ambitious," the 
original idea needed more time 
to develop. Despite this, Gould 
said they owe a lot of their success 


to the original group. After some 
time, the organization reemerged 
lead by Bradley, Gould and Lyon. 

Bradley said he became 
involved with the organization 
over a musical discussion with 
Gould. 

"I spoke with him casually 
about my interest in having Kids 
These Days perform at Bradley, 
and together we decided that my 
head was in the right place to 
join what would soon become 
+music," Bradley said. "My goal 
was reached, and greatly sur¬ 
passed through the Borderline 
Music Festival." 

Working with other campus 
groups at a new venue and attract¬ 
ing many students suggests a 
theme: +music wants to do more 
than provide music to Bradley. 

"That's the reason we chose this 
name," said Gould. "It's supposed 
to be 'something' plus music."

Health Center urges students to protect against whooping cough

This summer saw a massive 
outbreak of Pertussis (or whoop¬ 
ing cough), an endemic in the 
United States, with peaks in this 
disease every jhree to five years. 

With these frequent outbreaks, 
the Bradley Health Center is urg¬ 
ing students to become aware of 
the ramifications. 

Dr. Jessica Higgs of the uni¬ 
versity health center said for the 
student-age population. Pertussis 
takes the form of a nasty cough 
that lasts for several weeks but 
will not lead to extreme illness. 
When spread to the very young 
and very old in age, however, the 
disease becomes a much greater 
health concern. 

"If you have a very young sib¬ 
ling, or a babysitting charge, or 
an elderly grandparent or friend; 
you could make them severely ill 


by exposing them to this bacte¬ 
ria," said Higgs. "That is why it is 
important for people of all ages to 
be vaccinated against it." 

Bradley currently requires that 
all students be within 10 years 
up to date on their tetanus vac¬ 
cination - a vaccination that now 
includes the addition of a Pertussis 
booster. 

"The tetanus vaccinations that 
Health Services administers all 
have Pertussis vaccination," said 
Higgs. "We are also following the 
current CDC guidelines. If we 
have a student we suspect may 
have Pertussis or recently come in 
contact with someone who does, 
we are testing them for Pertussis 
and treating them with antibiotics 
without waiting for the results of 
the test." 

Higgs said the Bradley Health 
Center is trying its best to fight the 
spread of Pertussis on campus. She 
said students should do certain 


health procedures in their 
daily lives to actively pro¬ 
tect themselves and their 
loved ones against this 
national endemic. 

"It cannot be stressed 
enough that what works for 
the flu works for other ill¬ 
nesses as well," said Higgs. 

"Students should wash 
their hands frequently, 
cover their cough and con¬ 
tain their illness, meaning 
staying home when they 
are ill." 

She also urges students 
to check their vaccination 
schedules to make sure 
they have been recently 
immunized. 

Students can call for 
appointments at 309-677- 
2700.

In addition to improvements 
made in residential halls, the 
other side of campus is under¬ 
going some changes as well. In 
early October, two cul-de-sacs, 
closing the road that previously 
ran behind the Markin Center and 
the Hayden-Clark Alumni Center, 
will officially be complete. 

These cul-de-sacs have been 
created to provide access to cam¬ 
pus without disturbing the cam¬ 
pus feel. 

"The two additional cul-de- 
sacs are part of the campus plan 
and will serve to allow accessi¬ 
bility to the campus, while also 
preserving the nature and feel of 
the new alumni quad," said Vice 


President of Business Affairs Gary 
Anna. "Furthermore, the cul-de- 
sacs will specifically allow access 
and egress from the Main Street 
Deck, Renaissance Coliseum from 
the north, via A.J. Robertson Court 
and the Markin Center from the 
south cul-de-sac, Clarrisa Court." 

One cul-de-sac will give visi¬ 
tors access to the Main St. parking 
deck and the arena, and the other 
will provide access to the Markin 
Center. 

"Given their locations, we 
don’t believe the construction 
will have major interference with 
classes or campus activities--how- 
ever we will be happy when they 
are finished," Anna said. "The cul- 


de-sac at the terminating end of 
A.J. Robertson Court is where the 
statue of A.J. Robertson will be 
placed. That dedication will be 
part of the Homecoming Weekend 
activities in October."

After breaking ground last 
October, members unpacked 
and moved into the new 
chapter house on the cor¬ 
ner of Fredonia Avenue and 
Institute Place in August. 

"It has been a blessing to 
have the opportunity to live 
in both the old and new Pi 
Beta Phi houses," said Julia 
Morris, the Vice President of 
Finance for the chapter. "The 
old one had so many mem¬ 
ories and so much history. 
But it was also very old. My 
experience living in the new 
house has been luxurious. I 
have a single and I love liv¬ 
ing on this side of campus. I

Heitz transforms to most desired residential hall 


Over the summer, the two-year 
Heitz Hall project finally came to 
an end providing all residents of 
Heitz with larger rooms and air 
conditioning for the first time. 

"Only the exterior structure 
stood, as the construction team 
knocked down all the interior 
walls," said Thomas. "Every room 
has been remodeled and the build¬ 
ing is completely air conditioned." 

The only part of construction 
that has not been completed is a 
brand new stairwell on the south 
side of the building. This stairwell 
will be in addition to the previ¬ 
ously existing stairwells located in 
the interior of the building. 

Thomas said because of the 
extent of construction to the build¬ 
ing, the university was required 
to be in compliant with recent fire 
codes, therefore having to install 


an emergency exit stairwell on the 
exterior of the building along with 
an operating elevator. 

Heitz Hall is currently housing 
sophomore students, as opposed 
to primarily freshmen in years 
past. Thomas said the renovation 
has changed living arrangements 
on campus, moving freshmen out 
of Heitz and dispersed in the other 
buildings on campus. 

"The completion of Heitz 
changed the flow of where stu¬ 
dents live," he said. "After hous¬ 
ing assignments last spring the 
building was full, and there were 
more requests for Heitz than could 
be filled. This is the first time that 
has ever happened." 

In addition to the remodeling 
living spaces in Heitz, Thomas said 
they are also looking into expand¬ 
ing common areas in the resi- 
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dence hall, by utilizing space that 
once was used as the multimedia 
room. 

"I am working with two stu¬ 
dents to * see if we can redo that 
space and open it up as a common 
area," he said.

But because 
of the university's close proximity 
to the outskirts of the city, many 
would presume that taking Main 
Street south toward the city down 
couldn't be that bad. But two rob¬ 
beries that took place last spring 
at businesses on Main Street, one 
which was armed, suggest other¬ 
wise. 

The safety of the street has

Ryan Gould, Christian Lyon, and 
Shane Bradley. 

These three gentlemen want¬ 
ed to bring a diverse group of 
musidans to campus so Bradley 
students could sample different 
sounds and musical tastes that are 
not prominent to central Illinois. 
I know this because last spring, 
when the festival plans were in 
their infancy, I assisted Ryan (a 
good friend of mine) in proof¬ 
reading and preparing the pro¬ 
posal that he and the other +music 
members would give to ACBU to 


line the street, such as bars and 
liquor stores, make it a risky walk 
after dark. 

However, Main Street is mov¬ 
ing in a positive direction. New 
shops like The Main Statement, 
opened by two Bradley graduates, 
the re-opening of Mr. G's and new 
businesses like The Broken Tree 
coffee shop offer some promise 
that the trend may continue.

tion. ACBU accepted, and the two 
organizations worked with Brave 
Sounds Entertainment to put the 
plans into motion, creating the 
event we saw this fall. 

It should also be known that, 
while helpful in bringing the fea¬ 
tured bands to campus. Brave 
Sounds Entertainment had no 
part of choosing the music lineup 
- this was also chosen by Ryan 
and the +music gang. 

While ACBU and Brave 
Sounds Entertainment worked 
hard on BAMF (and I commend 
them greatly for their work), the 
event would not have been pos¬ 
sible without the work of +music, 
and they deserve more credit than 


in walking distance. This would 
also be an excellent recruiting tool. 

Moving businesses in below 
Main Street Commons, like 
Random, the clothing boutique, 
and Leaves and Beans coffee shop 
later this year, might prompt other 
small businesses to look at Main 
Street as a viable option. 

If Bradley wants to create a 
lasting impression on its students, 
it should realize that Main Street 
is too close to the university to 
be ignored. Administration should 
continue to work with the city, 
police and business owners to 
make Main Street the kind of place 
students, and other members of 
the community, would want to 
visit.

It’s the good advice that you just couldn’t 
take. It’s 10,000 spoons when all you need 
is a knife. Albums these days, that is. 

Life without good old ‘90s music is like 
rain on your wedding day. Thankfully, 
Alanis Morisette has heard my cry and, 
ironically, released a new album on 
August 28. This is her first album since 
her 2008 “Flavors of Entanglement.” 
That album wasn’t bad, but it was a 
little adult contemporary for my tastes 
and it went under the radar. 

With this new offering, “Havoc 
and Bright Lights,” Morissette is 
all grown up, and she’s got the 
wisdom to prove it. Since 2008, 
she has gotten married and had a 
child, and presumably got over 
the guy in “You Oughta Know.” 
Her lyrics still read like a diary 
into her innermost soul, but the 
material is distinctly more mature and 
thought out. We are seeing into a new 
part of Morissette’s life set to entrancing 
melodies and the powerful voice she’s 
loved for. 

The album is well balanced and features 
Indian style beats mixed with sensual synth 
tones to create a decidedly seductive sound 
that, when mixed with her cutthroat lyrics 
and vocals, is hypnotic. 

The maturity that she seems to have grown 
into balances the angry woman of “Jagged 
Little Pill,” but Morissette isn’t letting that 
whole motherhood and domestic bliss thing 
get in the way of what needs to be said.

The lyrics 
read like a textbook explanation of how our 
culture not only creates, but coddles the 
men who will later see debasing women in 
the cycle of violence. The nameless man 
first sees his mother folding to the abuse 
of his father and his behavior is condoned, 
then his sister following suite with no other 
example to base her behavior off of. “She 
took her cues from the climate/and never 
knew another way,” Morissette croons, 
over revolution inciting beats. Next is his 
lover, who takes everything he gives her and 
begins to treat her even worse, pushing the 
boundaries and seeing how much she can 
take to the point that everything about her 
makes him angry at her. Finally, enter his 
daughter, “A stranger to being debased/She 
has a new lease and limit/On the abuse she 11 
tolerate” and breaks the cycle of silence. In 
between the story, the chorus calls out not 
only the men who the song describes, but 
the women who point fingers at feminists. 
The battle cry of “Calling all woman haters/ 
We’ve lowered the bar on the/Behavior 
that we will take—come on now/Calling 
all lady haters/Why must you vilify us/ Are 
you willing to clean the slate,” pretty much 
sums up the current feminist movement. It is 
refreshing and oh-so-Alanis. This is a song 
people will be talking about. 

She shows a softer side as well, especially in 
“Guardian,” which is still power packed, but 
describes her loyal love for someone who 
has been by her side, and always will be. She 
could be talking about her son, but the lyrics 
also lend themselves to anyone who she sees 
herself growing old with, like her husband 
and best friends. It’s a feeling anyone who’s 
ever had a best friend can understand. 
Overall, “Havoc and Bright Lights” is no 
“Jagged Little Pill,” but why should it be? It 
is a mature album, but it keeps the attitude 
and incredible passion that made the former 
so great. It is definitely worth a listen for 
any one who’s ever listened to “You Oughta 
Know” on a post breakup loop. 
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He has been a staple of British popular culture for almost 50 years. Multiple actors have 
played him. Fans the world over have delighted at his exploits, waiting patiently for when 
he will return to grace the screen again. No, this isn’t James Bond we’re talking about. 

This is “Doctor Who,” the cult science fiction TV series that has thrilled audiences since its 
inception in the ‘60s. But just who is Doctor Who, and why should you care? 


THE PREMISE: “Doctor Who” 
tells of an alien, simply called The Doctor, 
who travels through time and space in his 
personal time machine, the TARDIS (Time 
and Relative Dimension in Space, center), 
which is shaped like a British police box. 
Always landing himself into trouble. The 
Doctor’s sole purpose in life is to help 
people, almost always from monstrous 
aliens set on world domination. Never 
traveling alone. The Doctor is always 
with a human companion who acts as the 
audience surrogate. 


THE HISTORY: The Doctor’s alien physiology allows him to regenerate when close to death, 
becoming a different person with different personality quirks every time. Thanks to this ability, multiple 
actors have played the part over the last five decades, the most recent incarnation (Matt Smith) being his 
eleventh. 

The show began in 1963 in a black-and-white serialized format on BBC and continued until put on hiatus 
in 1989. By that point. The Doctor had gone through a total of eight actors over the course of 26 seasons 
and a television movie, becoming a permanent part of British pop culture. 

In 2005 the show was resurrected, beginning again with season one and still going today. The modem 
version of the show, while sharing continuity with the past seasons, acts as a soft reboot that has gotten 
an entirely new generation hooked on “Doctor Who”, and has also allowed the show to gain greater 
notoriety here in America. 




THE ALIENS: Besides the ever changing 
Doctor and his companions, one of the most iconic 
elements of the show are the alien enemies The 
Doctor confronts. While he has faced hundreds 
of adversaries over the years, three arch 
foes keep popping up to terrorize The 
Doctor. The Master is The Doctor’s evil 
counterpart, a cunning mastermind 
from the same species of alien 
Time Lords. The Cybermen are 
cyborgs purged of all emotion, 

obsessed with converting all organic life to fit their goals. 
However, the greatest threat to the Doctor, and the most iconic, 
are the Daleks (Left), alien mutants in robotic shells who constantly 
yell, “Exterminate!” 


THE FANDOM: “Doctor Who” has persisted over the years thanks in no small 
part to its fandom. With smart and quirky characters caught up in adventures mixing 
science fiction with philosophy and humor, it’s no wonder the show has become as 
popular as it is. With the beginning of the seventh season this past Saturday, even more 
people are discovering the fun and brilliance of “Doctor Who.”

The Doctor is back, and boy has he been missed. After the series went on hiatus for a year, fans were 
growing restless waiting for everyone’s favorite Time Lord to return to the airwaves. Now he’s back, 
and luckily he’s brought his most iconic foes, the Daleks, with him. 

Season seven’s opener, “The Asylum of the Daleks,” has The Doctor (Matt Smith) and his com¬ 
panions Amy Pond (Karen Gillan) and Rory Williams (Arthur Darvill) recruited by the Daleks 
themselves to infiltrate their planet-wide asylum, a dumping ground for all the Daleks that 
went wrong. 

Unlike the last two seasons, whose openers set up 
the story arcs for those seasons, this episode acts as 
more of a stand-alone story. Genuine terror per¬ 
vades throughout as the three principle characters find 
themselves trapped in the bowels of the Dalek asylum. 

While the Daleks themselves are as scary as they should 
be, given their status as The Doctor’s most feared foes, 
they unfortunately are not the main focus. That instead 
falls to Amy and Rory’s relationship troubles. 

The character interaction, coupled with a surprise twist at the end, make 
the episode worthwhile, but definitely not as strong of an opener when compared with the 
last two season premieres. Any veteran “Doctor Who” fan would feel disappointed that 
a seemingly Dalek-centered episode was used as a backdrop to showcase The Doctor’s 
companions. Newcomers should not look to this episode as a good jumping off point either, 
since despite its stand-alone nature it still has many shout outs to episodes past. 

Given what the writers were trying to accomplish, the Daleks would have been better saved 
for a later episode, while the companions’ stories should have been coupled with a different 
plot for the opener. As it stands, this was a mismatched episode that was underwhelming 
but still fun to watch. It’s great to see the good Doctor back in action after a yearlong ab¬ 
sence, and hopefully the next few episodes show off the wit and intelligence “Doctor Who” 
is known for.

Past members abandoned the project 
but stuck around to help Smith produce 
the EP “I Was Searching and I Found.” 
With influences from Cold Play, Sigur 
Ros and Radio Head, WATL stands out 
from other mainstream ‘alternative’ 
bands. 

I stumbled upon this band on a Pandora 
station and was immediately blown 
away by its intricate instrumentals and 
talented vocals. 

Weaver at the Loom just released 
a new album this past year entitled 
“Before Now, Was Then,” however, 
his first EP is my favorite. The blend 
of rhythms and harmonies creates an 
easy listening environment. Every 
title on all five tracks is distinct and 
has unusual punctuation, and the way 
the songs are ordered splice together a 
story. This ironic naming can relate to 
the title of the band “weaving” together 
to create a theme within each song. 
Titles like “Buck Up They’re Coming,” 
“You Can’t Escape Them,” “You 


Can’t Evade Them,” “But You Can 
Enjoy Your Life Here and After” and 
“Without Fear of Their Return” create 
an intimate tapestry of the band’s 
message not to fear challenges but to 
overcome them. 

Along with Smith’s passionate 
vocals, WATL also features female 
vocals which occasionally blend with 
background harmonies that fit so 
perfectly you wouldn’t even notice a 
change, adding to the emotion of the 
songs. A top tune on this EP is “You 
Can’t Evade Them,” setting 
the tone for a soothing 
instrumental with a slow 
lyric build up to a fast 
pick up to the chorus. 

WATL lyrics give listeners 
a new perspective on 
how to view the world. 

Take into account that the 
lyricists are all in their 
early 20s and the message- 
packed lyrics are even more 
impressive. Weaver at the 
Loom’s music gives people 
a sense of hope to encounter 
anything in life. Every word 


that is sung is filled with passion and 
sentiment. I recommend this band for 
all music lovers of any genre to fill 
their ears with a new sound.

Working through New York City, it must be quite a rush to weave 
in and out of traffic on a bicycle. The wind in your face, the 
adrenaline pumping through your veins, the excitement of the life 
and death stakes. It is this feeling that star Joseph Gordon-Levitt 
channels perfectly in his new action film, “Premium Rush. 

Levitt plays a bike messenger named Wilee who wants nothing 
more from life than to speed through the city delivering packages. 
But his deadly lifestyle becomes deadlier when one of his packages 
is wanted by a dirty cop desperate to retrieve it. 

The film does a magnificent job of portraying the culture and 
lifestyle of bike messengers. The majority of the messengers are 
cautious and fiercely competitive with each other, while Wilee is 
more of a daredevil, biking without brakes and putting his life on 
the line daily. 



Throughout Wilee’s hellish ride 
through New York, we are treated to 
several breathtaking action sequences 
that convey the dangers of the city’s 
hostile traffic perfectly. A frantic pace 
keeps things from getting boring and 
the amazing bike stunts will keep you 
on your toes the entire time. 

While the film excels at showing

Mosquitoes carrying the West 
Nile virus have infected more 
people in the United States this 
summer than ever before experts 
say, despite a scorching season that 
caused severe droughts through¬ 
out the country. 

According to the Michigan 
Department of Community 
Health, there were 105 reported 
cases of West Nile in Michigan 
as of Wednesday. Nationally, the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention has now reported 1,993 


cases and 87 deaths as of Sept. 4, 
making it the worst year the coun¬ 
try has experienced since 2003. 

U. Michigan Public Health Prof. 
Mark Wilson said though the virus 
has now been found in almost 
every county in the United States 
since it arrived in 1999, it is fairly 
new to the country. West Nile like¬ 
ly first entered the United States 
by boat from Israel and spread 
from bird populations to mosqui¬ 
toes, before humans began con¬ 
tracting the disease. 

Wilson said that while most 
mosquitoes usually die off during 
dry conditions, the Culex mos¬ 


quito, a prominent carrier of the 
virus, is able to survive with lim¬ 
ited rainfall. 

"Different species of mosqui¬ 
toes end up preferring breeding 
sites and concentrated water that 
is more often found during the 
dry season," Wilson said. "So 
your backyard might be a suitable 
breeding place for some species of 
infected mosquitoes, but a hun¬ 
dred meters down the road where 
there are houses without much 
vegetation it might not be." 

Wilson and other experts said 
they aren't able to offer a conclu¬ 
sive answer for why there have 
been so many West Nile cases 
this year. * 

JoLynn Montgomery, an assis¬ 
tant research scientist of epidemi¬ 
ology at the UM School of Public 
Health, said the mosquitoes car¬ 
rying the virus may have benefit¬ 
ed from irreenlar seasonal condi¬ 


tions earlier this year. 

"It's likely that we had a pretty 
mild winter here in Michigan and 
more of the mosquitoes that were 
carrying the virus were able to sur¬ 
vive over winter," Montgomery 
said. 

There is no vaccine or substan¬ 
tive treatment for those infected 
with the virus, Montgomery said. 
However, she said alternative care 
methods aimed at restoring hydra¬ 
tion can help relieve many symp¬ 
toms. 

Wilson said only a small per¬ 
centage of infected people — about 
20 percent of reported cases — 
have severe reactions to the virus, 
and the remaining people that are 
diagnosed experience "mild flu¬ 
like symptoms." 

Sandro Cinti, an associate pro¬ 
fessor at the UM Medical School, 
said the extent of how dangerous 
West Nile is may be exaggerated. 


noting that those who have serious 
reactions are often already coping 
with weakened immune systems. 

"You see people in the hospital 
and they are really sick, but they 
are the susceptible ones," Wilson 
said. 

He added that the mortality 
rate for those who suffer from neu¬ 
rological symptoms is 10 to 15 per¬ 
cent, but this number is still small 
compared to the number of cases 
in which patients have mild symp¬ 
toms or the virus goes undetected. 

"If you compare influenza 
deaths (nationally), they are about 
35,000 to 40,000 on an average 
year," Cinti said. "West Nile at its 
best... is 200 to 300." 

Cinti said the best way to 
protect against the disease is to 
stay inside in the evenings and 
early mornings and to wear long- 
sleeved shirts and pants whenever 
possible.

Braves fans should share in 
Tupuritis' thankfulness for the 
staff and her teammates, because 
without her, the Braves would 
face an even tougher challenge 
on the court. 

Even with two recent losses, 
Tupuritis is optimistic about the 
volleyball team's potential this 
season. 

"I think it's going to be a great 
season," she said. "I think every¬ 
one should come support us." 

Tupuritis sees the Braves in 
the conference tournament at 
the end of the year. If she stays 
healthy and continues playing 
well with her teammates, the fans 
may see them there as well. 
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New logo, new era for 
Bradley athletics

The first time I heard about 
Bradley University was during the 
basketball team's run to the Sweet 
16 in the 2006 NCAA Tournament 
and their subsequent photo on the 
Sports Illustrated cover. 

One of my high school teachers 
used to cut out the cover pages 
from the magazine and tape them 
together to create a collage to cover 
the walls of the room. 

As a result, I saw Marcellus 
Sommerville proudly hold up the 
front of his jersey to show off the 
Bradley lettering to the crowd, and 
thanks to the Sports Illustrated 
cover, to the world. 

Not only did that leave a last¬ 
ing impression on me when I was 
weighing my choices for college, 
but I expected Bradley to be pretty 
successful in sports. 

However, the level of play by 
the Braves didn't match my expec¬ 
tations. 

Yes, there are some positives. 
The soccer team has gone to the 
NCAA tournament in back-to- 
back years, and I even got to travel 
to Louisville to watch their second 
round match. They have met and 
exceeded my expectations. 

But on the other side, you have 
the Bradley baseball team, which 
hasn't won a Missouri Valley 


Conference title since 1968. The 
volleyball team hasn't played in 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
Tournament since 2005. And the 
women's tennis team has won only 
four matches in the past decade. 

Those numbers are awful and 
embarrassing. But even more 
shocking. I've felt that Bradley ath¬ 
letics has been content with below 
average teams, and it can be seen 
by the number of students attend¬ 
ing games. 

But now, my viewpoint is start¬ 
ing to change. 

Bradley unveiled a new logo 
earlier this month, replacing the 
outdated 'B' block with a unique 
red and white shield. 

Some people will look at the 
new logo and not see its full value. 
Sure, it's just a patch to be seen 
and worn. But its significance is 
much broader than its face value. 

Don't be mistaken. President 
Joanne Glasser and Athletic 
Director Michael Cross are 
attempting to do much more than 
change looks. The new logo is 
marking a new era and new brand. 
They are putting their own per¬ 
sonal touches to the entire athletic 
department, and showing that 
Bradley can be successful in sports 
outside of men's basketball. 

Look' around on campus. No 
longer is the volleyball team play¬ 
ing their games on the Markin 
performance court. No longer do 
you have to travel to ICC to watch 
the women's basketball team. The 
Renaissance Coliseum is chang¬ 
ing how important athletics are at 
Bradley. 

Don't be mistaken. Glasser and 
Cross want Bradley to be more 


competitive across the board in 
sports. 

The soccer team is nationally 
ranked. The women's cross coun¬ 
try team was voted by Missouri 
Valley Conference coaches to fin¬ 
ish second this year, and 11th in 
the Midwest Region by a national 
coaches poll. The volleyball team 
had their best start in program his¬ 
tory. The women's basketball team 
is used to playing in postseason 
tournaments after earning their 
first berth three years ago. The 
baseball team continues to be rec¬ 
ognized for their recruiting classes. 
And the men's tennis team had its 
highest finish in conference play 
since 2006. 

Soccer's Jim DeRose and golf's 
Jeff Roche are the only head coach¬ 
es that have been on the Hilltop 
for longer than five years. That's 
not by accident. In only their third 
year working together, Glasser 
and Cross are building a founda¬ 
tion at Bradley to make the athletic 
programs stronger, and better than 
they have been in the past. 

There's a storied history for 
multiple sports on the Hilltop and 
finally Bradley is working towards 
a rich future. 

Don't be mistaken. Bradley ath¬ 
letics are on the right path and 
closer to matching my expecta¬ 
tions.

Though the floor will be a lit¬ 
tle more crowded than usual, the 
Smith Career Center will welcome 
a record number of employers 
to the Renaissance Coliseum for 
the Fall Job & Internship Fair on 
Thursday. 

Currently, 154 national and 
local employers will attend the 
fair to recruit for full-time posi¬ 
tions and internships. More than 
20 of the employers attending the 


event are recruiting at Bradley for 
the first time. 

'This is the most we've ever 
had at one fair," said Executive 
Director of the Smith Career 
Center Jane Linnenburger.

Americans killed in Libya 

U.S. officials and Middle East analysts said Wednesday 
an attack killed four Americans at a U.S. Consulate in 
eastern Libya. 

The U.S. Ambassador to Libya, Christopher Stevens, 
and three other Americans were killed Tuesday in an 
assault on the consulate in the city of Benghazi. The attack 
followed a violent protest at the U.S. Embassy in Cairo 
over a low-budget anti-Muslim film made in the United 
States, and it initially appeared that the assault on the 
Benghazi consulate was another spontaneous response. 
Libyan officials and a witness said the attack took advan¬ 
tage of a protest over the film to launch their assault. 

The FBI said in a statement that it has opened an inves¬ 
tigation into the deaths of the four Americans and the 
attack on the consulate. It said investigators would work 
closely with the State Department and "the appropriate 
government partners" in Libya.

Problems with poverty 

New census data shows the middle class lost 
ground again last year, failing to an all-time low in 
their share of how much income they take in. People 
with incomes between $20,263 and $62,434 collec¬ 
tively earned less than 24 percent of all income in 
2011, even though they made up 40 percent of the 
population. 

The nation's official poverty rate in 2011 was 
$22,811 for a family of four, lower than many poverty 
experts were forecasting, and since 2010, 46.2 million 
people have been living that way. 

This week, the Pew Research Center said a third of 
Americans now identify themselves as lower middle 
class, and the percentage of young adults who see 
themselves as occupying the bottom of the heap is 
even higher.

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Recruitment process brings forward a number of changes

Many organizations in the 
Panhellenic and Interfraternity 
councils celebrated the conclu¬ 
sion of recruitment on Sunday. 
However, low enrollment and 
different recruiting styles caused 
mixed results for both communi¬ 
ties. 

This year, 386 women signed 
up for formal recruitment; just a 
few more than the 380 who par¬ 
ticipated in recruitment last fall. 
This past weekend 233 women 
accepted bids. 

"The quota for each soror¬ 
ity was 34 women, and six of 
the seven houses met it/' said 
Associate Director of Fraternity & 
Sorority Life Jesse Koch. "We had a 
small candidate pool [of freshmen 


and sophomores]. Despite that, we 
saw a small growth, which is bet¬ 
ter than a decrease." 

The Interfratemal Counsel saw 
a decrease in the number of men 
who accepted chapter bids on 
Sunday night during the annade- 
ixis ceremony. Koch said a total of 
165 men accepted bids, 34 less bids 
than the 199 men who accepted 
last year. Koch said although the 
number of bids accepted is small¬ 
er, that amount is expected to grow 
since men go through the informal 
recruitment process throughout 
the year. 

"It was a big transition [for 
informal recruitment]," Koch said. 
"Some chapters are doing very 
well with it and others are still 
adjusting. It's more of a chapter- 
by-chapter question." 

Women's recruitment consists 


of a single weekend, where women 
visit each chapter before choosing 
one she wishes to join, while men's 
recruitment is an ongoing process. 

"Men can sign up at any point 
for informal recruitment," Koch 
said. 'They won't get a good feel of 
the houses during formal recruit¬ 
ment like the Panhellenic groups. 
[Informal recruitment allows men] 
to hang out with the members and 
make friends instead of putting on 
a show." 

Maya Lev, Panhellenic Director 
of Panhellenic Recruitment, said 
recruitment counselors played a 
large part in ehcouraging women 
to accept bids. Women were 
assigned counselors the day they 
signed up for recruitment, starting 
during summer orientation ses¬ 
sions, which was a change for this 
year. 


"We feel that our retention rate 
[throughout the recruitment pro¬ 
cess] was because of the counsel¬ 
ors," Lev said. "It was important 
because the girls rushing made 
relationships with the recruit¬ 
ment counselors beforehand. It's 
a stressful time, so it's awesome 
that the counselors were there for 
the girls." 

Sara Falkin was a recruitment 
counselor this year. She said she 
saw a new side of the recruitment 
process. 

"It was really nice when I got a 
text from one my girls telling me 
how helpful I was to the whole 
group and how she really appre¬ 
ciated having me there to guide 
her," Falkin said. 

Recruitment counselor Toby 
Sanders said the process was great 
for meeting other counselors, too. 


"It was fun getting to know 
the other recruitment counselors," 
she said. "Sometimes all we know 
each other by what letters we wear 
on our shirts." 

Although Panhellenic council 
had a successful recruitment, Koch 
said a new sorority won't be in 
Bradley's future anytime soon. 

'There's nothing to justify a ' 
new sorority because we aren't 
bursting at the seams in our houses 
right now," he said. "We still have 
room for about 40 more women 
to join."

Student Senate opens with goal for community presence

Student Senate is looking to 
expand their network outside of 
the Bradley bubble. 

At the first Senate meeting 
of the semester on Monday, an 
amendment to the constitution 
was brought to the floor propos¬ 
ing greater student involvement at 
the Peoria City Council meetings. 

The proposed legislation 
requires the City and Local Affairs 
committee to actively attend bi¬ 
weekly meetings of the Peoria City 
Council. 

As stated in the proposed 
amendment, the committee will 
be required: "To attend, or watch 
online, the biweekly meetings 
of the Peoria City Council, and 
to report on these meetings to 
Student Senate, and to represent 
Bradley University's Student 


Senate at these meetings." 

Chairman of the CLA commit¬ 
tee, William Parkhurst, who pro¬ 
posed the amendment stated in 
the proposal that by attending city 
council meetings, senate would 
have more participatory role in 
Peoria's government. 

The proposal also stated it 
would be one way to reach out to 
the community. 

"If a Bradley senator is consis¬ 
tently attending these meetings, 
it will prove we are serious about 
having a professional relationship 
with the council," said Campus 
Affairs chair. Holly Alguire. 

Although she agreed with the 
proposal, Alguire^aid she believed 
attending bi-weekly meetings 
should be mandatory, rather than 
having the option to watch online. 

Parkhurst stated that because 
Bradley students are unable to 
vote on matters presented at the 


meetings, a student that attends 
the meetings would have limited 
influence on discussion and it 
wouldn't be necessary to physi¬ 
cally attend. 

"We already communicate 
well enough with individual 
congressmen in the Peoria area," 
Parkhurst said. "I don't think it's 
necessary to be another anony¬ 
mous member at local meetings." 

In addition to proposing a new 
amendment, eighteen new sena¬ 
tors were approved to join senate 
and were officially welcomed by 
Vice President for Student Affairs 
Alan Gaisky. 

Senators will have the chance 
to propose changes to the amend¬ 
ment as well as vote during the 
next general assembly. 

Students interested in becom¬ 
ing involved can attend Monday's 
general assembly meetings at 5 
p.m. in the Garret Center.

Main Street Commons opened 
last year, which houses mostly 
seniors, graduate students and 
interns, and very few underclass¬ 
men. 

"We would be more than wel¬ 
come to house freshman, but that 
is against the Bradley housing 
policy which requires all fresh¬ 
men to live on campus," said gen¬ 
eral manager Greg Colwell. 

Colwell said there are no reten¬ 
tion rates to base their success off 
of yet, since Main Street Commons 
has only been open one year. But 
he says the retention rates would 
still be diluted even if they had 
been open longer because the 
majority of students living there 
only stay for one year, maybe 
two. However, the retention rate 
still grows for those students who 
live in Main Street Commons for 
graduate school. 

"I believe this high retention is 
a direct reflection of our high resi¬ 
dent satisfaction and the quality 
of our community," said Colwell. 
"Main Street Commons has a lot 
to offer that they can't find as eas¬ 
ily in the market." 

A potential second set of apart¬ 
ments, called "phase two," is still a 
possibility for fall of 2013, he said. 


"We really wanted to con¬ 
centrate on making the first 
building top notch and a 
priority," said Colwell. "It is 
important that we take in resi¬ 
dent feedback and gauge the 
market prior to putting up our 
second building." 

This summer Main Street 
Commons further concentrat¬ 
ed on filling its commercial 
space, adding two student/ 
resident focused tenants in 
Random, a clothing boutique, 
and Leaves N' Beans, a coffee 
shop which will arrive this 
winter. 

Colwell said Main Street 
Commons is priced in accor¬ 
dance to the market, but is 
constantly gathering resident 
feedback. 

"All inclusive may make 
us seem more expensive, but 
once you break down every¬ 
thing added we are an afford¬ 
able choice in luxury hous¬ 
ing," said Colwell. 

Colwell said listening to 
residents and being market 
aware will undoubtedly result 
in a fair rate. Main Street 
Commons expects to release 
rates for next year in the 
upcoming week.

The second annual greek co¬ 
sponsored Late Night BU was well 
attended by both greek and non- 
greek students this past Monday, 
though many students questioned 
its effectiveness.

Night BU attracted more than 
1,800 students and offered activi¬ 
ties including fencing, country line 
dancing lessons, a photo booth 
and a paintball competition. 

Greek Night BU was created 
in 2011 to provide both greek and 
non-greek students a safe envi¬ 
ronment in which to celebrate 
the end of fraternity and sorority 
recruitment. Director of Wellness 
Programs Melissa Sage-Bollenbach 
said. 

In spring 2011, a greek stu¬ 


dent approached the Late Night 
BU planning staff with the idea of 
doing a greek version of Late Night 
BU. 

"[The student] had concerns 
regarding excessive high-risk stu¬ 
dent drinking on that Monday," 
said Sage-Bollenbach. "[The stu¬ 
dent] felt that if the greek students 
and their new members had some¬ 
where to go and something to do 
other than going to parties, we 
might be able to reduce some of the 
negative consequences related to 
high-risk drinking." 

However, some students feel this 
strategically placed Late Night BU 
does not accomplish its goals. 

"[Late Night BU] gives people 
a way to have a safe night, but at 
the same time people are going to 
be drinking," said junior health sci¬ 
ence major and Sigma Kappa mem¬ 


ber Dana Pine. "It's a valiant effort, 
but it isn't fully accomplishing the 
goals it is in place to do." 

Junior sports communication 
major Matt Moran said many peo¬ 
ple attended Late Night BU after 
having a few drinks. 

"I don't think Late Night BU 
prevents drinking, but it is a fun 
activity for those who choose not to 
drink," he said. 

While Bradley Wellness 
Programs acknowledge some feel 
this way, the greek-themed Late 
Night BU will continue. 

"I believe it's important to con¬ 
tinue this event into the future to 
provide a celebratory social event 
for greek life and also for non-greek 
students to have a better under¬ 
standing of what Greek life is all 
about," Sage-Bollenbach said.

BUPD, University need to keep students aware 


On Monday night Bradley's 
campus was alive. Students of all 
ages were celebrating the end of 
recruitment at Late Night BU as 
well as in other social settings and 
off-campus houses. 

That same evening a student 
was held at gun point and robbed. 
Unaware of what had happened, 
students on campus moved free¬ 
ly on off-campus streets without 
worry. 

In light of that robbery, 
described in this week's article 
"Student robbed at gunpoint; 
investigation ongoing," we believe 
the Bradley University Police 
Department fell short on their 
duties to protect students. 

Nearly 17 hours after the inci¬ 
dent an email was sent to stu¬ 
dents. BUPD Chief of Police Brian 
Joschko said the delayed email 
was justified, as a suspect was 
captured minutes after the stu¬ 
dent called to report the robbery. 
However, the suspect was released 
several hours later, because there 
was not enough evidence to con¬ 
vict him. 

Joschko said he was not sure 
exactly how long it took for the 
police to catch the suspect, but that 
it was less than half an hour. Even 
if they caught a suspect five min¬ 
utes into a search, students should 
have known about it. 

In this situation, the police 




determined they had the wrong 
man in custody. If that's the case, 
then the actual robber was still 
out there, possibly remaining in a 
neighborhood heavily populated 
with students. We can't say for 
sure. But in a situation like that, 
the police should err on the side 
of caution. 

It is understandable that the 
police don't want to turn m 
emergency alerts into a cry- j 
wolf situation of desensiti¬ 
zation, but the nature of an 
email is informative. It is not 
meant to alarm or require 
action, like the Forewarn 
text and PA system is. 

So why was there any 
hesitation? What risk is associ¬ 
ated with informing students and 
faculty of what's going on in their 
backyard? 

At the very least, an email to 
say 'This just happened at this 
location. Please be careful when 
you're walking at night," would 
remind students to remain alert 
when they are by themselves. 

In addition to that, a Late Night 
BU was hosted Monday night. 
Plenty of students were out, walk¬ 
ing to the Markin Center, through¬ 
out the night. It would have been 
beneficial to notify them that an 
armed robbery had recently taken 
place, and they should retain some 
measure of caution while walk-

ing home. Students are aware that 
they always need to be careful, but 
it is also important that students 
have a accurate understanding of 
crime and activity that takes place 
in the neighborhoods surrounding 
campus. 

Unfortunately, this is not the 
first time the BUPD hesitated on 
alerting campus to a potential

safety hazard. 

Last April, a shot was fired 
into the ceiling at Jimmy John's 
on Main Street just before 11 p.m. 
Instead of notifying students when 
the suspect fled into the Bradley 
community, an email was distrib¬ 
uted an hour later informing them 
of the incident. By not notifying 
students, the safety of the student 
body was put at risk. 

In the next editorial following 
that incident, titled "Armed rob¬ 
bery calls for instant texts alerts," 
the Scout criticized the BUPD for 
not only the late email warning, 
but the choice to send an email 
in general, as opposed to a more 
immediate campus warning. 

We finished the year with 


hopes the BUPD would compose 
a formal guideline; one that would 
indicate what would warrant a 
text, an email or a Forewarn alert, 
including a PA announcement 
instructing students how to pro¬ 
ceed. 

The only guidelines now in 
place state that forewarn alerts 
"are restricted to life-threatening 
or potentially life- 
threatening inci¬ 
dents," and timely 
alerts are for situa¬ 
tions that "represent 
a serious threat to 
students and employ- 
“■ees." 

There is still a lot of 
room for interpretation and sec¬ 
ond-guessing in that definition. 

Again we urge that the police 
department takes the time to cre¬ 
ate a functional, specific set of 
guidelines that they can follow 
in any dangerous, or potentially 
dangerous, situation. And they 
should consider faculty, staff and 
especially student feedback in that 
policy, because Bradley University 
is their home. 

Student awareness and a trans¬ 
parent university police depart¬ 
ment are both essential elements 
of a safe campus environment. The 
lines of communication need to 
be open and active to work effec¬ 
tively. After all, the BUPD is here 


Chicago teachers' strike shows need for education reform

It's no secret that the United 
States has been falling short in 
education compared to the rest of 
the world. 

Not only are American students 
failing compared to other coun¬ 
tries on tests in math and science, 
but now American students are 
dropping out of high school more 
often than students elsewhere. 

"I'm running to make sure that 
America has the best education 
system on Earth, from pre-K all the 
way to post-graduate," President 
Barack Obama said in July. "And 
that means hiring new teachers, 
especially in math and science." 

While reform has been on the 
minds of many politicians from 
No Child Left Behind and Race to 
the Top, there hasn't been a system 
in place that's been able to work 
across the country. 

That's why the Chicago 
Teacher's Union strike is so impor¬ 
tant. Yes, a pay increase, class 
sizes, and resources are important 
to the teacher's union, but the real 


fight here is how teachers will be 
measured. 

Chicago Teachers Union 
^President Karen Lewis said up to 
6,000 teachers could lose their jobs 
under the current evaluation of 
teachers. 

"This is no way to measure 
the effectiveness of an educator," 
Lewis said Sunday. "Further, there 
are too many factors beyond our 
control which impact how well 
some students perform on stan¬ 
dardized tests such as poverty, 
exposure to violence, homeless¬ 
ness, hunger and other social 
issues beyond our control." 

How do we fix the system to 
grade teachers for sub-par stan¬ 
dardized test scores? Are stan¬ 
dardized test scores the fairest way 
to grade students' progress? 

About 350,000 students in the 
Chicago Public Schools (CPS) sys¬ 
tem haven't gone to school this 
week. 

And these students aren't the 
ones who have the flexibility to 
skip school. The district report¬ 
ed a 60.6 percent gradation rate 
for 2012, their highest mark in 


a decade. However, a Chicago 
Tribune study in 2006 found that 
the CPS has a history of inflat¬ 
ing their percentages. This may 
be considered a high mark for the 
CPS, but it's still miles off of the 
U.S. high school national gradua¬ 
tion rate of 77 percent. 

These are the students of our 
future. Look at the charts for how 
much more a person who gradu¬ 
ates from college earns compared 
to a person who graduates from 
high school. Yet, many CPS stu¬ 
dents don't get a chance to dream 
about college. A University of 
Chicago study in 2005 found that 
of the CPS high school graduates, 
about 33 percent enroll in college 
one year after graduating. And 
only 35 percent of students gradu¬ 
ate from college with a bachelor's 
degree within six years. 

Is that the best educational sys¬ 
tem that we can settle for? 

Read a Chicago newspaper 
or watch it's local news to see 
how much violence is currently in 
Chicago. To change this cycle from 
continuing, somebody needed to 
take a drastic step. 


The teacher's union is taking 
that drastic step. Instead of stu¬ 
dents sitting in rooms without air 
conditioning, having too many 
students in one class, or having to 
use tom up textbooks to read from, 
the teachers are taking a stand for 
change. 

Is a strike that takes more than 
350,000 students out of school an 
ideal situation? Absolutely not, 
and most of the teachers would 
agree with that. But, how do you 
get your message across when 
nothing has changed in the past? 

This is a fight about solutions. 
The teacher's union is fighting for 
solutions to help our inner-city 
students. Although I'm not sure 
what the correct answer is for solv¬ 
ing the evaluation process of stu¬ 
dents and teachers, I think it's a 
fight worth fighting.

Hollywood likes to romanticize 
history. World wars, westerns 
and even the Middle Ages all 
come off as exciting eras we 
all wish we could be a part of. 
The Prohibition is one of those 
periods, a time when gangsters 
roamed the city streets waging 
war over the right to sell 
illegal alcohol. “Lawless,” 
however, has no intention of 
sugarcoating the violence that 
comes with being a bootlegger. 

The film tells the real story 
of the Bondurant brothers 
Forrest (Tom Hardy), Howard 
(Jason Clarke) and Jack (Shia 
1 I f LaBeouf) who get into the 
* moonshining business down 
in Franklin County, Virginia. 
The brothers’ bootlegging ways are threatened when ruthless 
Special Agent Charlie Rakes (Guy Pearce) comes from 
Chicago demanding a cut of their profits. When they refuse, 
the Bondurants trigger a war that puts blood on everyone’s 
hands. 

Speaking of blood, the film is covered in it. You can’t escape 
the excessive amounts of gore every time there’s a brawl or 
shootout. While the violence reminds us of the Prohibition’s 
brutality, the film doesn’t revel in it. Instead, the film draws 
strength from the excellent use of the Southern period 
settings and the interactions between Hardy, Clarke and 
LaBeouf. 

As with his “Dark Knight Rises” role as Bane, Hardy conveys 
a lot about his character here through body language. He 
plays a reasonable man who is not afraid to get dirty when 
a job needs to be done. This contrasts well with his younger 
brother, LaBeouf’s Jack, whose inexperience makes him soft. 
While you could be forgiven for typecasting LaBeouf as the 
annoying kid from “Transformers,” his role here conveys a lot 
of maturity. He goes from a naive kid to hardened bootlegger 
in a very realistic fashion, and his journey is the emotional 
heart of the film. 

Pearce plays a sadistic villain, easily a standout as 
he viciously kills and tortures those 


closest to the Bondurants. A scene where he brutally beats 
up LaBeouf is especially memorable and a definite highlight. 
While the Bondurants and Pearce’s character are all fully 
developed, the side characters could do with some fleshing 
out. 

Gary Oldman does the best he can with a small role as a 
Chicagoan gangster, and I was surprised he didn’t factor into 
the plot more. Jessica Chastain and Mia Wasikowska play 
Hardy and LaBeouf’s love interests, respectively, but they 
don’t play into the story that much. Chastain gives off a strong 
performance with what she has, but Wasikowska’s character is 
more of a side story for LaBeouf than anything else. 

While the performances are exceptional and the Prohibition 
south setting does wonders, the film is ultimately let down 
by a predictable plot and rushed climax. Even so, a steady 
pace coupled with high stakes and realistic violence make 
the film a pleasure to watch. If you’re looking for an 
entertaining Southern gangster film that doesn’t shy away 
from showing the darker side of 

the Prohibition era, 
then “Lawless” is 
definitely for 
you.

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The main summer hits this year were Carly Rae Jepsen’s 
“Call Me Maybe” and Gotye’s “Somebody That I 
Used to Know,” which together owned the top of the 
Billboard Hot 100 chart for the entire summer. But there 
was another hit that stemmed from the online world. 
Korean artist PSY’s “Gangnam Style” came seemingly 
out of nowhere, quickly spreading through its quirky 
music video. To date, the music video has more than 
100 million views on YouTube and is currently number 
one on the YouTube 100 music charts. It is also the first 
Korean music video to reach number one on the iTunes 
Music Video Charts, where it currently sits, vying against 
music videos by Justin Bieber, Katy Perry and Taylor 
Swift. 

So what is it that made this song shoot to such popularity 
so quickly?

Lil’ Wayne, Weezy, Tunechi or whatever you 
want to call him has been the most polarizing 
rapper in the past decade. 

Does he have zero lyrical abilities with just a 
few cool lines each song?

He has the talent, the metaphors and the flow 
to be a good artist. But due to the fact that 
he has so many songs, many of them become 
redundant, and he lacks the consistency to 
enter the elite threshold. 

Enter "Dedication 4,” his latest free mixtape 
and the 18 th mixtape he has released 
throughout his career. Unlike his albums, 
usually his mixtapes have more consistency, 
especially noted in his "Da Drought 3,” which 
is widely acclaimed and showcases his skills 
perfectly.

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UWIRE: Obama's post-DNC boost increases approval rating

The Rasmussen Report's daily 
presidential tracking system 
shows President Barack Obama 
five points ahead of presidential 
candidate Mitt Romney in the 
nation. 

The gap between the two candi¬ 
dates, which had narrowed when 
Romney selected Wisconsinite 
Paul Ryan as his running mate, has 
not been this wide since March 17. 

The Rasmussen report also 
shows Obama's job approval rat¬ 
ing at 52 percent, which is at its 
highest since January of 2011. 
Forty-seven percent disapprove 


of the President's performance, 
according to the reports. 

According to the Associated 
Press, the Obama campaign has 


raised $114 million in the month of 
August, $3 million more than the 
Romney campaign. Obama was 
able to significantly increase his 


fundraising after finding 317,000 
donors who had not yet contrib¬ 
uted to his campaign. 

U. Wisconsin political science 
professor Ken 
Mayer said he 
feels the polls 
reflect the 

fact that the 
Democratic 
National 
Convention 
has just 

taken place, 
and does not 
particularly reflect the fact that 
the Obama campaign outspent 
Romney's campaign. 

Mayer said he thinks the $3 mil¬ 


lion is fairly insignificant, and the 
"post-convention bounce" matters 
a lot more in terms of poll results. 

"Romney got no bounce, or a 
small convention-bounce, while 
Obama has a moderate conven¬ 
tion-bounce. This will temporarily 
affect his approval rating," Mayer 
said. "It is likely that the numbers 
will tighten up again in the next 
month. In the context of the presi¬ 
dential race, these poll results will 
not predict the final outcome." 

Professor Barry Burden, anoth¬ 
er UW political science professor, 
echoed similar thoughts. 

According to Burden, it appears 
Obama got more of a boost from 
the Democratic convention than 


Romney did from the Republican 
convention. Burden said although 
the race tightened after Romney 
chose Ryan as his running mate, 
all of that seems to have reversed 
in recent days. 

"Polls show Obama back on 
top nationally and in some key 
swing states. His fundraising has 
picked up and will probably con¬ 
tinue to flow as the general elec¬ 
tion approaches," Burden said in 
an email to The Badger Herald. 
"Romney is going to have to 
hope that poor economic num¬ 
bers, SuperPAC ads or the October 
debates change the dynamic in his 
direction."

plan calls for a similar increase in 
the 1976-77 school year. 

The unstable, inflationary 
economy was the major reason 
Abegg cited for the increase. He 
added that historically, it has been 
the practice at Bradley to consider 
tuition increases every two years 
and that the increase is the lowest 
tuition hike in the last 10 years. 


“We realize that in increasing 
the tuition we face the possibility 
of losing some students 
hopefully by keeping it to as low 
a figure as we can, that will not 
come to pass,” Abegg said. 

Without the tuition increase, 
Abegg explained, the projected 
deficit for the 1974-75 school 


year would amount to $676,000. 
With the additional $100 per 
student, the deficit would be 
lowered to $276,000, assuming 
enrollment, stabilizes at 4000 
students.

"[The Smith Career Center] 
worked with university marketing 
and developed the tagline 'Beyond 
Bradley'/' she said.

a distance from campus," he said. 
"We had every reason to believe 
the correct person was in cus¬ 
tody." 

Later, Joschko said the suspect 
was released because of a lack 
of evidence. It was at that time, 
nearly seventeen hours later, that 
the BUPD released a safety alert 
email to campus. 

Joschko said the email was not 
sent earlier because police had 
arrested a suspect. 

"There was not a continuing 
threat to campus at that time," 
he said. "When the situation 
changed and we released the sus¬ 
pect, we wanted to alert the stu¬ 
dents of that situation." 

The victim said he believes 
students should have been 
warned sooner. 

"There snould have been a 
ForeWam text sent as soon as the 
police found out," he said. "He 
easily could have robbed more 


people on his way down the hill, 
where he was found." 

The victim said he identified 
the suspect at the police station as 
the man who had robbed him, but 
the suspect was still released. 

"I always felt safe on campus 
until last night," he said. "Now 
I feel even more scared because 
Peoria Police released him from 
custody based on lack of evidence, 
after I identified him." 

The student said his warning to 
others is to remain alert. 

"When someone has a gun and 
wants money, it doesn't matter if 
you're a guy or girl, big or small," 
he said. "I always thought I would 
be much less likely to get robbed 
because of my gender and size. 
Also, don't be distracted while 
walking." 

Senior marketing major Lindsey 
Sansone, who lives close to where 
the robbery took place, said the 
email was an insufficient police 


response to the campus commu¬ 
nity. 

"After I found out what 
happened, I was waiting for a 
ForeWam text or email to be sent 
out. When none was received I felt 
betrayed by the university," she 
said. "I would not have found out 
at all if I did not know the students 
who lived in that house." 

Sansone also said she felt the 
email inaccurately portrayed the 
situation. 

"[The email) said that the 
mugging happened between 
Maplewood and Cooper in the 800 
block, rather than saying it hap¬ 
pened in the alley less than a block 
behind Markin," she said. "Also, it 
stated that the suspect displayed 
a handgun, when in actuality it 
was pointed at the student being 
mugged. To me, that is a big differ¬ 
ence and I see it as the university 
trying to downplay the severity of 
the incident."

The Bradley soccer team had 
mixed results tying one game 
and winning another last week¬ 
end at the Evansville ProRehab 
Aces Classic at Arad McCutchan 
Stadium, but it was enough to 
earn the tournament title. 

Friday night against Cincinnati 
junior midfielder Keegan Balle 
drilled a penalty kick for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive game to give the 
Braves a 1-0 advantage in the 81st 
minute. 

But Bradley was not able to 
hold the lead as Cincinnati's 
Shamar Shelton 
scored from outside 
the box just over a 
minute later to tie the 
game. 

The contest went 
into extra time but 
neither team scored 
ending the game in 
a 1-1 draw. It was 
the third time in 
Bradley's six games 
that extra time was 
needed. 

The Braves outshot the 
Bearcats 16-15, but only managed 
six shots on goal despite consis¬ 
tent offensive pressure. 




Junior keeper Brian Billings 
saved six of Cincinnati's seven 
shots on goal. 

Coach Jim DeRose said some 
of the team's struggles in close 
games may have 
something to do 
with the Braves' hav¬ 
ing 11 newcomers 
and playing so many 
freshmen. 

"With £ young 
team, it's all about 
closing out games," 
he said. "Be it tie 
games to get the 
goal lead or not giv¬ 
ing up a goal.

game last year we 
probably get the win." 

In the second 
game of the weekend, 
Bradley finally had 
the offensive explo¬ 
sion they had been 
looking for all season.

It was 
the second time this season Graf 
scored two goals in a game. 

The Braves improved their

Graf got Bradley on the board 
first when he beat the Pilots' 
keeper on a ball inside the right 
post in the 26th minute. 

The lead was 
pushed to 2-0 when 
Balle scored on his 
third penalty kick 
in as many games. 
Balle's three game 
goal streak matches 
the third longest 
streak in school his¬ 
tory. 

The Braves were 
able to connect on 
two more goals 
with one coming off 
a comer kick from junior Ross 
Williams in the 66th minute and 
the other from Graf on a break¬ 
away in the 79th minute. 

Four different Bradley play¬ 
ers were named to the All- 
tournament team.

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Mark Sanchez silences 
his critics

A seemingly infinite supply 
of Mark Sanchez's critics disap¬ 
peared Sunday afternoon as the 
twenty-five year old Quarterback 
led the New York Jets to a surpris¬ 
ing 48-28 victory over the Buffalo 
Bills. 

Winning was not surprising, 
but given the doom and gloom 
typically attributed to Sanchez's 
passing ability this offseason, his 
"performance was anything but 
expected. Sanchez did not break 
any records, but he led a balanced 
offensive attack that crushed a sup¬ 
posedly improved Buffalo defense. 

Sunday, the Jets ran for 118 
yards after a 2011 season where 
their offense did not even average 
106 yards per game on the ground, 
good for 22nd in the league. 

Sanchez completed better than 
70 percent of his passes, after a 
year of completing less than 60 
percent of his passes. Against the 
Bills, Sanchez passed for three 
touchdowns, better than last sea¬ 
son when he only threw three or 
more touchdowns twice. Various 
statistics could be dted, but the 
bottom line is Sanchez may be 
headed for a breakout season. 

While the defense of the Jets 


could and will need to play bet¬ 
ter to become a regular AFC con¬ 
tender, the play of the Bills defense 
befuddled fans across the league. 

After a season mostly com¬ 
prised of mediocrity from the 
defensive end of things, Buffalo 
added a feared pass rusher in 
former Houston Texan Mario 
Williams. 

One tackle and no sacks against 
the Jets leads to no improvement 
for the Bills defense, which, to be 
fair to Williams, was out of sync 
the entire game. Since 48 points are 
not allowed by any one player, so 
the entire defense must be blamed 
for that debacle. 

Yet, as badly as the Bills 
defense played credit is due to 
the Jets offense. Shonn Greene ran 
for 96 yards and a touchdown, 
Santonio Holmes, Stephen Hill, 
Jeremy Kerley, and tight end Jeff 
Cumberland all had at least three 
receptions and caught over 30 
yards. Sanchez and his offense 
could not have gotten off to a bet¬ 
ter and more balanced start. 

This is without even men¬ 
tioning the offensive line. By not 
allowing Sanchez to get sacked, 
the line gave him extra time in the 
pocket, allowing him to make bet¬ 
ter throws, which in turn opened 
up the running game. Everything 
starts at the offensive line and 
without their tough play, the Jets 
will not be able to continue to be 
as successful as they were in week 
one. 

No week in the NFL can pass 
without -at a minimum- 17 million 
references to Tim Tebow. 


The much maligned yet 
yearned for backup quarterback 
did next to nothing on the field. 
Whatever news outlet a fan used 
in the weeks leading up to this 
game, no story dominated the Jets 
the way that Tebowmania did. 
Rarely if ever does a quarterback 
whose career completion percent¬ 
age is lower than Kobe Bryant's 
career field goal percentage ever 
get talked about so much. But 
Tebow has his followers and as 
badly as he ever plays their com¬ 
mitment to Timmy is unwavering. 

Thankfully for the Jets, for now 
at least, it seems as if Tebow's effect 
on the field is not just mitigated, 
but absent altogether. Tebow only 
appeared in a handful of plays 
and simply made no difference for 
the Jets. 

New York fans should revel in 
the satisfaction that comes with 
a big win like the one the Jets 
had against Buffalo. Sanchez is 
playing well, he seems to have 
enough weapons to pass to, and 
the running game performed as 
well as could have been expected, 
possibly even better. As long as 
Tebow stays off the field, the Jets 
could be headed back to the AFC 
championship game.

Freshmen enrollment fails to meet projected goal

For the second year in a row 
there are several empty beds in 
residence halls. 

There are only 1,016 students in 
this year's incoming class. While 
that is only a few students less 
than last year's count, it falls 120 
students short of the 2010 fresh¬ 
man class. 

Director of Business Affairs 


Gary Anna said recent enrollment 
targets have ranged between 1,050 
and 1,100 students, meaning the 
past two years enrollment has 
fallen short of projected goals, a 
challenge that may affect the uni¬ 
versity budget. 

"Students pay a little over 80 
percent of our educational opera¬ 
tional expenses . . . and many eat 
and live on-campus," Anna said. 
"In many cases, if students aren't 
here, we don't incur certain types 


of expenses." 

According to Anna, each stu¬ 
dent at Bradley is currently valued 
at $15,000-$25,000 to the univer¬ 
sity. At the same time, when the 
university is below the enrollment 
goal, each student who chooses not 
to attend Bradley ensues potential 
financial loss. 

Anna said the administration 
is in the process of assessing how 
lower enrollment will affect the 
university budget. However, he 


assures any adjustments will not 
impact the quality of the student 
learning experience. 

Even though students signifi¬ 
cantly contribute to university 
finances, Anna said students aren't 
Bradley's only form of financial 
support. 

"While students are critical to

Arctic Ocean sinks to 
all-time low 

This year, the amount of ice in the Arctic Ocean shrank 
to an all-time low, breaking the last record set in 2007. 
According to the National Snow and Ice Data Center 
in Colorado, the North Pole now measures 18 percent 
smaller. 

"We're smashing a record that smashed a record," said 
data center scientist Walt Meier. In 2007, Sea ice shrank to 
levels 22 percent below the previous record in 2005. In the 
1980s, summer sea ice covered an area slightly larger than 
the lower 48 states, but now it is almost half that. 

In studies, scientists have reported that what hap¬ 
pens in the Arctic changes the climate all over the world. 
Scientists at the snow and ice data center said computer 
models show that the Arctic will be ice-free by 2050, but 
recent trends show ice melting faster than computers are 
predicting.

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Record job fair draws more than 1 r OOO students

Yesterday, the Renaissance 
Coliseum held a record num¬ 
ber of 160 employers at a single 
recruiting event at the Fall Job 
& Internship Fair hosted by the 
Smith Career Center. 

"I'm really excited about this 
job fair," said Jane Linnenburger, 
Executive Director of the Smith 
Career Center. "We even had two 
last-minute registrations. They are 
all very excited to be here and they 
have jobs they need to fill. Bradley 
students handle themselves very 
well at these kinds of events, so 
I'm looking forward to see what 
they do." 

Rick Smith, Director of Career 
Development of the Smith Career 
Center, said the large number of 
employers is beneficial to all stu¬ 
dents of every major. 

'The number of employers that 
came through is great," said Smith. 
"It's been a very diverse group of 
type of employers. [The diverse 
group] will look out for all majors, 
and [some employers] are looking 
just for the specific colleges." 

Linnenburger said 1,095 job¬ 
seekers attended the event, includ¬ 
ing 24 alumni. In fact, alumni were 


prominent at the fair; of the 395 
registered employer representa¬ 
tives 160 of them were Bradley 
alums. 

"I met with a lot of good com¬ 
panies here," said sophomore 
mechanical engineering major 
Dylan Fawcett. "There were a lot 
of Bradley alumni here. It shows 
that once you're at Bradley, you 
never really leave. You can always 
come back [and help students 
out]." 

United Airlines was among the 
alumni employers, and the com¬ 
pany attended the fair for the first 
time this year. 

"One of our managing direc¬ 
tors is a grad from Bradley," said 
United Airlines senior internal 
auditor Chris Moten. "[Coming to 
Bradley] will open our pool to can¬ 
didates who we hever would have 
looked at before. Plus, it shows 
the quality of Bradley students 
and that they're up to par for us, 
since one of our directors gradu¬ 
ated from this school." 

Another company who 
employs Bradley alumni was Red 
Frog Events. 

"[Some of the other Red Frog 
representatives] are Bradley 
alums," said Red Frog Events 
coordinator Brian Durbin. "So this 


fair is important to us. We want to 
reach out to students. We're hop¬ 
ing to get fresh ideas from a fresh 
perspective." 

Students said the large number 
of employers present at the fair 
gave plenty of opportunities. 

"The fair is good, but it's over¬ 
whelming," said junior construc¬ 
tion major Ian Dela Cruz. "I am 
looking at about 15 booths for 
internships, and there are even 
more construction companies here 
which is great for my major." 

Senior mechanical engineering 
major Jeremy Bethke said some 
job opportunities weren't available 
directly at the fair. 

"I'm looking for a full-time job, 
but with a lot of employers it's hit 
or miss," he said. "A lot them ask 
you to apply online and not here." 

Despite the troublesome job 
market today, Smith said the fair 
was helpful to all students who 
attended. 

"I'm optimistic for the students 
[after this fair]," he said. "It's good 
to have this many employers com¬ 
ing in to campus for both full-time 
jobs and internships. It'll be good 
for the students because of the 
large, diverse group we have."

nvestigation continues for McDonald's armed robbery

At about 10:40 p.m. Tuesday, 
hree or four males entered 
McDonald's on Main Street, dis¬ 
played hand guns and robbed the 
store of an undisclosed amount of 
noney. They reportedly ran away 
from campus and have not been 
:aught. According to a Bradley 


police report summary, no one was 
injured. 

The campus community 
received an email about the rob¬ 
bery about an hour and a half after 
the incident. 

"Both Bradley University and 
Peoria police officers responded to 
the area and searched the neigh¬ 
borhood for the suspects," Bradley 
University Chief of Police Brian 


Joschko said. "I am not aware of 
any Bradley students involved in 
or witnesses to this incident. The 
Peoria Police Department is the 
lead investigating agency." 

Senior learning behavior spe¬ 
cialist Jennie Balikov is a resident 
at Main Street Commons, across 
the street from the fast food restau¬ 
rant. She said she feels safe within 
the building, but beyond that, she 


remembers to use caution. 

"I have full confidence in the 
security system and measures that 
are taken to keep unwanted visi¬ 
tors and dangers out of our build¬ 
ing," she said. "However, I am not 
comfortable at all walking around 
alone outside my building. The 
incident last year at Jimmy John's 
really scared me, as well as a lot 
of the people who live here, just 
because a shot was fired and it is 
so close to our building. Then this 
happened at McDonald's and it's 
not two, but four men armed." 

Balikov also said she believes 
the police should send out prompt¬ 
er safety alerts. 

"What makes me mad is that 
the safety alerts [came out] over an 
hour after the robbery took place," 
she said. "I think that police need 
to realize that at any moment a 
student could have walked into 
the McDonald's and who knows 
what could have happened.' 


Senior nursing major Debrah 
Rosenblum, also a Main Street 
Commons resident, said in light 
of the recent incidents, she would 
prefer more communication from 
the Bradley police. 

'The e-mails are not sufficient 
warning," she said. "I'd rath¬ 
er have multiple lock-downs to 
know that we are safe than to have 
e-mails that are normally sent 12 
hours after the crime occurred." 

Rosenblum said the Bradley 
police should use the ForeWam 
text messaging system more often. 

"Once the BU police gets word 
from Peoria police about active or 
current situations, it should be sent 
out in a text message," she said. 
"Most people have access to text 
messages, but they don't always 
have access to their email at every 
time in the day."

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A fresh start for the student activities office

For many, advancing in your 
career means moving from a small 
company to a much larger one. 
But new director of student affairs, 
Tom Coy, saw a window of oppor¬ 
tunity moving from a large uni¬ 
versity with 30,000 students to a 
university with 6,000. 

Two weeks ago. Coy began his 
new position as Bradley University 
director of student activities after 
spending the last five years of 
his career at Grand Valley State 
University in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. 

Coy said he decided to come 
to Bradley for the opportunity to 
interact with students. 

"At my old institution I wasn't 
able to have the interaction with 
students that I wanted," he said. 
" My decision to come to Bradley 
[was because] I wanted to be able 
to work with students more, get to 


know them, be more engaged and 
mentor them and also to have the 
ability to collaborate with other 
faculty members on campus." 

At Grand Valley State 
University, Coy said he worked 
with 25 other professional staff 
members. Now being at Bradley, 
he said he is excited to be more 
involved. 

"Coming from a larger place 
you didn't see people as much," 
he said. "A lot of communication 
took place through email because 
walking across campus to talk to 
someone was a 20 minute trip. 
Here, if a student needs some¬ 
thing, they knock on your door. It's 
different but great." 

Being new to Bradley, Coy said 
he is looking forward to bringing 
new ideas to campus and to do 
things in a different way. 

"I am most excited about work¬ 
ing with Late Night BU," he said. 
"I would like to see it become 
an evening long event...where 


we slowly introduce food, or a 
comedian at midnight so we build 
a whole evening to keep people 
around." 

In addition to LNBU, Coy said 
he would like to strengthen the 
student activities office branding 
and social media presence, make 
processes within the office more 
sustainable and to provide more 
student programming. 

Starting any new position can be 
stressful and difficult, but Coy has 
been handed an additional chal¬ 
lenge, following former Director 
of Student Activities Michelle 
Whited, who was at Bradley for 
15 years. 

"I think the biggest challenge 
is trying to take on the variety of 
roles she had, " Coy said. "She 
was so very connected with peo¬ 
ple on campus and they need time 
to feel me out. To follow in her 
footsteps - it's big shoes to fill in 
many ways."

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Campus organizations make voting

For many students, this is the 
first presidential election they will 
be eligible to vote, and several 
campus organizations are making 
this process more accesible. 

Both Bradley's chapter of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
and the Institute for Principled 
Leadership in Public Service 
plan to help students over the 
next few months educate, register 
and prepare to vote. Latifa Boddy, 
President of the NAACP, said the 
organization assisted students on 
Tuesday outside of Bradley Hall 
at the NAACP's Voter Registration 
event. 


"[We have] been working since 
the spring semester of 2012 to help 
educate our campus about voting 
by hosting events," she said. "We 
are making an effort to continue 
with similar events that educate 
Bradley's campus about voting 
and give people the opportunity 
to register to vote." 

Students who are not originally 
from the Peoria area can still apply 
for an absentee ballot however. 

"Students have to first be reg¬ 
istered to vote before they can 
complete an absentee ballot," 
Boddy said. 'To obtain one, stu¬ 
dents can mail in an application 
to the address listed on their voter 
registration card. They can also 
go to the address listed on their 
voter registration card to fill out an 


application." 

Absentee voting by postal will 
end Nov. 1 and in person absentee 
voting will end Nov. 5, 2012. 

Bradley will not be hosting 
any voting stations on campus. 
Students must go to the listed 
address on their voter registration 
card to vote, or complete an absen¬ 
tee ballot. 

For those who missed the 
NAACP event, students will get 
another chance to register at the 
Engaged youth rally event on 
Oct. 4. Brad McMillan, Executive 
Director of the Institute for 
Principled Leadership in Public 
Service, said the event's purpose 
is to inspire young people to vote. 

"I think this will be a very fun, 
free event," he said. "We have a

Among those speakers are 
Illinois Lieutenant Governor 
Shelia Simon, Illinois Treasurer 
Dan Rutherford and Illinois 
Senator Darin LaHood.

Students can also stop by the 
Institute at Room 135 in Westlake 
Hall anytime for assistance. 

"This event should make it very 
easy for students to fulfill their 
civic duty and be able to vote in 
the election," he said. "One of the 
goals of the Institute is for Bradley 
University to become one of the 
most dvically engaged campuses 
in the nation. It would be nice if 
we could beat all those national 
statistics and be known as a civi- 
cally engaged university."

On Sept. 10 the Lewis J. Burger 
Center for Student Leadership 
and Public Service was selected 
to receive a national student lead¬ 
ership award by the Jenzabar 
Foundation. Last year the foun¬ 
dation awarded $50,000 to sup¬ 
port service-based student groups 
around the country. 

The Burger Center will receive 
a $5,000 grant in recognition of 
its Service on Saturday program, 
which started last fall and has 
made volunteer opportunities 
more accessible to Bradley stu¬ 
dents who want to better serve the 
Peoria Community. 

"The Student Leadership Award 
from the Jenzabar Foundation pro¬ 
vides wonderful recognition for 
the hard work of our students," 
said Director of the Lewis J. Burger 
Center Katherine McGinn. 

According to the organiza¬ 
tion's website, "the mission of 
the Jenzabar Foundation is to 
recognize and support the good 
works and humanitarian efforts 
of student leaders serving others 
across the global community. The 
Foundation seeks to foster a cul¬ 
ture of service and to educate and 
inspire future generations to create 
a better world." 


Last year. Service on 
Saturday brought over 670 stu¬ 
dents together to serve Bradley 
and the Peoria community, and 
by the end of the year they 
raised about $194,000 for local 
charities and completed 48,500 
hours of service. 

"These funds will allow us to 
provide more service opportu¬ 
nities to students and continue 
to provide quality volunteerism 
to our Peoria area community," 
said McGinn. 

McGinn said she reached out 
to the Jenzabar Foundation's 
executive director and deter¬ 
mined that the Service on 
Saturday program was a good 
fit for the Jenzabar Award. At 
the end of August, she was noti¬ 
fied that the Lewis J. Burger 
Center for Student Leadership 
and Public Service had been 
awarded one of eight Student 
Leadership Awards. 

"This award is well deserved 
because we go out and serve 
beyond our campus," said 
freshman special education 
major Megan Fasig. 

So far, McGinn said Service 
on Saturday has been a success, 
and the 6,000 articles of clothing, 
2,500 cans of food and 890 pints of 
blood donated last year proves the 
program right. 


"Winning the Jenzabar Award 
was a very exciting experience," 
said junior learning behavior spe¬ 
cialist major Sam Babb.

down the road when they are in a 
position to commerdalize a great 
idea but lack the necessary knowl¬ 
edge or lack strategic teammates." 

Traditionally, entrepreneurship 
is linked with the business school 
within a university. The Turner 
School challenges this norm. 

"The [Turner] school is a uni¬ 
versity level commitment across 
all the colleges, reporting to the 
provost," said Hills. "All of the 
students at Bradley can benefit as 
they look to an environment and 
a career that will require being 
entrepreneurial to be successful." 

The Turner School offers 
a campus wide minor in 
Entrepreneurship and Innovation 
and an Entrepreneurship Scholar 
Program similar to Bradley's exist¬ 
ing Global Scholars Program, 
where students gain credit for 
dasses and activities focused on 
experiential learning. 

"There is a tremendous 
amount of entrepreneurial poten¬ 
tial in [CFA]," said Turner School 


Committee Representative for the 
Slane College of Communications 
and Fine Arts Edward Lamoureux. 
"The Turner School can help us 
fine-tune and focus our creativity 
and innovation toward the devel¬ 
opment of entrepreneurial enter¬ 
prises that can benefit students, 
CFA and the university." 

There are currently 150 stu¬ 
dents enrolled, but Hills said he 
hopes to accommodate up to 1,000 
students in the future. 

"Our mission is to change the 
lives of students and to better pre¬ 
pare them for the future," said 
Hills. "At the same time, we can 
earn national distinction, and help 
position Bradley nationally for 
many years to come." 

There will also be many non¬ 
credit activities for students to par¬ 
ticipate in, such as the "BravePitch" 
competition on Oct. 22 where stu¬ 
dents have three minutes to pres¬ 
ent an idea for a new business, 
innovation or social venture.

Students should be inspired to give back 


More than a year ago. Service 
on Saturdays was first introduced 
as a program sponsored by the 
Lewis J. Burger Center for Student 
Leadership and Public Service in 
an effort to provide students, spe¬ 
cifically those living in residence 
halls, with the means to volunteer 
on a Saturday morning. 

At its first event, more than 75 
students participated and donated 
their time to local organizations 
and charities. 

"The turnout was fantastic," 
said Katie McGinn, director of the 
Lewis J. Burger Center in the April 
2, 2011 edition of the Scout. "There 
were more students than I had 
anticipated and the impact the stu¬ 
dents had on the community was 
huge. It was a big success." 

Service on Saturdays is coor¬ 
dinated by SERVE, an organi¬ 


zation of students involved in 
giving back to the community. 
Approximately once a month, a 
Service on Saturday event is host¬ 
ed, providing participants with a 
free breakfast and lunch as well as 
transportation to volunteer spots, 
which change each month. 

This monthly volunteer event 
has given hundreds of students 
the opportunity to make a differ¬ 
ence in the Peoria community and 
volunteer their time. 

As mentioned in this week's 
article "Lewis J. Burger Center 
receives national service award," 
it was recently announced that the 
Lewis J. Burger Center will receive 
a $5,000 national grant in recogni¬ 
tion of its Service On Saturdays 
Program. 

It is exciting to see such a posi¬ 
tive program receive not only 


recognition, but financial support 
that will allow the program to 
continue. And it can be assured 
that this grant donation is going to 
a great program. 

It isn't unusual for a college stu¬ 
dent to feel secluded, and almost 
isolated, from the neighborhoods 
and communities that surround 
the university. Students go about 
their daily lives, attending classes, 
completing homework, studying 
and attending extra-curricular 
events. It's easy to become con¬ 
sumed in the Bradley bubble.

Before your four years 
are up make sure you step into 
the Peoria area through a differ¬ 
ent lens - and with motivation to 
give back. 



Immunizations will benefit more than just one person 


Good health, to most, is essen¬ 
tial to a comfortable life. Since 
maintaining our health is at times 
an arduous task, we turn to the 
professionals within the field, 
namely doctors, to guide us by 
taking care of our bodies. 

Yet, some (misinformed) par¬ 
ents are refusing to allow their 
children to get much needed vac¬ 
cines that help prevent the spread 
of dangerous diseases such as 
measles and polio. This is a scary 
and dangerous trend for everyone 
in the country, and the world, 
because the more that people 
begin to reject vaccines, the greater 
the threat of the preventable dis¬ 
eases returning. 

The main source of the wrongful 
rejection of vaccines was a paper 
written by Andrew Wakefield and 
twelve other scientists. According 
to Brian Deer, a journalist for the 
British Medical Journal, not only 
did the paper provide weak links 
between Measles Mumps, Rubella 
Vaccine and autism in children, 
Wakefield was also being paid to 


purport his findings. Richard Barr, 
a lawyer, was attempting to raise 
a class action lawsuit against com¬ 
panies that gave out the vaccine. 
So in 1998, what better evidence 
could Barr have had against the 
MMR Vaccine than a paper stating 
it caused perfectly healthy chil¬ 
dren to develop autism? 

It was a sad exploitation indeed, 
and unfortunately, one with far 
graver ramifications than money 
in Wakefield's pocket or the law¬ 
suit Barr had been waiting for. 

In other words, to a degree, 
because of the rejection of vaccines 
within the United States and the 
United Kingdom, citizens with¬ 
in those countries are spreading 
completely preventable diseases 
to other countries. Often times, 
those countries are underdevel¬ 
oped ones who do not have the 
proper medical equipment to deal 
with the outbreaks. 

If there were a real concrete link 
between any vaccine and autism 
in children, it would follow that 
the next step should be to dis¬ 


continue the vaccine's administra¬ 
tion. If a proper project had been 
put together with real in-depth 
research about the issue, it would 
make sense to join in on the rejec¬ 
tion of vaccines. If, as science and 
social research should be empiri¬ 
cal, this paper was followed by 
several others indicating similar 
results, the only pragmatic deci¬ 
sion would be to eliminate the vac¬ 
cine causing autism in children. 

However, the paper and 
research was all deemed fraudu¬ 
lent, and was withdrawn by those 
who proposed it after their lies 
were uncovered. For whatever rea¬ 
son, there are disturbing amounts 
of people who wish to ignore this 
inconvenient fact. 

It is reminiscent of certain poli¬ 
ticians swatting down healthier 
menu options in schools because 
they should be allowed to do what¬ 
ever they want - even if it includes 
eating themselves into the worst 
obesity epidemic this country has 
ever seen. These politicians are not 
unintelligent people overall. They 


understand the consequences of 
eating unhealthy food, yet they 
value the idea of being in control 
of their actions over doing what is 
right for the youth of the country. 

Yes, a parent could take their 
child to McDonald's every day for 
a decade and not encourage them 
to exercise. They could, but any 
self-respecting person knows that 
they should not. 

It is time to take off the blind¬ 
ers and appreciate the problems 
that will follow the continued irre¬ 
sponsible act of preventing chil¬ 
dren from receiving vaccines. Just 
as in the case of the fast food, 
parents can still reject the vaccines; 
but the smart, forward thinking 
citizens of the country know that 
they should not.

1 Thirty-one years later, 
adventure still has a name. 
To celebrate the release of 
all four “Indiana Jones” films 
>n Blu-Ray, the first and best 
of the series, “Raiders of the Lost 
Ark,” returned last week for a brief run in IMAX 
theaters. And seeing Dr. Jones on the largest 
screen imaginable with the best possible surround 
sound hit me like the face melting ghosts from the 
Ark of the Covenant. 

Of course everyone knows Indiana Jones, the 
whip wielding, fedora wearing professor famously 
played by Harrison Ford. “Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull” aside, Indy is still a Hollywood icon, and 
seeing him again in IMAX reminded me of why 
this film is so endearing in the first place. 

“Raiders of the Lost Ark,” for those in need 
of a refresher, is the tale of Indiana Jones and 
his battle against the Nazis to reclaim the Ark 
of the Covenant, the chest containing the Ten 
Commandments that the Nazis hope will make 
them invincible. With help from ex-flame Marion 
Ravenwood (Karen Allen), Indy fights the Nazis 
and his rival Rene Belloq (Paul Freeman) for 
possession of the Ark . 


The film still captures my imagination exactly as 
it did when I first saw it. Harrison Ford is pitch 
perfect as Indy, while the entire supporting cast, 
from Allen’s feisty Marion to Freeman’s slimy 
Belloq, all give off brilliant performances. The 
action sequences still dazzle, with the opening 
Golden Idol scene and the thrilling truck chase 
definite highlights. John Williams’ score is 
perfection, complementing the action without 
overwhelming the story. And for a film released 
in 1981, it still amazes me that the face melting 
scene at the end was pulled off so 
realistically without the use of modem 
special effects. 

But the question is, does this film 
deserve the IMAX format? “Raiders” 
is a classic, no doubt, but still over 30 
years old. It was not filmed in IMAX 
the way “The Dark Knight Rises” was, 
so how could it hope to compare when 
transferred? Thankfully, the IMAX 
transfer was pulled off with gusto, 
as the film really takes advantage of 
the format to enhance the picture and 
sound quality. Quite simply. Indy has 
never looked or sounded this good, 
and seeing every aspect of this film 
enhanced only made a perfect film 
even more special. 


Maybe the re-release was just a cynical way to 
cash in on the Blu-ray set, or maybe it came out of 
a desire to give one of the best movies of all time 
the cinematic treatment it deserves. All I know 
is that it was an excuse to see one of my favorite 
movies in one of the best formats possible, 
reminding me why I love this character and his 
adventures in the first place. If you have yet to see 
this magnificent piece of film, I highly recommend 
it, no matter what format it’s in.

It is this 
very concept that NBC’s 
ambitious new sci-fi show 
Revolution hopes to answer. 

An engaging prologue 
shows a massive blackout 
of every electrical appliance 
on Earth. Fifteen years later 
and the major cities are 
abandoned, armed militias 
have replaced the U.S. 
government and society is 
now composed of simple 
farming communities. 

Ben Matheson (Tim 
Guinee) is wanted by the 
local militia for owning an 
item that can reverse the 
blackout’s effects. When 
his asthmatic son Danny 
(Graham Rogers) tries to 
resist, he is captured and his 
father killed. Ben’s daughter 
Charlie (Tracy Spiridakos), 
along with doctor Maggie 
(Anna Lise Phillips) and 
former Google employee 


Aaron (Zak Orth) set out 
to find Ben’s brother Miles 
(Billy Burke), who can help 
them rescue Danny from the 
militia. 

I can’t help but admire the 
ambition of the executives 
who put this show into 
production. Considering that 
they include Supernatural 's 
Eric Kripke, Lost's J J. 
Abrams and “Iron Man’s” 
Jon Favreau, I’d say this 
admiration is justified. 

If it weren’t for the fact 
that there are only two 
characters on the show I 
actually care about, I’d say 
we have a winner on our 
hands. 

Billy Burke’s Miles 
Matheson is a stone cold 
killer of a man who isolated 
himself from his family 
and is still reeling from 
the night of the blackout. 

By far the most interesting 
character on the show, Miles 
was someone I generally 
enjoyed seeing on screen. 
Giancarlo Esposito plays 


Captain Tom Neville, a 
commanding officer of the 
Monroe Republic militia 
who is calm one minute and 
ruthless the next, making for 
a worthy villain. 

While Miles and Captain 
Neville are definite 
standouts, the rest of 
the key players are too 
underdeveloped to care 
about their plights. We 
are supposed to believe 
our main character, the 
rebellious teenager Charlie, 
longs for the pre-blackout 
days and is traumatized 
by the loss of her family. 
However, we never get any 
insight into what really 
drives her, or who she is 
outside of this quest for 
vengeance. Her companions 
are little more than your 
stereotypical doctor and 
computer geek, but are only 
there for support and never 
fully fleshed out. 

It’s a real shame that such a 
fantastic concept is wasted 
on paper thin characters. 


While the idea of a post- 
apocalyptic society without 
technology is promising, 

I think skipping ahead 15 
years without showing the 
dark days immediately after 
the blackout was a huge 
mistake. 

Nevertheless, a light hearted 
adventure tale about a 
farm girl leaving home 
and fighting evil in a land 
without technology still 
holds plenty of promise, but 
only if future episodes make 
us care for the characters. 

As it stands, Revolution is a 
magnificent premise deflated 
by subpar characterization 
and acting, but hopefully 
these problems can be fixed 
so the series can truly reach 
its full potential. 



Nintendo Presents: The Wii U: a new toy for gamers

On Sept. 13, Nintendo hosted a press conference 
announcing the details of the Wii U’s release in 
the United States. The newest member of the 
Nintendo family will be released on Nov. 18. 
This is significant because the American release 
date is before the Japanese one, which was also 
the case with the original Wii. 

Additionally, the Wii U will be released before 
new systems from either Sony or Microsoft, 
again the case with the original Wii. 

This time around Nintendo is moving early, as 
little is known about Sony or Microsoft’s next 
systems. The preemptive release of the original 
Wii could be one of the reasons that its overall 
sales are still greater than that of its rivals, so it 
seems Nintendo is aiming for similar results. 

The console is available in black or white and 
starts with a price tag of $299.99, including 
8GB of storage, the Wii U GamePad controller 
with stylus, an HDMI cord and a sensor bar. 

An HDMI cord is significant since this means 
the Wii U will have HD graphics. This is a 
huge improvement from the original Wii as its 
graphics were a clear weakness compared to the

PlayStation 3 ana the Xbox 360. 

A $349.99 deluxe bundle ups the storage to 
32GB and also includes a Nintendo Network 
Premium subscription, the game Nintendo Land 
and stands for the console and the controller. 
Twenty-two different games will also be 
available at launch, two of which Nintendo will 
develop. 

While the original Wii Remote, Wii Nunchuck 
and the newer Wii Remote Plus will all be 
compatible with the Wii U along with Wii 
games, the controller included is the new Wii U 
GamePad. It combines aspects of a traditional 
controller with a tablet, featuring the typical 
buttons, d-pad and analogue sticks as well as a 
touchscreen and stylus. 

The touchscreen can be used to enhance 
gameplay or to play games while the TV is being 
used for something else. The controller itself also 
features a front-facing camera and can be used as 
a remote control for a TV. 

The Wii U Pro Controller was also created 
for the Wii U as a conventional controller, 
resembling the Xbox 360’s controller in shape. It 
must be bought separately from the Wii U system 


and will cost $49.99. 

Both Wii U bundles, the Wii U Pro Controller 
and all launch titles are already available for 
preorder.

Google made right choice 
with restricted video

As violence continues to spread 
throughout the Arab and Muslim 
world over an inflammatory 
YouTube video, Google Inc., the 
site's parent company, has been 
scrambling to try and determine 
its role in advancing the violence 
or subduing it. 

The video in question is titled 
"The Innocence of Muslims," 
produced by Nakoula Basseley 
Nakoula, a 55-year-old Egyptian 
Coptic Christian living in Southern 
California. 

The film has outraged many in 
the Middle East for its image of the 
prophet Muhammad as a fraud 
and the Muslim people as being 
inherently immoral and violent. 

The resulting backlash in the 
Middle East has caused a great 
deal of anti-American protest that 
included the death of the American 
ambassador and three others at 
the U.S. embassy in Libya. As a 
result of the violence, Google has 
"temporarily restricted access" of 
the video in Libya and Egypt. 

Because of this decision, the 
company has been taking criticism 
from people who are calling the 
act of restricting the video cen¬ 
sorship brought on out of fear of 
violence. However, this is a bit of 
an extreme accusation. 

While it's true that censoring 
a video that doesn't violate any 
country's local laws or violates 
YouTube's terms of service is 
unprecedented, it is hard to argue 
with the decision to take down the 
video in places where it is costing 
innocent lives. 

While Google is catching heat 
for temporarily removing the vid¬ 
eos in these two countries, people 
are overlooking the decision that 
they made to reject a plea from the 
White House to remove the video 
in the United States. 

The company said that it 
looked over its established guide¬ 
lines and determined that, by their 
own rules, they are not permitted 
to remove the video in the U.S. 
because it doesn't constitute hate 
speech by their definition. They 
would be forced to remove a video 
that made fun of Muslims, not one 
that simply makes fun of Islam. 

So, while the site is under 
attack as being a model of cen¬ 


sorship online, they aren't being 
commended for standing up to 
pressure from the government and 
fighting for freedom of expres¬ 
sion in America - where it is a 
protected constitutional right. 
Unfortunately, the issue isn't so 
clean cut once it leaves our bor¬ 
ders. 

The Internet is not dictated 
by any one country's set of laws 
or principles. What may be the 
most popular video in one part of 
the world can be nothing short of 
deplorable and inappropriate in 
another part. 

That puts an online power¬ 
house like Google in an odd posi¬ 
tion of having to champion the 
ideas of freedom of speech on an 
international level. 

Obviously this wasn't an under¬ 
taking that the company sought 
out when it first established itself 
but it is one that they're doing 
their best to accomplish with as 
little pressure and bloodshed in 
other cultures as possible. 

The bottom line is that Google 
cannot police 100 percent of its 
content. According to the com¬ 
pany, they received 1,965 requests 
from government agencies around 
the world to remove 20,311 pieces 
of content. In some of these cases, 
the content was removed; in oth¬ 
ers it was not. 

Even an online colossus like 
Google cannot hope to be pro¬ 
grammatic about the way that it 
deals with every possible censor¬ 
ship issue. 

With over 72 hours of content 
being posted to YouTube every 
minute, it's unreasonable to ask 
the powers that be to have a 
unified way of dealing with all 
inflammatory content. 

It's even more unreasonable to 
say that 100 percent of that con¬ 
tent should be shoved down other 
cultures' throats, no matter how 
many innocent lives are put in 
jeopardy. 

Google Inc. has taken the 
extremely difficult task of keep¬ 
ing freedom of expression possible 
online...Since they are a corpora¬ 
tion with guidelines and not a con¬ 
stitution, it can be said that they've 
done the best that can be expected 
to have done to preserve the ideas 
of freedom of speech on an inter¬ 
national level while maintaining 
dignity to the rest of the world.

were a cooperative suspect, a 
determination that the message 
was not a true threat and officer 
presence in the building. 

"We had numerous officers 
inside and outside the facility and 
at no time were any students, fac¬ 
ulty or staff in any danger," he 
said. "Additionally, that evening, 
the Vice President for Student 
Affairs [Alan Gaisky], Executive 
Director of Residential Living and 
Leadership [Nathan Thomas] and 
1 went floor by floor, meeting with 
all of the residents present in the 
building and explained the cir¬ 
cumstances." 

The report summary stated that 
after police located the suspect, 
they transported him to the BUPD 
for questioning. Following the 
interview, where he reportedly did 
not want to 

speak further about the inci¬ 
dent, the student was arrested for 
disorderly conduct and brought 
to the Peoria County Jail. He 
was later released on a Notice to 
Appear and returned to the resi¬ 
dence hall. 

The male and his roommate 
allowed police to search their 
dorm, where they found empty 
beer cans and liquor bottles, a 
water bottle with a small amount 
of alcohol inside and a pocket 
knife. 

Thomas said a group of admin¬ 
istration members, including him¬ 
self, Gaisky and Joschko met after 
the incident and decided how to 
proceed. 

"There wasn't a lot of lapse 
time," he said. "We investigated, 
found out what was going on and 
quickly met to discuss the actions 
that needed to be taken before vis¬ 


iting each floor. Clearly there was 
a lag time but it wasn't like were 
were sitting around wondering 
what to do." 

Thomas said they visited 
each floor to explain the incident 
because they felt that was the 
most appropriate option. 

"It was more that we wanted 
to do face-to-face communication 
on the event," he said. "The stu¬ 
dents were respectful and cooper¬ 
ative and made things less tense." 

Freshman mechanical engi¬ 
neering major Joe Matejovsky 
said though he is a University 
Hall resident, he wasn't alarmed 
by the message. 

"I understood it was a prank, 
so I wasn't that scared," he said. 
"I can see how [whoever did it) 
thought it was just a joke, but 
people were still worried." 

Freshman elementary edu¬ 
cation major Jen Wolf, also a 
University Hall resident, said the 
initial commotion after the inci¬ 
dent made her nervous. 

"At first I was really confused 
because the [resident advisor] 
said there was a threat in U-hall 
and the police were coming. That 
freaked me out," she said. "But 
once I heard the actual story I 
didn't feel unsafe. Overall I think 
I feel bad for the guy because he 
was trying to be funny, but it's 
a serious thing you can't joke 
about." 

Wolf said she felt comforted 
by the university's response. 

"I think it was great and very 
reassuring that they took it so 
seriously and didn't play it off 
like a joke," she said.

tional costs," Anna said. 

Although enrollment num¬ 
bers are less than years past, for¬ 
mer interim of Vice President of 
Enrollment Management Susan 
Andrews said the incoming class 
is strong academically. 

The average ACT score for the 
class of 2016 is 25.7, the highest 
it has been in 30 years. The 2015 
incoming class is only .6 points 
behind, with an average ACT 
score of 25.1. 

Anna said even though the 
class size is smaller than in other 
years, they have a higher pro¬ 
jected retenuon rate due to the 
average ACT score. 

"Our fall 2012 class is also 
most capable as measured by 
ACT scores and our positive 
retention rates are also critically 
important to our financial pro¬ 
file," he said. 

Andrews said several factors 
may have affected the ability to 
meet enrollment goals, but lack 
of interest was not one of them. 

"We had record visit days 
and were ahead in the enroll¬ 
ment process last year," she 
said. "Which is a good sign of 
interest... but a lot of students 
are looking at more schools and 
money is playing a larger role 
in their decisions." 

Even though many students 
expressed interest in Bradley, 
Andrews said there were more 
"summer melts," or students 
who withdrew their enrollment 
a few months before classes 
started, than in years past. 

"A number of students 


always withdraw due to money," 
said Admissions Representative 
Kevin McClelland. "They aren't 
able to comprehend the cost until 
they see their bill, and when they 
do, reality hits hard. So some stu¬ 
dents may have withdrawn earlier 
because we sent out bills earlier. 
Some students just can't make up 
their minds, so they put down two 
deposits at two different schools, 
which is frowned upon at colleges 
across the country. If that happens, 
sometimes Bradley comes on the 
losing end of that." 

Moving forward, Andrews said 
the admissions office is working 
hard to recruit students by con¬ 
tinuously improving print pub¬ 
lications and expanding recruit¬ 


ing scopes. Andrews also said for 
the first time there is a full-time 
Bradley representative in the St. 
Louis area as well as someone on 
the East and West coasts. 

In addition, a new vice presi¬ 
dent of enrollment management 
will join the admissions staff next 
month. 

With background in admissions 
and enrollment strategy planning, 
Paul Schroeder will begin his new 
position at Bradley on Oct. 1 after 
serving as the senior education¬ 
al manager for the Midwestern 
Regional Office of The College 
Board, where he consulted numer¬ 
ous universities and colleges on 
enrollment strategy planning

Junior Keegan Balle heads the ball

Many things have changed 
for Keegan Balle on the soccer 
field since his freshman year at 
Bradley. When he first arrived in 
2010, the Braves soccer team was 
not expected to go to the NCAA 
tournament. He did not have the 
second most points on the team 
nor did he have the second most 
assists on the club. 

Now, Balle is a junior and a 
leader on the pitch for the Braves. 
None of that would be possi¬ 
ble without a childhood full of 
athletics. Soccer was not always 
Balle's number one sport: base¬ 
ball took that spot at first. 

"Baseball was my number one 
sport until soccer," Balle said. 
"Then I had to make a decision, 
and I chose soccer." 

While he mentioned soccer 
is not an easy sport to master, 
Balle acknowledged there was an 
aspect of baseball that he found 
to be more challenging than in 
soccer. 

"Baseball is kind of difficult 
having to hit different types of 
pitches," Balle said. "And with 
soccer you just have to do one 
thing - run around and connect 
on passes." 

Since Balle's arrival, the soc¬ 
cer team has made it to two 
straight NCAA tournaments. In

As confident as the Braves 
may have been, they were trail¬ 
ing 1-0 at halftime. 

"We were nervous at half¬ 
time," Balle said. "But we knew 
something had to change. We 
came out strong; I think we had 
every shot in the second half. 
Bryan [Gaul] set up Jochen [Graf] 
for the goal that made it 1-1 and 
we kept pressing. Finally, Bryan 
got onto a ball and he got one- 
on-one with the goalie. The shot 
got blocked and it fell to me. I just 
had to put it away." 

Balle ranked the moment as 
his greatest individual accom¬ 
plishment on the soccer field, but 
he was adamant that his great¬ 
est moment was with his team. 
It came in their Missouri Valley 
Conference Championship two 
years ago. He placed the MVC 
Championship above his 2009 
season for Neuqua Valley High 
School, where he and his team¬ 
mates stormed through an unde¬ 
feated season that culminated a 
Regional Championship. 

"Winning The MVC would 


lege is a different level," he said. 
"We [were] the underdogs in the 
tournament, and we came all the 
way back to win." 

With six games remaining in 
the regular season, Balle said 
the Braves knew they would not 
receive an at-large bid. The team 
understood that something need¬ 
ed to change. 

"We got together one day after 
practice," Balle said. "We said if 
we really want to make [it to the 
NCAA tournament] we're going 
to have to start doing things 
differently and accept our roles 
and play for each other. Bobby 
Smith, our captain at the time, 
and Bryan Gaul took the reins 
and led us there." 

With those memories in the 
past, Balle and the Braves look 
towards this season, where they 
hope to accomplish something 
the soccer program has never 
done: make the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment for a third consecutive year. 

"To be honest, I think we can 
make it a third NCAA tourna¬ 
ment in a row," Balle said. "We 
are hosting the conference tour¬ 
nament and it's always good to 
have the fans on your side." 

Expectations for the Braves 
soccer team have changed since 
Balle's freshman year.

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NFL replacement 
getting the job 



I'm a big fan of Roger Goodell. 
He is the best commissioner in 
sports, regardless of what the play¬ 
ers think of him. 

Goodell doesn't care what the 
fans, media or players think and 
does what he believes is best for 
the game. As someone in charge 
of a billion dollar business, that's 
how it should be. His job is to 
be decisive and make tough deci¬ 
sions. 

But it's time the commissioner 
takes control and works some¬ 
thing out with the NFL Referees 
Association to end this lockout. 

I came into the season believing 
there would be a lot of undeserved 
flack given to the NFL replace¬ 
ment officials. In sports, refer¬ 
ees are going to be criticized. It's 
unavoidable. 

I figured fans and players would 
be given a convenient excuse to 
complain more about the officiat¬ 
ing and that most of it would be 
unwarranted. Basically, the league 
and replacement referees would be 
in a lose-lose situation. 

But after watching the first two 
weeks of the NFL season I have 
changed my opinion. 


The replacement officials are 
terrible and borderline incompe¬ 
tent. The officiating in Monday 
night's game between the Falcons 
and Broncos was a disgrace and an 
embarrassment. v 

It wasn't bad or missed calls 
that irked me. It was the fact that 
the replacement refs had no con¬ 
trol over the game. 

In the first quarter, after a 
scrum for a fumble there was a six- 
minute delay in the action because 
the officials allowed the players to 
get into a shoving match. Then, to 
top it all off, they awarded posses¬ 
sion to the Falcons even though a 
Broncos player emerged from the 
melee with the ball. Not to men¬ 
tion, at the end of the first half the 
refs awarded Denver 11 yards for 
a defensive holding call when it 
should have only been a five-yard 
penalty. 

Again, this isn't about the actu¬ 
al calls. Yes, there have been plenty 
of mistakes. There was a missed 
pass interference in the Ravens- 
Eagles game and in the Patriots 
loss to the Cardinals tight end Rob 
Gronkowski was penalized for a 
very questionable holding call. 

But that is going to happen 
whether it's the replacement refs 
or the regular guys. The statistics 
actually show that the replacement 
officials aren't far off from what is 
the norm. 

But the fact remains that these 
guys are in over their heads. I 
know the rules of football. I feel 
like I could watch a play in real 
time and tell you if there was hold-

ing or pass interference. But that 
doesn't mean I'm cut out to handle 
the pressure and have the author¬ 
ity heeded to be an official. 

These guys generally know the 
rules and can make the correct 
calls, but they are indecisive and 
appear unsure of themselves. In 
just about every game so far this 
season, there has been a stoppage 
in play where everyone is staring 
at the officials and everyone is 
wondering if they have any idea 
what they're doing. 

It's ridiculous and unaccept¬ 
able. 

It's time the league digs into 
their extremely large pockets 
and gives the raise the NFLRA 
deserves. 

Last season, the average NFL 
referee made $149,000 and it has 
been reported that the league is 
offering a five percent increase. 
The two sides are roughly $1 mil¬ 
lion a year apart over a 10-year 
deal. That is pocket change when 
it comes to the billions the NFL 
makes each year. 

It's time Roger Goodell takes 
a stand and gets the professionals 
back in the game because it's only 
a matter of time before the replace¬ 
ment officials make a mistake that 
can't be rectified.

Campus on edge following armed robberies

In just the span of time that 
school has been in session, four 
students have been the victims of 
armed robbery. 

Three of those students were 
targeted on Monday alone. Some 
students said that reality is leaving 
them unsettled when traveling on 
campus or to their homes. 

Senior international business 
major Alyssa Fara lives in St. 
James near where the first robbery 
Monday night took place. She said 
she does not feel safe in her apart¬ 
ment building. 

"It would have been nice to 
be informed personally [by the 
police] of what was going on," she 
said. "We had no idea what was 
going on. We weren't checked up 
on enough. But at least we got a 
[foreWarn] text this time." 

Senior organizational commu¬ 
nications major Shalyn Caulley 
said she was relieved to receive 
a text message following the rob¬ 
bery. 

"The text message made feel 


safe, because I was at St. James 
when the robbery happened," she 
said. "It was nice to get a quick 
response." 

Caulley said she was par¬ 
ticularly surprised the robbery 
occurred in St. James. 

"I always see police officers in 
St. James and it's pretty well-lit, 
so I feel like if that could hap¬ 
pen in St. James, it could happen 
anywhere," she said. "Even on the 
weekend when I went out, I saw 
Bradley cops everywhere. So I feel 
like something more needs to be 
done, but I don't know what it is." 

Police Response 

In response to the robberies, 
Bradley University Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko said officers have 
been patrolling more aggressively 
on and off-campus. 

"There was an increase in 
police presence, a substantial 
increase in and around St. James 
and the Arbor District," he said. 
"We always did have a significant 
presence in that area, but we insti¬ 


tuted a general increase of foot 
and bike patrol." 

Joschko said for the robbery in 
St. James, a Fore Warn text mes¬ 
sage was sent due to the nature 
and location of the situation. 

"The officer on-scene, based 
on training and experience, 
thought it was a threat to cam¬ 
pus and authorized for a text 
to go out," he said. "Once we 
thoroughly searched the area and 
determined the person wasn't 
here, we provided a safety alert. 
We thought it was important to 
send out a description of the 
suspect and updates on the situ¬ 
ation." 

Shortly after that incident, 
an attempted armed robbery 
took place at the intersection 
of Bradley Avenue and Cooper 
Street. Joschko said officers went 
after the suspect on foot, but 
were not able to catch him. 

"We issued a safety alert and 
also searched Laura Bradley Park

Increased food 
prices aren't 
slowing down 
customers

While many students have 
noticed a price increase in food 
provided in both the Student 
Center and Center Court, it hasn't 
stopped them from spending. 

According to Director of 
Dining Services Matt Wilton, 
they have noticed an increase in 
spending at convenience food 
locations on campus since the 
beginning of the semester. 

"We don't have historical data 
on Center Court or the Student 
Center but I have heard that so 
far students are spending money 
at a faster rate than ever before," 
he said. 

Although Wilton said there 
has been an increase of students 
spending. Many students believe 
the cost of food is too expensive. 

"I think for the quality [of 
food] prices are too high," said 
junior studio art drawing major 
Allison Poplett. "This is the 
first time that I've [eaten at the 
Student Center]. If you're going 
to pay this much you should go 
to a restaurant." 

Junior education major Karina 
Mirchandani said she agreed, but 
said she thinks that in compari¬ 
son to last year, food quality is 
better. 

"It's absolutely ridiculous," 
she said. "There's no reason why 
you should pay five or six dol¬ 
lars [at the Student Center] for 
this food. If you want to pay that 
much, you should go to a restau¬ 
rant. The food quality isn't bad 
though, it is better than last year." 

Even though some students 
have noticed an increase in food 
prices and entrees provided at 
convenience locations on cam¬ 
pus, Dining Services Marketing 
Coordinator Nicole Glueckert 
said they acknowledge those con¬ 
cerns and are providing students 
with more bonuses to eat on cam¬ 
pus. 

"Any food purchases that are 
hot or made-to-order, not pre-

Potential cure for man's 
rare disease 

A 24-year-old man who now faces a life-threatening 
situation has endured over 350 surgeries since since he 
was a child due to growths that keep coming back in his 
throat. These growths are spreading to his lungs. This man 
was diagnosed with recurrent respiratory papillomatosis, 
or RRP, which is usually caused by infection at birth with 
certain types of HPV that causes genital warts. 

There are over 10,000 people in the U.S. that have this 
disease, but scientists have recently decided to test a drug 
for used for certain blood cancer treatments on the 24-year- 
old man to help eliminate his tumors, even though he 
doesn't actually have cancer. 

”1 was diagnosed when I was 3 or 4. At first, I had to have 
surgery every 7 to 10 days,” he said. "I get short of breath 
and my voice will get more hoarse." 

After just a few months of treatment, the tumors in the 
man's lungs have shrunk and he has been performing well 
for over a year. Unfortunately, there are still tumors in his 
throat that need to be removed, but with the new cancer 
drug development the tumors only have to be removed 
once every five months.

The 2012 presidential election is right around the cor¬ 
ner and it is proving to be very difficult to find a college 
student who is excited about voting.

Crime wave hits Peoria 
Wednesday night 

A series of violent acts overnight Wednesday left 
one man dead and three others with gunshot wounds 
in a seven-hour span that also included two armed 
robberies. 

Police were called shortly after 8 p.m. to an alley 
in the 1900 block of West Howett Street on a man shot 
in the leg, who was transported to Methodist Medical 
Center. Half an hour later, someone showed up at OSF 
Saint Francis Medical Center claiming to have been 
robbed at gunpoint near the intersection of North 
California and East Ravine avenues. 

An hour after that, at 9:45 p.m., police were dis¬ 
patched to 2214 W. Starr St. on a call of two men 
shot in the head behind the home. One man was pro¬ 
nounced dead due to a gunshot wound to the head. A 
second victim had non-life threatening injuries. 

A little more than two hours later, the victim of a 
shooting allegedly stole an SUV.that was later located 
at St. Francis hospital. The man had been shot twice 
in the chest. Early Thursday, police were called to 
another armed robbery. The Circle K gas station at 
2312 N. Knoxville Ave. was robbed at 3:18 a.m. by 
two men, one armed with a shotgun, the other armed 
with a handgun.

Bradley had the unique oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in American 
history last Friday. 

Dingledine Concert Hall and 
Bradley hosted a Northern Illinois 
Naturalization Ceremony where 
90 candidates, including one 
Bradley student, were officially 
made citizens of the United States. 

"In a world full of conflict... 
90 of you from 31 different coun¬ 
tries wish to uphold the American 
ideals," said Chief Judge James 
Shadid in his opening remarks. 
"That is not only a tribute to you 
and your integrity but to your 
families' sacrifices to get you here." 

Magistrate John Gorman 
administered the Oath of 
Allegiance, officiating the natural¬ 
ization of 90 men and women. The 
oath was followed by a congratu¬ 
latory and welcoming video from 
President Barack Obama. 

David Glassman, Provost and 
Vice President of Academic Affairs, 
then welcomed the new citizens to 
Bradley's campus. He spoke of 
freedom and honor before aiding 
in the introduction of junior dvil 
engineering major Onsel Badur. 


"It is a bit of a shock to be at my 
own university for my naturaliza¬ 
tion," said Badur as he began his 
speech. "I mean, what are the odds 
of that? But I guess that's just how 
my life's been going for the last 
five years.'* 

Badur and his brother Onder 
traveled to Illinois from Turkey 
five years ago. Their family was 
only able to support the broth¬ 
ers' journey to the states, but with 
help from Bradley and the United 
States, they enrolled both broth¬ 
ers in college in Illinois until they 
were able to become full citizens. 

"America was nothing but 
good to my family during this 
process," said Badur. 

Badur and twelve of his Theta 
Chi fraternity brothers led every¬ 
one in attendance in the Pledge of 
Allegiance before various political 
representatives extended their con¬ 
gratulations to the newly formed 
citizens. State of Illinois Senator 
David Koehler was the first to 
speak, and he was openly inspired 
by the varied crowd before him. 

"Diversity with a common 
purpose has and will continue to 
strengthen our nation," he said. 

Illinois Senator Darin LaHood, 


Representative David Leitch, 
Representative Jehan Gordon- 
Booth and representatives for 
Congressman Aaron Schock and 
Senator Mark Kirk also welcomed 
the citizens. Each of them said they 
assured the citizens that his or her 
door was always open to their 
concerns. 

A number of various other 
representatives, including one 
for the Peoria Daughters of the 
American Revolution and the 
Post Commander of the American 
Legion, also gave congratulatory 
remarks and spoke of their ances¬ 
tors' journeys to America and how 
it shaped their lives today. 

"Your choice to become a citizen 
of this nation will not only affect 
you but your children and, in my 
case, your grandchildren," said 
Chief Judge Shadid. "Immigration 
has renewed and strengthened this 
country for over two centuries. 
While your stories will always be 
your own, you are part of a larger 
story now: the American story." 

Badur said he shared the Chief 
Judge's sentiments on immigra¬ 
tion. 

"My story, our story, is the story 
of this nation," he said.

Kindles offer new, easy way for students to learn

Bradley students can now 
access Cullom-Davis library books 
in a new way. 

Despite constant complaints 
from students about the state of 
the library, many are unaware that 
the institution now provides stu¬ 
dents with Kindles available for 
checkout. 

Amazon Kindles are eReaders 


which can hold e-books, news¬ 
papers, magazines, blogs and 
other digital media on a handheld 
tablet. Among these materials, 
students can request any digital 
book, whether for casual reading 
or class, from the library. 

Bradley has provided Kindles 
to students at the library since 
early 2010. The library originally 
bought six Kindles, but the col¬ 
lection has now grown to 16. The 
Kindles are available for all stu¬ 


dents, faculty and staff to check 
out at the Information Desk. 

"If [students] know the book 
they want to read. Library staff 
check the Kindle to make sure 
the book is in our. collection and 
available on that Kindle," said 
Executive Director of the Cullom- 
Davis Library Barbara Galik. "You 
can also check our Kindle holdings 
on our website to ensure we have 
a book on the Kindle. If it is not in 
our Kindle collection, students can 
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request that we buy it and one of 
the Librarians will buy and load 
the book for them to check out." 

Galik said it's unknown how 
many students have used the 
Kindles thus far, because the link 
to the person who checked it out 
is lost once the device is returned. 
However, she said she thinks the 
program is successful thus far. 

"We do know that there are 
times, especially over breaks, that 
all Kindles are checked out," she 
said. "From requests we are get¬ 
ting, students, as well as faculty 
and staff, seem to use the Kindles 
for casual reading." 

Junior dietetics major Kelsey 
Mayginnes said the devices will 
help the library's reputation. 

"I have never used a Kindle 
before," she said. "However, I 
think having technology like that 
would help the library to improve 
its image. Lots of students don't 
like the library because it's so old 
and outdated, but having Kindles 
available might help students to 
think a little better of [the library]." 


However, some students don't 
feel as strongly. 

"I don't know if Bradley is 
ready for a digital library," said 
junior theatre arts major Crystal 
Pulkowski. "I have yet to meet 
someone here on campus that 
preferred to read off of a digital 
screen. I'd rather print out a play 
than read it off my laptop. Plus, 
the idea of having technology 
rented out is a risk on the part of 
the university and a trust they will 
have to have with the students." 

If students continue to use 
Kindles, Galik said the library will 
attain more in the future. 1 

"If the need increases and we 
have more times when all the 
Kindles are checked out, we will 
buy more Kindles," she said. "We 
are monitoring other possible 
[technology] for the future." 

Kindles can be checked out for 
two weeks and renewed once for 
two more weeks if no one is wait¬ 
ing to borrow one. They can be 
checked out at the Information 
Desk in the library.

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Internet sensation, LGBTQ advocate visits campus

While the average 21-year-old 
is concerned about upcoming tests 
and what and when their next 
meal will be, Zahl Wahls has a dif¬ 
ferent daily agenda. 

Wahls, a former engineer¬ 
ing student at the University of 
Iowa, has spent the last year tour¬ 
ing universities across the nation 
speaking on behalf of his family 
and the rights of same sex-cou¬ 
ples. Wahls shared his journey and 
beliefs to more than 200 students 
in the Student Center Ballroom 
Wednesday night. 

In 2011, Wahls became a viral 
sensation after testifying in front 
of the Iowa Judiciary Committee 
in support of marriage equality. 
His statement was recorded and 
uploaded to YouTube that same 
day, soon to become the most 
watched political video in 2011. 

Most recently Wahls appeared 
at the 2012 Democratic National 
Convention, after being invited by 
the Obama for America campaign 
team. 

"It was a huge honor to speak 
at the Democratic National 
Convention," he said. "I still 
remember watching the 2004 GOP 
convention and listening to all of 
these politicians say this really 
nasty stuff about my family and 
me and what it meant to have 


same-sex parents. It felt good to 
set the record straight. No pun 
intended." 

Wahls said after presenting his 
testimony more than a year ago, 
he had no idea that his decision 
would lead him to the life he is 
living now. 

"I didn't even realize my 
remarks before the Iowa House 
were being recorded," he said. 
"I didn't find out they had been 
uploaded to YouTube until the 
video was going viral. My friends 
found out before I did." 

During his presentation, Wahls 
told students about the events 
that occurred the morning he real¬ 
ized the impact his testimony had 
made. 

"I woke up to 12 missed calls, 
300 emails and 500 friend requests 
that would double my Facebook 
friends," he said. "As I went to 
pour my coffee I received another 
phone call. I answered and it was 
CBS producers. They wanted to fly 
me out for an interview the next 
morning... It was at that moment 
that I started to realize, wow, this 
is a big deal." 

In the fall of 2011, Wahls 
made the decision to withdraw 
from classes after being offered 
a publishing offer with Penguin 
Publishers to write his own book. 
His book, titled My Two Moms, 
went on to become a national best¬ 


seller. 

"My moms definitely under¬ 
stood why I withdrew [from the 
University of Iowa]," he said. "It's 
a critical time for [Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender and Queer] 
rights in this country, and one 
of two things is going to hap¬ 
pen. Either we will overcome the 
politics of fear and division that 
folks opposed to LGBTQ rights 
have built up and we'll continue 
to see major changes over the next 
five to eight years, or we'll see the 
pace of change slowed way, way 
down and it'll take a generation to 
recognize the inherent worth and 
dignity of LGBTQ people." 

At the event Wahls addressed 
his struggles in school due to bul¬ 
lying and common questions he 
receives about having parents of 
the same sex. He said many people 
ask questions about how he was 
raised in a household with two 
moms. 

"In my mind learning how to 
shave isn't so different from learn¬ 
ing how to drive stick, it's not a 
big deal," he said. "There were 
men in and around my life and I 
had plenty of great role models in 
my life. The difference between me 
and my peers with straight parents 
is probably that I'm really good at 
putting the seat down." 

Now writing, speaking and 
advocating full time, Wahls said he 


gains motivation from the people 
he has influenced along the way. 

"After I'm done speaking, peo¬ 
ple usually come up and min¬ 
gle and talk," he said. "I've been 
blown away by how people have 
reacted to my story: young LGBT 
people who understand that they 
can have children, servicemen 
who are no longer scared about the 
possibility of serving with openly 


gay people, parents who want to 
re-open a dialogue with their les¬ 
bian daughter. It's something spe¬ 
cial and an incredible privilege to 
share these moments." 

Wahls said he is planning to 
return to school full-time next fall 
and said he hopes the idea of 
someone speaking out about their 
same-sex parents will be more 
accepted in the future. 


Bradley interns driven to create NASCAR documentaries

Eight Bradley students interned 
at the Geico 400 NASCAR race on 


Sept. 15 in Chicago and were met 
with a challenging task. 

The students were responsible 
for filming and editing two docu¬ 
mentaries that encompassed the 


experiences of both the NASCAR 
teams and the fans in just a few 
hours. 

'The most exciting part was 
being able to go into the pits, the 


garage and the track and talk to 
whatever owners, drivers and crew 
chiefs I wanted to," said junior 
sports communication major Matt 
Moran. "I was able to get right 
into the action of a NASCAR race, 
and I almost got hit by a car in 
the garage. How t many people can 
actually say they almost got hit by 
a NASCAR [car]?" 

The interns, who were mainly 
communications majors, did not* 
have any real experience related 
to the task said Assistant Professor 
of Communications and the fac¬ 
ulty coordinator of the internship 
Angela Pratt. 

"A lot of students went for this 
opportunity.... they were brave 
and said 'I'm gonna take advan¬ 
tage of this'...

This process took the entirety of 
two evenings, and after overcom¬ 
ing a few technical difficulties. 


both have been completed and 
submitted, said Moran. 

"[The most difficult part] was 
being sure the video documen¬ 
tary was done to their standards 
with the allotted time given," said 
freshman social work major Kelsey 
Kozlowski. "It put the pressure on 
my team, although it represented 
almost [all of] what goes into race 
day, lots of hard work, pressure 
and deadlines." 

Kozlowski, whose family has 
a history with NASCAR, said the 
experience inspired her to change 
her major to communications. 

"It made me realize that [pub¬ 
lic relations] in racing is what I 
am meant to do in my life," said 
Kozlowski. "It was a childhood 
dream of mine, but after my father 
passed, and we weren't racing 
anymore, I sort of lost hope...

"I think that having interns at 
an event like this really helps to 
put Bradley on the map," said 
Pratt. "I think it's not only a great 
opportunity for the students, but 
also a great opportunity for the 
university to get its name out 
there." 

The internship is organized 
through Max Q Motorsports, and 
the finished documentaries will 
appear on the company's website.

Time for Bradley to reassess safety measures 


It's disheartening that once 
again, for the third week in a row, 
crime is on our front page. 

Since the beginning of the year, 
four students have been robbed at 
gunpoint, and McDonald's, which 
is directly across from Main Street 
Commons, was robbed by three or 
four armed suspects. 

Wednesday night, a double 
shooting took place just a cou¬ 
ple miles off campus, leaving one 
Peoria resident dead. And that's 
just in a span of five weeks' 

As students, we have to look at 
these incidents and decide the best 
way not to be involved in a poten¬ 
tially. life-threatening situation 
anytime we go outdoors at night. 
It's sad that that's the situation 
we are currently in, but it's real¬ 
ity. And it's something the entire 
Bradley community, and even the 
surrounding communities, should 
be taking extremely seriously. 

In today's article "Campus on 
edge following armed robberies," 
Bradley University Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko said there has been 
an increase in patrols and pres¬ 
ence, and he's right. There has been 
a clear and definite police presence 
around the St. James complex and 
the off-campus streets where stu¬ 
dents live, where the community 
meets campus. And that's a great 
comfort to the students in those 
areas. 


But at this point, something 
more needs to be done. Apparently, 
campus is too accessible, and 
students are an easy target. The 
police response is not the problem; 
they can't be everywhere at all 
times, and their response time to 
both of Monday night's robberies 
were quick. In addition to that, 
it seems students weren't 
just being careless in these ■■■ 
instances. 

They weren't walking 
down Main Street alone 
at 3 a.m. They were head¬ 
ing to their homes near 8 
p.m., or walking outside 
their apartment complex, 
or traveling in pairs. And MMi 
they still became victims. 

There is no way to assuredly 
prevent every crime from happen¬ 
ing, but there are improvements 
that could be made. For starters, 
the text message that went out 
for the first robbery was a relief 
to many students, as there were 
plenty of people who are out 
in the St. James complex at that 
time of night. That decision was 
a good one, and we still believe 
the proximity to students should 
be a determinant for future text- 
message judgement calls. 

According to the BUPD pol¬ 
icy, the texts are saved for "life- 
threatening or potentially life- 
threatening incidents." Emails are 


intended to be more informative, 
whereas texts provide instruction 
to do something, and are just one 
part of a variety of alerts, includ¬ 
ing changing the Bradley home 
page. 

Regardless of that, we still 
believe that certain situations, par¬ 
ticularly the McDonald's armed

robbery a couple weeks ago, 
require greater notification than 
an email, regardless of the policy. 
Students were grateful to have a 
quick notification in the pivotal 
moments following the robbery. 

Also, because we are in the 
wake of these crimes, students are 
more on-guard, and the police said 
they are more vigilant in their- 
patrols. That shouldn't wane. 
Students feel more comfortable 
with the beefed-up patrols, but 
it's also a deterrent for additional 
crimes of opportunity. And officers 
on foot and bike patrol might be 
able to spot or hear situations that 
an officer in a squad car might 


miss. If a suspect takes off on foot, 
they can run through areas that a 
car can't get to. 

A more visible police force is an 
obvious response, but areas where 
students reside should be more 
visible, as well. Streets around St. 
James where students park and 
many of the off-campus streets 
are very dark, and that 
■■■Mi lends itself easier to 
potential crimes. 

It is problematic 
for the off-campus 
areas because the city 
also has to collaborate 
with the university, 
but it should still be 
■■■■■ pursued. We think the 
community would be 
receptive to that idea, particularly 
after this string of armed robber¬ 
ies. President of the Moss-Bradley 
Neighborhood Association Rob 
Lorenz, in today's article, said the 
association would be willing to 
discuss off-campus lighting in the 
neighborhood. That project would 
take time and money, but it's a 
worthwhile investment. 

This is a complicated situation 
that is going to take significant 
time and attention to improve. 
And honestly, there is nothing 
more deserving of that than the 
safety of the students.

BUPD policies regarding caution messages 


Dear Scout Editors, 

In our ongoing efforts to better 
inform Bradley students and the 
campus community about safety 
and security, I would like to take 
this opportunity to clarify the pol¬ 
icies for the two different types 
of alerts issued by the Bradley 
University Police Department. 

The "safety alert," otherwise 
known as a "timely warning," 
serves to notify students, faculty 
and staff about incidents that have 
already occurred but represent a 
serious or continuing threat to the 
campus community. 

The decision to issue a safety 
alert is determined by the BUPD 
Chief of Police based upon assess¬ 
ment of all known facts surround¬ 
ing the crime including, but not 
limited to, the nature and loca¬ 


tion of the crime, the degree of 
continuing danger to the campus 
community, and the possible risk 
of compromising law enforcement 
efforts. 

A safety alert is informative 
in nature and provides general 
safety tips. Safety alerts are dis¬ 
tributed via email to all univer¬ 
sity students and employees and 
posted on the Bradley University 
Police Department homepage. 

The "foreWam alert," other¬ 
wise known as an "emergency 
notification" whose use is also 
determined by the BUPD Chief 
of Police, is based upon confirma¬ 
tion of a significant emergency or 
dangerous situation involving an 
immediate threat to the health or 
safety of students or employees 
occurring on campus. 

A foreWam message provides 
instructions for specific emergen¬ 


cy action to take place, such as 
evacuate, take shelter, shelter-in¬ 
place, or lock down. 

The notification system 
includes one or more of follow¬ 
ing modes of communication: 
text messaging, a telephone hot¬ 
line (677-4000), email messag¬ 
ing, audix messaging, public 
address announcements and the 
University's homepage. The use 
of the text message portion of the 
foreWam system is restricted to 
life-threatening events or severe 
weather. 

For both types of alerts, fed¬ 
eral law mandates that they be 
used when events occur on the 
actual Bradley campus; however, 
the BUPD has chosen to extend 
the use of alerts for incidents 
that occur throughout the BUPD 
patrol area, if the incident meets 
the alert-use criteria. 


The BUPD patrol area includes 
the area between Sheridan Road, 
Moss Avenue, Western Avenue, 
Main Street, Parkside Drive, and 
Columbia Terrace. 

In our ongoing efforts to col¬ 
laborate and maintain an open 
dialogue with Bradley students, 
the BUPD is pleased to announce 
that starting this semester, we are 
forming a Student Safety Advisory 
Committee composed of student 
volunteers who will assist BUPD 
with reviewing and making rec¬ 
ommendations on a wide variety 
of safety-related issues. 

We remain committed to the 
safety and security of the Bradley 
community—the highest priority 
of the BUPD.

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SUPER HEROES RULE POP CULTURE 
WITH NO SIGNS OF SLOWING DOWN

The Amazing Spider-Man. The Dark Knight Rises. 
The Avengers. These three films dominated the 
summer box office this year, while Avengers and 
Dark Knight have become the third and seventh 
highest grossing films of all time. Some say the 
superhero genre is a fad, but anyone paying attention 
to these films’ success must know they aren’t going 
anywhere. 


Superman got the ball rolling on hero films in 1978, 
and with it the original Batman, Spider-Man and 
X-Men films brought the genre into popularity. But 
studio interference doomed all of them to subpar 
sequels that ruined the heroes’ reputations. 


When Batman Begins rebooted the franchise in 
2005, other series began following suit. The X-Men 
got the treatment last year with First Class and will 
continue into nexf year with a darker Wolverine. 
This year’s The Amazing Spider-Man, while said to 
be too soon after the original trilogy, found its own 
footing with a solid new take on the material and is 
already getting a sequel. 


Next year the world’s greatest superhero, Superman, 
will get the reboot treatment with Man of Steel, 
hoping to re-introduce the iconic he rojor a 
modem audience. All these fi lms 

restored their heroes’ glory by 

injecting a healthy dose 
of dramatic depth and 
realism. 


Marvel Studios, however, has a different approach. 
Having spent the last four years building a cinematic 
universe, their efforts paid off in a big way with The 
Avengers. A new slate of films is now scheduled to 
lead into an Avengers sequel, including Iron Man 3 
and Thor: The Dark World for next year and Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier and Guardians of the 
Galaxy for 2014. Marvel is obviously comfortable 
with the world building formula they adopted, and 
intend to keep using this formula with future films. 


Of course none of that would be possible 
without The Dark Knight trilogy, which 
set itself apart from other hero films of the 
time by putting its comic book characters 
in a realistic context. The trilogy may have 
wrapped up, but its influence won’t fade 
anytime soon. Not only can the shadow of 
The Dark Knight be felt in the upcoming 
Superman reboot and further Spider-Man 
and X-Men sequels but now, even superhero 
TV shows are taking cues as well. 


This October, the CW will premiere “Arrow,” a 
reimagining of the DC Comics hero Green Arrow. 
Like Batman, “Arrow” is about a billionaire 
playboy looking to clean up his city by becoming 
a superhero. By adopting the darker, more realistic 
approach to comic book mythology, “Arrow” looks 
to carry the spirit of The Dark Knight trilogy into the 
world of television. 




If the success of this year’s superheroes means 
anything, it’s that an audience for these characters 
still exists. While upcoming superhero films may be 
dark and gritty or fan and light hearted, the genre 
itself is still thriving, and should keep fans happy for 
years to come.

No Doubt has 
never really been the rule-following type, so when they dropped “Settle 
Down,” who could really be surprised that it was almost twice as long 
as most radio singles these "days? And furthermore, who could argue? A 
multi-platinum band like them reserves the right to put out as many epic 
tracks as they like, as long as it means they are making new music. That’s 
what is so great about No Doubt; their fans are many and they span so 
many genres it’s enough to make your head spin. Or enough to sell more 
than 33 million albums worldwide. People just like them and their unique 
blend of styles. 

Since their first album in 1992, things have changed for Gwen, Tony, 

Tom and Adrian. Once ska-loving Anaheim teens with a pink haired front 
woman, they are now ska-loving parents with a Covergirl platinum blonde 
front woman. Some things never change, and their newest album “Push 
and Shove” is the perfect result of their growth since “Rock Steady” and 
their commitment to their roots as a new wave ska act. 

“Push and Shove” is spot on. Comeback albums can be tricky, but the 
balance on this record is impressive. There are elements of what early fans 
loved about the purist ska sound from songs like “Trapped in a Box” on 
1992’s “No Doubt” and in songs like “Sparkle” and “Settle Down,” which 
features ska and dance hall beats. Stefani’s voice has obviously matured 
since 1992, so you won’t find any of her intense falsetto from back then 
on this album, but there are moments of that fuchsia haired teen in “Settle 
Down,” enough to please a true fan at least.

We never hear of the perpe¬ 
trators actually getting caught, so 
does that mean they never do, or 
Bradley chooses not to send some¬ 
thing out when they are caught? 

Constantly, we are told that 
student safety is important and 
the number one priority, however, 
what has been done to show that? 
Maybe I am wrong, and measures 
have been implemented, but as 
students we never heard about 
them. 

Students hear about the univer¬ 
sity and the city receiving money to 
increase patrols to prevent under¬ 
age drinking. Which makes that 
seem like the priority for Bradley 
Police and Bradley administration. 

I'm not going to sit here and say 


they shouldn't be concerned with 
under-age drinking, as sometimes 
it gets out of hand, but is that 
the issue students and prospective 
students want to see the university 
trying to tackle? 

Everyone loves the new police 
chief because they get away with 
more when partying and drink¬ 
ing, because they issue warnings 
now. That's great, but shouldn't 
the focus be on student safety? 
Three armed robberies within a 
week on such a small campus is 
unacceptable. 

The university needs to make 
safety the priority. The armed rob¬ 
beries and the potential violence 
are going to continue until some¬ 
thing is done about it. 

Bradley needs to realize not 
only is this dangerous for current 
students, but it also can hurt the 
university in the future from a 
liability standpoint if something 
happens, and from an enrollment 
standpoint. 

If a student is choosing between 
Bradley and a similar university, 
safety is going to become a decid¬ 
ing factor-if things continue to 
escalate. 

There may not be a simple solu¬ 


tion to this problem, but the start¬ 
ing point needs to be having a 
significant increase in patrols at 
night.

Stop building unnecessary 
buildings like the Alumni Center 
when you could have used that 
space and money to build a new 
library, or to continue to renovate 
the issues in the dorms. 

Spend money and seek out 
money to increase safety, not to try 
and prevent under-age drinking 
because that is an issue you will 
fail in trying to stop. 

Preventing traumatizing armed 
robberies is something you can 
try {to do.] I think the issues fac¬ 
ing Bradley start at the top, and 
trickle-down through the admin¬ 
istration. 

It's time to for the university 
to take a stand. A visible stand 
so alumni, current students, and 
prospective students all know they 
are serious about stopping these 
issues.

packaged, are 10 percent off when 
you use meal plan," she said. "It 
is just another incentive that we 
have implemented to encourage 
students to utilize their meal plan 
on campus." 

Glueckert said in addition 
to offering students incentives. 
Dining Services continues to 
ensure their prices are competitive 
by comparing to other comparable 
businesses. 

"We price shop each month, 
but we're not a Wal-Mart and we 
don't have the ability to buy in 
bulk," she said. "You can compare 


[P.O.D.S] to a CVS and [campus 
convenience food] to a Steak and 
Shake, which is a sit-down restau¬ 
rant but fast food as well... When 
compared to Avanti's, a place stu¬ 
dents frequently visit, their prices 
are lower but our portion sizes are 
larger than what is offered there." 

Glueckert said they are doing 
everything they can to keep prices 
low for students. 

"We will continue to adjust 
food prices on campus, and poten¬ 
tially [prices can increase]," she 
said. "But we are at a high point 
and I don't see prices rising in the 


near future, but you never know." 

This week marks a month since 
ARAMARK began operations for 
the entire student body. Wilton 
said they have made a lot of 
improvements. 

"This is a journey," he said. 
"Where we are is where I think we 
should be. We're still learning but 
I'm satisfied with the direction we 
are going." 

Danielle Gehrke, the wellness 
director of dining services, said 
they have been listening closely to 
student feedback and continue to 
make improvements to dining hall 


menus. For instance, Gehrke said 
there is now a daily hot vegetarian 
plate and hamburgers are alternat¬ 
ed with turkey burgers, providing 
students with more variety. 

Although Gehrke said they are 
trying to provide students with 
more vegetarian options, junior 
health science major Alex Warden- 
Michl said she is not satisfied. 

"Personally, I don't feel 
like vegetarian options are up to 
par on Bradley's campus," she 
said. "Yes, they have improved on 
food quality when it comes health¬ 
iness, but many of these options 


are not vegetarian... Although 
salad is a vegetarian option, I feel 
like I shouldn't have to completely 
rely on „ just that for my meals 
every day." 

Dining Services is also incorpo¬ 
rating some of the more popular 
food options provided by the for¬ 
mer Dining Service provider into 
their current menus. Spicy chick¬ 
en wraps are now available in 
the Student Center and breakfast 
options like breakfast sandwiches 
will be available soon.

for the suspect; we wanted to con¬ 
firm the suspect had left the area/' 
he said. 

By the time the second robbery 
was attempted, Joschko said there 
were double the amount of officers 
at hand. 

"After the first robbery, all the 
second shift officers were extended 
to third shift, so we had twice as 
many officers at that point," he 
said. 

Joschko said he was impressed 
with the actions of the police that 
night. 

"I think our response to both 
incidents was incredible," he said. 
"For both Peoria and Bradley 
police to set up a perimeter was 
extraordinary. We did everything 
correctly, yet the suspect got away, 
so that was disappointing." 

The BUPD officers were upset 
by the robberies, especially hap¬ 
pening so close together, Joschko 
said. 

"It was alarming, it was con¬ 
cerning and all of the officers took 
the events very personally," he 
said. 


Taking Precautions 

Lt. Elizabeth Doyle has been 
with the Peoria Police Department 
for 30 years. She said despite the 
crime, Bradley is a usually safe 
campus. However, there are safety 
tips to keep in mind all the time, 
she said.

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Carrying certain protective 
items can be useful, but students 
have to use judgment, she said. 

"You can certainly carry mace 
or a whistle with you, but its use 
depends on the situation," she 
said. "In the case of an armed 
robbery you should be coopera¬ 
tive. Property and money can 
be replaced, but you can't. [The 
robbers] are stressed too, and if 
they panic, they could pull that 
trigger." 

President of the Moss-Bradley 
Neighborhood Association, 
which encompasses many off- 
campus streets where students 
live, Rob Lorenz said the com¬ 
munity is also concerned about 
the recent crimes. 

"We think [these events] are 
terrible, and they're of great con¬ 
cern to people in the area," he 
said. "I think the occurrences of 
armed robberies have increased 
in the past two years, but until 
recently they hadn't been a prob¬ 
lem." 

As a measure of safety, Lorenz 
said he would be open to dis¬ 
cussing lighting additions in the 
Moss-Bradley neighborhood. 

"As a general concept, people 
like lighting," he said. "But peo¬ 
ple are also attached to a certain 
aesthetic in the neighborhood. 
It's a question of how it's done 
and the neighborhood's aesthetic 
preferences." 

Lorenz said he thinks it is 
important to work collaborative-

and be aware," she said. "Follow 
your gut instincts. If you see some¬ 
one and you don't feel right, turn 
around and go the other way. If 
you don't feel safe getting some¬ 
where, call the police for an escort." 


"We're concerned about stu¬ 
dents, too," he said. "A lot of us 
are parents, and we'd feel terrible 
if anything really bad happened. 
So if anyone has proposals, we'd 
be happy to be at the table."

Stadium] and we've had some 
great history and some great 
players come through here," 
Vonachen said. "But it doesn't 
touch the great history and tradi¬ 
tion of the St. Louis Cardinals.

to start the season. To her, the 
Braves are fully capable of get¬ 
ting back to their winning ways. 

Winning it turns out, is some¬ 
thing Zerante is familiar with. 
A two-time MVP at York High 
School, her volleyball team won 
two Illinois High School Athletics 
Championships during her time 
there. 

Growing up, Zerante, like 
many athletes, played many dif¬ 
ferent sports. 

"My childhood was centered 
around sports," she said. "I grew 
up with three older brothers 
who were athletes, and my dad 
was an athlete growing up - he 
played baseball in college." 

In middle school, despite 
playing travel softball and travel 
soccer among other sports, vol¬ 
leyball became Zerante's main 
focus. 

"The club I played for got seri¬ 
ous early," Zerante said. "[I had] 
to make a decision if I wanted to 
keep playing basketball in high 
school, or stop and focus on vol¬ 
leyball. Volleyball was something 
I felt more passionate about. I 
had the most fun with it when it 
came down to it." 

Although Zerante experienced 
much success in high school, not 
everything came so easy. 

As a senior in high school, 
Zerante's team was once again 
competing for an IHSA cham¬ 
pionship. Roughly a week prior 
to her final game, she began to 
experience knee pain. 

"My trainers thought it was 
tendinitis," Zerante said. "I 
ended up fighting it off and play¬ 
ing in the final game and I had 
one of my best games." 

Though she played well, she 


found out a month later she had 
been playing on a tom knee ten¬ 
don. 

One thing is for certain, no one 
can question Zerante's toughness 
or commitment on the volleyball 
court. 

The hope among Braves fans 
is that her commitment, along 
with that of the rest of her team¬ 
mates, turns things around and 
allows the Braves to find their 
'rhythm' again. 

Zerante sees the hard work the 
team puts in at practice. 

"We're working our butts off 
each day to get better," she said. 
"[We focus] on the little things so 
when it comes to game day, those 
little things start coming together.

When the team deals with 
struggles as the Braves have in 
their past few matches, Zerante 
feels it is also important to recall 
past successes as a team and as 
individual players. 

"I try to take it back to what

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NHL is destroying 
its own fans

All the talk this week has been 
about the NFL's replacement ref¬ 
erees. Has the integrity of the NFL 
been destroyed after the bizarre 
finish on Monday night between 
the Green Bay Packers and the 
Seattle Seahawks? 

The replacement referees are 
controversial but everyone will 
keep watching anyways. The 
NFL will continue as normal, no 
matter how bad any referees are. 
However, if you want to see a 
sport that really is destroying its 
brand and its integrity, then look 
no further than the NHL. 

For the second time in the 
past eight years, the NHL and the 
NHL Players Association are in 
a work stoppage due to a labor 
dispute. The 2004-05 season lasted 
the entire year and was the first 
major professional sports league in 
North America to cancel an entire 
season. 

L'et that sink in for a minute. 
For the second time in eight years, 
a major sports' fan base is told 
that they can't watch their favor¬ 
ite players and teams because the 
owners and players haven't fig¬ 
ured out how to split up their 


money. 

Last year, when fans finally 
started watching hockey again at 
levels that were closer to the num¬ 
bers before the 2004-05 lockout, 
both the owners and players are 
punishing them again. 

Could this really be happening? 

All signs point to yes, as the 
NHL is led by commissioner Gary 
Bettman, who already knows 
how to cancel a season. He has 
no qualms about using that same 
leverage again and is already plac¬ 
ing timetables for when to cancel 
major parts of this season. Also, 
there is NHLPA executive direc¬ 
tor Donald Fehr, who was a major 
part of MLB's strike in 1994, which 
prematurely ended that season 
and shortened the 1995 season. 

How many times can fans 
bounce back to a sport after this? 
After benefitting from a temporary 
lockout in the NBA last season, 
the NHL then took a few steps 
forward and now giant leaps back¬ 
wards. 

While many pundits believe 
they will get a deal together by 
Thanksgiving and begin a short- 
ened-season afterwards, some 
players are bracing for a multi¬ 
year lockout. If they cancel another 
season, then I'm finished with the 
NHL. What's the point of watch¬ 
ing a sport that's so greedy they 
would cancel two seasons in less 
than a decade? 

After the lockout in 2004-05, the 
NHL introduced many rule chang¬ 
es that helped make the game 
more exciting such as shoot-outs 


at the end of overtime and several 
changes to increase the number of 
goals scored. 

But how can you tell a NHL fan 
to return this time after denying 
them the opportunity to watch 
their favorite players and teams 
for the second time in eight years? 

The business model isn't per¬ 
fect.

"Even if it comes down to that, it 
doesn't matter as long as they get 
what they want." 

At least we agree on something. 
If there is no season this year, the 
NHL is going straight into the 
ground.

Anthony Parker to 
join BU Hall of Fame 

Anthony Parker, a former 
Bradley basketball player who 
just retired after playing 16 
years of professional basekt- 
ball, will be inducted into the 
Bradley Athletics Hall of Fame 
in November. 

Parker was the 1996 
Missouri Valley Conference 
Player of the Year, lead¬ 
ing the Braves to an NCAA 
Tournament appearance. 
Parker scored 34 points in 
Bradley's first-round loss. 

Afterwards, Parker was the 
21st overall pick by the New 
Jersey Nets in the 1997 draft. 
He retired this summer after 
nine seasons in the NBA. 

He will be introduced dur¬ 
ing halftime of the Nov. 12 
men's basketball game at the 
Renaissance Coliseum. 

Nebraska's Athletic 
Director retiring 

Tom Osbourne, one of the 
winningest coaches in NCAA 
history, is set to retire from 
Nebraska's athletic director 
position on Jan. 1. 

"At some point, whether 
you're able to function or not, 
just the perception that you're 
getting old can get in the way," 
Osborne said. 

Osbourne coached the 
Comhuskers from 1973-1997, 
and in each of his 25 seasons his 
team won at least nine games, 
and three of his last four teams 
won national championships. 

He was inducted into the 
College Football Hall of Fame 
in 1998 and then was elected 
into Congress for six years. 
After a failed Nebraska guber¬ 
natorial bid, Osbourne accept¬ 
ed the AD position in 2005.

Difficulties of off-campus living 


Alcohol grant funds 
overtime police patrols

For many Bradley students, 
saying goodbye to the dorms after 
the two required years to live on- 
campus is top priority. The free¬ 
dom to move into an off-campus 
house or apartment is tempting, 
leaving behind the days of room¬ 
mates, community bathrooms and 
lofted beds. 

For May 2012 graduate Renee 
Kohl, moving into a house her 
junior year was an exciting time. 
She decided her days spent in 
the dorms were over. She looked 
into the St. James apartments, but 
didn't find any three bedrooms 
available for her and two friends. 
After searching for a new place to 


call home. Kohl stumbled across 
an advertisement for Walgenbach 
Lawlor Properties in an issue of 
the Scout. She and her friends 
viewed their website, rentbu- 
properties.com, toured the house 
on Barker Street and signed the 
lease. 

It was one decision she said 
she wishes never happened. 

"It was just terrible," Kohl 
said. "We're still arguing with 
[Walgenbach Lawlor] over things 
we are being charged for." 

In fact. Kohl and her room¬ 
mates paid a lot more than they 
anticipated when living in the 
house from 2010 - 2012. The first 
problem they noticed was mold 
covering one of the bedroom 
walls, which Kohl said took the 
landlord three months into the 
lease to clean up. She said her 
landlord would never answer the

Though it's the fifth year 
Bradley has received a portion 
of a grant to enforce underage 
drinking laws, this is the first 
year the Bradley University Police 
Department is included in the pot. 

The total amount for the grant 
is $9,000, but that was split among 
the Peoria Police Department, 
the Peoria City/County Sheriff's 
Department, and the Bradley 
Wellness Center in addition to the 
BUPD, which received $2,000 of 
the share. 

'The grant focuses namely on 
taverns and fake ID's at taverns, 
but also other underage buys at 
package liquor stores," Bradley 
University Chief of Police Brian 
Joschko said. 

He also said there is a miscon¬ 
ception that officers will have to 
focus their attention on underage 
drinking instead of campus secu¬ 


rity. Instead of pulling officers 
during their shifts to work on 
that assignment, Joschko said the 
grant money, which comes from 
the Illinois Higher Education 
Center, funds overtime patrols. 

"We will not pull any shift 
resource and we won't take any¬ 
one off the street," he said. 

'The money has to be used 
solely for alcohol patrols." 

Joschko said the grant will help 
officers focus their attention else¬ 
where during their usual shifts. 

"Alcohol is an underlying fac¬ 
tor to many incidents on our cam¬ 
pus, whether medical or criminal, 
like a fight," he said. "We have to 
use our resources to respond to 
those situations, and it takes us 
away from other things." 

In an effort to inform stu¬ 
dents of the grant, the money the 
Wellness Center received was pri-

Peoria YWCA closing doors 
due to finances 

The Peoria YWCA is closing due to its financial situa¬ 
tion. The YWCA was considered the largest provider of 
services to the homeless in central Illinois, but is working 
to shift its programs to other agencies and discontinue 
operations. 

"It is with deep regret and heavy hearts that we must 
take this action," said YWCA board chairwoman Sandra 
Beneventi. 

The YWCA employed 22 people and served about 200 
people per day with their variety of programs for home¬ 
less people. Administrative staff said they relocated to the 
Adams Street Living Center, which is a YWCA program 
that provides a place for homeless people to stay through¬ 
out the day. 

The YWCA also provided an emergency shelter pro¬ 
gram at the Dream Center and other transitional housing 
programs, which will also possibly be moved to a different 
area. 

The YWCA is in the process of moving programs to dif¬ 
ferent areas in hope to continue to provide their services.

Chicago teachers approve 
three-year contract 

Members of the Chicago Teachers Union overwhelm¬ 
ingly have approved a new three-year contract that 
includes pay increases and a new evaluation system, 
union officials announced on Wednesday. 

Union spokeswoman Stephanie Gadlin said the con¬ 
tract was ratified by 79 percent of the union's member¬ 
ship. The contract now must be approved by the Chicago 
Board of Education, which is scheduled to meet later this 
month. 

It includes 3 percent raises in its first year and 2 per¬ 
cent for two years after that, along with increases for 
experienced teachers. There also is an option of another 
3 percent raise if teachers agree to a fourth year of the 
contract. 

Mayor Rahm Emanuel has called the settlement "an 
honest compromise" that "means a new day and a new 
direction for the public schools."

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Student group counters Chick-fil-jrsxampus presence

The controversy of Chick-fil-A's 
recent opening on campus also 
brought something else new to 
Bradley - a new student organiza¬ 
tion countering the restaurant. 

Bradley Respects and Values 
Everyone (BRAVE) was started by 
a group of students after Chick- 
fil-A, and CEO Dan Cathy, made 
national headlines this summer. 
Cathy made statements oppos¬ 
ing gay marriage and rights, but 
reports also came out that the 
CEO was. using Chick-fil-A prof¬ 
its to donate to anti-Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual and Transgender (LGBT) 
charities. 

"The issue is that [Chick-fil-A] 
actively donates millions of dol¬ 
lars to radical groups that have a 
documented history of discrimi¬ 
nation against and intolerance of 
the LGBT community," BRAVE 
advisor Melissa Sage-Bollenbach 
said. "The groups have called for 
the criminalization, reparation 
and/or execution of LGBT indi¬ 
viduals. Through their relation¬ 
ship with Chick-fil-A, Bradley 
University is indirectly funding 
these groups." 

BRAVE President Ricky 
Hawkins said the group wants to 
raise awareness about Chick-fil- 
A's donations to hate groups, and 


how this will affect LGBT students 
on campus. 

"We've talked to the adminis¬ 
tration before, but we want them 
to acknowledge Chick-fil-A's mes¬ 
sage and its donations to these 
[anti-gay] charities," Hawkins 
said. "So far [the administra¬ 
tion] says it's a free speech issue 
but they don't acknowledge that 
money is going to hate groups." 

BRAVE recently launched a 
website to educate students and 
raise awareness about the group's 
goals. After just two days, more 
than 40 students signed the online 
pledge against eating at Chick- 
fil-A. 

"I expect that number to 
increase," Hawkins said. "We had 
an information table at the Zach 
Wahls lecture [Sept. 26] and we're 
planning on having a table at 
Parents' Weekend to not only push 
out information about BRAVE but 
about Chick-fil-A, too." 

BRAVE member Andrew Gillen 
said he got involved because of 
high school friends who were bul¬ 
lied for their sexual orientation. 

"The hatred and social difficul¬ 
ties [LGBT people] face are com¬ 
pletely uncalled for and down¬ 
right cruel," he said. "I feel as 
though it is socially irresponsible 
for Bradley to do business with 
a company that donates money 
to anti-LGBT organizations such 


as Chick-fil-A when we 
claim to be a non-discrim- 
inatory university." 

Hawkins said having 
Chick-fil-A on campus 
goes against the univer¬ 
sity's standards. 

"We're trying to 
uphold Bradley's values 
to have respect for all peo¬ 
ple," he said. "But with 
Chick-fil-A on Bradley's 
campus [and students 
buying food from there] 
it is counterintuitive to 
Bradley's message." 

In fact, raising aware¬ 
ness about Chick-fil-A 
and advocating for LGBT 
students is only the first 
goal for BRAVE. Sage- 
Bollenbach said BRAVE 
hopes to stand up for all 
students facing discrimi¬ 
nation. 

"The main goal of 
BRAVE is to ensure that 
students are treated with 
respect and dignity," she said. 
"Specifically, that no student feels 
discriminated against due to age, 
color, disability, ethnicity, gender, 
sexual orientation, race or reli¬ 
gion." 

Gillen said student support will 
help accomplish BRAVE's goals. 

"I know our student body is 
far more than capable of making 


change happen on this campus, 
and if they speak out against the 
hatred I have no doubt that we 
will be successful," he said. 

Even though Chick-fil-A is the 
hot topic now, Hawkins said the 
organization will support any stu¬ 
dent group. 

"We hope everyone under¬ 
stands that we care about* all stu¬ 
dents here," he said. "We're going 


to fight for everyone regardless 
of the situation. Once we see an 
issue at hand, we'll pledge to the 
student and become a voice for 
them."

There will be a spirit decorating 
contest called "Paint it Red!", 


where students decorate buildings 
on campus promoting their orga¬ 
nizations and compete to show the 
most school spirit. 

"The biggest thing with these 
events is Homecoming is all about 
school spirit and pride in going to 
Bradley, as well as giving students 
an opportunity to connect with 
alumni," said Director of Student 
Activities Tom Coy. 

The Activities Council of 
Bradley University (ACBU) also 
launched a new spirit-building 
activity called "Lydia Needs a 
Makeover," where campus groups 
decorate 3-foot tall wooden Lydia 
Moss Bradley cut-outs. These will 
be used to decorate the campus 
and enhance spirit, said Coy. 

"They'll be all over campus, 
and that will create a really cool 
event and [promote] creativity and 
school spirit," he said. 

Another difference is the 
emphasis on the Homecoming 
king and queen election. The elec¬ 
tion has always been a part of 
Bradley's Homecoming week, but 
was never a large focus, said Coy. 
In order to promote this event, 
each candidate will attempt to 


raise as much money as they can 
through a penny war for their 
philanthropic organization. Voting 
will take place Thursday and next 
Friday from 10:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
in the Student Center. Winners will 
be announced at the soccer game 
on Saturday. 

Coy said he hopes these chang¬ 
es and additions will encourage 
more student involvement in 
Homecoming Week. 

"The events are high energy 
and really give students an oppor¬ 
tunity to get involved," he said. 

As part of Homecoming Week 
there will be a bonfire festival and 
pep rally at Meinen Field featur¬ 
ing Brave Sounds Entertainment, 
booths by student organizations 
and a zip-line. 

Other traditional Homecoming 
activities are the "Foamcoming 
Dance," sponsored by Alpha 
Epsilon Pi Fraternity, the Bradley 
soccer game at Shea Stadium and 
many more.

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Engineers foster water improvements in Guatemala

During the next five years, 
the 350 inhabitants of Nuevas 
llusiones, Guatemala will begin 
to see the meaning of their com¬ 
munity's name. A "new hope" is 
coming to Nuevas llusiones in 
the form of Bradley's Engineers 
Without Borders chapter, and it's 
bringing water. 

Nuevas llusiones lies two miles 
south of the Mexican border in 
Guatemala. During the dry months 
of their seasonal year, the commu¬ 
nity cannot maintain an adequate 
water level to support their inhab¬ 
itants due to distant water sources 
and unavailable resources. 

The people have to purchase 
expensive bottled water because 
the water in the area has not been 
tested. The project managers at 
Engineers Without Borders head¬ 
quarters were made aware of their 
situation. 

Engineers Without Borders 
(EWB) is a nonprofit organization 
that began in 2002. A decade later. 


they have expanded from eight 
students and one professor to 
more than 12,000 members world¬ 
wide. They have 400 chapters at 
different universities in the United 
States. Their work has benefited 
countless areas of poverty by mak¬ 
ing installations, such as irrigation 
systems and water sanitation sites, 
using only donated resources and 
the minds of talented leaders. 

Both Erin Westerby and Becca 
Wagner, senior and junior dvil 
engineers, respectively, are this 
type of leader. Westerby, 2011-2012 
president of EWB Bradley, was an 
integral part in the chapter's revi¬ 
talization. She went to Guatemala 
last summer with senior mechani¬ 
cal and electrical engineer Andrew 
Aubry. They conducted initial 
measurements of the area and 
built a relationship with the small 
town. 

"It was such a great experience 
to meet the community of Nuevas 
llusiones," said Westerby. "It really 
puts everything in perspective." 

Westerby was succeeded this 
year by Wagner. According to 


Wagner, the EWB Bradley team 
has 30-40 students, two profes¬ 
sors and around 10 professional 
engineers from the Heart of Illinois 
chapter. Wagner said the chapter is 
still analyzing possible remedies to 
Nuevas llusiones' problems. 

"We are looking into several 
solutions, including pumping the 
water from a stream 2 km away, 
digging a well and possible rain 
collection," she said. "We are also 
working on a way to treat the 
water to avoid illness in the com¬ 
munity." 

The chapter's focus this year 
will be finalizing the project's 
design and raising money. Wagner 
said that ideally the chapter would 
return to Guatemala in May to 
implement their solution if the 
funds were available. In addition 
to the sizable donations from the 
Heart of Illinois chapter, the EWB 
Bradley chapter must raise enough 
money to send the installation 
team to Nuevas llusiones before 
that time. 

The EWB Bradley chapter is 
hosting a Subway night from 4 


- 8 p.m. on Sunday. They also 
have open design and fundrais¬ 


ing meetings from 6:30-8:30 every

BUPD security forum addresses crime concerns

In response to the string 
of crime around campus in the 
past few weeks, a campus safe¬ 
ty forum was held on Monday 
to inform, educate and address 
student concerns and ideas. The 
Student Senate Campus Safety 
and Security Committee hosted 
the event with the Bradley Police 
Department (BUPD) in the Garrett 


Center to a crowd of students and 
administration. 

"Safety on campus is a top 
priority," said Bradley University 
Chief of Police Brian joschko. 

Joschko said, in reference to the 
recent armed robberies on campus, 
the BUPD didn't have officers in 
the right place at the right time. 
He also said the police who were 
patrolling the areas arrived at the 
scenes immediately after the rob¬ 
beries occurred. 


"Our police on duty that night 
took the robberies very personal," 
he said. "We think of it as a lot 
more than a job when we are out 
there protecting our students." 

The BUPD has recently 
increased their presence on cam¬ 
pus and have been working with 
the Peoria police to increase patrol¬ 
ling in this area, said Joschko. 

"We have assigned police to 
specific areas on both foot and 
bicycle," he said. "Our police are

required to get out of their car and 
walk around campus to make their 
presence known." 

Joschko also said the depart¬ 
ment is installing the first visible 
security camera on campus on the 
Alumni Quad. He said there are 
several cameras on campus, but 
this will be the first one On an 
emergency phone pole. 

The Bradley police are doing 
everything they can to protect the 
students on campus, but they can¬ 
not spend time patrolling for crime 
when they are dealing with alco¬ 
hol issues, Joschko said. 

"Alcohol on campus is a serious 
concern and absolutely an issue," 
he said. "Our goal isn't to write 
tickets for underage drinking; it's 
to limit those issues on campus 
so we can focus on campus crime. 
Safety is a shared responsibility." 

The Bradley Police Department 
is also currently working on 
improving off-campus lighting. 
Joschko said it is one of their pri¬ 
orities right now and Bradley is 
involved with the surrounding 
neighborhoods in joint efforts to 
minimize crime in the area. 

"We are all concerned," said 
Provost and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs David Glassman. 


"From the top of the administra¬ 
tion through the rest of the Bradley 
staff." 

Some students also said they 
are concerned about the recent 
crimes on campus, but said they 
feel positive about the police 
efforts to minimize crime. 

"The officers are doing a good 
job," said senior mechanical engi¬ 
neering major Claire Vogel. "I just 
wish, as students, there was some¬ 
thing more we could do to help." 

The BUPD is currently working 
to establish a Safety Committee 
which will be composed of Bradley 
students, administration and stu¬ 
dent organizations. The goal of the 
committee is to gain a good variety 
of student opinions on campus to 
help the police department pre¬ 
vent any future crime on campus. 

"Be aware of your surround¬ 
ings and what's going on around 
you," said Joschko. "If you see 
something, say something." 

If students see anything that 
makes them feel uncomfortable, 
Joschko said they should call 911 
or the Bradley Police Department 
at 309-677-2000. The BUPD can 
also be contacted for student 
escorts, from anywhere on campus 
to student residences, at any time.

MUSE RELEASES “2 nd RULE” AN ALBUM OF 
EPIC DRAMATIC PROPORTIONS

the story that this album 
represents has something to 
do with the second law of 
thermodynamics. If you’ve 
ever listened to a Muse 
album before, you know that 
the band is all about social 
commentary, even down to 
their love songs. The second 
law essentially states that if 
no energy enters or exits the 
system during an exchange, 
the potential energy of state 
will always be less than that 
of its original state, which 
makes it unsustainable.

Get ready to have 
your mind blown, ladies and 
gentlemen. The Englishmen 
have returned with their 
sixth studio album, and 
Muse has spared no ounce of 
shredding guitars, falsetto or 
social commentary with the 
borderline epic “2 nd Law.” 


Give it 28 seconds. 
That’s all you need to 
remember why Muse is the 
best at what they do.

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Homicide victim served time for 1977 death of BU professor 


After spending thirty years in 
prison for murdering a former 
Bradley professor, one of the most 
notorious murderers in the city, 
Michael A. Robinson, became the 
city's 11th homicide victim this 
year. 

On September 26, 2012, 

Robinson, who was 54 years old, 
was pronounced dead at 10:13 
p.m. from a gunshot wound to the 
head, according to Peoria County 


Coroner Johnna Ingersoll. 

He and another man whose 
identity has not been released 
were robbed by three males who 
shot them both. The second victim 
did not have life-threatening inju¬ 
ries, according to police. 

Two 15-year-old boys have 
been charged with murder and a 
16-year-old has been arrested in 
connection with the double shoot¬ 
ing and alleged robbery on Sept. 


26. A fourth suspect, 18-year-old 
Sharome Krus, was charged with a 
felony count of obstructing justice 
Sunday after being arrested over¬ 
night Friday on murder charges. 

On July 23, 1977, Dominic 
Voltumo and his family had just 
returned home from the Heart of 
Illinois Fair when he was assaulted 
behind his home. 

Robinson, who was 19 at the 
time, struck Voltumo in the head 


with a pipe while Billy Gulliford, 
who was also 19, stood guard in 
a nearby alley. A third man, who 
was 18-year-old James Hines, also 
participated in the robbery. 

Voltumo was hospitalized for 
a week before his death. While 
Gulliford was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to 35 to 70 years in 
prison, Robinson pleaded guilty 
and accepted a term of 60 years 
with no possibility of parole for 


30 years. 

Robinson was released on 
parole in January 2007, with six 
months taken off Jais sentence by 
a statute intended to ease pris¬ 
on overcrowding. He completed 
parole in January 2010. 

He had been arrested one addi¬ 
tional time in Peoria County since 
his death.

phone for issues about the house 
throughout her lease either. 

The most radical problem 
came during the winter when 
the pilot light on the boiler went 
out, bringing the house tem¬ 
perature down^o a chilly 42 
degrees one Sunday night. 

"My landlord refused to call 
a repairman until the follow¬ 
ing Monday because it would 
be cheaper then," Kohl said. 
"We had to stay in the library 
because it was so cold. My land¬ 
lord didn't help with the issue 
until we threatened to call law¬ 
yers." 

Despite graduating and 
finally moving out of the house. 
Kohl said the nightmare is not 
over yet. 

"We were really neat girls 
and made sure the house was 
completely clean when we 
moved out, but they still charged 
us," she said. "They charged us 
for windows that were broken 
even before we moved in. They 
charged us for plumbing issues, 
even though in the lease it spe¬ 
cifically states [the tenants aren't 
responsible for plumbing issues]. 
They charged us for not giving 
back the keys to the locks on our 
bedroom doors, even though they 
never gave us keys to begin with." 

However, Kohl was not the 
only student who had issues with 
Walgenbach Lawlor Properties. 
A senior student named Katie, 
who wishes not to disclose her 
last name, said she had multiple 
problems writh her rented house, 
including having the front door 
chain, a lock that is often seen in 
hotel rooms, get stuck on the first 
day. 

"Our friends tried to help us 


writh it, but it was not budging," 
she said. "We actually had to break 
into our own house by breaking 
the door down ourselves. The 
landlord got extremely upset by 
this but there was no other way to 
get into our house, and she would 
not answer any calls when this 
whole situation occurred." 

Katie also said water would 
leak from an upstairs bathroom 
into the kitchen, and when a 
plumber inspected the problem 
he said he would have to do work 
through one of the closets. 

"Our landlord decided this 
was apparently not important, so 
[the leak] continued for the entire 
year," Katie said. 

Other problems happened 


throughout the year, like the 
Ethernet plugs not functioning, a 
giant hole in the plywood above 
the basement and a broken lock 
on the kitchen window. 

"The landlord actually took 
money out of our security depos¬ 
it because the back door key had 
broken, yet all of these other 
things had gone wrong with the 
house," Katie said. 

After dealing with housing 
situations herself. Kohl said she 
wants to reach out to current 
Bradley students who are in the 
process of renting an off-cam¬ 
pus home or apartment and give 
them advice for leasing proper¬ 
ties by sharing her story.

marily spent on advertising. 

"This is not something we 
wanted to use to surprise any¬ 
one," he said. "We made sure the 
message was out to the students 
long before we enforced the pro¬ 
gram." 

The money the BUPD received 
covers overtime pay for underage 


drinking patrols from Aug. 30 to 
Mar. 31 of this school year. None 
of that money has yet been spent, 
Joschko said. 

"We hope [these patrols] will 
change behaviors," he said. "But 
we would absolutely consider it a 
success if by the end of the period 
we made no arrests."

Bradley volleyball continues struggles in MVC play 

Braves fall to 0-5 in conference play and have lost 10 of their last 11

As the saying 
goes, when it rains, 
it pours. And the 
Bradley volleyball 
team is just hoping 
the storm passes 
through quickly as 
it dropped two more 
home matches last 
weekend. 

The Braves lost 
to Wichita State in 
four sets Friday and 
to Missouri State in 
three sets Saturday. After starting 
the season with a program-best 
5-0 record, they have dropped 
to 6-10 overall including being 


0-5 in Missouri Valley Conference 
play and 0-6 at home. 

"It's obviously very frustrating 
and we're all trying to 
find new ways to get 
back to the high point 
that we were at the 
start of the season," 
junior Alise Tupuritis 
said. "You can only 
say so much." 

Bradley won the 
first set 25-20 against 
Wichita State before 
losing the next three 
sets. Tupuritis led 
the Braves with 
nine kills against Wichita State 
while junior Amy Angelos and 
senior Madelyn Ervin finished 
with eight. Junior Lauren Zerante 


topped Bradley with 21 digs. 

"It does make it tougher 
knowing that as a freshman I 
kind of hoped by my senior year 
we would be this amazing team," 
Ervin said. "But I still have high 
hopes for all of us. I'm still here 
and I'm still making my pres¬ 
ence on the court and trying to 
motivate everyone who comes 
in every year to do better and 
I'm still hoping for that kind of 
result." 

Missouri State swept Bradley 
in three sets as the Bears finished 
with a .261 attack percentage 
compared to the Braves total of 
.161. Tupuritis earned a double¬ 
double in the match with 10 kills 
and 10 digs. 

"We are just trying to push 



through it," Ervin said. "The past 
three years we've had some los¬ 
ing streaks that we've had to 
overcome and what 
not, but we are try¬ 
ing to put everything 
in the past. As far as 
that goes, we are just 
getting better in the 
gym, trying to forget 
about the games, and 
knowing that we can 
beat the teams and 
that we are better 
than that." 

The Braves will _ 

head to Drake, the 
only other winless team in con¬ 
ference action, for a match at 7 
p.m. Friday. Then, Bradley will 
eo up against Creighton at 5 p.m. 



Saturday. After the two-match 
road swing, Bradley will play 
four consecutive home games. 

"It's kind of at a 
low point right now 
but everyone is still 
looking ahead and we 
still have a long ways 
to go in conference 
season," Tupuritis 
said. "There's still 
hope and people are 
still believing, work¬ 
ing hard and still 
have every ounce of 
hope that we can get 
there still."

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Romo doesn't live up to his 

statistics

I saw a rather unfortunate sta¬ 
tistic about Tony Romo on ESPN. 
He is the only player in NFL his¬ 
tory to have played two Monday 
Night Football games in which he 
threw five interceptions. 

At first, one might cite Romo's 
career statistics to defend him. 
Through seven seasons - minus 
the first four games of this year - 
Romo owns a career quarterback 
rating of 96.9, good for second 
all time in the NFL. He has 154 
touchdowns compared to 80 inter¬ 
ceptions, and a career completion 
percentage near 65 percent. 

However, the MNF statistic 
depicts the kind of quarterback 
Romo really is. He is great in the 
regular season and he will collect 
statistics. He will manage games 
and win a few with his arm here 
and there. 

But when all is said and done, 
when you need a clutch win to 
secure a playoff berth, or the game 


winning touchdown in the confer¬ 
ence championship, Romo is not 
a quarterback you would want in 
the pocket. 

Monday's game may have 
only been a glimpse into the type 
of quarterback that Romo is, but 
it epitomizes the problems with 
Romo's game. For most of the 
matchup, the Dallas Cowboys 
were competitive enough to keep 
the score close. Then, instead of 
getting on a roll with short con¬ 
sistent passes, he threw careless 
bombs for interception after inter¬ 
ception. 

The Bears defense is good, 
but no one should be throwing 
five interceptions, especially not 
a quarterback as good as Romo's 
statistics say he is. 

Time after time Romo comes 
up just a little short. No one has 
forgotten his botched snap against 
the Seahawks in the winter of 
2007. If that play does not sum 
up Romo's shortcomings, nothing 
else will. 

His playoff numbers in gen¬ 
eral go down all across the board, 
although he has not even had a 
chance to improve them since the 
Cowboys have missed the playoffs 
in the past last two seasons. 

In the postseason, he has 
thrown four touchdowns to two 
interceptions, but has a quarter¬ 


back rating of just 81 and has 
not completed 60 percent of his 
passes. The most troubling statistic 
though is his fumbles. Through 
four career playoff games, he has 
fumbled the ball five times. 

Great quarterbacks improve 
their postseason play. Romo gets 
worse as the stakes get higher. 
So,’ why in the world is he still 
the starting quarterback for the 
Cowboys? 

For one thing, he sells tick¬ 
ets. For another, he wins a lot of 
regular season games. It has not 
translated to the postseason the 
last two years, or any real success 
when they do make it, but it puts 
butts in the seats and allows Jerry 
Jones to dream up an even bigger 
Jumbotron. 

If the Cowboys ever want to 
replicate their past success, they 
will need to make improvements 
across the board. However, until 
they find a quarterback who per¬ 
forms in the clutch, and does not 
shy away from the spotlight, noth¬ 
ing else will matter.

Who should be the AL MVP? 


Miquel Cabrera Mike Trout 


Miguel Cabrera became the 
first triple crown winner (lead the 
league in batting average, home 
runs and RBIs) since Boston's 
Carl Yastzemski in 1967. 

He is the first player to com¬ 
plete a triple crown in 45 years, 
and only 11 players have earned 
the honor since 1900. Chew on 
that for a minute. 

Yet we are still arguing who 
should be the MVP? 

In the crucial month of 
September, Cabrera hit .308 with 
10 HR and 27 RBI, compared to 
Trout's .257 average with 6 HR, 20 
RBI and 6 SB. 

There's an argument that Trout 
is a more complete player as he 
steals bases and plays fantastic 
defense. Well isn't the point of 
stealing bases to put your team 
in a better place to score more 
runs? Because Cabrera has scored 
t09 runs and drove in another 
139 after Tuesday's games for a 
total of 248 runs produced. That's 
much higher than Trout's 212 
runs produced. 

Defensively, Trout is one of 
the best. But let's not forget that 
Cabrera hasn't played third base 
since 2008, and only switched 
over from first base to bring slug¬ 
ger Prince Fielder to the Detroit 
Tigers. And that type of sacrifice 
has helped the Tigers reach the 
postseason. 

While Cabrera and the Tigers 
fight on for the World Series, 
Trout is stuck like the rest of us 
watching the AL MVP on TV.

What do the letters MVP 
stand for? Most valuable player. 
It doesn't mean the best offen¬ 
sive player. If it did, Miguel 
Cabrera would win it without 
a doubt. Cabrera's numbers 
are fantastic, but Los Angeles 
Angels rookie Mike Trout has 
had the best season as a whole. 

How do you measure value 
in baseball? Some statisticians 
do it using a stat called wins 
above replacement. If we look 
at this stat. Trout is much more 
valuable than Cabrera, with a 
10.5 WAR, compared to 6.8 for 
Cabrera. 

Before Trout was called up 
to the Angels, they had gotten 
off to a horrible start, at 6-14. 
Since Trout joined the team, the 
Angels have gone 82-57, the best 
record in baseball over that time. 
He provided a spark on that 
team and they haven't looked 
back. 

Also, if Cabrera wins the tri¬ 
ple crown, it will be incredibly 
impressive, but it has been done 
before. Trout has already accom¬ 
plished something no player in 
the history of baseball has.

After an up and down start 
to the season, the Bradley soc¬ 
cer team earned a huge win 
Wednesday night at Shea Stadium 
upsetting No. 17 Northwestern 
3-1 in front of a crowd of nearly 
500 people. 

"I was really proud of [the 
team]," coach Jim 
DeRose said. "Going 
into the game with 
the injuries we've 
had we had to change 
some system stuff 
and move some guys 
around. I thought the 
guys with the short 
turn around put in 
the effort with film 
and studies and really 
did a nice job." 

The game was 
scoreless through 
much of the first half until 
Northwestern's Henry Herrill 
snuck a shot past Bradley keeper 
Brian Billings off a long service 
in the 39th minute to give the 
Wildcats a 1-0 lead heading into 
halftime. 


"Sometimes the best half¬ 
time speeches are the ones that 
aren't," DeRose said. "We're 
down 1-0 [at halftime] and we 
just made a simple mistake at 
the end of the half. IT s not one of 
those where you're raising your 
voice too much. They had done 
everything they needed to do. It 
was unfortunate that we had the 
one mistake that led to the goal." 

DeRose's strategy 
paid off as Bradley 
struck right back in 
the second half. In the 
50th minute, junior 
Ross Williams served 
a free kick from the 
right flank to the 
top of the penalty 
box. Freshman mid¬ 
fielder J.T. Kotowski 
received the pass and 
sent a one-timer past 
the Northwestern 
keeper for the first 
goal of his career. 

"Once we got the first [goal] I 
think that gave us confidence and 
we were able to put the defend¬ 
ing and attacking side together," 
DeRose said. 

The Braves didn't waste any¬ 


time putting in the go ahead goal. 
In the 52nd minute, Williams 
found freshman forward Jason 
Lesch who passed ahead to 
junior forward Scott Davis for 
a run through the center of the 
penalty area. Davis collected the 
ball and beat the keeper to his 
right to give Bradley the 2-1 lead. 

In the 63rd minute, 
Northwestern defender Nikko 
Boxall was given 
a red card for foul¬ 
ing on a breakaway 
giving the Braves a 
man advantage. But 
despite being a man 
down the Wildcats 
earned a penalty kick 
in the 65th minute. 

Northwestern's 
Chris Ritter took the 
kick, but Billings 
made a diving save 
to his right to pre¬ 
serve the 2-1 lead for 
the Braves. 

"Brian did a good job." 
DeRose said. "A lot of times on 
penalty kicks goal keepers sell 
out too early and the penalty kick 
taker will just say oh he went left 
and roll it right. Brian did a really 


good job of staying relaxed and 
reading it. Whether it's soccer or 
hockey, having a great goal keep¬ 
er gives you a chance in every 
game and Brian does that for us." 

Northwestern mounted a few 
more opportunities, but were not 
able to score. Williams ended the 
scoring for Bradley with a goal 
with just 30 seconds remaining 
after the Wildcats had pulled 
their keeper in des¬ 
peration. 

After the big win 
the Braves turn their 
attention to a road 
matchup tomor¬ 
row with defend¬ 
ing Missouri Valley 
Conference champi¬ 
ons Missouri State. 

"It's coach 

speak 101," DeRose 
said. "It's a great 
win [against 

Northwestern], but 
it doesn't guarantee anything 
against Missouri State. It's a very 
tough place to play. They don't 
lose many games at home. But 
I think for us we'd be lying if 
we didn't have some confidence 
going into it."

Former coach makes 
campus comeback

More than two hundred Bradley 
students, alumni, faculty members 
and community members joined 
together to honor the success and 
legacy of a former university coach 
on Founder’s Day, Oct. 12. 

Commemorating A.J. "Robbie" 
Robertson, a coach of football, bas¬ 
ketball and baseball at Bradley 
from 1920 until his death in 1946, a 
bronze life-size statue of Robertson 
was unveiled. It stands at its per¬ 
manent location in the cul-de-sac 
located between the arena and the 
Main St. parking deck. 

"We are extremely humbled," 
said Robertson's son William 
'Corky' Robertson. "And the fam¬ 
ily is honored. We are all very, 
very pleased with the finish of this 
statue." 

Prior to the unveiling, the 
university band performed and 
University President Joanne 
Glasser welcomed guests with 
opening remarks. 

"This piece of art is totally 
designed, crafted and fabricated 
on our campus and when you see 
it, it is jaw dropping, indeed it is 


beautiful." Glasser said. "... [A.J. 
Robertson] has been called the 
finest sports coach, three sport 
coach, in American history any 
time, anywhere." 

The statue, which stands 
approximately 6-feet tall 
and weighs 500 pounds, was 
designed as a tribute to the coach 
who brought Bradley to national 
recognition. Robertson, who also 
served as the athletic director, 
was beloved and respected, and 
had the most wins as head coach 
in Bradley basketball history 
with a 316-187 record. 

"Being around Robbie was 
like being in the presence of 
God," said 1949 Bradley gradu¬ 
ate Pete Vonachen. "There are so 
many men that are better men 
now because of Robbie's efforts. 
Robbie was an icon, and I never 
heard any players say anything 
bad about him because everyone 
respected him so much." 

Among friends and fam¬ 
ily in the crowd was Joe Stowell, 
Bradley graduate of 1950 and 
formre Basketball coach. Stowell 
said he watched Bradley basket-

Two years after mold was found 
in various University Hall dorm 
rooms, more has been found grow¬ 
ing from the carpet of a Lovelace 
Hall dorm. 

When freshman biology major 
Jasmine Renzulli moved into her 
Lovelace singles dorm this year, 
she said she cleaned the carpet 
several times to get rid of the scent 
of mold. 

"My friends would ask if 1 had 
just done laundry because the 
clothes in my closet would feel 
damp," she said. "But it's always 
just kind of moist in my room." 

Then, in an empty room a few 
doors down from her, Renzulli 
spotted mold sprouting out of the 
carpet. 


"The RA and l were talking and 
then she was checking the empty 
rooms. She opened the door to one 
of them, and that's when I saw 
the mold," she said. "When they 
cleaned it, it was an all-day thing. 
They had this huge machine and 
were in there for most of the day." 

Renzulli said she tries to keep 
her door open at times to let some 
of the moisture out of her room. 

"Singles are more expensive 
than double rooms, so it's kind of 
annoying to have to deal with," 
she said. 

Executive Director for 
Residential Living Nathan Thomas 
said the heating and cooling unit in 
the empty room had gone bad, and 
that triggered the mold growth.

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Newly renovated Westlake rededicated for homecoming

Westlake Hall is known for its 
days of watchmaking, but after 
recent renovation it's safe to say 
the building will always be time¬ 
less. 

As one of the products from 
the Campaign for a Bradley 
Renaissance, the home of the col¬ 
lege of Education and Health 
Sciences celebrated a rededication 
Oct. 12. 

"All of you understand the his¬ 
torical significance of this 115-year- 
old facility," said Joan Sattler, dean 
of the college. "This building's 
impact on generations to come will 
be untold. It is truly a joy to be on 
this campus." 

Sattler, along with President 
Joanne Glasser, welcomed dozens 
of red-and-white-clad alumni and 
students to the celebration out¬ 
side of Westlake. The crowd was 
already too large for the prear¬ 
ranged seating, but the audience 
still listened to speeches honoring 
Westlake and watched a fireworks 
show at the end of the event. 

"My heart is just filled with 
tremendous joy and gratitude," 
Glasser said. 

Senior learning behavior spe¬ 


cialist major Michael Adair and 
State Senator David Koehler also 
spoke at the event. 

"The state of Illinois is very 
proud and happy to be a part 
of this project," Koehler said. 
"Bradley is the jewel of the 
Midwest and [Westlake] is now 
part of this jewel." 

Doug Stewart, Bradley gradu¬ 
ate and member of the Board of 
Trustees, explained Westlake's 
transformation from its beginning 
to present day. 

Lydia Moss Bradley, who 
always had an interest in creating 
a technical institution, first estab¬ 
lished the Peoria Watch Company 
in 1886. But once the company 
failed, Mrs. Bradley didn't panic 
- she bought Parson's School of 
Horology in 1895 and moved 
it onto present day campus. 
Horology Hall was the first build¬ 
ing in the nation, erected solely for 
the use of a watchmaking school. 

"As we rededicate Westlake 
Hall it's important to remember 
the original building and the hall 
of Horology," Stewart said. 

Glasser said Westlake's renova¬ 
tion kept Mrs. Bradley in mind. 

"The rebuilding of Westlake 
had to respect the original build¬ 
ing and Mrs. Bradley as well," 


she said. "History lives inside this 
building." 

Stewart presented two histori¬ 
cal artifacts to Glasser and Sattler, 
both timepieces from the Horology 
school's early days. A sun dial, 
made by Bradley professor Grant 
Hood in 1905, was first. The 
words "time flies" are inscribed 
on the top. Stewart also presented 
a number one watch from Lydia 
Moss Bradley's original Watch 
Company. Number one watches 
in the late 19 century were often 
given to officers and dignitaries. 
This watch is more than 120 years 
old, and it still tells time perfectly. 

Both timepieces are now locat¬ 
ed in the Westlake atrium, along 
with new display cases filled with 
artifacts, including Westlake's 
original sigii, textbooks and old 
tools and parts for watchmaking. 

Groups of alumni came back to 
the Hilltop to witness the rededi¬ 
cation. 

"It's absolutely fabulous," said 
Jean Ladley Powers '57. "I had 
classes [in Westlake] in the 1950s 
because I majored in home eco¬ 
nomics. I'm very anxious to see 
the inside." 

Barbara Gurtler '55 also had 
home economics classes in the old 
Westlake. 


"The ceremony was lovely," she 
said. "It's a big change [from when 
I was here]. I live in Peoria now 
so I've watched it change over the 
years." 

Sattler said despite its recent 


renovations, Westlake will always 
be a timeless symbol at Bradley. 

"Our iconic Westlake clock 
tower beckons us for future gen¬ 
erations," she said. "It's time to 
get ready. The legacy will live on." 


Companies vs. private landlords: Narrowing your off-campus choices

Students have several options 
when choosing an off-campus resi¬ 
dence. 

Besides picking between an 


apartment or a house, and renting 
from a Bradley-owned company 
or an unaffiliated one, students 
must also decide between a rental 
company and a private owner. 

Off-campus housing is avail¬ 
able from both rental companies 
and private owners around cam¬ 
pus, offering students choices 
before signing a lease. 


Types of off-campus 
housing: 

Rental Companies 

A rental company is employed 
by an owner or corporation to 
maintain properties, and they keep 
each unit rented. 

Pros 

"[Rental companies] 

have guidelines and generally a 


staff including maintenance group 
for the tenant to contact with 
issues," said Re/Max real estate 
agent Jackie Lynch. 

Cons 

"[The companies] really 
are just doing a job and are not 
always sympathetic or as con¬ 
cerned for the property," Lynch 
said. "Sometimes they have atti¬ 
tudes and are not happy with their 
job situation." 

One popular rental company 
among students is the Bradley- 
affiliated St. James Apartment 
Complex. Junior theatre arts major 
Carrie Peiffer said when it came 
down to it, picking a rental com¬ 
pany was the best choice for her 
versus a private landlord. 

"Other places may seem 
cheaper from the rental price, but 
St. James is furnished, securely 
accessed and includes water, inter¬ 
net, cable and appliances," she 
said. "When you add all the costs 
of that to the other landlords, the 
choice was easy." 

Private Owners 

Private owners individually 
own properties, and maintain and 
rent each unit. A number of private 
owners can be found around cam¬ 
pus, individually owning one or 
more properties. 

Pros 

"An owner should have more 
of a stake in the condition of the 
property and usually cares more 
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about maintaining it," Lynch said. 

Cons 

"There are 'slumlords' out there 
that don't care how bad things get 
but are very interested in collect¬ 
ing their rent," Lynch said. 'The 
most important thing to ask an 
owner landlord is where they live, 
and if it's not nearby whether or 
not they have a maintenance per¬ 
son in place for you to call." 

Junior elementary education 
major Liann Walgenbach lives in a 
rented duplex on Main Street. She 
said she likes her private owner. 
Atlas Waddle. 

"We're not renting through 
Bradley or a company like 
University Properties," she said. 
"My 'landlord' lives in the other 
half of the house. He's funny and 
old and goes by Sonny. I thought 
to check this place out because 
some older friends of mine were 
actually living here the past two 
years. I called up [Waddle], toured 
the place, told him we were inter¬ 
ested and then signed the lease the 
next day to make sure we got it." 

Walgenbach said renting 
through a private owner was per¬ 
fect for her. 

"[My roommates and I] toured 
8 or 9 apartments/ houses before 
remembering this one and to be 
honest, they were not in the best 
shape or not an ideal location 
[being a long walk from campus], 
and all of them were way too 
expensive for us," she said.

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Little-known historical facts about Bradley University

It's been 115 years since Lydia Moss Bradley first 
opened her school's doors, and boy, a lot has changed. 

The university has faced countless transformations, 
from campus buildings to student traditions. Gone are 
the days of pushing a cannon through Peoria (one of the 
first Homecoming practices), but some things are still 
familiar on the Hilltop. 

Check out the similarities, and notable differences, 
from Bradley of the past. 


Guess Who? Building Names 

-Bradley's first director was Dr. Edward Sisson. 

-Dr. Theodore Burgess was the second director/presi¬ 
dent. He ended the Academy and turned Bradley into a 
four-year university. 

-Jenny Constance, head of the English Department, 
was murdered in 1928. 

-Romeo B. Garrett taught sociology and was one 
of the first students to receive a master's degree from 
Bradley in 1948. 

-While Bradley Hall was on fire in 1963 (literally), 
former president of Caterpillar Louis Neumiller tele¬ 
graphed President Van Arsdale, saying he wanted to 
donate money to rebuild the hall. 



Camp Bradley 


-During World War % soldiers came to campus 
to study manual arts, horology and automobile 
and tractor mechanics* 

-"The Wingwam" was a building converted 
into barracks and a mess hall in 1943. Four hun¬ 
dred World War II soldiers arrived to take courses 


Hall of Fame 



-The library was originally on the main floor of Bradley Hall. 
Lydia donated $10,000 and volumes from her personal library. 

-The Gymnasium (now 
Hartmann Hall), built in 
1907, was considered one of 
the best in Illinois outside of 
Chicago. 

-In 1911, Holmes Hall 
was used as a power plant. 

-Constance Hall was a 
women's residence for 30 
years before the School of 
Music took over in 1963. 


Saved by the Bell 

-Bradley Polytechnic Institute (BPI) wel¬ 
comed 105 students and faculty on October 4, 
1897. 

-BPI offered six years of study in three divi¬ 
sions: the Lower Academy (first two years of 
high school), the Upper Academy (third and 
fourth year of high school) and College (first two 
years of college). 

-The Passing of the Torch was a ceremony 
where wisdom and learning were passed (via 
a fake torch) from the senior class to the junior 
class. It was a tradition from 1927 to the mid- 
1950s. 

-In 1950, Bradley College for men and Laura 
College for women combined to form the College 
of Liberal Arts and Sciences. 



-The first football game was October 27, 1897. 
Baseball started in spring 1898, followed by tennis 
and track. 

-Men's basketball started in 1903. The women's 
team started the year after. 

-In 1946, a B-29 hanger was converted into the 
first Field House, bringing basketball back to cam¬ 
pus after 20 years in downtown Peoria. 

-Due to lack of interest and high costs, football 
was dropped from the athletics program in 1970. 


Homecoming Traditions ► 

-The first Homecoming in 1922 included a parade, a football vic¬ 
tory against Augustana and a "Pow-Wow." One of the events was 
"Class Rush," where the freshman and sophomore classes physi¬ 
cally fought each other. The freshmen lost, and wore white pins on 
their green beanies as a consequence. 

-The 1923, Homecoming had a skating party and a Hobo Parade. 
Students dressed up as hobos and marched downtown. The cannon 
used to signal touchdowns at football games followed the parade, 
pushed by two students dressed as horses. 

-The lit B was first used in 1928. It was eight feet high, had more 
than 200 lights and was built on campus. Also introduced this year 
was a silver cup for the best decorated fraternity or sorority house. 

-By 1951, events included stunt shows (skits by fraternities 
and sororities). Lighting of the B, Homecoming Queen crowing. 
Founder's Day Convocation, pep rally, parade of greek floats, foot¬ 
ball game and Homecoming dance.

Mold issues 

At times, the dorms on this 
campus seem like a joke. Entire 
floors reek of mold, furniture is 
outdated and bathrooms are dark 
and dingy. In today's article titled 
"Mold in Lovelace Raises Student 
Health Concerns," an empty room 
in Lovelace Hall developed patch¬ 
es of mold on the carpeting. 

Even though that room under¬ 
went intense cleaning and other 
empty rooms were evaluated for 
mold, residents said the air in 
the building still feels damp and 
musty. 

Regardless of if mold exists 
only in minimal amounts through¬ 
out Lovelace, it is apparent that 
the building needs serious work. 
And it's not the only one. 

Last year, Bradley brought in 
an outside company that works in 
planning university residences to 
draft up a report for a long-term 
housing plan. 

Thousands of students were 
surveyed, a preliminary plan 
was drawn up and now, the plan 
has been shelved. According to 


Executive Director for Residential 
Living Nathan Thomas, the uni¬ 
versity can't afford to move ahead 
at this time. 

Admission is down for the sec¬ 
ond year in a row, and money 
is tight. However, this isn't just 
a problem because many of the 
dorms are ugly. This is a health 
concern, too. 

A couple years ago, representa¬ 
tives from administration. Student 
Senate and the Scout took a tour 
with University President Joanne 
Glasser around some of the resi¬ 
dence halls to get an idea of what 
kind of state they were in. 

On that tour, a couple students 
came forward to share their sto¬ 
ries, and one student even said she 
thought the mold in her Williams 
Hall dorm was making her sick. 

According to* the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, 
some people can react to mold 
with symptoms like "a runny nose, 
sneezing, nasal congestion, watery 
eyes, skin rash and itching." 

And for people who are allergic 


to mold, exposure to it "can trigger 
asthma attacks...causing wheez¬ 
ing, chest tightness and shortness 
of breath." 

We know that following the 
tour, some improvements were 
made. The carpet on a Geisert Hall 
floor was removed due to mold, 
bathrooms were renovated and, 
most notably, all of Heitz Hall was 
transformed. 

But there is a stark contrast 
between walking into an improved 
Heitz room and a room in Harper 
Hall, or Lovelace. There is a tan¬ 
gible difference in the quality of 
the air, and the circulation. 

And for students paying just as 
much to live in one residence hall 
or another, or even more to live 
in a singles dorm, they should be 
able to expect that they will have a 
clean, healthy living environment. 

Unfortunately, this poses a dif¬ 
ficult situation for the university. 
If money is tight even for band-aid 
improvements, more Heitz-like 
overhauls are seriously unlikely. 
But dorms are important to future 


students, and to their parents. 
And it can be a major deterrent 
when weighing the decision to go 
Bradley or somewhere else. 

Beyond that, students paying 
thousands of dollars to live on 
campus should not have to worry 
about there being unhealthy 
amounts of mold under their car¬ 
pets, in their furniture or even 
in the vacant room next door to 
them. 

If the dorms continue to be 
updated with quick fixes, it is 
unlikely these issues will go away. 
Moving forward with a long-term 
plan is a good step, but the univer¬ 
sity needs to find ways to make 
the students here now comfort¬ 
able, too. 

This is an issue that seems to 
come up again and again, and for 
the sake of the students who pay 
to live and work in the residence 
halls day after day, their health 
should come first.

Underage drinking law enforcement a step in the right direction 


For the fifth year in a row, 
the Bradley University Wellness 
Program has been awarded 
the Enforcement of Underage 
Drinking Laws grant. 

In past years, the primary part¬ 
ner in this grant was the Peoria 
Police Department. In 2010-2011, 
the Bradley University Police 
were also a partner, under the 
direction of former Chief Dave 
Baer. 

Due to the transition to a new 
Chief of Police during the grant 
writing process for 2011-2012, the 
Bradley University Police were 
no a partner last year. This year, 
we were fortunate to collabo¬ 
rate with the Bradley University 


Police again and get the Peoria 
County Sheriff's Department on 
board as well. 

Some individuals have 
expressed concerns that Bradley 
is "wasting it's time" with a grant 
like this because nothing will ever 
change. Additionally, there are 
concerns about safety and com¬ 
plaints that Bradley should be 
focusing more on preventing vio¬ 
lence on campus. 

First, enforcing underage 
drinking laws is an evidence- 
based approach to reducing 
alcohol abuse among college 
students. This means that col¬ 
leges have done research projects 
to examine the effect enforcing 


underage drinking laws has on 
student drinking - and the result 
was a reduction in alcohol abuse. 
So, this method does work and 
can make a difference. 

Second, this is an overtime 
grant. In other words, the money 
from this grant can only be used 
to schedule overtime hours for 
officers. As a result of this grant, 
more officers will be out during 
nights and weekends on patrol in 
an effort to make campus a safer 
place. 

Third, this grant has already 
helped reduce violence on our 
campus. In past years, while con¬ 
ducting patrols in the Bradley 
area, the Peoria Police have 


apprehended known drug deal¬ 
ers and felons who had warrants 
out for their arrest. 

I understand students' con¬ 
cern about safety, but let's use this 
small grant as a step in the right 
direction.

The original Taken was a surprise when it first 
came out. Liam Neeson, an actor known mostly 
for his dramatic roles in movies like Schindler s 
List, was suddenly reborn as a bonafide action 
hero, mowing down criminals to get his beloved 
daughter back. While the film was strengthened 
by Neeson’s performance, the lightning quick pace 
and simplistic but thrilling plot made it extremely 
entertaining. If only the same could be said for its 
sequel. 

Taken 2, quite frankly, is a film that didn’t need to happen. The original 
was fine as a standalone story, ending with Neeson’s ex-CIA agent Bryan 
Mills saving his daughter Kim (Maggie Grace) from a horrible fate in a 
human trafficking ring. For the sequel, we see Bryan and his family trying 
to readjust to normal life while the family members of all the men Bryan 

killed in the first film come looking 
for revenge. 

Not only is the film set around 
a cliche revenge plot, but the 
villains don’t even act on their 
plan until 40 minutes into the 
movie. The first film wasted no 
time in kidnapping the daughter 
and having Bryan set out to find 
her. This one slows the pace 
considerably to try to develop 
Bryan and his family, at the cost 



of removing any sense of danger. And when the danger does come, the 
stakes aren’t as high because now Bryan and his ex-wife Lenore (Famke 
Janssen) are the ones who are taken instead of Kim. 

The entire point of the original film was that, despite Bryan’s “particular 
set of skills,” he had a limited window to find his daughter before she 
disappeared forever. Her being in danger gave the film stakes. How are we 
supposed to feel for the characters if it’s Liam Neeson getting kidnapped? 
We all know he’s going to fight his way out of whatever situation he’s in. 

But of course, most people don’t care who is put in danger as long as 
Neeson gets to beat people up. Unfortunately, the film fails to deliver 
even on that level. The first film came up with rather interesting ways for 
Neeson to kill his foes, but in this one the action is all shaky camera fist 
fights and poorly staged car chases. When the film fails not only story- 
wise but on an action level, there’s a problem. 

Liam Neeson himself is fine returning to the role of Bryan Mills. He’s still 
as obsessive as ever and still incredibly calm and smart in a tight situation. 
Maggie Grace as Kim also shows some actual development, as the events 
of the last film have made her a stronger person. 

The film also has at least one standout moment involving several 
grenades, and while the scene itself is visually stunning the reasoning 
behind it is completely idiotic. While the film deals with the realistic 
consequences of its predecessor, flimsy storytelling and poor execution 
make this an unnecessary sequel. Valuable time was all that was taken 
here.

Liape of Legends players battle in Los Jlngeles

The crowd goes wild, 
more than 20,000 voices 
mixing together to deafen 
the excitement of the 
commentators. Every 
person in the stadium 
faces forward, attentive 
to the game being played 
before them. While this 

might sound like the typical scene at a sports game, it also describes the 
season two League of Legends world championships that took place last 
Saturday at the Galen Centre in Los Angeles. 

So what exactly is League of Legends (LoL)? It is a “multiplayer online 
battle arena” (MOBA) meaning that players face off against each other, 
generally in teams of three or five. The objective of one team is to destroy 
the other team’s Nexus. In order to do this, a team must go through 
multiple turrets that block the path to the Nexus, possibly engaging in 
combat with other players and minions along the way. As players defeat 
enemies they gain levels, strengthening their characters. 


In the end, only one team could prevail, gaining not only prestige for their 
team and country, but also $1 million and the Summoner’s Cup, a massive 
intricate trophy. In the end, the Taipei Assassins, seen as the underdogs in 
the competition, were the ultimate victors. They lost the first game in the 
best out of five final, but came back to win the next three games, clinching 
their victory. 

While LoL has been around since 2009, it seems to be currently soaring 
into popularity. Riot Games, the company behind LoL, recently released 
some statistics saying that there are 70 million registered players, 12 
million of which are active daily. This popularity could be attributed to 
the fact that the game is free to play, with money only n|c*ssary if players 
want to purchase points they could otherwise gain more slowly. It is also 
clear that Riot puts lots of sup^prt into their game, constantly releasing 
updates and new characters (there are currently 105 to choose from). 

The amount of variety and constant changes in gameplay seem to keep 
players coming back for more. The enthusiasm of its player base is also 
helping League of Legends grow, as can be seen from the popularity of the 
recent world championships. 


In addition to the around 20,000 live spectators at the championships, 
millions watched a stream of the finals, waiting to see the results in the 
match between Taiwanese team Taipei Assassins and South Korean team 
Azubu Frost. These teams persevered to get to this point, rising to the top 
in their regions and then beating teams from other areas of Asia, Europe 
and North America throughout the tournament.

"I can't do it," I remember telling 
her. "I don't know how to do this 
for another two years." 

She was quiet for a while, 
and then confessed to me that 
the newspaper at her school was 
facing some dire times. In fact, 
because they were unable to pay 
the bills, they would be shutting 
down. 

"It doesn't matter whether one 
person or 2,000 people read your 
paper," she said. "What matters 
is that they have the option to do 
so." 

And she was right. A student 
newspaper is one of the most valu¬ 
able forums on a college cam¬ 
pus. There, anyone can be heard, 
whether it's through reporting.

editor. Anyone can read it, from 
other students to the president of 
the university. And it's a printed, 
permanent document reflecting 
the legacy of the school in that one 
issue. It's a snapshot of campus 
life that my friend's university no 
longer has. And it is, and always 
will be, a collection of the most 
worthwhile time spent in the port¬ 
folio of my college career.

ball games when he was young 
and saw the influence Robertson 
had on the team. 

"He was firm, but he upgraded 
the program/' he said. "He was 
tough on [the team] but it paid off 
in the end. Robbie was one of a 
kind, and I think [the statue artists] 
did a real good job." 

The sculpture was created on 
campus by Associate Professor 


of Sculpture Fisher Stolz and 
Adjunct Professor }ad Willis in 
the Heuser Art Center. The project 
took more than two years of plan¬ 
ning and sculpting. 

During the last few years of 
Robertson's time on campus, the 
Field House, which served as the 
arena for men's basketball, was 
being planned and constructed. 
Robertson died before the opening 
of the Field House in 1949, and it 
was dedicated as the Robertson 


Memorial Field House during 
the first men's basketball game 
in the building. 

Since the Field House was 
tom down in 2008 to make way 
for the Renaissance Coliseum, 
Vice President of Donor Relations 
Kathy Fuller said they wanted to 
find a way to continue to honor 
Robertson.

'The room was unoccupied, 
so no one knew about it," he said. 
"The buildings are meant to be 
occupied to work best with the 
cooling system, so doors opening 
and closing and people coming 
and going throughout the day 
helps the circulation." 

After discovering the mold, 
Thomas said several steps were 
taken to check the rest of the 
building. 

"We searched every open room 
when we saw that," he said. "We 
had [a contractor] come in and do 
an industrial cleaning. After we 
checked the open rooms, the [res¬ 
ident advisor] and hall director 
talked to residents to see if they 
had problems with their rooms. 
We also took air samples in that 
room and in other areas to check 
for mold spores." 

Thomas said at this time, there 
are no plans to move residents 
from Lovelace HalJ to Elmwood 
Hall, another singles dorm that 
has been closed due to renova¬ 
tions and lack of demand. He said 
Elmwood will hopefully be open 
again next fall. 

Thomas Menold, of Menold 
Construction and Restoration in 
Peoria, said small amounts of 
mold are everywhere, but larger 
concentrations can be hazardous. 

"If it's just a little bit, it can be 
cleaned with soap and w 7 ater," he 
said. "When mold grows in great 
concentrations, it should not just 
be cleaned. It has to be contained 


to keep it from spreading, and the 
workers are required to wear per¬ 
sonal protection equipment." 

Menold said mold is most 
potent when it is in the air. 

"If the mold spores become air¬ 
borne and we breathe them, that's 
when we tend to react to them," he 
said. "But again, a little bit of it can 
be cleaned simply and easily. A lot 
of it is a different story." 

Menold said mold can be toxic 
to some people. 

. "Most of us aren't too allergic 
to it," he said. "But for some who 
are, it can be dangerous to their 
health." 

The mold in University Hall 
was cleared up with a change of 
furniture, Thomas said, but every 
situation is different. 

"It's handled on a case-by-case 
basis," he said. "There is still work 
to be done in the residence halls 
but we are committed to taking 
care of them." 

This isn't the first time Lovelace 
has struggled with mold and main¬ 
tenance. In 2011, Ivan Gonzalez- 
Gimenez and Ryan Miller, who 
were a junior and sophomore at 
the time, respectively, brought 
concerns about the building to 
Student Senate. They reported 
cracks and holes in the floors, sink¬ 
ing ceilings, degraded furniture 
and even mold. 

"We pay $2,300 to be here and 
this is not how we're supposed to 
be living," Miller told the Scout. 
"It's sad really."

In his first public showing at 
Bradley, Tyshon Pickett shined 
in the men's basketball red and 
white scrimmage Friday, scoring 
16 points in 16 minutes. 

The 6-foot-6-inch, 220-pound 
junior transfer from Dodge City 
Community College worked his 
way inside for seven layups, five 
rebounds and a steal. 

"I'm just trying to be an all- 
around player so I can just help 
my team out in any way pos¬ 
sible," Pickett said. "If that means 
having me diving on the floor, 
rebounding more or getting 
steals, anything just to win." 

Although he was the only 
player who scored in double 
figures, Pickett's ride to Bradley 
wasn't always smooth. 

He was a first team All-Passaic 
County honoree in 2010 in his 
final year at Passaic High School 


in New Jersey. Despite earning 
recognition around the area, 
Pickett was mostly recruited by 
Division III schools. In fact, he 
nearly committed to play for 
Rutgers-Newark. 

"It felt, to tell you the truth, 
it felt weird and it felt differ¬ 
ent being recruited by Division 
Ills knowing I'm better and a 
Division I player," Pickett said. 
"At the time I went JUCO, I start¬ 
ed to get the hang of it, and then 
Division I [offers] started flowing 
in and I'm just happy to be here 
now with all of the hard work I 
went through." 

After finishing second on 
his team in scoring and first in 
rebounding in his freshman year 
at Dodge City, Pickett topped 
both numbers by averaging 14.8 
points and 8.9 rebounds per 
game last season. 

"We've been really happy 
with Tyshon," coach Geno Ford 
said. "I think he's a guy who has 


gotten better each week, which is 
important this time of year." 

When asked if there's a player 
he has built a strong connec¬ 
tion with in practice, Pickett 
immediately answered with his 
roommate and point guard, Walt 
Lemon Jr. 

"I've known Tyshon since 
before he came [to Bradley]," 
Lemon said. "We've been talking 
on Facebook and messaging to 
make sure he was straight before 
he got here, so once he got here 
everything clicked. I don't know 
how to explain it but I know what 
he does and he knows what I do, 
we both just play hard so it's kind 
of easy to play with him." 

While coach Ford says that he 
doesn't usually expect first-year 
players to hit their stride until 
January, he said Pickett brings 
an extra dimension as a forward 
who can pass and drive.

There's one team that has 
stood above the rest in college 
football this year and that's the 
Oregon Ducks. 

Alabama's only win against 
a ranked opponent came against 
an overrated Michigan team from 
the overrated Big 10 conference, 
and the same goes for Notre 
Dame's wins. Instead, Oregon has 
destroyed two quality opponents. 

Against then-ranked No. 22 
Arizona, Oregon beat them 49-0. 
Against then-ranked No. 23 
Washington last week, Oregon 
rose to the top 52-21. 

Of all of the top teams, 
Oregon's defense probably gives 
up the most points.

The best team in college 
football stands in that position, 
because they have a defense 
nearly worthy of the NFL. 

Alabama stands alone on top 
of the SEC and the national polls. 
Their ranking is deserved, and 
while they do not have the best 
passing game or running game 
in the country their offense is 
sufficient. 

In Alabama's 6-0 start to the 
season, they have allowed a 
total of 45 points to opponents 
including holding No. 8 ranked 
Michigan to just fourteen points 
to begin the season. That is an 
average of 7.5 points per game. If 
teams cannot score on Alabama, 
they simply will not lose.

The Bradley women's basket¬ 
ball program has undergone a 
tremendous amount of change 
since its season ended last March.

History of notorious Peoria haunts

With Halloween just around the 
comer, the mid-semester stretch 
won't be the only horror experi¬ 
ence around campus. 

Peoria is home to several 
spooky locations with ghosts, 
including the Metropolitan Opera 
House, Springdale Cemetery 
and the Peoria Public Library. 
But some of the creepiest plac¬ 
es are closer than you think - 
some on Bradley's campus. 

The Madison Theater 

Although the theater shut 
down in 2003, this historical land¬ 
mark is still in downtown Peoria. 
It thrived in silent pictures when 
it opened in 1920, but struggled to 
attract business in the 1990s. With 
three prominent ghosts living in 
the theatre, silent films aren't the 


only thing "playing in Peoria." 

•A young actor haunts the 
main stage of the auditorium.

Visitors said they could hear foot¬ 
steps pacing the stage and could 
smell cologne with his presence. 
When the building did renova¬ 
tions several years ago, the ghost 
moved tools around to stop work. 

•In 1950, a small child was 
lured away from his parents and 
murdered in the theatre's base¬ 
ment. Visitors reported childish 
laughter, along with icy-cold air, 
in the auditorium. 

• A former usher haunted visi¬ 
tors in the form of a flashlight 
gliding past the aisles in the foyer 
and disappearing into darkness.

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TIME columnist inspires students with political lecture

Bradley's efforts to bring key 
political figures to campus before 
the presidential elections were 
well-met Oct. 18 with journalist 
and lecturer Joe Klein. 

Klein, who is known for his 
best-selling novel "Primary 
Colors" and for his columns in 
TIME magazine, addressed a 
packed crowd in the Michel 
Student Center Ballroom. He was 
the speaker for the Department 
of Communication's Robison 
Lecture Series, an annual event 
which brings distinguished jour¬ 
nalists and journalism educators 
to campus. 

"It's great to see so many stu¬ 
dents here because I'm going 
to talk about your generation 
tonight," Klein said. "I'm going 
to talk to you about things I've 


learned over these 43 years [in 
journalism]." 

By witnessing 10 presiden¬ 
tial elections, Klein said he has 
seen politics change over his four 
decades of work. He said President 
Barack Obama and Governor 
Mitt Romney's town hall debate 
showed how politicians of today 
are more involved in each other 
than the issues. 

"Your generation will save our 
[elections]," Klein said. "And I 
know your generation will." 

While following the aftermath 
of Martin Luther King, Jr.'s assas¬ 
sination in April 1968, Klein said 
he was first engaged in politics by 
watching Robert Kennedy speak 
to the community about the slay¬ 
ing. 

"[Kennedy] was one of the 
last politicians who respected the 
public enough to speak freely [to 
them]," he said. 


Klein said a lot has changed over 
the past 40 years since Kennedy 
spoke, and he said Bradley gradu¬ 
ate and former Congressman Bob 
Michel was part of the old breed 
of politics. 

"I'm honored to be standing in 
a building named after [Michel], 
one of our great dvil voices and 
public servants," Klein said. "For 
Bob Michel, public service was 
about getting things done. Now, 
public service is about scoring 
points." 

With the introduction of televi¬ 
sion, Klein said politicians hired 
managers to help them perform in 
front of the new, broadcasted audi¬ 
ence. That, combined with politi¬ 
cal ads, marketing consultants and 
polling, led to costly campaigns. 
Klein said money is now the focus 
for politicians. 

"We're living in the golden age 
of marketing," he said. 'The things 


that unite us are more important 
than the things that divide us. 
And marketing sells directly to the 
niche." 

After sharing personal stories 
of how his community in New 
York was affected by 9/11, and 
how h^ spent time in Afghanistan 
with young soldiers, Klein said 
today's generations should learn 
from these military leaders, thus 
bringing politics back to public 
service. 

"I'm proposing that we value 
the service more," he said. "I'm 
not asking you all to join the mil¬ 
itary. If you serve one way or 
another, you'll be better for it, the 
country will be better for it, and 
you'll learn more about yourself - 
and the world." 

Junior public relations major 
Daniel Benveniste said Klein's 
words about service inspired him. 

"It flipped my entire perspec¬ 


tive around," he said. "It was eye 
opening, by saying how much we 
can do by serving, and the way 
he described the world. It really 
turned things around for me." 

Other students said they 
agreed. 

"It brought a new light to 
things," said sophomore business 
marketing major Ahmed Ibrahim. 
"It's about doing something big¬ 
ger that can benefit your future 
career." 

Klein said he's confident 
today's students can benefit the 
political system. 

"The more people we have 
as full-fledged citizens, the less 
power the cynics will have," he 
said. "If you choose this path [of 
servicing your country], we'll have 
a better country out of it." 


NAACP's first Cultural Design Contest brings student art to campus

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Wags for Mags brings service dog group back to Bradley

Students aren't the only ones 
getting an education on campus 
- Wags for Mags service dogs 
are taking classes for their future 
families as well. 

In 2009, two students, Brandi 
Arnold and Michelle Kosner, 
entered the Springboard compe¬ 
tition to launch their idea for a 
not-for-profit service dog train¬ 
ing group, called Paws Giving 
Independence (PGI) They won 
third place, and from there the 
group expanded to the Peoria 
community. 

After Arnold and Kosner grad¬ 
uated, PGI still wanted a Bradley 
connection. That's how students 
who had been involved with 
PGI started Wags for Mags, the 
Bradley branch of the organiza¬ 
tion. 

"The group was named after 
a volunteer who died young, 
about 16 years old, last year," said 
senior Sarah Glasgow, who is the 
group's volunteer coordinator. 
"So we named it in her honor." 

Students involved help train 
the dogs at a weekly class to pre¬ 
pare them for service duties with 
a family or an individual. 

"We have 10 student volun¬ 


teers and each is paired with a 
dog," Glasgow said. "They help 
train them at our Tuesday night 
classes. Some of the volunteers 
are even with the dogs all day, 
bringing them to classes, to the 
store, everywhere they go." 

The dogs stay with a foster 
family until they are placed in 
a home, and the weekly classes 
with students help prepare them 
to leave their foster owners, 
Glasgow said. 

"The dogs tend to get attached 
to people, so that's why we try to 
get them used to being away from 
their foster families," she said. 

Senior Caitlin Reilly, president 
of the group, said each dog learns 
a base set of skills, but their most 
apparent strengths help match 
them with a home. 

"It depends on each dog which 
home they'll go to and when 
they'll be ready," she said. "We 
have to see who they fit best 
with because they have different 
skills." 

For many of the dogs, Glasgow 
said, the group is their chance for 
survival. 

"We get a lot of the dogs from 
kill shelters and breeder dona¬ 
tions," she said. "We got one of 
the dogs 24 hours before he was 
scheduled to be euthanized." 


Glasgow said the dogs can be 
trained as partial sight, seizure 
and companion dogs, to name a 
few. 

"With one of the volunteers, 
a professor for their class has 
a pacemaker," she said. "And 
whenever it resets, the dog starts 
to whine. They can be perceptive 
to heart issues." 

The group hosts fundraisers 
throughout the year, but all of that 
money goes back to the parent 
organization, Glasgow said. 

"We also don't charge people 
for the dogs," she said. "There are 
other organizations that charge 
$10,000 for a dog." 

Reilly said students can be fos¬ 
ters if they live in the St. James 
Apartment Complex, but she is 
looking to expand that. 

"We are going to meet with 
housing to present a plan to allow 
them in the dorms, too," she said. 

Senior fundraising chair 
Brittany Zarate said the best part 
of the group is seeing a dog placed 
with its new home. 

"It's really cool to see the pro¬ 
gression from one year, when 
they're pulling us across campus 
and can't sit still for five minutes, 
to the next, when they're being 
placed with a family," she said. 
"It's great to see them change."

Student Senate debates trash 
can additions on campus

Student Senate spent most of 
their first month integrating the 
new members into parliamentary 
procedure. 

City and Local Affairs (CLA) 
chair William Parkhurst began the 
year with his resolution requir¬ 
ing a CLA committee member to 
attend town hall meetings. Since 
then, there has only been one other 
resolution presented to the general 
assembly. 

The Campus Affairs committee 
brought a resolution to the floor 
Oct. 15 that proposed that nine 
new trash cans be placed around 
campus. Chairwoman Holly 
Alguire presented the resolution, 
which has been debated over the 
past two weeks. 

Proposed locations for the trash 
cans include five on Fredonia 
Avenue, two on Bradley Avenue 
and two in the vicinity of Swords 
and Baker Halls. Alguire said she 


believed these locations should be 
addressed, following her commit¬ 
tee's geographical and financial 
research. 

"We literally walked around 
campus on Sunday afternoon," 
said Alguire during the first read¬ 
ing. "On some walks to class you 
do not pass a trash can. And that 7 s 
a problem." 

Inter Fraternity Council repre¬ 
sentative Brock Bemato worked 
with Alguire to develop and pres¬ 
ent the resolution. 

"We're trying to assess the 
areas with no options at all," said 
Bemato. 

Each trash can ensues a cost of 
$450. If the resolution passes, two 
trash cans would be purchased 
each semester for four years, and 
the last one would be purchased 
during the fifth year. 

To share comments or con¬ 
cerns, students can attend the next 
General Assembly meeting at 5 
pjn. on Mondays in the Garrett 
Center.

That is essentially the plot (at 
least for now) of the new ABC 
series "666 Park Avenue," a

Adorably bland couple Henry and Jane are 
the newest residents of The Drake, simple 
Midwesterners with big city dreams. Jane is 
hired on as the building manager, and her 
boyfriend runs off to try to make it as an 
honest politician in the big bad city. Jane 
pokes around a lot and starts to uncover 
some ominous secrets in The Drake, leading

to some really nail-biting, scary scenes in the 
super creepy basement. Between mysterious 
walls, deadly birds who inhabit the walls 
and macabre pick pocket teenagers, 666 
Park is not only the most exclusive 
address in New York, but also the 
creepiest. 


I originally felt hesitant to review 
this show. I have been watching it 
weekly, but as any fan of "GCB" can 
confirm, ABC can be a rough place 
for Sunday night soaps. The network 
just ordered more episodes of "666

There was a time when 
Dracula, Frankenstein and 
the Wolf Man were all 
legitimately scary. That 
time, unfortunately, was 
80 years ago. Nowadays, 
films like Paranormal 
Activity dominate the 
horror genre every 
Halloween. So what has 
happened to the iconic horror monsters of old? They're relegated to poorly made 

children's films. 


Hotel Transylvania came out almost a 
month ago, but Halloween's approach 
will make it a target for those 
who won't flock to see the new 
Paranormal Activity. Adam Sandler 
lends his voice to Dracula, who 
in this version runs a hotel for 
monsters to escape from human 
persecution. His daughter Mavis 
(Selena Gomez) is celebrating her 
118th birthday, and while the 
Count prepares for the party he gets 
an unexpected visit from a human 
(Andy Sandberg,) who Mavis falls for. 


Characters move around constantly to keep kids' 
attention, but it's also to disguise how thin the story really 
is. While there are some creative ideas about a monster-run 
hotel, it isn't explored as well as it should be. Hotel Transylvania is

The film does nothing interesting with its large cast of 
monstrous characters, including Frankenstein, Wolf 
Man, The Mummy and the Invisible Man.

The Bartonville State 

Mental Hospital 

Another historically haunted 
location is the infamous asylum 
in Bartonville. The original hos¬ 
pital was built between 1899 and 
1910, and "inmates" from all over 
the state were transported there. 
Longtime hospital director Dr. 
Zeller treated patients with kind¬ 
ness and care, versus the typical 
treatment of abuse and experimen¬ 
tation on mental patients of that 
time. Despite Dr. Zeller's efforts, 
some patients were still treated 
poorly and neglected. In 1973, 
after two patients' murders, the 
hospital closed. For those brave 
enough to face the ghosts of the 
asylum, tours can be booked at 
www.peoria-asylum.com. But be 
warned - it's known for creepi¬ 
ness. 

• In the attic of Bowen building, 
a nurse hanged himself. Visitors 
can still hear his heavy boots and 
labored breathing. On moonlit 
nights, his silhouette can be seen 
in the attic from the road. 


• Also residing in the attic is the 
"Woman in White." As a house¬ 
keeper in Bowen, the woman 
jumped to her death in 1933 after 
being rejected by a married doc¬ 
tor. Visitors can hear her singing 
religious tunes in the attic. 

•Too scared to tour the asy¬ 
lum? Ghostly faces still appear at 
night while driving past. 

Bradley University 

Believe it or not, there are some 
ghosts on the Hilltop. Spirits are 
found in the dorms and adminis¬ 
trative buildings - including the 
bathroom across from the Scout 
Office (yikes!). 

• Lydia Moss Bradley's neph¬ 
ew, who lived in her house on 
Moss Street after her death, said he 
could hear Lydia's cane across the 
floor frequently. Visitors have also 
seen an apparition of Lydia in her 
beloved rose garden. 

• In the 1980s, a student was 
rumored to have hanged herself 
during Spring Break in the third 
floor women's bathroom of Sisson 
Hall. She wasn't discovered for 


12 days. Visitors complain of the 
sound of water rushing in the 
bathroom frequently, despite it 
being empty. The Scout Office 
is located across from this bath¬ 
room. 

• Before Constance Hall was 
home to the School of Music, it 
was a women's residence. Former 
Dean Olive White haunts its halls. 
Her heels can be heard clicking 
through the corridors, making 
sure her residences are behaving. 

• The seventh floor of Harper 
Hall is haunted by a student who 
died in 1987. Heavily drunk after 
finals, the student walked over 
the bridge in Laura Bradley Park, 
tripped, hit his head on the rocks 
and broke his neck. The eleva¬ 
tor in Harper often takes visitors 
to floor seven regardless of the 
button pressed. Uneven footsteps 
can still be heard in the hallway 
of the student trying to get back 
to his dorm room.

"The sensors are stupid and 
very annoying," she said. 'They 
go off when people are trying to 
study, and it takes more time to 
[get into the library]." 

Some students said the gates 
serve no purpose in the library. 

"The sensors are pointless," 
said sophomore biology major 
Veronica Cline. "Anybody could 
still climb over the gates and get 
in if they really wanted to. It's a 
waste of money, plus you have to 
remember to bring your ID." 

Another issue students said 
the library needs to take into con¬ 
sideration is private rooms. 

'There should be more study 
and quiet areas," said junior civil 
engineering major Ross Hanchett. 
"I always have to search for [quiet 
spaces], and then people take it 
over and it's loud." 

Freshman civil engineer¬ 
ing major David Green said he 
agreed. 

"I wish people wouldn't talk 
or play with their phones in the 
basement," he said. "I know they 


put signs up to quiet people, but I 
don't really know how they could 
change that." 

Other primary complaints from 
students include installing more 
outlets, free printing and updating 
the computer labs. 

'The computer labs have a lot 
of issues," said junior criminal jus¬ 
tice and sociology major Blanca 
Alvarez. "They either freeze or you 
have to move to another computer. 
They need to be fixed or replaced." 

Galik said students' issues will 
be considered into the planning 
process. 

"The end result will be a plan 
to redesign the library with a 
more effective and efficient use of 
space and furniture more suited to 
the needs of students today," said 
Galik. 'The plan will be 

phased in over multiple years." 

Canon Designs is meeting with 
university committees and other 
stakeholders to round out the plan 
for the library.

The Giants were in a fero¬ 
cious battle with the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, who were spending 
money like crazy to acquire all of 
the top players from the Miami 
Marlins and the Boston Red Sox.

Bradley's retention rate reflects positive student satisfaction

Bradley's freshman to sopho¬ 
more year retention rate has 
gradually decreased 3 percent 
over the last six years. However it 
still remains competitive with the 
national average for private, selec¬ 
tive universities like Bradley. 

The freshman to sophomore 
retention rate for 2011-2012 was 
85.9 percent, down .6 percent from 
last year's 86.5 percent. This year's 
retention rate is 3 percent lower 


than the 2006-2007 retention rate 
of 88.9. 

"There has been a decrease 
since 2006 and a lot of that is 
tied up with the economy and 
other personal factors," said Vice 
President of Student Affairs Alan 
Gaisky. "You could be talking 
about a situation where a student 
leaves the university because of 
the cost and finances." 

A total of 144 students of the 
1,018 fall 2011 freshman class 
decided to leave Bradley. Of the 
144 students, 74 students trans¬ 


ferred, 25 students were dismissed 
and 45 students left for unknown 
reasons or personal/medical rea¬ 
sons. 

While Bradley's freshman to 
sophomore retention rate is trend¬ 
ing downward, it is still competi¬ 
tive with the average national 
freshman to sophomore retention 
rate for private, selective univer¬ 
sities, which is 80.5 percent for 
2011 - 2012 . 

"We are proud that year in and * 
year out the retention rate is only 
plus/minus five percent difference 


from the national university aver¬ 
age," Gaisky said. "Generally that 
shows overall satisfaction.. There 
is no better macro indicator that 
your students are having a good 
experience than the freshman to 
sophomore retention rate." 

Even though the retention rate 
is still strong from a comparative 
standpoint, Gaisky said there is 
still room for improvement. 

"Any time you're five to six 
percent above the national aver-

No change for "Braves" 

Bradley will retain its Braves nickname for its NCAA 
intercollegiate athletic teams, and the school will continue 
to investigate the opportunity to introduce a mascot to 
represent its teams, according to an announcement this 
week by Director of Athletics Michael Cross. 

Bradley's recently conducted survey designed to solicit 
opinions about Bradley's athletic nickname and the pos¬ 
sibility of creating a mascot for the university was com¬ 
pleted by more than 4,100 people. Approximately two- 
thirds of the responses came from alumni, 30 percent from 
students and the remaining responses came from faculty, 
staff and supporters of the athletic program. 

The survey data revealed a strong sentiment that 
Bradley should develop a mascot to represent the Athletic 
Department. No specific mascot has been identified, 
however, and Bradley will continue to explore options and 
carry on conversations with various university constituen¬ 
cies to find a solution that the university community will 
embrace.

Hurricane Sandy finally hit the East Coast in full 
effect during the last week. Word of the destruction 
and heroism, like the NYC NICU nurses saving 
premature babies, has crossed the nation. The death 
toll climbed to 62 as of Oct. 31 and is expected to 
climb in the days to come as people sift through the 
wreckage. 

"We will get through the days ahead by doing 
what we always do in tough times — by standing 
together, shoulder to shoulder, ready to help a neigh¬ 
bor, comfort a stranger and get the city we love back 
on its feet," New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
said.

U.S. Congressional debate features Bradley student

17th District Congressional 
Debate features Bradley Students 
and Bradley Questions 

Bradley students are rarely 
thrown directly into their careers 
while they're still enrolled, but 
that's exactly what happened to 
one student. 

On Oct. 25, a debate was hosted 
between the two candidates of the 
17th District Congressional race at 
the WTVP Studios in downtown 
Peoria. Since Bradley is a major 
voice in the 85-mile district, senior 
public relations and political sci¬ 
ence major Camille Ivy-O'Donnell 
sat on the three-person question¬ 
naire panel. 

The incumbent is Republican 
Bobby Schilling, and his challeng¬ 
er is Democrat Cheri Bustos. Since 
the 2011 redistricting, Illinois' 
17th District has been listed on 
the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee's "Red to 


Blue List," which indicates that 
the district is expected to flip from 
Republican to Democratic control. 

Along with the typical candi¬ 
date call-outs, the representatives 
discussed lowering the deficit and 
creating jobs. Bradley students 
who submitted their questions to 
Ivy-O'Donnell discussed gas pric¬ 
es, free trade and the changes to 
Main Street. 

She said she believed that the 
questions were well-received and 
answered adequately. 

Chosen due to her participa¬ 
tion in the Institute for Principled 
Leadership in Public Service, Ivy- 
O'Donnell said Bradley's involve¬ 
ment benefitted the students and 
the school in general. 

"I think this opportunity not 
only allowed students... to feel 
the reality of the campaign but it 
also meant more to the Bradley 
student population holistically," 
said Ivy-O'Donell. "Bradley has a 
tendency to be a bit less politically 
active than other universities. 


This allowed not only the Peoria 
area and the Quad Cities to see 
that we do care, but nationally I 
believe this created positive buzz 
for our university, in regards to 
our political activism." 

Brad McMillan, Executive 
Director of the Institute, was a 
powerful proponentinplanning the 
debate and Bradley's.involvement. 
According to McMillan, the 17th 
District election is "one of the 
hottest contests in the country," 
and Bradley's amount of influence 
in the election will play a major 
role in the election's outcome. 

"It was a great opportunity for 
Bradley students to participate 
in our democracy," said 
McMillan. "Bradley students 
submitted questions online, 20 
students filled the first two rows 
of the live audience and Camille 
did a great job of serving as one of 
the panelists.

Journalist Amy Goodman discusses voting, politics and media

With the 
presidential 
election just 
next week, 
published jour¬ 
nalist Amy 
Goodman came 
to campus to 
address voting 
and to discuss 
some personal 
Amy Goodman stories and the 
media. 

Bradley's 
sociology club 


invited Goodman to speak about 
her newest book, "The Silenced 
Majority: Stories of Uprisings, 
Occupations, Resistance and 
Hope." Assistance sociology pro¬ 
fessor Darcy Leach said the soci¬ 
ology club was proud to have 
Goodman at Bradley. 

"We have a big election coming 
up, and the sociology club felt it 
was important for someone like 
Amy Goodman to come to cam¬ 
pus to speak to the students about 
voting," said Leach. "It's amazing 
how little many college students 
actually know about the election 
process." 


Goodman also discussed con¬ 
troversial topics, tragic events and 
presidential debates and shared 
some of her personal experiences 
throughout her life as a journal¬ 
ist. But before she spoke, Dennis 
Moynihan, co-writer of "The 
Silenced Majority," briefly intro¬ 
duced Goodman. 

"'The Silenced Majority' is a 
book that has a reason to bring 
people together," Moynihan said. 
"Amy is a fearless and dedicated 
journalist." 

Moynihan said their current 
tour is about 100 cities, making 
Peoria their 70th stop. He also said

Goodman was exdted to be able to 
stop at Bradley to discuss many of 
the topics her book covers, includ¬ 
ing the current media. 

"Independent media allows you 
to know something you wouldn't 
normally know," Goodman said. 
"That is the power it holds." 

Now, the media has the power 
to almost instantly inform the gen¬ 
eral public, whether the informa¬ 
tion may or may not be accurate, 
said Goodman. 

She also met one of the survi¬ 
vors from the Virginia Tech mas¬ 
sacre and was shown the room 
where the murders took place. 

"The young man, Colin 
Goddard, was shot twice in the 
shoulders, twice in the hips and 
survived," Goodman said. "He 
almost decided not to go to class 
that day because he wanted break¬ 
fast." 

Goodman said Goddard 
received thousands of signa¬ 
tures on a petition that allowed 
him to ask a question about gun 
laws at the presidential debate in 
Colorado. 

"Colin thought, 'What better 
place to bring up gun laws than 
Colorado, where the most recent 
massacre just occurred?' and I 


told Colin he was doing the right 
thing," Goodman said. "Gun laws 
are a major issue in America right 
now, and it is a popular topic in 
the presidential debates." 

Goodman also expressed her 
feelings on voting in America, 
comparing life here to that in 
Haiti. She said people are gunned 
down as they walk to the polls to 
vote, but they still make the effort 
knowing they may die or become 
injured. 

"What I want to know is why 
people in this country don't feel it 
necessary to vote," Goodman said. 
"We don't face anything like what 
they do in Haiti, yet we still don't 
understand the necessity, impor¬ 
tance or privilege to vote." 

The discussion ended with 
Goodman's opinion on war and 
climate change. 

"I really do think that those con¬ 
cerned about war, climate change, 
the raging fires in Colorado, the 
drenching rains in Florida and fate 
of the earth are not a silent major¬ 
ity," Goodman said. "These con¬ 
cerned people are silenced by the 
media, but movements are impor¬ 
tant, and what a great year for 
movements."

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Turning Point changes help students boost grades

In an effort to help students 
become academically success¬ 
ful, the Turning Point Retention 
Program adopted a new struc¬ 
ture that has resulted in positive 
results. 

The Turing Point program, 
which aids in correcting behav¬ 
iors and improving study habits 
for students who drop below a 
2.0 grade point average (GPA), 
recently moved from a 
one-on-one assistance 
program to a classroom 
setting. 

"I think the turning 
point program is a use¬ 
ful tool because it gives 
students a chance to 
redeem themselves from 
the mistakes they made 
past semesters," said 
Brittaney Flowers, soph¬ 
omore public relations major and 
a past participant of the program. 

The program first began in the 
fall of 1995 and was structured to 
allow students to work in small 
groups. In 2008 the program was 
changed to focus more on one-on- 
one meetings with the coordinator 
of the program as well as gradu¬ 
ate students. Last fall, with the 
introduction of a new program 
coordinator Pam Miller, the pro¬ 
gram underwent another redesign, 
changing from a one-on-one focus 
to a classroom setting. 


"I knew this would be some¬ 
thing I would like to do because 
I have always had a real heart 
for helping students," said Miller, 
who had worked with Student 
Support Services for nearly 9 years 
prior to joining the Turning Point 
Program. "It seemed that one-on- 
one was not as effective as far as 
retention, and I saw a need for 
more resources for freshman stu¬ 
dents." 

As a result of some of the chang¬ 
es within the program.

there have been a decreased num- 
ber of students who are academi¬ 
cally dismissed from Bradley. 
During the 2011-2012 academic 
year 150 students participated in 
the program with 93 students who 
returned to good academic stand¬ 
ing and 41, or 31 percent, of stu¬ 
dents were dismissed from the 
university. 

In comparison, 132 students 
participated in the program dur¬ 
ing the 2010-2011 school year and 
53 students, or 43.8 percent, were 
dismissed - a total of 12.2 percent 
more students than in 2011-2012. 


"It is not always just academ¬ 
ics," said Miller. "A lot of students 
have a high school mentality, have 
depression or are involved with 
alcohol or drugs, or do not have 
strong time management." 

As part of the program students 
are required to meet on a one-on- 
one basis and enroll in AEP115, a 
learning enhancement strategies 
seminar. Miller teaches multiple 
sections of the course each semes¬ 
ter to help students advance aca¬ 
demically. Although the seminar 
■1 is required for students in the 
Turning Point program, it is 
an open class that is available 
to any student on campus. 

"There are always more 
students in the program dur¬ 
ing the spring rather than the 
fall because of freshmen," 
Miller said. "A lot of fresh¬ 
men students don't have 
the study skills or a good 
attitude about writing coming 
into college and find themselves 
struggling after first semester." 

The course focuses on key com¬ 
ponents of being academically suc¬ 
cessful such as time management 
and prioritizing tasks, study skills, 
setting goals and motivation. 

"No matter what level you are 
academically, anyone can really 
grow from some of the things we 
talk about in class," Miller said. 
"It can help prevent anyone from 
going on probation. The more tools 
I can get into students' hands, the 
better."

Flowers said she agreed that 
the course not only helped her suc¬ 
ceed, but would be beneficial for 
other students. 

"I recommend this program 
to all students. It's a chance to 
learn more tools to help further 
your education," she said. "It 
helps you become more confident 
in your school work when you 
apply everything you learned in 
the class." 

The goal of the Turning Point 
program is to achieve a 2.25 
semester GPA or overall 2.0 GPA. 
However, if a student is unable 
to raise their semester or overall 


GPA, they are at risk of being 
academically dismissed from the 
university. 

"A lot of people want to stay 
at Bradley," Miller said. "The pro¬ 
gram is there to encourage them, 
instill confidence and change their 
mindset going into a new semes¬ 
ter. When students finish a semes¬ 
ter, knowing they are on academic 
probation can really deflate them." 

Miller will continue to oper¬ 
ate the program utilizing a class¬ 
room setting, and will potentially 
expand the program to include a 
mentoring opportunity, she said.

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Last-minute rental home tips before signing a lease

Tips when renting a house or

Once students have more back¬ 
ground on what kind of property 
they are interested in, it's impor¬ 
tant for them to be careful when 
choosing the right property. There 
are several tips and red flags for 
students to be wary of in the prop¬ 
erty-renting process. 

Re/Max Real Estate agent 
Jackie Lynch said the first tiling 
students should look out for is 
the property's location and safety 
measures. 

"You want to be sure the 
owner/management is concerned 
for the tenants' safety," Lynch 
said. "The condition of the prop¬ 
erty will give you a good idea how 
the landlord/management com¬ 
pany maintains the place." 


Additionally, Lynch said pro¬ 
spective tenants should take good 
notes when touring properties. 

"You have to remember the 
condition in which you rent the 
property is most likely the best 
they expect it to be when the lease 
is up," she said. "I strongly sug¬ 
gest pointing out all of the flaws 
upfront before signing a lease." 

Renee Kohl, a May 2012 gradu¬ 
ate who was featured in the first 
installment on off-campus hous¬ 
ing, said she regrets not taking pic¬ 
tures of the broken windows in her 
home before she signed her lease. 
She also said students should walk 
through the house with their land¬ 
lords and point out flaws together. 

"The city of Peoria requires a 
walkthrough to be done every year 
with the landlords and the tenants 
to check for any major issues," she 
said. "A checklist that is required 
to be signed is available online. 


Walgenbach Lawler Properties 
made no effort to do this with us 
and we were not aware of this and 
now we are in a nightmare trying 
to get our security deposit back 
for things that were broken from 
previous tenants." 

The website to this checklist 
is www.d.peoria.il.us/inspection- 
program. 

Lynch said she advises students 
to watch their potential home to 
see what the neighborhood is like. 

"Once you have a few places 
in mind, watch the building or 
house for a day or two to see 
who is living around it and to 
get the feel from the surrounding 
block of homes," Lynch said. "Try 
to figure out the neighbors - if

The Activities Council of 
Bradley University (ACBU) held 
an open forum at the Garrett 
Center on Monday to gain a better 
understanding of what students 
look for in a campus concert.

(SERF) coordinators, Montel 
Hardy, Jennifer Hoekstra, Matt 
Olivero and Makenzie Perryman 

Currently, ACBU has a list of 
potential headliners for the spring 
concert. By holding forums and 


surveys, ACBU hopes to narrow 
down the list to one headliner that 
will appeal to the whole campus, 
said junior mechanical engineer¬ 
ing major and SERF coordinator 
Olivero. 

There is no plan to release the 
list of potential headliners, he said. 

The forum only had a few stu¬ 
dents in attendance, but those 
who came were very opinionated. 
Discussion topics ranged from 
whether ACBU should provide 
refreshments to the location of the 
concert itself. 

"I felt like the attendance to 
the forum was disappointing, but 


we received some great feedback," 
said senior public relations major 
and SERF coordinator Hardy. "So 
I would say the event was success¬ 
ful in the sense that we learned 
ways we can improve, but I would 
say it's unsuccessful since not 
many students felt compelled to 
attend." 

One issue that came up was 
the adoption of the "General Pit" 
system in spring 2012. When using 
this system, students who are first 
in line to buy tickets will be given 
the privilege of being allowed into 
the concert before everyone else. 
This system avoids the problem

"I don't know the staying 
power of this system, but it was 
something that was encouraged 
[by faculty] to do," said Hardy. 
"It's fine. I'm not staying it 7 s per¬ 
fect, but we had to try it." 

Another discussion issue was 
the price of tickets for non-Bradley 
students. In past years, tickets have 
been available to Bradley students 
for 10 to 15 dollars. However, tick¬ 
ets for those without a Bradley ID 
were drastically more expensive. 
Senior public relations major Alan 
Bukingolts said he would like to 
see that changed. 

"I know that we're really strict 
where you have to have a Bradley 
ID to get a ticket," he said, "We 
have to have a system where if 
you want to bring a friend, you 
have a ticket be $15 or $17 but still 


cheaper than the public price. The 
[friend] would just have to be in 
[college] to get that." 

ACBU may be keeping its plans 
under wraps, but students are 
more than willing to share their 
ideas. 

"I want to see someone that 
brings excitement to the student 
body," said Bukingolts. "Ideally 
I'd like a huge name, and I think 
we can attract that... I think the 
first thing that needs to be decided 
is what type of artist we want, then 
figure out the actual performer." 

Despite the low turnout of stu¬ 
dents, Hardy said the forum was 
helpful for SERF. 

"The most valuable aspect of 
the forum was the feedback we 
received in terms of ways to sell 
tickets and concert seating," he 
said. "It is our hope to make both 
of these aspects of our concerts 
better for Bradley students."

Walt Disney is taking over the world.. In 
addition to ESPN, ABC, Pixar and Marvel 
Comics, Disney now owns Lucasfilm, 
George Lucas's film company responsible 
for the Indiana Jones and Star Wars film 
series. For $4.05 billion, the Force is now 
very strong with Disney.

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Everything has stakes, and there are 
times where you wonder whether 
this plan might actually work. Given 
Argo's status as a historical drama, 
you'd think knowing your history 
would negate the tension, but the 
film is so well-made it doesn't mat¬ 
ter. Argo is one of those rare films 
that gets everything right, with char¬ 
acters, story and dialog, all making a 
film that is as funny as it is intense. 


Hollywood has a funny way 
of paying tribute to history. It 
can either craft a film around 
| an actual event, or it can take 
something from history and 
use it as a loose basis for a film. 
With actor-director Ben Affleck's 
Argo, we get the rare film that 
combines real world history with 
captivating drama and suspense 
that only the movies can provide. 
Affleck stars as Tony Mendez, a CIA agent 

tasked with getting six U.S. diplomats who escaped the Iranian Hostage 
Crisis back to the States. When every other possible rescue operation is 
canned, Mendez decides to create covers for the escapees as a Canadian film 
crew scouting for a science fiction film, the titular Argo. 

With the aid of make-up artist John Chambers (John Goodman) and pro¬ 
ducer Lester Siegel (Alan Arkin), Mendez begins developing his fake 
movie to make their backstories convincing. 

Goodman and Arkin's characters provide great comic relief, with 
Arkin saying "If I'm making a fake movie, it's gonna be a fake hit." 

This section has so many comical moments that it's hard to forget 
the real danger they're facing. 

When the action moves to Iran, comedy swaps for suspense as 
Mendez worries whether his cover will actually get the escapees 
back home. The film expertly handles the change in tone, empha¬ 
sizing the high stakes of being recognized as an American.

In 2008, then-candidate, Barack 
Obama, did something that cam¬ 
paigns dream to do.

"I think students will do very 
similar things [as the interns did 
from 2012 Games]/' he said. "The 
students will probably be split 
between Russia and New York 
too.

age it is a good thing, but we 
would like to get back to 87-88 
percent," he said. "We continue 
to refine our programs whether 
it's tutoring or our Turning Point 
Retention Program." 

Moving forward, Gaisky said 
although the 2012 fall freshman 
class size was smaller than pro¬ 
jected goals, there may be a high¬ 
er retention rate for 2012-2013. 


"This current freshman class 
is better academically than last 
year's," he said. "In context, there 
is a lot of data that supports that 
the better the students, the more 
likely they are to stay at their orig¬ 
inal choice. This could be a good 
indication that we could have a 
better retention rate next year, but 
right now it is still just a theory."

UWIRE: Irish stay focused and prepared

Following a program-defin¬ 
ing 30-13 win at then-No. 8 
Oklahoma, the No. 3 Notre Dame 
Irish will now play with realistic 
national championship hopes in 
front of them when they take on 
Pittsburgh at home Saturday. 

Notre Dame (8-0) is off to its 
best start since 2002, but a win 
would push it to 9-0 for the first 
time since 1993. In 2002, Notre 
Dame returned from a victory 
over Florida State to drop a game 
to Boston College. Irish coach 
Brian Kelly said the past will 
have no impact on the current 
team. 

"I really focus strictly on the 
guys that are in the room and 
how we prepare them," Kelly 
said. "I do not use history lessons 
as much as I want them to realize 
what it takes to win week in and 
week out. 

"What will affect how this 
team plays is how they prepare 
during the week and that is what 
I can control and that's what our 
players can control." 

Kelly said the hot start to the 
season can be attributed to the 
team's preparation and focus. 

"They have handled success 


early in the season, and they have 
shown that they understand that 
if they don't prepare the right 
way, that they'll lose. We're not 
good enough to not prepare 
properly, and I think they know 
that," Kelly said. "For us, more 
than anything else is that you can 
prepare well, but if you're not 
going to play a tough brand of 
football mentally and physically, 
then you can lose every week 
that you play." 

Golson still improving 

In the win over Oklahoma, 
sophomore quarterback Everett 
Golson completed 13 of 25 passes 
for 177 yards while also running 
the ball 11 times for 64 yards. 
Despite a solid, mistake-free per¬ 
formance from Golson, Kelly said 
some aspects of his game need 
improvement. 

"The passing game still needs 
to improve," Kelly said. "You 
know, we had where we consider 
four, maybe five opportunities 
that we left out there in terms of 
throwing the ball. So we want to 
see a higher passing efficiency in 
that respect. 

"What we need now is to put 
together a string of games back 
to back." 

Kelly said the coaching staff 
will be asking more out of Golson 


following a good outing in a hos¬ 
tile environment against a top-10 
opponent. 

"Any time that you go on the 
road and you play with confi¬ 
dence and real good communica¬ 
tion, you would hope that that — 
okay, we're going to move to that 
next level," Kelly said. "But we'll 
see, you know, and what we'll 
see is consistency of performance 
will be the next step for him ... 
I think we demand more. Our 
expectations are high." 

No BCS politics 

Notre Dame is just one spot in 
the rankings away from a poten¬ 
tial date in the national champi¬ 
onship game, but Kelly said he 
will steer clear of campaigning 
for Notre Dame. 

"I've got great people that can 
fill me in on all those things, and 
that's their job to feed you guys 
all that information as it relates 
to the politics," Kelly said. "I got 
out of politics once. I'm not get¬ 
ting back in it." 

Notre Dame is one of four 
undefeated Teams at the top of 
the BCS rankings. The Irish are 
behind No. 1 Alabama and No. 2 
Kansas State, and No. 4 Oregon 
trails the Irish by just .0011 points.

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Bears need Cutler to be 
more consistent

Jay Cutler has garnered the rep¬ 
utation of a surly, petulant man- 
child. Whether he is yelling and 
swearing at Mike Martz, bumping 
J'Marcus Webb or simply disinter¬ 
ested at various press conferences. 
Cutler does no favors for his pub¬ 
lic image. It is unfortunate that 
he does not care about his public 
image, but is ultimately irrelevant. 

All that matters is how Cutler 
performs on the gridiron, and this 
season, at best, he has been an 
inconsistent disappointment. 

Cutler only has two games this 
season during which he recorded 
a passer rating of 90.0 or higher - 
98.9 in the week one victory over 
the Indianapolis Colts and 140.1 
against the Dallas Cowboys. 

In three games this year against 
the Packers, Rams and Lions, 
Cutler posted ratings of 28.2, 58.9, 
and 76.0 respectively. He has only 
refrained from throwing an inter¬ 
ception in two games all year. 

To a certain extent, one can 
ignore it because the Bears' record 
is an NFC North leading 6-1 - sec¬ 
ond in the NFC. However, one 


could point to the Bears' oppo¬ 
nents' combined record of 20-31. 

The Bears must make their way 
through a difficult second half. In 
the Bears' next nine games, they 
play five teams above .500 includ¬ 
ing Houston and San Francisco, 
and the combined record of their 
opponents is 41-29. 

What should frustrate fans most 
is Cutler's immense potential. He 
could be a franchise quarterback, 
and occasionally he plays like it, 
but rarely does it consistently. 

It is never one player's fault 
on a football team and many of 
Cutler's issues stem from incon¬ 
sistent offensive line play. When 
coupled with Webb and others' 
frequent false start calls, it is obvi¬ 
ous that the blame would not lie 
solely on Cutler's shoulders. 

Presently though, the Bears 
are winning and on their way to 
the playoffs. Aside from Cutler's 
inconsistency and offensive line 
woes, the Bears have been a con¬ 
sistent rushing team, and an 
incredibly efficient machine of a 
defensive unit that has lead the 
NFL in rushing defense, yielding 
less than 78 yards per game. 

Perhaps their only defensive 
weakness, which they have made 
up for it with countless intercep¬ 
tions and defensive touchdowns 
from the likes of Tim Jennings, 
Charles Tillman and Lance Briggs, 
is the pass defense that ranks a 
mediocre 18th in the NFL. 

It could be argued that J.J. Watt 


of the Houston Texans, Briggs and 
Jennings are the three leading can¬ 
didates for NFL Defensive Player 
of the Year. Briggs has had an 
All-Pro caliber year compiling 44 
tackles, one sack, two intercep¬ 
tions - both for touchdowns - and 
two forced fumbles through seven 
games. Jennings is having by far 
the best season of his career. He 
has already tripled his previous 
career high interception mark with 
six of which he returned one for a 
touchdown. 

Chicago can succeed, win their 
division, and maybe even win a 
playoff game or two the way that 
they have played. They own one 
of the most dangerous defenses in 
the NFL. The running game has 
been consistent and Matt Forte is 
a vital part of the team as always, 
but when it comes to being a Super 
Bowl team, it will come down to 
how high of a level Cutler plays. 

If Cutler gets his game together, 
the Bears could be close to unstop¬ 
pable. If he continues to put up 
sub 30.0 passer ratings against the 
best teams Chicago faces, he and 
his teammates will never be able 
to reach the Super Bowl.

While Bradley will remain the 
Braves, the search for a university 
mascot will continue. 

Director of Athletics Michael 
Cross said he and his committee 
will now explore the top three 
mascot options collected from 
focus groups and a community 
wide survey - a lion, an eagle and 
a gargoyle. 

"Changing the Bradley nick¬ 
name to Brave didn't resonate 
with the community," Cross said. 


"But there was strong interest in 
a mascot." 

In order to determine a suit¬ 
able mascot for Bradley, Cross said 
they will reach out to an external 
consultant group to continue the 
process. Cross said they will turn 
to professionals for expert advice 
and sketches of possible mascots. 

Last month the Bradley 
Athletics Department distributed a 
survey to the Bradley Community 
regarding changing the Bradley 
nickname from "Braves" to 
"Brave" and the possibility of 
bringing a mascot to campus. 


The survey, which was closed 
Oct. 18, was completed by more 
than 4,100 people within the com¬ 
munity. Approximately 60 percent 
were alumni, 30 percent were stu¬ 
dents and 10 percent were com¬ 
munity and Bradley athletic sup¬ 
porters. 

The results of the survey 
showed that while respondents 
would like to keep the current 
Bradley nickname of Braves, they 
are supportive of pursuing a 
Bradley mascot. In fact. Cross said 
when given the choice between a 
lion, eagle or gargoyle as a Bradley 


mascot, the majority of survey 
respondents chose the gargoyle. 

"The gargoyle got more 
response than any other mascot," 
he said. "But the success or failure 
of the mascot depends on what 
the art looks like and whether it 
can be something that Bradley can 
resonate with." 

Even though the majority of 
respondents selected the gargoyle 
as their top choice, freshman 
nursing major Lupe Flores said

Senate proposes ideas for tunnel near St. James

Bradley's City and Local Affairs 
(CLA) Committee looks to be pro¬ 
active in student safety. 

Chairman William Parkhurst 
of the CLA Committee proposed 
a resolution on Oct. 5 that calls 
Bradley to create a feasibility 
committee for the excavation of 
a tunnel under University Ave. 
where students living in St. James 
Apartment Complex already cross 
on a regular basis. 

This is the third resolution 
passed by Senate; the first required 
a member of the CLA Committee 
to attend local town meetings, and 
the second proposed nine addi¬ 
tional trash cans around campus. 

The area in question is about 
50 feet from the traffic light at 


St. James St. and University Ave. 
leading into Campustown. St. 
James residents know it well; there 
is a small median in the middle of 
the road where students wait for 
oncoming traffic to pass before 
crossing the rest of the street, and 
the grass is worn from continuous 
student travel. 

The resolution passed by 
Senate does not propose the con¬ 
struction of a tunnel, just that a 
Bradley committee will be made to 
explore the feasibility of a tunnel 
as a possible solution. 

The committee will be required 
to contain at least one member of 
Student Senate, one member of 
the Peoria Planning and Growth 
Management Department, one 
member of the administration and 
one faculty member. 

Parkhurst said that the tun¬ 


nel idea, as well as a bridge over 
University Ave, has been dis¬ 
cussed in the past only to be dis¬ 
missed by the administration as 
too expensive. This committee 
would quantify the project and 
possibly propose a fundraising 
solution to achieve the goal. 

Parkhurst's main concerns lie 
in the very real possibility of a 
student tragedy if the situation 
remains unaddressed. 

"Usually universities only do 
something once something [bad] 
happens," Parkhurst said. "We 
would like to see something done 
before a tragedy happens." 

The proposal, with Senate sig¬ 
natures of approval, will now go 
to the administration for review. 
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Professor's book hits no. 3 on Wall Street Journal list

Despite

best-selling charts with its release, 
including the Wall Street Journal. 

Weinzimmer, a professor of 
management in the Foster College 
of Business, co-authored "The 
Wisdom of Failure: How to Learn 
the Tough Leadership Lessons 
Without Paying the Price" with 
Jim McConoughey. The book 
debuted at number three on the 
Wall Street Journal's best-seller list 
in the hardcover fiction category, 
for the week of Oct. 14. 


"I found out the day before [it 
would be on the list] from my pub¬ 
lisher, but I didn't know where on 
the list," Weinzimmer said. "I was 
overwhelmed when I found out it 
was number three." 

The book also made an impres¬ 
sive rank on Barnes and Nobles' 
top 100 list, which includes all 
books, not a specific business cat¬ 
egory like the Wall Street Journal. 

"I didn't think the book would 
make Barnes and Nobles' list, 
since it competes with all books 
like Percy Jackson [and other fic¬ 
tional novels]," Weinzimmer said. 
"But it made number one on that 
list. It was a shock, since business 
books don't usually compete with 
novels. I took a picture [of that 
list] and have it as my phone's 
background." 

The book, which studies fail¬ 
ures among businesses, why 
they happened and how to pre¬ 
vent the same mistakes, started 
with research seven years ago. 


Weinzimmer said. The book writ¬ 
ing process began in April of 2011. 

"[Co-author McConoughey 
and I] took a look at the best¬ 
selling leadership books on the 
market and saw that a lot of 
them explained how to be a good 
leader," he said. "But we didn't 
find any books about what you 
shouldn't do." 

Weinzimmer and 

McConoughey studied failure to 
discover "whether organizations 
that were accepting of mistakes 
had stronger or weaker financial 
performance," Weinzimmer said. 
They interviewed nearly 1,000 
managers and leaders across 21 
industries. 

"We found that there was a 
positive relationship between cul¬ 
tures where mistakes were accept¬ 
ed in both individual and firm- 
level performance," he said. 

The co-authors then mapped 
out errors leaders should avoid 
that could end careers and destroy 


companies. They also 
included lessons the lead¬ 
ers learned from failures 
in their final stages of the 
study process. 

"I'm taking findings 
from both the book and the 
research to incorporate in 
classes," Weinzimmer said, 
who teaches mostly at the 
MBA and master's level at 
Bradley. "I like to bring in 
stories [from a study] versus 
a lecture, because I feel like 
students can relate more to 
them." 

Even though it's only 
been a few weeks since the 
book's release, Weinzimmer 
said it's been a whirlwind 
so far. 

"I haven't had a chance to catch 
my breath yet," he said. "I had 
about 15 interviews last week and 
have a lot going on with both 
regional and nationally syndicated 
shows, like FOX Business, CNBC

and Investor's Business Daily." 

Weinzimmer said he will take 
a chance to soak in his book's suc¬ 
cess once things quiet down. 

"Hopefully there will be a cel¬ 
ebration soon, once the dust set¬ 
tles," he said.

This year marks the 65th annual 
Bradley University Norton Speech 
Invitational, and the odds hap¬ 
pen to be in the Peoria Area Food 
Bank's favor. 

The Bradley Speech Team held 
the tournament last weekend, 
hosting more than 700 students, 
coaches and alumni from 47 com¬ 
peting schools. This is the second 
year the speech team has orga¬ 
nized a fundraiser to coincide with 
the tournament, and team member 
AJ Curry said $2,787 was raised 
for the food bank. 

"I tould not be happier with 
how well [the fundraiser] went," 
Curry said. "To be able to raise 
more than $2,000 in two days is 
phenomenal. Not only did we 
double the amount of money we 
raised last year, but the Bradley 
Speech Team got the opportunity 
to give back to our community." 

Each year, the speech team 
picks a theme for the annual invi¬ 
tational, and this year they decid¬ 
ed on the Hunger Games. The 
tournament has been dubbed the 
"Norton Games" in honor of Dr. 
L.E. Norton, former director of 
forensics and chairperson for the 
Department of Communications. 
The team first hosted the L.E. 
Norton Invitational in 1947. 

'The food bank was a fitting 
choice because the theme of this 
year's tournament was a spin¬ 
off of the Hunger Games," said 
Ken Young, current Director of 


Forensics. "The team sought to 
raise about $250 for the food bank, 
but the overwhelming desire to 
keep representative tributes 'alive' 
via donations resulted in the 
speech team raising more than 10 
times the initial goal." 

To fit the theme, the schools 
were divided into different cir¬ 
cuits, or "districts," based on 
region. Each district then elected 
a representative, or a "tribute", to 
participate in the Norton Games. 
Tributes were kept "alive" through 
donations. The last two tributes 
alive, based on who had the most 
amount of donations, battled it 
out in costumes, running around 
campus and asking for last-minute 
donations. 

Flags with a specific circuits' 
number could be bought for $1, or 
a Mockingjay pin, a popular sym¬ 
bol in the Hunger Games books, 
for $3. 

The last tributes "alive" were 
from Minnesota State University, 
Mankato, and Illinois State 
University. Illinois State's Mike 
Tristano was the final winner of 
the fundraiser, raising $806. 

Western Kentucky University, 
Tallahassee Community College 
and North Central College were all 
winners of the speech tournament 
aspect of the invitational. 

Curry said because Bradley 
hosts the large tournament, all 
team members had to help man¬ 
age the event and could not com¬ 
pete. 

"The team and our fantastic 
coaches helped the entire event 


run smoothly, and both the Bradley 
team, as well as all the competi¬ 
tors, coaches, judges and alumni 
had a great time," she said. 

Young said he is proud of the 
team's effort. 

"I am very pleased with the 
fundraising done by the team for 
the Peoria Food Bank," he said. 


"Much like everything this team 
does, the students want to exceed 
expectations and be the best." 

Despite not competing, Curry 
said the team made an impact with 
the fundraiser. 

"Speech is an activity which 
focuses on making a difference 
with the power of our words," she 


said. "Every week we advocate 
for change and speak for those 
who can't speak for themselves. 
So when we get the opportunity to 
make a difference and help those 
who need it, we take advantage of 
it, and we hope to continue to do 
so for a long, long time" 
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she couldn't relate to any of the 
options offered in the survey. 

'They're so plain," she said. 
"They just wouldn't fit with 
Bradley." 

Acting upon suggestions from 
an outside consult and focus 
groups, Associate Vice President of 
Management Susan Andrews said 
they decided to distribute a survey 
regarding a nickname and mascot 
change in order to test the pulse 
and opinions of the community. 


"I think we should have a mas¬ 
cot," said freshman pre-business 
major Jeanette Sieminski. "Most 
schools have one and it would 
be cool at the games. Plus we 
would have a symbol on all of our 
[Bradley] clothing." 

Cross said there are many 
advantages that would come with 
bringing a mascot to campus, 
including that it would be great 
for school spirit and marketing 
and would fill a void of tradition 


that the university has struggled 
with for decades. 

The idea to adopt a mascot 
is not a new one. In 2006-2007 
there was a failed campaign in 
search of a mascot that included 
options such as clocks and fire¬ 
fighters. Before that, from 1993 
to 2000, Bradley kept the nick¬ 
name Braves, while adopting a 
Bobcat mascot. That mascot was 
eliminated because administrators 
ruled students lacked affinity for 


it. Prior to the Bobcat, Bradley had 
an Indian mascot up until 1988. 
In 2010, Kyle Malinowksi during 
his position as student body presi¬ 
dent, called for university President 
Joanne Glasser to act upon requests 
for university mascot. Glasser and 
the president's cabinet respond¬ 
ed to the resolution and stated 
that at the time, the university 
would not be pursuing a mascot. 
Now as a Bradley graduate stu¬ 
dent, Malinowksi said he is 


excited the athletics depart¬ 
ment is pursuing a mascot. 
"I am very happy that they decid¬ 
ed to keep the name of Braves 
since we fought for the name for so 
long," he said. "But I'm very excit¬ 
ed about the search for a mascot. I 
think the university and athletics 
department will have a challenge 
to rebrand Braves as one of the 
three mascots, but they can do it."

“Bond. James Bond.” Anyone who hasn’t been living under a rock his or her entire life should know that quote, made famous by Sean Connery 
all the way back in 1962’s “Dr. No,” the first Bond film. 

It’s hard to believe 50 years have passed since then, but Bond is still going strong with his 23rd film “Skyfall” coming out in theaters this week¬ 
end. To celebrate. I’ve counted down the top five Bond films to get ready for “Skyfall.” 

. YOU ONLY LIVE TWICE (1967) 



This film is made by the rivalry between Bond and Ernst Stavro Blofeld, the bald, 
psychopathic head of SPECTRE who becomes Bond’s archenemy. Their rivalry 
is so iconic it inspired the Austin Powers/Dr. Evil rivalry. Heroes are only just as 
good as their villains, and in Blofeld Bond met his match. 

4. THESPYWHO L0VEDMEO977) 


Sean Connery’s third outing as 007 has the honor of being the best Bond film of all time. 
There are so many iconic moments in this film that when one thinks of James Bond, this 
film should immediately come to mind. Bond strapped to a table awaiting death by laser. 
Auric Goldfinger screaming “No Mr. Bond, I expect them to die!” Henchman Oddjob 
beheading a statue with his bowler hat. Bond’s first meeting with 
Pussy Galore, probably the most memorable Bond 
girl just by name alone. This one movie has the 
ingredients for a perfect Bond film, and to 
this day I haven’t seen any other movie 
surpass it.

The soundtrack to a movie is arguably one of the 
most important elements of cinema. A good theme 
song can make or break your entire franchise. 
Jaws, Mission Impossible, Ghostbusters, Harry 
Potter, Rocky, Star Wars - the list goes on. I’m 
willing to bet that as you read those titles, you 
could hear the music that is synonymous with 
them. 

When you get into franchises, things can get a little 
dicey. Some film families keep it simple, choosing 
the same song for every sequel for continuity's 
sake. Others, like the 007 franchise, opt to change 
it up every film. While this may seem fragmented, 

I would argue that it has kept the unbelievably 
long running franchise fresh. Personally, I love the 
original "Doctor No" (the first Bond film) song, but 
if I heard it with every single opening credit roll 
of every Bond movie I watched, I think I’d need a 
doctor. 

With this approach, the 007 franchise has had 
some pretty big names under its belt musically. 
Shirley Baker is a Bond veteran, the voice of 
“Goldfinger,” "Moonraker" and my personal 
favorite “Diamonds Are Forever." Tom Jones 
opened the fourth installment with "Thunderball," 
which borrowed the infamous chord progression 
of the original theme. The theme for "Live 


and Let Die” was penned by the great Paul 
McCartney and performed by Wings in 1973, and 
garnered McCartney his second Academy Award 
nomination. The franchise has no shortage of 
names to drop, including Louis Armstrong, Carly 
Simon, Duran Duran, Garbage, Madonna, Christ 
Cornell and an Alicia Keys/Jack White duet. 

The latest installment is from British royalty, 
Adele. The girl with the loaded voice seems a 
perfect choice for another epic installment in the 
franchise that refuses to die. 

Adele introduces Skyfall, with no shortage of 
the vintage drama that made the soundtracks 
of the past (and movies, for that matter) 
great.

Like "Thunderball” and other 
themes in the saga, "Skyfall" borrows 
the original themes well known chord 
progression, keeping it very familiar. It begins 
with a somewhat sobering piano, that goes 
well with the film’s story of the past coming 
back to haunt you. 

I don’t like some of Adele’s very unnecessary 
runs, but I also haven’t sold an album. Let 
alone 3 million copies of one, so what do I 
know. The drama of Adele is the perfect fit 
for a Bond film, and the lyrics are strong, if 
somewhat repetitive. It reminds me a lot of 


"Diamonds Are Forever" as it does not explicitly 
focus on 007 himself, and it has the same sexy, 
clandestine feel to it.

GAMING HISTORY

There have 
been many 
video games 
of different 
genres about 
James Bond. 
The earliest of 
these games were 
different from those 
made today as they 
included side-scrollers and 
text adventures. These games were 

made in the late 80's and early 90's and were some¬ 
what profitable. 

In 1997, "GoldenEye 007" was released for the Nin¬ 
tendo 64, setting a benchmark for Bond games that 
companies still strive to achieve to this day. "Gold¬ 
enEye 007" was a first-person shooter (FPS) that 
featured multiplayer components, expanding on 
the "GoldenEye" movie's plot. The game was met 
with critical acclaim, garnering nearly perfect scores 
from every game publication at the time. It became 
the third-best selling Ninetendo 64 game and won 
several awards. 

"GoldenEye 007" was the first FPS game on a gam¬ 
ing console to become a huge hit, paving the way for 
the explosion of this genre, which j^ptinues today. 
Almost every Bond game released after "Golden¬ 
Eye 007" has tried imitating its features in order to 
recreate its success. Some have come close, though 


"GoldenEye 007" remains the most successful video 
game in the Bond franchise. 

The second most successful Bond game was released 
six games later in 2001, for PlayStation 2, GameCube 
and Xbox. "Agent Under Fire" features an original 
story line and took several risks beyond simply its 
original plot such as adding rail shooting and driv¬ 
ing elements, which were new to the FPS genre at 
the time. Despite being met with mixed reviews, the 
game was a commercial success. 

The Bond games have featured a variety of actors 
as Bond, though more recently they have been the 
actors from the films. Pierce Brosnan portrayed 
Bond in "GoldenEye 007," 1999's "Tomorrow Never 
Dies," 2000's "The World Is Not Enough" and "007 
Racing," 2002's "Nightfire" and 2004's "Everything 
or Nothing," though he only voices Bond in the lat¬ 
ter. 2005's "From Russia With Love" featured Sean 
Connery's likeness and voice. 2006's "Quantum of 
Solace" was the first to feature Daniel Craig's like¬ 
ness and voice, which can also be found in the 2010 
remake of "GoldenEye 007" and "Blood Stone." The 
most recent Bond game, "007 Legends," features 
Craig's appearance but not his voice, with Timothy 
Watson doing the honors. 

"007 Legends" was released in October for PlaySta¬ 
tion 3 and Xbox .^0 and at the beginning of this 
month for th%PC, in commemoration of the 50th 
anniversary of the James Bond film franchise. It will 
also be released for the Wii U later this month. 

The game commemorates the Bond films by initially 
featuring five missions, each from a different film: 
"Goldfinger;" "On Her Majesty's Secret Service," 
"Moonraker," "License to Kill" and "Die Another 


Day." A mission from "Skyfall" will be released 
Friday with the commercial premier of the film. The 
game is an FPS with stealth elements that supports 
multi player both off-and online. Thus far the game 
has received mixed reviews. 

The history of James Bond video games is lengthy, 
spanning three decades and over 20 games. It con¬ 
tinues to thrive with as much passion and diversity 
as Mr. Bond himself.

COMIC WATCH: SPY VS. SPY

Comic books have broken into 
the mainstream, with films and 
TV shows being constantly 
adapted from them. With 
comics no longer for a niche 
audience, it makes sense to 
know which comics are worth 
reading. Welcome to Comic 
Watch - your personal guide to 
the world of comics. 

With this year celebrating 50 
years of James Bond, it makes 
sense to shed light on a well- 
known spy comic. While the 
Big Two comic book com¬ 
panies, Marvel and DC, have 
both dabbled in spy fiction with 
organizations like S.H.I.E.L.D. and 
Checkmate, the most well-known 
spy comic is one that most people 


don't even take seriously. Debuting in Mad 
Magazine in 1961, "Spy vs. Spy" tells the 
story of two spies, one dressed in black and 
another in white, as they constantly try to 
outdo each other only to hurt themselves 
in the process. 

The comic strips have no dialogue, but 
their hilarity comes in the various forms 
of slapstick the spies use to one-up each 
other. In many ways the "Spy vs. Spy" 
strips get to the very heart of early comics' 
desire to entertain. Their simplicity is what 
makes them great. But even if you don't 
read the comics from Mad, the Spies are 
still prominent in various Mad TV shows, 
commercials and video games. 

Earlier comics tried to spice up the formula 
by introducing a third spy, a "Woman in 
Grey" who always triumphed since the 
spies loved her. While these strips literally 
gave the normal black and white conflict 
shades of grey, the comics are still largely 


simple in showing the 
rivalry between the two 
spies. "Spy vs. Spy" may 
not be the most morally 
ambiguous spy comic, 
or the most action 
packed, but it certainly 
is the most recognized 
and downright funniest 
spy comic of all time.

If you like spies, but find James Bond a little too vanilla, FX has 
you covered. The network’s hit animated series "Archer" delivers 
plenty of off color laughs and R-rated fun. 

The show centers around the suave master spy Sterling Archer, 
whose skills are only surpassed by his complete self obsession. 
He is the son of Mallory, stone cold owner of the espionage 
agency ISIS who carries on a clandestine romance with the 
leader of the KGB and is the only person with any level of control 
over Sterling. The buxom, sharp-tongued Lana Kane is Sterling’s 
partner and ex-girlfriend who he is always trying to seduce. 

She is dating the comptroller-turned-reluctant ISIS agent Cybil 
Figgis voiced by Chris Parnell, who joins other office staff in the 
dramas and backstabbing plots that often outdo the missions 
they go on.

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Peoria's first CureSearch walk honors cancer patients

Peoria hosted the CureSearch 
Walk on Sunday which celebrates 
and honors children whose lives 
have been affected by cancer, while 
raising funds for cancer research. 
Bradley's CureSearch Club pro¬ 
vided some of the 100 registered 
walkers and more than $5,000 in 
donations. 

"The CureSearch Walk in Peoria 
was a huge success," said sopho¬ 
more Bradley CureSearch Club 
president Julia Janes. "I was very 
pleased with the turnout, espe¬ 
cially since it was Peoria's first 
time hosting the event." 

The event provided several 
activities, including a balloon 
release ceremony in memory of 
the children who have died, a 
medal ceremony for the survivors 
of childhood cancer, refreshments 
and a DJ. The top fundraising 


individuals and teams were also 
honored. 

"This is such a great organiza¬ 
tion, and I lost my brother to cancer 
when he was 23," said freshman 
academic exploration program 
major Lacey Hagerbaumer. "There 
aren't any other cancer research or 
affiliated organizations on cam¬ 
pus, so I wanted to join this one, 
and so far I've personally raised 
more than $100 in donations." 

Bradley students said they were 
proud to contribute donations 
to the CureSearch organization. 
Sophomore elementary education 
major Brett Bandy said she raised 
$330 through an email campaign. 

"One of my best friends passed 
away from cancer during high 
school," said Bandy. "He is my 
motivation for participating in 
CureSearch, and this organization 
gives me hope, the hope that one 
day there will be a world without 
cancer." 


Anyone could register individ¬ 
ually or create a team. Registration 
cost $10 for ages 16 and up, and 
was free for walkers ages 15 and 
under. Once a walker raised $100 
or more they would receive a free 
T-shirt. 

If someone was unable to be 
present at the event but still want¬ 
ed to participate, they had the 
opportunity to be a virtual walker 
and pay the $10 registration fee. 

"This is the second year I've 
participated, and I feel in my heart 
that it’s my duty to take part in 
such a fantastic cause," said Bandy. 

The Bradley CureSearch Club is 
still accepting donations online at 
curesearchwalk.org/peoria.

Bradley students in Wash. D.C. witness hurricane Sandy's impact

Hurricane Sandy's destructive 
attack on the East Coast last week 
was, for most Bradley students, a 
secondhand disaster story. But for 
a couple students, the storm hit 
much closer to home. 

Junior political science major 
Jacob Knobbe and junior interna-, 
tional studies major Sara Best are 
studying at American University 
for a semester in Washington, D.C. 
While the area was affected by the 
storm, they did not have to evac¬ 
uate. However, that meant that 
resources were limited, Knobbe 


said. 

"Most people in the area 
stocked up for the storm," he said. 
"By the Saturday before it hit there 
was no bottled water left in any 
store near campus. Luckily there 
were some restaurants that stayed 
open throughout the worst of it, so 
me and some friends ate Mexican 
food while the storm was raging 
all around us." 

Best said the power never went 
out, allowing for food and enter¬ 
tainment to hold the students over 
while their internships were post¬ 
poned. 

"The cafeterias remained open, 
so everyone could just go there," 


she said. "Since we had power, we 
watched a lot of TV and movies. I 
think one of the rooms down the 
hall watched all eight Harry Potter 
movies." 

Best said any of the damage she 
noticed was minimal compared 
to the images coming from other 
parts of the country. 

"Luckily, there was no serious 
damage near us," she said. "A lit¬ 
tle bit down the road, a tree came 
down, but aside from that, there 
was really no further damage." 

The most shocking part of 
the storm, Knobbe said, was the 
city residents' proactivity for the 
storm. 


"The extent to which people 
prepared was astounding," he 
said. "Stores were cleaned out, 
mass transit was cancelled and 
people were basically ready for the 
apocalypse. Luckily, it turned out 
to be mostly unnecessary." 

Best said besides D.C. coming 
to a halt, the city did not face the 
kind of devastation seen in much 
of the Northeast. 

"With the D.C. Metro shut 
down and pretty much everything 
closed, I think most people got a 
bit sick of staying in the dorm for 
so long, but we were really quite 
lucky," she said. "It rained a lot, 
and there were some heavy winds 
that my roommate and I were 
absolutely convinced would take 
down the huge tree outside our

A police officer could be your 
new neighbor in the near future. 

Anew Peoria Police Department 
program will embed live-in officers 
in three city sections within Peoria 
in an effort to provide on-sight 
police supervision and support 
for community members. Peoria 
City Coundlmember Barbara Van 
Auken said the program will be 
integrated within the East Bluff, 
West Bluff and Southside of Peoria. 

'The crux of it is we believe 
at least three sections of town, 
one being the West Bluff, generate 
more than their fair share of crime 
in the area," she said. 

As part of the position, officers 
will be responsible for introducing 
themselves to the local residents 
and interacting with; the commu¬ 
nity. v'i 

"Say you have students con¬ 
cerned about an issue; they can 
go up, knbck oh the door and say 
they want to talk about some¬ 
thing," Van Auken said. "If you're 
standing there and see a problem, 
go ahead and call the police. But 
this officer is expected to be very 
proactive in the neighborhood, 
look at properties that seem to not 
be taken care of, check into people 
who seem to be hanging out and 
talk to neighbors about what to 
watch for." 

The program aims to acquire 
houses, either through purchases 
or donations, and the residence

"Administrator Bolden has had an

Bolden is a retired Marine 
Corps general, and he began his 
career with NASA in 2009. He is 
the first African-American to head 
the agency on a permanent basis.

Sex scandal rocks CIA 


5-hour energy linked to fatalities 


BUPD vacant house watch 


A tangled email scandal that cost David Petraeus his 
CIA career and led to an investigation of Gen. John Allen 
has disrupted President Barack Obama's plans to keep a 
narrow focus on the economy coming out of the election. 

Petraeus resigned as head of the CIA last Friday 
because of an extramarital affair with his biographer, 
Paula Broadwell, who U.S. officials say sent harassing 
emails to a woman she viewed as a rival for the former 
general's affection. The investigation revealed that that 
woman, Jill Kelley, also exchanged sometimes-flirtatious 
messages with Allen. 

Lawmakers were especially concerned over reports 
that Broadwell had classified information on her laptop, 
though FBI investigators say they concluded there was no 
security breach. 

President Obama also made a public statement on 
Wednesday that said he has seen no evidence that nation¬ 
al security was threatened.

Federal officials have received reports of 13 deaths over 
the last four years that dted the possible involvement of 
5-Hour Energy, according to Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) records and an interview with an agency official. 

Unlike Red Bull, Monster Energy and some other energy 
drinks that look like beverages, 5-Hour Energy is sold in a 
two-ounce bottle referred to as a shot. The company does not 
disclose the amount of caffeine in each bottle, but a recent 
article published by Consumer Reports placed that level at 
about 215 milligrams, whereas an eight-ounce cup of coffee 
can contain from 100 to 150mg. 

The FDA has stated that it does not have sufficient 
scientific evidence to justify changing how it regulates caf¬ 
feine or other ingredients in energy products. The issue is 
complicated by the fact that some high-caffeine drinks, like 
Red Bull, are sold under agency rules governing beverages, 
while others, like 5-Hour Energy and Monster Energy, are 
marketed as dietary supplements. The categories have dif¬ 
fering ingredient rules and reporting requirements.

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Low student turnout at campus basketball game

The men's basketball team 
won 78-61 against Texas-Pan on 
Monday during the team's sec¬ 
ond ever regular season game at 
the Renaissance Coliseum, but 
the Braves didn't receive a home 
court welcome like they may have 
expected. 

As opposed to last year's men's 
basketball campus game, which 
was at full capacity, a total of 3,151 
tickets of the 4,200 available were 
sold to Monday night's basketball 
game. 1,700 of those tickets sold 
were to students. 

Although more student tickets 
were sold than public or season 
ticket holder tickets, not all stu¬ 
dent tickets were purchased by 
students. 

Approximately 450 student 
tickets were available to members 
of the Red Sea and 1,000 student 
tickets were given to students free 
of charge the week prior to the 
game, said Athletics Director of 
Marketing Erin Kraebber. That 
being said, approximately 250 
tickets were purchased by stu¬ 
dents at the Renaissance Coliseum 
box office. 

Students present at the game 


said they thought half of the stu¬ 
dent tickets sold or distributed 
were not redeemed. 

"Last year there was a much 
larger crowd and more students 
were aj the game," said senior sec¬ 
ondary education major Jim Ward. 
"I'm kind of disappointed that 
there isn't a lot of student involve¬ 
ment. A lot of students complain 
that games aren't on campus, but 
now they had the. chance to go to 
a game on campus and they didn't 
come." 

Junior Lauren Lorruso, a mem¬ 
ber of the cheerleading team, said 
she expected more students would 
come out for the game. 

"I was kind of upset that [stu¬ 
dent turnout] wasn't like last year, 
and there weren't as many incen¬ 
tives for students to attend," she 
said. "But the majority of the arena 
was still filled with students, mak¬ 
ing a fun atmosphere." 

Junior psychology major 
Darius Riggins said he didn't 
think there were less students in 
attendance because of a lack of 
interest, rather a lack of awareness. 
"Maybe the promotion for the 
game could have been better," 
he said. "They could have done 
more individualized messages 
like personal emails and mailbox 


stuffers." 

Senior theatre and television 
arts major Peyton McDermott 
said he wasn't even aware there 
was a basketball game until the 
day after. 

"I didn't even hear about 
the game until Tuesday when a 
professor asked the class if they 
went to the game," he said. "I'm 
sure there was promotion for it 
but I wasn't looking for it and I 
didn't feel inclined to go." 

Even though some expect¬ 
ed more students would be at 
the game. Director of Athletics 
Michael Cross said the on-cam- 
pus game was beneficial for the 
team. 

"The second annual men's 
game in the Renaissance 
Coliseum was a success," he 
said. "Bradley had a convincing 
win, and our student athletes 
appreciated the opportunity to 
play on campus with a large 
student turnout." 

Dyricus Simms-Edwards, 
member of the men's basketball 
team, agreed it was fun to play at 
home, 

"It was nice to see our fellow 
classmates at the game support¬ 
ing us," he said. "We don't get 
as much at the Civic Center, but 


I enjoyed it. It is more convenient 
for some students and it is a fun 
environment to be a part of." 

Cross said the department will 
still consider bringing men's bas¬ 
ketball games on campus. 

"Plans for a future game or 
games on campus are unknown 
at this time since we do not have 


a schedule for the 2013-14 sea¬ 
son," he said. "Once the schedule 
is complete we will examine our 
home games and consider both 
Carver Arena and the Renaissance 
Coliseum to make sure we are 
doing everything possible to posi¬ 
tion our team for success on the 
court." 


Panhel lowers total, pushes back expansion discussions

Bradley's Panhellenic commu¬ 
nity doesn't have plans to expand 
any time soon. The Bradley 
Panhellenic Council, or Panhel, 
recently made the decision to alter 
the required member total for 
sororities. They also decided to 
push back further conversations 
about bringing a new sorority to 
campus. 

Due to the trend that some 
chapters have been unable to meet 
total and others are struggling to 
accommodate large chapter sizes, 
Panhel lowered the total member 
requirement from 105 members to 
95 members. 

This change reflects the cur¬ 
rent average number of 99 mem¬ 
bers more closely, said Associate 
Director of Fraternity and Sorority 
Life Jesse Koch. 

"We review total every year 
immediately following recruit¬ 
ment," he said. "We ask our chap¬ 
ters where they would like to see 
total based on the current mem¬ 
bership statistics of our chapters." 

By decreasing total Panhel 
hopes to benefit chapters*, on 
both ends of the spectrum, said 


Panhellenic Council President 
Anna Treesara. 

"We came to the consensus that 
if we lowered total, we would 
essentially be benefitting every¬ 
one," she said. "The chapters who 
have not been struggling do not 
have to worry about housing situ¬ 
ations, and they can help chapters 
who are struggling to meet total." 

Treesara was referring to the 
issue some chapters have encoun¬ 
tered with not having enough 
space in the chapter houses to 
accommodate entire pledge classes 
at once. For example, if a chapter 
decided housing by GPA, poten¬ 
tially only those with a higher GPA 
would have the opportunity to 
live in the chapter house with their 
pledge class. 

Coinciding with the adjustment 
of total, Panhel made the decision 
not to further conversations about 
expanding campus. Koch said 
expanding Bradley's Panhellenic 
community can be revaluated in 
2013. 

"We'll review total again after 
formal recruitment in 2013," he 
said. "So no decisions on expan¬ 
sion would happen until this meet¬ 
ing at the absolute earliest. Even if 
they were to decide to expand at 


that time, a new Panhellenic 
organization would not come 
to campus until fall 2014, and 
that's only if [Panhel] chooses 
to expand." 

Koch said in order to jus¬ 
tify expanding the communi¬ 
ty, many things would have 
to happen. First, there would 
need to be a drastic increase 
in women going through for¬ 
mal recruitment and accepting 
bids. However, this is limited 
because of the amount of stu¬ 
dents admitted to campus. If 
enrollment numbers increase, 
there may be a need to consider 
extension. 

Extending would provide 
many opportunities for the 
greek community, said Koch. 

"When a new organization 
comes on to campus, they do 
a remarkable job of recruiting 
some of the best leaders, schol¬ 
ars and servants on campus, 
regardless of their dass stand¬ 
ing," he said. "A new chapter 
breathes new life, energy and 
passion into the Panhellenic com¬ 
munity." 

Associate Director of 
Recruitment Kylie Nadeau said 
extension could give the greek 


community an edge during 
recruitment. 

"We are always striving to get 
others to join our community, and 
with another chapter on campus it 


will give girls another option to be 
in a sorority, and it will allow our 
community to expand," she said.

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Despite campus crime, faculty confident in police, safety

Enrolling as a student in 1971, 
Gary Anna has been connected to 
Bradley's campus ever since his 
very first day on campus. 

"In the last 40 years every¬ 
thing has changed everywhere 
in regards to safety," he said. 
"Growing up in the '70s no one at 
home or at school worried about 
keeping their doors locked. Even 
in the Peoria area it was a differ¬ 
ent time." 

He said in 1985-86, America 
was faced with economic chal¬ 


lenges, which were evident in the 
Peoria neighborhoods. On Main 
Street there became many vacant 
properties, which led to changes 
within the neighborhood and a 
shift in locations of student hous¬ 
ing. 

Anna explains the recent 
increase of crime on campus is a 
result of shifts within the commu¬ 
nity. He said that three years ago 
there was a similar trend of mug¬ 
gings like the ones that occurred 
earlier this semester. 

"Any event of any kind is seri¬ 
ous," he said. "None of these occa¬ 


sions this year or 40 years ago 
can be minimized. These things 
sometimes go in cycles and that's 
what makes it more intense as far 
as perceptions are concerned." 

Anna said up until 9/11, secu¬ 
rity and safety on campus weren't 
large concerns. But since then 
the Bradley University Police 
Department (BUPD) has a more 
visible presence on campus and 
has enhanced its use of technol¬ 
ogy* 

'They're a unit that has a stan¬ 
dard in expectations like our aca¬ 
demics do," he said. "They go 


through training and performance 
checks. [The department] is more 
strategic than what it was 10-12 
years ago." 

Political science professor Craig 
Curtis said even though there has 
been an increase in crime this 
semester, he is confident in the 
BUPD. 

"I have a lot of support of 
[BUPD] Chief Joschko," he said. 
"He strikes me as hard-working 
and he was my first choice after 
the open forums [hosted for police 
chief candidates]. He is very seri¬ 
ous about safety." 


In addition to Joschko's com¬ 
mitment to safety, Curtis said he 
has noticed many changes take 
place on campus since he came to 
Bradley in 1991. 

"The campus is better lit and 
police patrol a lot more, I have con¬ 
fidence in the Bradley police," he 
said. "They have upgraded secu¬ 
rity for getting into the dorms and 
they have made the library and the 
Markin Center swipe access."

Crime incidents on campus cause concern for Bll parents

The onslaught of crime at the 
beginning of the school year had 
the Bradley community, including 
parents, on edge. 

This is especially true when 
Bradley does not keep parents 
informed, said Bradley parent Sue 
Chrystal. 

"I have not received any noti¬ 
fication, 1 believe, of the [crime] 


occurrences," she said. "I think the 
Bradley police should send some¬ 
thing to parents to inform them 
of what has happened and what 
measures they are taking to stop 
it and protect our children." 

Bradley parent Elise Zwicky 
said she had the same opinion. 

"When our daughter was 
a freshman, I had signed up to 
receive email alerts, but for some 
reason I have stopped receiving 
them," she said. "I'm not sure if 


I needed to sign up again at the 
beginning of the year or why I 
stopped receiving them... I don't 
believe that as a parent, I have 
received any information direct¬ 
ly from the university about the 
crimes that have occurred." 

Sending a child to college for 
the first time can be extremely 
stressful for parents, especially 
when the area around the campus 
is known for crime. 

"I am very concerned for 


my daughter and any student's 
safety," said Chrystal. "It is very 
unnerving to be on campus and 
not feel safe. It is unusual for these 
crimes to occur during the day, 
on campus, and in parking lots of 
sororities. I am not happy that dur¬ 
ing the day, students need to be 
on guard and are scared to travel 
alone." 

Chrystal was referring to the 
incident that occurred in broad 
daylight where unidentified per¬ 


sons stole two purses from a car 
parked in a sorority parking lot. 
The owners of the car had just 
run inside for a few moments and 
returned to find their belongings 
missing. 

"I've always worried about 
crime in the area surrounding 
Bradley, but I didn't discourage 
my daughter from going there,

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Don't Shoot initiative strives to decrease Peoria violence

More than 50 deaths and 65 
injuries in Peoria over the past 
five years have been due to gun 
violence. In an effort to take a new 
look at those crimes-and those 
who caused them-Peoria is engag¬ 
ing in the Don't Shoot initiative. 

The program kicked off in 
Peoria this summer, but it was 
piloted in Boston, where the youth 
homicide rate dropped 66 percent 
following its launch. It is based 
off a book by David M. Kennedy, 
who visited Peoria this summer to 


discuss the program. 

Lt. Michael Eddlemon is part of 
the Special Investigations Division 
with the Peoria Police Department. 
He said the initiative establishes 
choices and expectations for gun 
crime offenders at a variety of 
levels. 

"Either they can decide they 
want to get involved with ser¬ 
vices like education, housing or 
job training, or, if they keep living 
like they are living, punishment. 
And finally, they can choose com¬ 
munity involvement. And we will 
assist them in that choice with the 
resources we have available, what-

ever it may be." 

Eddlemon said a lot of the gun 
crimes coincide with drug use. 

"Drug dealing and drug abuse 
without gun violence is basically 
the suburbs," he said. 

The time is right to bring Don't 
Shoot to Peoria, said Eddlemon. 

"I think what we have been 
doing hasn't worked, and is simi¬ 
lar to playing whack-a-mole," he 
said. "Now we have the means, 
the talent and the partnerships 
with others. It is going to require 
daily maintenance, logistical oper¬ 
ations and people working togeth¬ 
er, and hopefully it will become 
a well-oiled 
machine." 

While 
Bradley 
police are 
not direct¬ 


ly involved with the program, 
Eddlemon said, they are aware to 
keep a lookout. 

"We included them in a list 
of offenders who, once targeted, 
won't receive any lenience," he 
said. 

According to Eddlemon the 
Bradley campus is safe overall, but 
it doesn't hurt to stay vigilant. 

"If you go a few blocks in any 
direction, obviously there are con¬ 
cerns," he said. "It depends on 
the circumstances. If you have an 
area with a lot of people from out 
of town, there is a predator/prey 
situation. It's a nice school, and 
some people walking around there 
have more in their pockets than 
others see in a week." 

And, as always, heed the cau¬ 
tionary advice that the police give, 
Eddlemon said. 


'Travel in at least pairs, if not 
groups," he said. "The best way 
to handle being robbed is to give 
them what they want as far as 
items go. Throw your stuff one 
way and go the other way. But 
never go with them, if they want 
you to. It becomes very difficult 
to find you then. Always listen to 
that inner voice." 

Eddlemon said the program 
is in its infancy, but he said he 
believes it will help lessen gun 
violence. 

"Our first priority is violence, 
and it doesn't have to be a gang. 
If it's a person, then we will target 
them," he said. "This has worked 
in other communities, like High 
Point, N.C. What we ultimately 
want is for people to stop shooting 
and killing each other."

because I do believe the university 
is providing her an excellent edu¬ 
cation," said Zwicky. 

Parents also have little knowl¬ 
edge of the efforts Bradley has 
made to combat the crime wave. 
Those who have previous knowl¬ 
edge were local parents who had 
read it in the Peoria Journal Star, 
said Zwicky. 

"I would hope that the campus 
police department and the admin¬ 
istration are taking it seriously and 


doing everything they can to com¬ 
bat it," said Zwicky. "I would like 
to see them do more to keep par¬ 
ents informed about crime and the 
steps they're taking to combat it." 

Despite the lack of aware¬ 
ness, President of the Bradley 
University Parents' Association 
Board of Directors Dave Berkow 
said Bradley is doing all in its 
power to keep its students safe. 

"As a parent of two BU stu¬ 
dents, whose St. James apartment 
was the locale for the last inci¬ 
dent, I was and am very concerned 
about the recent events," Berkow 
said. "I can tell you that from 


President Glasser on down, every¬ 
one in the BU Administration does 
not take any of this lightly." 

The Parents' Board also invited 
university Chief of Police Brian 
Joschko to speak at the most recent 
meeting to update parents on the 
troubling incidents. Berkow said 
Joschko assured the parents that 
the university police's main focus 
is to prevent serious crime. 

In addition to increasing 
patrols near the St. James complex 
and campus as a whole, univer¬ 
sity police plan to utilize secu¬ 
rity cameras on top of the "blue 
light" safety phones in an effort to 


respond to potential crime areas 
as quickly as possible, or even 
before an incident occurs said 
Berkow. Bradley has also formed 
the Student Advisory Committee 
to gain student perspective on 
the matter. 

"The Board was happy to 
hear of the level of attention 
that was focused on this issue 
by the Administration, and I can 
tell you that we will continue to 
monitor the progress, and speak 
up if additional concerns arise," 
Berkow said.

they would also contact the resi¬ 
dent officer, who would also go to 
the call," she said. "The resident 
won't go to each and every call, 
but they will get a full, complete 
report of the incident." 

Bradley University Chief of 
Police Brian Joschko said for 
Peoria as well as for Bradley, this 
is an excellent idea. 

"I have spoken extensively 
with the representatives of the 
Peoria Police Department regard¬ 
ing the initiative and I am in 
agreement that this can have an 
incredibly positive impact on the 
entire neighborhood, induding 
our campus," he said. "The inno¬ 
vative plan speaks to the creativ¬ 
ity in which the Peoria Police 
Department solves unique neigh¬ 
borhood challenges as well as 
demonstrates their commitment 
to enhancing the quality of life in 
our neighborhoods." 

The program has also been 
launched in other Illinois cities 
like Dekalb and Elgin, where 
Van Auken said they were well- 
received. 

"Those programs were met 
with overwhelming success," she 
said. "People really like having 
someone there, having the squad 
car in the front of the house. 
There will be a sign in front of 
the house, a phone number and a 
name so they know who they' re 
contacting." 

The officers involved have to 
volunteer to do so and must live 
there for three years, but they 
receive the same holiday and 
vacation time as other officers. 
Van Auken said. And others are 
allowed to reside at the home. 

"No one who is not related to 
the resident officer by marriage, 
blood or law can live at the prop¬ 
erty," she said. "And unrelated 
individuals may stay overnight 
for a maximum of two weeks." 

Van Auken said the final 
details of the program are being 
drafted, and the program should 
be enacted in one to two months.

Keeping tabs on community crime developments 


After the armed robberies at 
the beginning of the semester, 
crime was a major topic of concern 
and discussion amongst the entire 
Bradley community. Many wanted 
to know what else could be done, 
and how to keep campus more 
secure. 

It is easy to think of Bradley as 
its own island within the Peoria 
community. It's not, as those 
armed robberies proved. We are 
integrated within Peoria, and there 
is no way to completely separate 
the two. 

Crime concerns in Peoria 
extend beyond Bradley, and that's 
something students should be 
aware of. Over time Peoria has 
experienced an increase of fatal 
and violent crimes. Needless to 
say, Bradley students are not the 
only ones concerned about their

short, the goal of the program is to 
target some of the players in gun 
violence and put them on notice. If 
they cease violent actions, there are 
resources such as job training and 
education available to them. But 
if they continue to engage in ille¬ 
gal activities, they will face severe 
legal ramifications. 

This program has been success¬ 
ful in other cities like Cincinnati, 
Boston and Indianapolis. After 
starting the program, Cincinnati 
saw a 43 percent drop in homi¬ 
cides overall, and Boston had a 63 
percent drop in youth homicides. 
Those numbers are significant, and 
after a year where 10 people have 
died from gun violence and 67 oth¬ 
ers have been shot, it makes sense 
for Peoria to take a new approach. 

Those numbers are hard to 
swallow, but this is the town we 


allow private learning environ¬ 
ments with one peer tutor, which 
is a highly attractive alternative to 
100 other students and a very fast 
PowerPoint presentation. 

And while Heidi Highlighter 
may have color-coded notes and 
printed slideshows, you can't 
seem to write fast enough. Tutors 
are there to help you understand 
what you may have skipped over 
during a lecture. They can also 
help expand on a topic that just 
isn't clicking. 

Susan Rapp, director of the 
Center for Learning Assistance, 
says the overall goal of Bradley's 
Learning Center is independence. 
While we love to have a steady 
set of tutees lined up every day, 
we would rather see a student do 
well on his or her own. So besides 
helping a student through a tough 
lesson, a tutor can also suggest 
studying and note-taking habits 
that best suit a student's learning 
style. 


live in. We are a part of it. And 
those numbers need to resonate 
with us, too. Beefing up patrols on 
campus is a good move, one that 
has happened, but it won't solve 
everything. Community-wide 
efforts can improve things overall, 
including the areas surrounding 
Bradley. 

Even though the worst of the 
city violence is not happening on 
campus, it is still worth educating 
yourself about the efforts the com¬ 
munity is making. Knowing the 
resources both on- and off-campus 
can do more than make you feel 
safer; it can tip you off to who to 
call and what to look for. And that 
vigilance is something to keep in 
the back of your mind living so 
close to an urban setting. 


The next time you start to 
cry at the mention of integrals 
or accounts receivable (whatever 
that is), think to yourself, "Has 
someone done this before?

I think I've experienced more 
drama in my five semesters of 
college than my four years of high 
school. 

I was talking about this with 
a good friend over breakfast last 
weekend. I had just taken part in 
another feud, as had my friend. 
And, unfortunately, this wasn't 
something new for us. 

It made me wonder: when I 
was in high school, I rarely had 
to deal with issues with friends. 
Sometimes I counted down the 
days until college to get away from 
the high school pettiness, but over¬ 
all I think my four years were 
pretty uneventful.

Shouldn't we move on from 
all this childish behavior? I've seen 
too many cliques, too much back- 
stabbing and too many intentional 
actions that cause pain. 

I feel like the majority of the 
"drama" I've seen, whether it was 
my own or one of my friends', is 
sparked from immaturity. Now, 
I'm not saying I haven't taken part 
in ugly situations, but what I really 
want to do is resolve them and 
move on. Turning to screaming 
matches or gossip isn't the way 


to go. 

My intention of writing this 
column is not to start drama, so 
please don't think I'm a hypocrite. 
I just wanted to get my message 
across: we're all old enough to take 
the responsibility to handle friend 
issues in a mature way. I'm really 
hoping, for my next three semes¬ 
ters at Bradley, the drama stays in 
high school. It's time to grow up.

Student Center Opens In Fall- 
Alumni Seeks Furnishing Funds 
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Officiating at the ceremony will 
be Or. Harold P. Rodes, Presi¬ 
dent of Bradley ; Dean Leslie H. 
Tucker, Dean of Students; George 
h. Luthy, President of the Board 
of Trustees; Ray Neumann, chair* 
man of the special alumni fund 
drive ot furnish the center; and 
Dick Dunn, chairman of the Stu* 
dent Center Planning Committee. 

Dr. Rodes stated that, “The 
construction of Bradley’s new 
Student Center is a great tribute 
to the vast majority of our stu¬ 
dents who worked on this project 
and voted in favor of a student 
center fee at the student election 
in November a year ago.” 

Dad’s Day in Center 

Bradley students began a move 
last year which led to the accep¬ 
tance of a student activity fee. 
The fee, which will finance the 
new building is $10 per semester. 
They voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of this plan. On Sept. 1, 
1956 the Community Facilities 
Administration approved a $400,- 
000 loan to Bradley for the new 
building. Tomorrow will mark the 
beginning of the final step in 
this plan. 

Dr. A. G. Haussler, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the University, comment¬ 
ing on the new center said, “The 
breaking of ground for the new 
Student Center is a history mak¬ 
ing event in the life of Bradley 
University. That Bradley has 
needed a Student Center is the 
‘understatement’ of the year. As 
the Executive Secretary of the 
Bradley Dad’s Association, I am 
already planning to center our 
Dad’s Day activities in the new 
Student Center, next Nov, 9.” 
Haussler added, **1 feel certain 


that a greater unification of the 
student body will develop from 
the use of the new Student Cen¬ 
ter.” 

Dick Dunn, a senior from Peo¬ 
ria and student chairman of the 
Student Center drive said, “It is 
a dream come true for a lot of us 
who originally thought it was 
just a vague idea. My only regret 
is that Marcia Bass and Jack 
Zalke couldn’t be here to share 
cur joys.” These two students 
died during the past year. They 
were very active in formulating 
initial plans for the center. 

Third Major Building 
The building will be Bradley’s 
third major building in three 
years. It will be 120 feet wide and 
100 feet deep and will face Elm¬ 
wood avenue. It will contain mu 
sic and lounge rooms, two cafe¬ 
terias, a ball room that will ac¬ 
commodate 300 couples, a bowl¬ 
ing alley and other recreational 
facilities. 

Other university officials who 
were active in the planning of 
the new building also expressed 
their pleasure in the fact that 
the Student Center dream at 
Bradley soon will be a reality. 

Walter V. McAdoo, chairman of 
the Building and Grounds com¬ 
mittee of the Bradley Board of 
Trustees stated that, “The Board 
considers the new Student Cen¬ 
ter building a major step in 
Bradley’s growth and expansion 
The Studeht Center will serve m 
an attraction to many new stu 
dents.” He pointed out that Brad¬ 
ley’s new Center would be com¬ 
parable to Student Center’s in 
many larger schools,

10 years, said the reason why the 
Bradley campus and surrounding 
areas have experienced trends of 
crime is simply because we are a 
university. 

"We are a target," he said. 
"Criminals understand that stu¬ 
dents do things that make them 
a mark such as walking home 
intoxicated on Main St. at 3 ajn. 
Predators know that students 
have cash, cell phones and are not 
always aware of the things around 
them. It's a great opportunity for 
criminals." 

Although being a student or 
a professor makes many on cam¬ 
pus easy targets, Curtis said he 
believes students aren't at high 
risk. 

"I have a night class that goes 
until nine," he said. "1 ask students 
to walk home in groups and 1 am 
happy to give them a ride but 1 fed 


that they aren't terribly at risk." 

Director of Alcohol program¬ 
ming Lyndsey Hawkins spends 
most Monday nights on campus 
late for student group meetings. 
She said after the armed robber¬ 
ies earlier this semester students 
she worked with were more ner¬ 
vous about their safety, but she 
feels generally safe on campus. 
"I feel safe walking to my car 
because of the safety precautions I 
take," she said. "I always walk out 
to the parking lot with a group. I 
have a whistle on my keys in case 
1 need to draw attention to a situ¬ 
ation. 1 make sure my husband 
knows when 1 leave my office so 
he can check up if I take too long 
getting home... Thankfully [the 
parking garage] has good light¬ 
ing and most of the time there are 
other people coming in and out of 
the building who could serve as 
active bystanders in an emergency 
situation."

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1996, has now overseen three 
straight winning seasons for the 
Braves. 

"It says we're putting our¬ 
selves in a position to win," 
DeRose said. "So we're excited 
about that." 

But being in a position to win 
is not enough if the team cannot 
capitalize on the situation. 

"Looking back obviously 
you'd like to play in the NCAA 
tournament," DeRose said. 

That is not to say the season 
was without high points. Bradley 
defeated Northwestern, a team 
that was ranked No. 17 at the 
time. 

Yet fans of the Braves were 
left wanting more, and injuries 
played a part in the unexpected 
way the season ended. Jochen 
Graf and Wojciech Wojcik both 
missed games due to injuries. 

"I'd say the most disappoint¬ 
ing moment of the year were 
the injuries sustained to Jochen," 
DeRose said. "It really wiped 
out what could have been an 
All-American senior campaign. 
Jochen missed almost nine or 
ten games, and that's the hardest 
thing because Jochen is so pas¬ 
sionate when we lost him, we lost 
that energy. We lost that leader 
emotionally. We lost that go to 
guy in the clutch." 

The season would not have 


been different simply based on 
Wojcik's and Graf's production. 
Rather, the Braves record may be 
different because of the unique 
leadership abilities of Graf. 

"Jochen was kind of a leader 
on three different levels," DeRose 
said. "He is a very positive guy, 
has a great work ethic, and in 
big games is such a clutch player. 
When you lose those three things 
you generally are not going to 
replace that with one person." 

Knowing this, the team dis¬ 
cussed a concept they called 
'shared leadership'. 

"With so many seniors," 
DeRose said. "We talked about 
this shared leadership. No one 
within the team was going to go 
out and get you ten goals like 
Jochen had the ability to, so you 
[have] to share a little bit." 

With injuries comes additional 
playing time for less experienced 
players, and that will hold back 
any team from reaching its full 
potential. DeRose is hopeful 
that next year, the team will stay 
healthier, and fight for a shot at 
postseason soccer. 

"We've got a big senior 
class next year," DeRose said. 
"Hopefully a year of experience 
and having more depth next year 
will help." 
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Bradley shows promise 
for the future 



It's been a long time since 
there's been any semblance of 
hope surrounding the Bradley bas¬ 
ketball program. 

In the last three years, the Braves 
have won just 40 total games and 
finished dead last in the Missouri 
Valley Conference twice. 

The team has lacked talent, 
depth, leadership and played 
mostly uninspiring basketball. 

Last season, was the worst in 
decades with BU notching just 
seven wins and losing the most 
games in school history. There 
were embarrassing blowout home 
losses to Evansville and Wichita 
State by 30-plus points, leaving 
little to be excited about for the 
future. 

But in coach Geno Ford's sec¬ 
ond season the program appears 
to be heading in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

Bradley has begun the season 
2-0 beating low Division I teams 
Eastern Illinois and Texas-Pan 
American by a total of 41 points. 

It's not so much an accomplish¬ 
ment the Braves have beaten these 
teams because it's games they 
should win at home. The impres¬ 


sive part is the fashion they've 
won them. 

They've shown toughness in 
building and maintaining leads. 
The offense and defense look much 
improved and the understanding 
of Ford's system from year one to 
year two is obvious. 

A year ago Bradley like¬ 
ly would've won both of these 
games, but it would've been like 
pulling teeth. 

There is little doubt BU is much 
improved over the last couple of 
seasons. 

"I think we're much better than 
we were [last year]," Ford said. 
"If this year's team played last 
year's team we'd win by 20. The 
bad news is last year's team is not 
on the schedule. It's been a group 
where the seniors have set the 
tone with effort and energy. I think 
everybody has a better handle on 
what we're trying to do on both 
ends of the floor." 

In 2011-12, the Braves had little 
depth, especially in the frontcourt. 
Six-foot-four-inch Jake Eastman 
was often utilized at the four posi¬ 
tion and despite his toughness was 
simply overmatched against oppo¬ 
nents with four or five inches and 
50-plus pounds on him. 

This season, the depth has 
improved dramatically. Jordan 
Prosser and Shayok Shayok, who 
started a combined 57 games last 
year, now come off the bench. The 
additions of junior college trans¬ 
fer Tyshon Pickett and senior Will 
Egolf returning from injury have 
given Ford that luxury. 


In Monday's game against 
UTPA, the Braves' depth showed. 
Pickett and Egolf were both sad¬ 
dled with foul trouble, but it was 
no problem as Prosser and Shayok 
came off the bench to contribute 16 
points and 11 rebounds. 

Egolf's leadership and experi¬ 
ence has been a major boost as 
has his new found outside shoot¬ 
ing ability. In his first five years 
at Bradley he was 0-of-16 from 
3-point range. This season, Egolf 
is 4-for-4 from three and 9-for-ll 
if you count the exhibition games. 

That could be a huge for a 
team that struggled to knock 
down perimeter shots last season. 
If Egolf can successfully space the 
floor it will allow guards Dyrcius 
Simms-Edwards and Walt Lemon 
Jr. to get to the basket and finish, 
which will make the offense light 
years better. 

You can't take two game against 
EIU and UTPA and think this team 
is on its way to 20 wins. There are 
still a lot of holes and a .500 season 
would still be a huge success. 

But after several years of sub- 
par basketball, there is finally hope 
returning to the Hilltop. Ford is 
righting the ship and good times 
appear to be on the horizon for the 
program and the university.

Besides the fact that the Los 
Angeles Lakers completely over¬ 
reacted by firing Mike Brown 
this early in the season, Mike 
D'Antoni was the perfect choice. 

While critics are going to point 
to the fact that he's never reached 
the NBA Finals before, he's also 
never had a roster that's as tal¬ 
ented as the Lakers. 

With his fast-paced offense, 
imagine the capabilities he will 
have with Kobe Bryant, Dwight 
Howard, Pau Gasol and Steve 
Nash. For evidence of how effec¬ 
tive it can be, look how successful 
Team USA's offense was during 
the Summer Olympics when he 
was an assistant coach. 

While Phil Jackson was 
extremely successful, it takes time 
for players to learn his compli¬ 
cated triangle offense. Players like 
Howard and Nash are the best in 
the NBA with the basics like the 
pick 'n' roll, so why complicate it? 

Some people are going to ques¬ 
tion D'Antoni's defensive philos¬ 
ophy - or lack thereof. But, don't 
forget that this is an experienced 
team. Metta World Peace knows 
how to shut down players defen¬ 
sively, and Bryant is underrated 
in that regard. Also, don't forget 
that Howard's shot blocking pres¬ 
ence will deter other teams from 
trying to drive the lane. 

D'Antoni is going to bring a 
new flair to Lakers offense, which 
is the simplest reason his hiring 
will work. He will play to the 
strengths of their best players.

In 10 seasons as an NBA

167 record. Also, the Lakers 
personnel are a terrible fit for 
D'Antoni's system. D'Antoni's 
system is an up tempo style 
offense that needs quick players 
and a deep bench. The Lakers 
have a thin bench, and at least 
three of the starters are not what 
you call "quick." 

People like to bring up that 
when Steve Nash played with 
D'Antoni he was a two-time 
MVP. This is true, but Nash is 
now 38 years old. Only three 
players currently playing in the 
NBA are older than him. He is 
still a solid point guard, but he 
won't have the same success he 
had five years ago. 

It made sense for the Lakers 
to want to move in a differ¬ 
ent direction from Mike Brown, 
but D'Antoni is a terrible fit for 
them.

The Bradley men's basketball 
team notched another impres¬ 
sive victory defeating Texas-Pan 
American 78-61 Monday night 
at the Renaissance Coliseum to 
move to 2-0 on the season. 

The Braves were paced by 
four players scoring in double¬ 
figures and shot a solid 48 per¬ 
cent from the field, while tallying 
22 assists on 27 made baskets. BU 
also turned the ball over just nine 
times and forced UTPA into 18. 

"Those numbers are off the 
charts," Bradley coach Geno Ford 
said.

With just under four minutes 
to play, the Bradley women's 
basketball team trailed Eastern 
Illinois by five points and going 
winless in the first two games of 
the season.

After making the first free throw, 
the Panthers called a time out, 
but it didn't deter Smith who 
made the game-winning free 
throw afterwards. 

"That play was drawn up for 
any option possible," Smith said. 


"I think we were trying to get it 
to [senior] Katie Yohn, but if you 
had a chance to score, then you 
were supposed to score. Shronda 
took that chance, made a beauti¬ 
ful pass, and I just happened to 
be under the basket." 

Smith scored six of her eight 
points in the final four minutes of 
the game, including four of them 
at the free-throw line after she 


missed her first two free throw 
attempts earlier in the second 
half.

University President Joanne 
Glasser's base salary remained vir¬ 
tually the same between the 2009 
and 2010 tax report years. 

The most recent data available. 
Form 990, collected figures for the 
Internal Revenue Service between 
June 1, 2010, and May 31, 2011. 

The form shows a base pay of 
about $397,000, along with addi¬ 
tional benefits including a $50,000 
bonus and incentive compensa¬ 
tion. The pay in total is about 
$625,000, up from last year's total 
of about $605,000. 

The president's base pay, how¬ 
ever, remained steady. 

Part of the benefits the presi¬ 
dent receives, as listed on the form, 
are a personal residence, personal 
services and club dues. Covering 
those expenses is commonly 
included at other universities. 

Keith Aim is Vice Chairman 
for the Board of Directors and 
Chairman of the Compensation 
Committee. He said the committee 
assesses top administrators’ com¬ 
pensations. 

”1 lead a committee of six inde¬ 
pendent directors who...[ensure] 
the salaries are competitive and 
reflect the performance of each 
individual, including the presi¬ 
dent," he said. ’This outcome is the 
result of several months of work 
and is one of the most serious fidu¬ 
ciary responsibilities of the board."

Bradley launches safety shuttle service

Students pulling late nights on 
and around campus now have a 
safe shuttle option for their trip 
home. 

The Hilltop Safety Cruiser is a 
van that provides transportation 
for up to six passengers at a time 
from Moss Avenue to Columbia 
Terrace and Western Avenue to 
Sheridan. The shuttle will be driv¬ 
en by trained students, and will 
operate from 7 p.m. to 3 a.m. every 
day while classes are in session. 
"Over the last seven years we 


have seen an increase in requests 
for campus escort service," said 
Bradley University Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko. "We are pleased to 
make this convenient on-demand 
transportation available to better 
serve students and staff." 

Joschko said a student present¬ 
ed the idea of a Bradley shut¬ 
tle service to himself and Vice 
President of Student Affairs Alan 
Gaisky, and from there the idea 
was approved by President Joanne 
Glasser and received funding from 
the university. 

"The shuttle service is an 
enhancement to our current police 


and student escort system," said 
Joschko. "So far this new program 
seems to be well-received by the 
students and is receiving positive 
feedback." 

Students said they are pleased 
with the addition to the escort 
service and feel it will make a dif¬ 
ference in the number of students 
that use it. 

"I feel like students are more 
likely to take advantage of the 
[Hilltop Cruiser], rather than 
calling a police officer, because it 
makes you feel a lot more comfort¬ 
able," said freshman English major 
Taylor Braastad. 


Other students said the addi¬ 
tion to the escort system makes 
them feel safer knowing there are 
several transportation options on 
campus now. 

"I think this new escort system 
is a great idea because it provides 
safe transportation for students 
so they aren't walking alone in 
the dark," said freshman early 
childhood education major Taylor 
Welsh. 

Sophomore health science 
major Jen Wiley said she thinks

Thanksgiving break-in on University

Many students took the oppor¬ 
tunity to relax, recharge and 
ready themselves for finals over 
Thanksgiving break. For one stu¬ 
dent, time to reenergize was cut 
short upon hearing that her house 
was broken into over the holiday. 

"Our landlord came to the 
house to fix a problem on [Nov. 
25]/' said the resident, who wishes 
to remain anonymous, and lives in 
the 1100 block of University Ave. 
"He noticed a trash can was placed 
underneath my window [looking 
into the alleyway]. He moved it, 
and that's when he noticed the 
damage." 

The physical damage of the 
break-in included a broken win¬ 
dow on the first floor, which the 
resident said was caused by a 
brick. 

"Now I have a board covering 
up the window in my bedroom," 
she said. 

The resident said the person or 
people who broke into her home 
went into every room of the house, 
looking through drawers and fur¬ 
niture. One locked bedroom door 


was kicked down. 

A flat screen television, two 
cameras, two iPods, a stun gun, 
a bottle of champagne, jewelry, 
an external hard drive for a Mac 
laptop and the laptop itself were 
among the stolen possessions. 

"I feel safe during the day, but 
not really at night," the resident 
said. "I drive to the library, but 
I still get nervous walking from 
night classes even though they're 
in Baker Hall. There's a bus stop 
right outside of our house, so it's 
kind of nerve-wracking to see peo¬ 
ple standing outside." 

The vacant house watch pro¬ 
gram, which is run by the Bradley 
University Police Department 
(BUPD), was offered to off-campus 
students, faculty and staff mem¬ 
bers for the Thanksgiving holi¬ 
day. Interested students signed 
up their house or apartment with 
the BUPD, and officers checked 
the listed homes on their patrols 
during the break. 

"We knew about the house 
watch program, but we didn't get 
around to signing up for it," the 
resident said. "We're definitely 
going to in the future." 

Bradley University Chief 


of Police Brian Joschko said a 
total 16 houses and apartments 
belonging to 58 students, staff 
and faculty members were listed 
on the vacant house watch pro¬ 
gram for Thanksgiving Break. 

"It was an okay number [of 
houses signed up]," he said. "We 
hoped that more people would 
have taken advantage of the pro¬ 
gram." 

Joschko said he was aware 
of the break-in, but because the 
landlord contacted the Peoria 
Police Department, the BUPD 
did not handle the burglary. 

"After Thanksgiving, we did 
check with the city of Peoria and 
the only report [of a burglary] 
was the one on University," he 
said. "There were no incidents 
with the 16 houses on our watch 
list." 

The vacant house watch pro¬ 
gram will be available during 
winter break, Joschko said. He 
said he anticipates more students 
to sign up their houses or apart¬ 
ments during the break because 
it is for a much longer period of 
time.

Green Team continues to grow, sets records for recycling program

The Bradley "Green Team" 
continues to set records for the 


recycling program, exceeding their 
previously set record each quarter 
since the middle of the 2011 year. 

Currently, the Green Team 
has collected more than 175 tons 


of recyclable material in its five 
years. About 80 tons, or more than 
the weight of 26 cars, of alumi¬ 
num, plastic, glass, cardboard and 
paper was collected during the last 


year alone. 

"[There's] a lot more [amount 
of recycling] than I would've 
thought," said senior mechanical 
engineering major Dillon Sloneker. 
"I guess I didn't realize how much 
people use those resources." 

In addition, the recycling pro¬ 
gram also collects considerable 
quantities of batteries, lamps/ 
lights and ballasts and capacitors. 

The largest quantity of sin¬ 
gle stream recycling per quarter 
was collected by the team dur¬ 
ing the third quarter of the 2012 
year when 29 tons amassed from 
around campus. 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna oversees the 
Green Team committee through 
his office. 

Director of Custodial Services 
Patricia Dempsey works directly 
with Anna's committee to distrib¬ 
ute the recycling containers, emp¬ 
tying the containers and report¬ 
ing on the recycled materials. She 
said that the large rise in collected 
materials was due to the expan¬ 
sion of the program from resi¬ 
dence halls to many other build¬ 
ings around campus. 

Although the program is coor¬ 
dinated through Bradley's staff, 
the Green Team's efforts have 
greatly benefited from student 
involvement, Anna said. 

A student committee has been 
in place since 2009, and for the 
past three years sophomore social 
work major Kathleen O'Brien has 
been involved. 

"It has been really excit¬ 
ing to see the strides Bradley 
has been making in becoming 
a more environmentally friend¬ 
ly campus," said O'Brien. "We 
have come a long way but 
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- 2-6 bedrooms 
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- off street parking 
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- washer and dryer available 
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have tons of room to grow." 

Anna also said the recycling 
program is far from complete. 

"We have continuing plans to 
further [the green movement] on 
campus but want to be sure we can 
sustain the current efforts while 
planning for enhancements," said 
Anna. 

Anna is referring to the other 
programs by the Bradley Green 
Team, which include the OZZI 
eco-containers in the cafeterias, 
water filters in dorms, composting 
and the team's initiative to make 
campus more energy efficient. 

O'Brien said that the campaign 
for energy efficiency awareness is 
the committee's 2012-2013 goal. 

'This year we are really focus¬ 
ing on getting the word out and 
educating people on how to be 
'greener,'" said O'Brien. "For 
example, clarifying what you can 
and can't recycle or reminding 
people to turn the light off when 
you leave the room." 

O'Brien also said that the com¬ 
mittee plans to host efficiency 
events for students in the upcom¬ 
ing semester. She said she believes 
that this will help students take 
a more active role in the green 
movement. 

"We are planning on having 
an energy awareness week next 
semester," she said. "As a com¬ 
mittee, we are hoping these little 
changes will bring about results 
that will further our efforts and 
break more records." 

Dempsey also said she encour¬ 
ages more student involvement. 

"We are always eager to have 
interested students come in as we 
look for more ways to expedite 
procedures," said Dempsey. 
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Hilltop Cruiser positive 
addition to campus 


At least once, the average student 
experiences a late night at the library. 
By the time students leave for home, it 
is late and dark. For students who live 
off-campus, there is a long walk ahead 
of them. 

Over the past four years there have 
been several options for students to 
ensure a safe trip home at night. The 
Bradley University Police Department 
officers offer an escort program where 
students can call for a ride and student 
security walkers are available to walk 
students home. These are just two mea¬ 
sures the university has tried to make 
sure students get home safe. Now there 
is an even better option for students. 

As discussed in this week's arti¬ 
cle "Bradley Launches Safety Shuttle 
Service," Bradley adopted a new cam¬ 
pus shuttle for students that will run 
each night from 7 p.m. to 3 a.m. The 
shuttle, called the Hilltop Cruiser, will 
provide students with a more conve¬ 
nient option for a safe ride home. In 
addition, the cruiser may be a more 
comfortable option for students as- 
opposed to calling an officer because 
other students will be driving the shut¬ 
tle. 

Because of the safety concerns many 
students have expressed over the past 
semester, the cruiser couldn't have 
come at a better time. Now students 
who are walking alone at night can call 
for a ride, eliminating any fear of being 


on campus at night. 

A campus student shuttle isn't a 
unique idea to Bradley; rather, it is a 
service that is provided to students at 
other universities and has proven suc¬ 
cessful. 

It's about time that Bradley offers its 
students a service such as this and we 
would like to see the Hilltop Cruiser be 
successful. The shuttle is a great service 
for students and is a preventive effort 
for crime on or near campus. 

On Wednesday night alone, almost 
60 students used the shuttle. That's 
a significant number, especially for 
a program that just started Tuesday. 
And on the eve of finals week, a lot of 
students are gearing up for some late 
nights. The program is a great idea, 
and we think those students who hesi¬ 
tated to call for a ride from the police in 
the past will use this alternative now. 

While we do not know how success¬ 
ful the shuttle will be until next semes¬ 
ter, one can assume that students, espe¬ 
cially those living off-campus, would 
prefer to receive a ride home or to a 
nighttime campus event rather than 
walk. 

Because the university is acting 
upon student feedback for shuttle like 
this, students should take advantage 
of the opportunity. Next time you 
find yourself leaving the library late 
at night don't walk home by yourself, 
call the Hilltop Cruiser.

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A boy and his tiger make for a heartwarming 
coming of age tale in “Life of Pi”

With a title like "Life of 
Pi/" you might think that 
nothing spectacular could 
come from such a film. It 
sounds more like a cheaply 
made Bollywood flick than 
a rousing adventure spectacle. 
But don't let the title deceive you. 
"Life of Pi" is an absolutely breathtaking 

film that speaks of faith, courage and the triumph of 
the human spirit. 

The story follows Piscine "Pi" Patel as an adult 
(Irrfan Khan) as he relates his childhood experiences 
to a writer (Rafe Spall). Growing up in India, Pi's 
father owned a zoo, including a fearsome tiger 
jokingly named Richard Parker. As 
a teenager, his 





family decided to leave India for Canada, and booked 
passage on a Japanese freighter along with their 
animals. When a storm capsizes the ship. Pi is forced 
to survive on a lifeboat along with Richard Parker, as 
the two learn to coexist out at sea. 

At heart the film is a ripping survival story, showing 
one boy's drive to survive when everything else has 
been taken from him. While the film largely succeeds 
by focusing on the survival aspects of the story, the 
real charm comes from teenage Pi (Suraj Sharma) 
developing a heartwarming relationship with Richard 
Parker. 

Parker himself is a magnificent creation, gloriously 
brought to life through modem Computer Generated 
Imagery. He looks and moves like a real tiger, and 
there's so much personality conveyed in his body 
language that he feels like a fully 
realized creature. 


Pi was raised as a child to understand 
the ferocity of animals, but as the film 
progresses he develops a working 
partnership with the tiger for 
survival. None of this would have 
been possible if not for the life-like 
rendering of Parker or Sharma's raw 
emotion as the teenage Pi. The two 
have an intimate chemistry together 
that gives the film's middle act true 


dramatic depth. 

But "Life of Pi" isn't just content to deliver an 
engaging survival story or a film about a boy and his 
tiger. IPs also a visual masterpiece, with awe-inspiring 
scenes including a lush island full of meerkats and ~ 
whale breaching amid a bioluminescent 
sea. The film is truly a feast for the 
eyes, and at no point will you want 
to pull away from the gorgeous 
visuals seen on screen. These 
visuals are a shining example of 
how a movie uses special effects 
to enhance the story, instead of 
dominating it. 

Not only does the story itself deal 
with survived themes, but it also 
hinges greatly on the idea of faith. Pi grew 
up embracing multiple religions, all in an attempt to 
get close to God. His belief is tested while at sea, and 
so the entire story becomes just as much a story of 
affirmed faith as it is about survival.

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Lecture series showcases 
work of LAS professors

The College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences introduced some¬ 
thing new this semester - a lec¬ 
ture series specifically for the 
college. 

"When I took over [as dean], 
this was one of the things I 
wanted to do to raise aware¬ 
ness of the college," said interim 
dean Stacey Robertson. "We are 
a college of successful scholars. I 
wanted to create a lecture series 
to share that scholarship." 

When Robertson began her 
position on June 1, she also began 
planning the lecture series. The 
series is designed to showcase 
faculty knowledge, by inviting 
faculty to present to students. 
She said she hopes two lecturers 
will present each semester. 

The series kicked off with Lee 
L. Morgan Chair in International 
Affairs Shah Tarzi on Nov. 13. 
Tarzi's lecture covered strategies 
for the United States' "grand 
strategy," a plan to "preserve 
national safety, regain economic 
vitality and to remain true to core 
[nation] values." 

"I felt privileged when 
[Robertson] asked me to deliver 
the inaugural address in this 
prominent lecture series," Tarzi 
said. "For me, the most gratify¬ 
ing and special part of the experi¬ 
ence was the students' questions 
on a range of issues during the 
question and answer session fol¬ 
lowing my lecture." 

Because of the diversity in 
the College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences (LAS), Robertson said 
she wants to incorporate lectur¬ 
ers from each of the college's 
three areas. Tarzi, an interna¬ 
tional affairs professor, repre¬ 
sented the social studies area, so 
Robertson said she would like to 
see a professor from the humani¬ 
ties area and a professor from the 
natural sciences and mathemat¬ 
ics area speak in the spring. No 
speakers have been determined 
for next semester yet. 


'The speeches will be beau¬ 
tifully open, which is one of the 
best elements of the college," 
Robertson said. "Our college 
is very diverse. I want to be 
inclusive to all majors and I 
want all 14 departments to par¬ 
ticipate, [both full-time faculty] 
and junior faculty." 

The lectures may not be lim¬ 
ited solely to LAS faculty in the 
future, Robertson said. 

"I'm hoping that eventually, 
we'll occasionally have collab¬ 
orative research between pro¬ 
fessors and students," she said. 
"We pride ourselves at Bradley 
for having students collaborate 
with professors...so perhaps 
the lectures can exemplify this." 

Because of the wide array of 
departments in LAS, Robertson 
said students should attend the 
upcoming lectures, even if their 
department or area is not being 
featured. 

"I want to remind students 
that college is an extraordinary 
privilege to have the ability to 
go to free lectures." she said. "I 
would encourage all majors to 
go to the lectures to get exposed 
to so much knowledge." 

Tarzi said he thinks the lec¬ 
ture series will prosper in the 
future. 

"I am confident that [the lec¬ 
ture series] will be a great suc¬ 
cess because we have a good 
reservoir of scholarly and intel¬ 
lectual talent in our college," 
he said. "Dean Robertson envi¬ 
sioned and designed this lec¬ 
ture series as part of her broad¬ 
er commitment to... benefit of 
the college, the university and 
the larger Peoria community." 

Robertson said students 
should nominate their LAS pro¬ 
fessors for the lecture series. 
Students can nominate a profes¬ 
sor by emailing Robertson.

In the spirit of giving, Bradley 
Dining Services will make a large 
donation to the Peoria commu¬ 
nity this year. For the first time, 
dining services is donating left¬ 
over food from catering events 
and dining halls to the local food 
bank. Heart of Illinois Harvest. 

"I think [donating food] is 
a good idea," said senior fam¬ 
ily and consumer sciences major 
Ashley Tobias. " Because if we 
are not going to use it it's better to 
give it to someone who can rather 
than throw it away." 

Senior nursing major Tiffany 
Williams said she agreed that 
donating is a resourceful way to 
give back to the community. 

"I think it's a great idea," she 
said. "It's better than throwing 
it away because there are a lot of 
people in need." 

To date, dining services has 
recorded that a total of 1,147 
pounds of food have been donat¬ 
ed this semester. 

Marketing Coordinator for 
Dining Services Nicole Glukert 
said she has worked close with 
the Heart of Illinois Harvest to 
find out what foods can be donat¬ 
ed and to establish a pick-up sys¬ 
tem. 


"We get the comment that 
[students] watch employ¬ 
ees throw away the last two 
pieces of a pizza at Topinos," 
Glukert said. "But they didn't 
see the five pans of food that 
got picked up for donations 
earlier that day." 

She said there is now a 
weekly pick-up schedule to 
donate. The Heart of Illinois 
Harvest picks up donations 
directly from Williams Hall, 

Lydia's Lounge, Geisert Hall and 
the Student Center on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays each week. 

As opposed to a weekly sched¬ 
ule, catering services schedule dona¬ 
tion pick-ups on a need basis. 

"The process is running smooth¬ 
ly," Glukert said "Our teams in 
each location are used to gathering 
food and know when to expect the 
pick-ups." 

Glukert said now that they have 
a regular donation schedule, they 
would like to keep track of how 
much is donated each week in order 
to measure how much they are con¬ 
tributing to the community, as well 
as to ensure that food is not being 
over produced. 

In addition to being resource¬ 
ful by donating unconsumed food, 
Glukert said dining services is 
focusing on improving other sus¬ 
tainability efforts on campus. 


"We will eventually decrease the 
amount of food we are producing in 
order to minimize waste and to be 
more sustainable," she said. 

Like the former dining services 
company, Aramark has continued 
composting in both dimng halls, 
and clamshells are still available. 
In addition, dining services sells a 
plastic Coca-Cola cup that can be 
reused on campus. 

"I like how you can reuse your 
cup," said senior accounting major 
Lindsay Spencer. "It's a good idea 
and will save a lot of money and 
paper in the long run." 

Senior accounting major 
Chaunice Allen said she felt that 
dining services is doing a good job 
staying sustainable on campus. 

"I feel like they do enough [to 
be eco-friendly]," she said. "We're a 
little campus and we can't save the 
world; I don't know what else they 
could do."

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Loria destroys Marlins

Jeffery Loria, owner of the 
Miami Marlins, has brought two 
World Series championships to 
Florida since 1997. 

Within that timeframe, the 
Marlins have won just as many 
titles as two of baseball's most 
storied franchises, the St. Louis 
Cardinals and Boston Red Sox. 

Two championships in 15 years 
cannot be ignored for any team in 
any sport. 

Where the Marlins differ is its 
owner's callous indifference to the 
fan-base. Something he has dis¬ 
played on three occasions through 
fire sales of the roster, ensuring 
periods of uncompetitive and 
nearly unwatchable teams. 

The state of Florida is often 
criticized for its apathy towards 
baseball; and the argument has 
some merit. 

Even after the Tampa Bay Rays 
made the World Series in 2008 and 
continued to be competitive, the 
team has ranked near or at the 
bottom of the league in attendance 
each season. 

In fact, even in 2008 the highest 
either team in Florida ranked in 
league attendance was 26th. 

While it could be argued that 
the Marlins face a similar problem, 
there is a difference between the 
Rays' situation and the Marlins. 


The Rays organization has 
built sustainable success through 
the farm system, letting players 
go when need be, and signing 
key free agents when necessary. 
This has translated to a combined 
record of 458-352 since 2008. 

Meanwhile, the Marlins have 
no foundation to build off of for 
the future. 

Through the first 11 games of 
the Marlins' 1998 season, the team 
was 1-10, and by .May of that sea¬ 
son, the team had completed one 
of the biggest fire sales in history, 
including giving up five players 
for Mike Piazza, and then trading 
Piazza less them two weeks later. 

Between 1998 and 2002, the 
Marlins never won more than 
79 games. Thankfully for Loria, 
another out of nowhere champion¬ 
ship run came in 2003 with young 
stars such as Miguel Cabrera and 
Josh Beckett. 

Of course, in the offseason the 
Marlins traded Derek Lee to the 
Cubs in a cost cutting move, and 
finished in third place in 2004 
despite making a huge trade 
with the Dodgers that netted 
Carl Pavano among others, who 
pitched his best personal season 
for the Marlins. 

In 2005, Dontrelle Willis 
emerged but for a second straight 
season. Marlins fans got less than 
the expected playoff contender. 

Following that disappointment, 
as if the following fire sale was not 
one, the team traded away players 
such as Josh Beckett, Mike Lowell, 
Carlos Delgado and Juan Pierre. 

Loria is not the first owner to 
dump his players to save money 
and he will not be the last. 

But 2012 was supposed to be 


different. Loria finally received his 
new ballpark -which was paid 
for in part by taxpayer money - a 
new television deal that promised 
to rack in money, and a team that 
added solid veterans who would 
contribute sustained success. 

Mark Buehrle, and Carlos 
Zambrano would help stabilize 
the rotation, Ozzie Guillen would 
bring a louder more energetic 
voice to the team and Jose Reyes, 
one of the better shortstops in 
baseball, would solidify a lineup 
that was ready to contend. 

By April, Ozzie Guillen had 
announced his adoration for Fidel 
Castro. 

By July, despite having been 
in contention for a short time in 
May, the team had traded Hanley 
Ramirez and Anibal Sanchez. 

Once August hit the team never 
got above fourth place in the divi¬ 
sion, at the end of the year Guillen 
was fired, and on Nov. 20th, Loria 
went back on everything he had 
promised Miami's fans and traded 
Buehrle, Reyes, Josh Johnson, John 
Buck and Emilio Bonificio for, as 
one could guess, mostly minor 
league players as the team gears 
up for another rebuilding process. 

Florida may have an apathetic 
fan base, but if that is going to 
change, give them a reason to care 
for more than two months.

Realignment shakes up

After a season-long five-game 
road swing, which included a 
win against the University of 
Illinois, the Bradley women's 
basketball team returned to 
Peoria to beat Northern Illinois 
67-58 Wednesday. 

The Braves defeated the 
Fighting Illini 83-77 on Nov. 
15, as Bradley never trailed in 
the game and were led by five 
players scoring in double-digits, 
including a double-double effort 
by junior Catie O'Leary with 15 
points and 12 rebounds. 

"I think [the win] showed how 
well we can play together as a 
team," O'Leary said. "We had 
a lot of people step up, we're 
starting to have a lot of scorers in 
double digits and stuff like that. 


which is what we need. It defi¬ 
nitely put our road swing in the 
right direction." 

Bradley collected its first 
home victory against Northern 
Illinois, after sophomore Shronda 
Butts paved the way with a team- 
high 17 points and five assists. 
O'Leary followed with 15 points 
and freshman Jenny Smith added 
12 points and a team-high seven 
rebounds. 

"We are still in that build¬ 
ing phase, and it's great for us 
because we had a nice begin¬ 
ning to the season where we got 
some great competition," coach 
Michael Brooks said. "But we've 
also exposed ourselves in a lot of 
ways, and now we get some time 
to be able to really solidify and 
rectify some issues that we have 
so then going into that conference 
time we're already going to be 


tested already." 

O'Leary earned all-tourna¬ 
ment honors at the Northern 
Arizona Thanksgiving Classic, 
after the Braves lost to Tulane 
but beat Northern Arizona, after 
averaging 15.5 points and nine 
rebounds per game. 

"Catie has just been such a 
steady performer for us," Brooks 
said. "What she does scoring 
wise and rebounding for us, and 
she usually plays on one of the 
top offensive [opposing] players, 
her leadership and the qualities 
she brings are the centerpiece for 
what we're trying to do." 

Bradley faces Winthrop at 7 
p.m.

Recent Bradley grads 
successful with 
post-grad placement

Good news for upcoming 
graduates, a new report from the 
Smith Career Center shows that 95 
percent of Bradley's 2012 gradu¬ 
ating class walked away with a 
degree and landed a job or gradu¬ 
ate school opportunity. 

This placement rate, as shown 
in Bradley University's First 
Destination Report, is four percent 
higher than the 2011 graduating 
class, the highest the university 
has seen in five years. 

Executive Director of the Smith 
Career Center Jane Linnenburger 
said hiring conditions have 
improved across the country and 
are reflected in this increase. 

"Across the country we hear 
in the job outlook reports in the 
trends and hiring that condi¬ 
tions for college graduates had 
improved quite a bit," she said. 

The report also provides place¬ 
ment rates within specific colleges, 
such as how many graduates had 
participated in career-related expe¬ 


rience and the regions in which 
graduates were most likely to 
accept jobs in. 

Four of the five colleges within 
Bradley saw a two to four per¬ 
cent increase in placement rates 
over the past year, and the Slane 
College of Communications and 
Fine Arts alone increased seven 
percent. 

Of the 1,065 graduates in 
2012, 86 percent had at least one 
internship. Linnenburger said she 
believes this contributed direct¬ 
ly to the high placement rates of 
Bradley graduates. 

"One reason that our gradu¬ 
ates do well is that we have such 
a high percentage of students that 
gain internship experience while 
at Bradley, and that sets them apart 
from the students without experi¬ 
ence," she said. "Employers look 
to us as a pipeline for students 
that have internship experience 
and are able to demonstrate how 
they can add value to the hiring 
organization."

VP of Student Affairs requests leave of absence

This semester, former vice 
president of Student Affairs Alan 
Gaisky will not be in office, as 
he stepped down in mid-Decem¬ 
ber. A campus-wide email from 
President Joanne Glasser was 
sent two months ago explain¬ 
ing Gaisky's requested leave of 
absence to "attend to a serious 
family illness." 

The email stated Gaisky is 
expected to return to campus in 
the fall and will work in the biolo¬ 
gy department as a tenured faculty 
member. Nathan Thomas, former 
executive director of residential 
living and leadership, has become 


the interim vice president of stu¬ 
dent affairs. 

There are no discussions of who 
will become vice president for stu¬ 
dent affairs in the fall, Thomas 
said, but Thomas is guaranteed 
the position for the rest of the 
semester. 

Thomas said he found out 
about Gaisky's request a few days 
before the email was sent, when 
Glasser asked him if he would 
accept the interim position. 

"[GaiskyJ has been very good to 
me and an excellent role model," 
Thomas said. "It's unfortunate, the 
circumstances of why he is leav¬ 
ing, and it's understandable that 
he wants to spend time with his 
wife. I'm wishing the best for his 


wife during this time." 

Working with students has 
always been a career goal for 
Thomas, he said. 

"I had genuine excitement 
[upon being offered the position]," 
he said. "This is a tremendous 
opportunity for me with my career 
and things I want to do at the uni¬ 
versity. My career aspiration has 
always been to become a vice pres¬ 
ident for student affairs, and I get 
to experience this in the interim." 

Gaisky has been a part of 
Bradley long enough to see one of 
the last Braves football games, the 
renovation of the Student Center 
and the men's basketball team win 
the NIT championship at Madison 
Square Garden in New York, some 


of his favorite memories. 

His Bradley career started in 
1969 in the biology department, 
where he taught and conducted 
research until 1982. He served as 
associate dean of the graduate 
school and as director of the office 
for research and sponsored pro¬ 
grams from 1982 to 1985, where he 
helped obtain funding for research 
and special programs. 

Gaisky became the chief stu¬ 
dent affairs officer in 1985, where 
his title was "associate provost 
for student affairs" until Glasser 
changed it to "vice president for 
student affairs." 

"I chose to come to Bradley so I

Students now have a chance to 
explore outside the Bradley hill¬ 
top with a new on-campus vehicle 
rental service for anything from 
weekend adventures to shopping 
trips. 

Zipcar Inc. is a leading car¬ 
sharing service that offers acces¬ 
sible and affordable transportation 
for customers in urban areas or 
college campuses where people 
may not have a car available. 
Bradley and Zipcar Inc. recently 
established a partnership to pro¬ 
vide students with access to rental 
cars on campus. 

"Since freshmen are not 
allowed to have a car on cam¬ 
pus, this is a fun and new w^ay 
for those students to make their 
way around the Peoria area/' said 
sophomore business management 
and administration major Holly 
Alguire.

"This new service will provide 
a convenient, economical and 
environmentally-friendly trans¬ 
portation option to students," said 
Senior Director of Public Relations 
Kath Conver. 

Zipcar Inc. has locations in 
major U.S. cities and hundreds 
of North American universities, 
including University of Illinois, 
Elmhurst College and Wheaton 
University. 

Freshman English and sec¬ 
ondary education major Hannah 
Huffmann said she believes Zipcar 
can be a beneficial service for 
freshmen, as well as upperclass¬ 
men on campus. 

"Resident Advisors could take 
advantage of the service to make 
off-campus floor programs pos¬ 
sible," she said. "Students needing 
transportation to off-campus jobs 
and student teaching locations 


would find it to 
be a very useful 
initiative." 

In order to 
reserve one of 
the two Zipcar 
vehicles, stu¬ 
dents must first 
pay an annual 
membership fee 
of $25. Once a 
membership 
account is estab¬ 
lished, students, 
staff and com¬ 
munity mem¬ 
bers may reserve 
a Zipcar vehicle 
on-demand for 
as little as $7.50 
per hour or $69 
per day.

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Safety Cruiser a popular student 


transportation 


option

Bradley's Hilltop Safety 
Cruiser is gaining attention and 
calls. What was only an idea a 
few months ago has turned into 
a growing safety program. 

Last semester, when the pro¬ 
gram began in November, it 
operated for 16 days providing 
rides for an average of more than 
60 people per night. So far this 
semester, the safety cruiser has 
provided rides for an average 
of 77 people per night, a total of 
1,154 transports. 

"I think the cruiser is a really 
good idea," said freshman nurs¬ 
ing major Jessica Demlow. "I 
think that a lot of students have 
been using it, too. We called it 
once but it was going to be a 20 
minute wait for a ride." 

Although the program is 
still new to campus, the Chief 
of Police Brian Joschko said 
the Bradley University Police 
Department has noticed an 
increased use of the service on 
Friday and Saturday nights. So 
far this semester, the safety cruis¬ 
er's busiest night was Feb. 2 with 
154 transports in 8 hours, more 
than 19 transports per hour. 

"I think it is a great first step 
in making students feel more 
secure on campus," said Director 
of Student Activities Tom Coy. 
"Especially with all of the safety 


concerns last semester." 

The program currently has 10 
student drivers and one more in 
training. Joschko said because 
the program is still developing, 
they are unable to predict any 
possible changes that may come 
in the future. 

"We are still evaluating the 
program and soliciting feed¬ 
back," he said. "While it has 
been incredibly successful, the 
program has only operated for 
just over 30 days. It is too soon 
to determine what, if any, chang¬ 
es should be made." 

Although the program has 
been very successful, BUPD 
still offers police escorts before 
and after Hilltop Safety Cruiser 
hours of operation. In addition. 
Student Patrol walking escorts 
from Thursday nights to Sunday 
each weekend while classes are 
in session. 

The safety cruiser is a unique¬ 
ly marked Bradley van that pro¬ 
vides shuttle transports to stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff between 
the areas of Moss Avenue to 
Columbia Terrace and Western 
Avenue to Sheridan Road. 

The Hilltop Safety Cruiser 
operates daily between 7 p.m. 
and 3 a.m. when school is in 
session during fall and spring 
semesters. Shuttle service is free 
for students with a student ID. 
Call the Cruiser for a ride at 
(309)-677-2800.

Westlake Hall goes for the gold with LEED certification

Not only does the remodeled 
Westlake Hall offer current and 
future students an exciting new 
place to learn, it may also help 
maintain the environment for gen¬ 
erations to come. 

The major renovation of 


Westlake is currently seeking a 
gold level accreditation from 
the Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design (LEED) 
Accreditation board of the U.S 
Green Building Council (USGBC). 

The LEED Accreditation was a 
result of USGBC's creation inl993. 
It was designed as a voluntary and 
universal code to designing, con¬ 


structing and maintaining sustain¬ 
able buildings. Because buildings 
account for 65 percent of electricity 
consumption and 30 percent of the 
waste output in the United States, 
the USGBC wanted to promote 
environmentally-conscious prac¬ 
tices. 

"I think it's great. The LEED 
system acknowledges that the

university is making an effort to 
be sustainable," said junior dvil 
engineering major Becca Wagner. 
"A gold or silver level build¬ 
ing is a great accomplishment 
that shows Bradley is being con¬ 
science of the world around it. 
Having a minimum of silver for all 
future buildings is a great goal that 
I would be happy to see Bradley 
meet." 

Now that Westlake is completed 
it can be registered and submitted 
for possible accreditation. In this 
way LEED certification focuses 
on the design and construction in 
addition to sustainable operations 
throughout the building's life. 

LEED certification systems are 
point-based. Points can be earned 


from simple modifications, such 
as adding bike racks (1 point) to 
more complex analyses of optimiz¬ 
ing energy performance (up to 10 
points). 

There are four levels of 
LEED certification: certified (40- 
49 points), silver certified (50- 
59 points), gold certified (60-79 
points) and platinum certified 
(more than 80 points). 

Westlake must meet the mini¬ 
mum conditions for energy con¬ 
servation in order to receive 
any certified level. According to 
Planning Supervisor Kim Green, 
Westlake should achieve 10 to 12 
percent energy conservation in 
addition to its other certification

College textbook prices continue unchecked skyrocketing 


Incoming college freshmen- 
and their parents-know their edu¬ 
cation is going to cost them. And 
over the past five years, the price 
tag on a bachelor's degree has cer¬ 
tainly become steeper. 

But schooling alone isn't the 
only expense that has skyrocketed, 
and anyone who has bought a full- 
priced course textbook can tell you 
that much. 

Since the semester has just 
begun, the hurt from most stu-. 
dents' recent textbook purchases 
are probably still fresh in their 
minds, as well in their bank 
accounts. Costs vary from class to 
class and major to major, but the 
dread that accompanies shelling 
out for textbooks each semester is 
universal. 

According to a Jan. 3 Atlantic 
Newspaper article titled "Why are 
College Textbooks so Absurdly 
Expensive?" the average college 
student spends about $655 annu¬ 


ally on textbooks and supplies. 
The article reports that number 
is down from $702 four years 
ago, which is likely due to rental 
services and used book options. 
However, an extra $655 each year 
is still a hefty amount to tack onto 
tuition payments. 

In addition, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported that college 
textbooks costs have increased 812 
percent since 1978. To put that 
number into perspective, medi¬ 
cal costs have increased 575 per¬ 
cent since the same year, and the 
consumer price index is up 250 
percent. Considering that is just 
a fraction of the rise of textbook 
prices, inflation is not entirely at 
fault. 

The textbook industry is at an 
advantage because students need 
those books to pass the class. 
Some professors may be opting 
for online PDFs and e-books, but 
the majority still require textbooks. 


If students want to pass the class, 
they have to buy the book. 

The Atlantic article also pointed 
out that publishers have done a lot 
to make the books costlier, includ¬ 
ing bundling them with required 
software that forces students to 
buy new editions instead of cheap¬ 
er used versions. 

All that being said, there are 
ways to save a lot of mQney each 
semester, even though overall cost 
may still be expensive. 

I know students who buy brand 
new books every semester because 
they don't realize how much they 
could save just by searching online. 
The Bradley bookstore offers ISBN 
numbers, and that makes search¬ 
ing for a book much easier. 

My personal favorite site for 
renting books is Chegg.com. The 
book selection and prices are excel¬ 
lent, and at the end of the semester 
they send reminder emails telling 
when the book is due. Even better.

they cover the shipping cost back 
to them, so all students have to 
pay for is the box to ship it back to 
the company. 

There are plenty of sites avail¬ 
able that do the same thing, and it 
has been worth it every time. Or, 
if you bought a new textbook and 
want to sell it after finals, you can 
often get more money by selling it 
online than selling it back to the 
bookstore. 

So even though textbooks them¬ 
selves aren't going to get cheaper 
anytime soon, there are endless 
online options to help take the 
sting out of a brand new semester.

hospital files 
lawsuit against 
OSF hospital

According to the Peoria 
Journal Star, Methodist Medical 
Center filed a lawsuit Tuesday 
against Order of St. Francis (OSF) 
Healthcare System, inferring 
that the medical provider upset 
Methodist's chances to be a part 
of some of the area's provider net¬ 
works of profitable health insurers. 

The anti-trust lawsuit, a 39-page 
complaint, was filed this week 
in U.S. District court. It claims 
OSF Healthcare took steps to shut 
down competition, raise costs and 
reduce quality and consumers' 
choices. 

This lawsuit examines the com¬ 
petition between Peoria's two larg¬ 
est medical providers. According 
to the PJ Star article "Methodist 
files anti-trust lawsuit against OSF 
Healthcare," Methodist's allega¬ 
tions focus on OSF Saint Francis 
Medical Center, and its "exclu¬ 
sionary contracts with commercial 
health care insurers." 

"St. Francis has been so focused 
on destroying the competition 
posed by Methodist that it has 
forced insurers either to terminate 
pre-existing relationships with 
Methodist or exclude Methodist 
from any opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in their networks," read the 
lawsuit. 

The lawsuit also stated a for¬ 
mer OSF Healthcare CEO said 
St. Francis and Proctor hospitals 
should be the only hospitals in 
Peoria. 

Additionally, the PJ Star article 
stated, the lawsuit said St. Francis 
has enough size and market power 
to bully commercial insurers into 
exclusionary contacts. However, St. 
Francis will threaten to withdraw 
from networks if the insurer brings 
up a contract with Methodist. 

"We are taking this step only 
after many years of attempting to 
resolve this situation without legal 
action, including a recent conver¬ 
sation with OSF leaders," Debbie 
Simon, Methodist president and 
CEO, said in a news release. "We, 
at Methodist, believe strongly that 
fair and open competition is need¬ 
ed to ensure patients receive the 
best price, quality and service in 
healthcare." 

The PJ Star reported that 
Methodist is requesting more than 
$100 million in damages and a 
"permanent induction" against St. 
Francis.

Tribune 

A Chicago Tribune article 
released Wednesday reported 
Congressman (R) Aaron Schock 
'02, has been recommended by 
investigators for a full House 
Ethics Committee probe. 

Schock allegedly solicited more 
than the $5,000 limit for a politi¬ 
cal action committee (PAC) while 
trying to help fellow Illinois col¬ 
league Rep. Adam Kinzinger (R) 
in his primary last year. 

In addition, the article titled 
"Ethics case against Schock 
outlined" said the Office of 
Congressional Ethics reported the 
newly elected Republican Rep. 
Rodney Davis was a "noncoop¬ 
erating witness" in the investiga¬ 
tion regarding the Campaign for 
Primary Accountability PAC. 

Lawmakers and candidates can 
solicit donations of up to $5,000 
for "independent-expenditure 
political action committees," the 


Tribune stated. Schock's attorneys 
said the Congressman's actions 
did not interfere with his role in 
the House and his communica¬ 
tions did not fit the FEC's "solici¬ 
tation" definition. His attorneys 
urged investigators tQ drop the 
probe, the Tribune stated. 

"The release by the Ethics 
Committee of this report from 
the Office of Congressional Ethics 
(OCE) is just one more step in the 
long process of adjudicating ethics 
complaints that can be submitted 
by anyone for any reason," Steve 
Dutton, Schock's communications 
director, said in a statement. 

"We remain firmly convinced 
that Congressman Schock will 
be exonerated when the Ethics 
Committee examines the com¬ 
plaint and in due course resolves 
this matter," Dutton said. 

Schock is under investiga¬ 
tion for allegedly asking House 
Republican Majority Leader Eric 
Cantor to assist Rep. Kinzinger 
in his GOP primary for the 16th 


District in March by 
moving $25,000 from his 
leadership PAC to the 
Campaign for Primary 
Accountability, the 
Tribune stated. 

Investigators said 
that from Mar. 14 to 
17, the Campaign for 
Prirhary Accountability 
received at least $115,000 
in contributions "as a 
result of the efforts of 
Rep. Schock and his 
campaign committee." 

Schock, a third- 
term Republican from 
the 18th district and 
Bradley alum, denied 
any wrongdoing, the 
Tribune stated. Schock 
is considering a run for 
governor next year, but 
the upcoming House 
Ethics Committee 
review could damage 
his chances for office, the 
article stated.

While most students were buy¬ 
ing books and sharpening pen¬ 
cils during the first week back 
from winter break. Student Senate 
was voting on a new constitution, 
which included some big changes. 

"We changed [the Constitution] 
because it was no longer a com¬ 
plete reflection of what Bradley 


Student Senate did," said Vice 
President for Internal Affairs 
Russell Howland. "The old con¬ 
stitution was sufficient, but the 
Department of Internal Affairs felt 
some revision and updates were 
in order." 

Senate's new constitution pri¬ 
marily impacts senate internally. 
One change includes the title for 
student roles within senate. For 
example, the vice-president is now 


records public. 

Howland said these internal 
changes were made by the whole 
Senate to "reflect current practices 
[of the Senate]." 

Externally, the Constitution 
addresses membership. Student 
Senate now has 54 student mem¬ 
ber positions at resting capacity, 
compared to the 46 dictated by the 
previous constitution. 

Positions eliminated by the 
new Constitution include the five 
student organization seats that 
served a semester term and a Main 
Street Commons senator. 

The revised Constitution 
also creates seats for more stu¬ 
dent involvement. Among these 
include a Parliamentarian to over¬ 
see the upholding of the constitu¬ 
tion, seven new senators from the 
residential halls, two additional 
Student Apartment Complex sena¬ 
tors and five senators at large. 

"[We changed] the number of 
seats on Student Senate to expand 
each student's representation on 
Senate [and bring in new sena¬ 
tors] so our organization can 
become a more effective voice for 
the Student Body," Howland said. 
"This has already been a success¬ 
ful effort, as seven new students 
have joined the Senate since its 
passage."

Other internal changes include 
various reassignments and added 
duties to some positions. These 
include the secretary of assem¬

Accordingio Bradley's web¬ 
site, Westlake utilizes high-effi¬ 
ciency lighting, heating, ventila¬ 
tion, air conditioning, loWrflow 
toilets and recycled building 
materials. 

The recently finished Alumni 
Center has also been submitted 
for evaluation at a silver accredi¬ 
tation level. 

Since its official imple¬ 
mentation in 1998 u the LEED 
Accreditation system has been 
adopted by 450 state and local 
governments, and EfiED proj¬ 
ects can be found in more than 
110 countries. More than 100,000 
projects have been completed 
with LEED Accreditation stan¬ 
dards, including almost 300 in 
Chicago in the last year.

When figuring the final num¬ 
bers for a group, the Smith Career 
Center considers those who are 
employed, those who are continu¬ 
ing their education and those who 
are doing other activities, such as 
taking a year off to travel or vol¬ 
unteer, said Linnenburger. 

The number of graduates who 
are still seeking employment is 
also factored in, which leaves the 
Smith Career Center with the final 
number of graduates who have 
been placed.

Softball gears up for new season 

Bradley set sights on MVC championship

It is still the beginning of 
February, but signs of spring are 
all around us. Pitchers and catch¬ 
ers report in the MLB next week, 
the sun is shining just a little 
brighter, and the Bradley Braves 
softball team is readying itself for 
a run at the Missouri 
Valley Conference 
title. 

"From day one 
in the fall, we set a 
goal of winning the 
MVC," said junior 
Bailiegh Basham. 

"And I think that's a 
very attainable goal." 

Basham, who 
broke Bradley team 
records in walks and 
on-base percentage 
in her sophomore season, has 
confidence in her team. She is 
interested in seeing the rapport 
the team has developed in the 
offseason translate onto the field 
this year. 

"I'm most looking forward to 
seeing how our team dynamic 
that we've developed during 
practice translates into actual 
competition," said the 2012 MVC 
All-Tournament selection. "I 
think we have a good balance of 
leadership and experience mixed 
with a few key newcomers. I 
think the new dynamic is going 
to be something really special 
when we start competing." 

That healthy mix of new¬ 
comers and established lead¬ 
ers should help the Braves take 
the next step towards an MVC

championship. Last season, the 
team finished 21-31 with an 11-15 
record in the conference, and 
in their only MVC Tournament 
game, the Braves lost to Missouri 
State 4-1. 

The Braves are aided by the 
ability to use the Avanti's Dome 
in Pekin, as playing outside on a 
diamond is not an option. While 
it is still not the same 
as playing outside, 
Basham said she and 
the team benefit from 
it. 

"It's not a perfect 
place to be," Basham 
said. "But a lot of 
teams don't even 
have that. At least in 
the dome we have a 
full field. We [usu¬ 
ally] get over there 
about 
five times a week so 
we make it work." 

While defense 
is vital to the team, 

Basham said offense 
is the main focus dur¬ 
ing offseason train¬ 
ing. 

"In the offseason 
we try to focus on 
hitting," Basham 
said. "[In the Avanti's 
Dome] we can always 
get into the batting 
cage and improve our offense. 
Defense is going to be something 
we work on when we go out on 
the West Coast and play." 

Basham added that the Braves' 
hitting coach tries to get the play¬ 
ers to focus on patience. 

"One of the key things our 



hitting coach projects is being 
patient and making the pitcher 
come to you," said Basham. "The 
hitter is the one with the advan¬ 
tage. We're the one with the bat 
in our hands and we can do some 
damage with that. But the pitcher 
has to work around hitters." 

Basham broke school records 
last season; yet, she is a true team 
player and never is that more 
evident when she deflects a ques¬ 
tion about her personal goals for 
the season. 

"One of my goals is always to 
get on base," Basham said. "If I 
get on base I make things hap¬ 
pen, we score more runs and win. 
As far as personal goals go it's 
hard for me to look at them when 
we don't win. So this year [it's] to 
help the team win." 

While Basham and her team¬ 
mates might preach 
patience, fans of 
the team may find 
it hard to come by. 
They want to see the 
Braves in the MVC 
tournament and 
beyond, and while 
Basham believes in 
her team's ability to 
win the tournament, 
playing beyond the 
MVC into the post¬ 
season will be a 
challenge. 

"As far as postseason after 
the MVC goes I think we'll have 
a good read on that after we get 
back from our spring trip on the 
West Coast where we play a lot 
of ranked teams but right now, I 
think that is still a very attainable 
goal," she said.

Lydia's Lounge features student talent

Lydia's Lounge has been used 
for a variety of student activi¬ 
ties over the years, but the space 
may gain a permanent identity 
this semester with the new Lydia's 
Lounge Acoustic Series. 

The series will feature two stu¬ 
dent hour-long performances each 
month in University Hall dur¬ 
ing day time hours in hopes of 
drawing students to the lounge. 
Graduate Assistant of the Student 
Activities Office Kyle Malinowski 
said. 

The program was created 
by Malinowski to help give the 
lounge an identity, he said. 

"Lydia's Lounge was original¬ 
ly the U-Hall cafeteria, then was 
vacant for a few years and then 
used by an orchestra," he said. 
"But ever since it was converted 
six years ago, it has struggled to 
have an identity. This acoustic 


series will help generate foot traf¬ 
fic [for Lydia's] and give it a coffee 
house feel." 

Any student interested in per¬ 
forming for the series is eligible, 
Malinowski said. 

"Our vision for this project is 
for students to perform either 
music, spoken word or [any¬ 
thing they choose] during lunch 
time hours on a Monday through 
Friday weekday," he said. "We are 
willing to allow you to do multiple 
events, and multiple people can 
participate with you." 

Malinowski said he is work¬ 
ing with Dining Services to pro¬ 
vide more options for students 
while they listen to the perform¬ 
ers. The lounge currently offers ; 
daily soups, hot sandwiches and 
beverages, along with Provisions 
on Demand (P.O.D.) Market selec¬ 
tions. 

The first performer of the 
acoustic series is senior mechani¬ 
cal engineering major Kyle Prader, 


who will perform at noon on Feb. 
22. Prader said he will play a vari¬ 
ety of songs ranging from country 
to 70s soft rock on guitar. 

"I think this program was a 
great idea to get musicians and 
music lovers together to enjoy the 
coffee shop-like venue of Lydia's 
Lounge," he said. "... [It's] not 
only a great atmosphere to relax 
with friends, but is also an even 
greater atmosphere for a musician 
to perform in." 

Performers will be compen¬ 
sated for their time, Malinowski 
said. Each artist will be paid a flat 
rate of $25 for a half hour to an 
hour long performance. Students 
are then responsible for advertis-

A regular monthly joint coun¬ 
cil meeting between Interfratemity 
Council and National Panhellenic 
Council led to an announcement 
that many students didn't see 
coming, a temporary moratorium 
of all fraternity social events. 

"I was shocked," said IFC 
president Alex Kapustka. "1 didn't 
think they would plan this but 
once they explained their defense 
I understood even though I didn't 
like it." 

At this meeting. Interim Vice 
President of Student Affairs 
Nathan Thomas and Associate 
Director of Fraternity and Sorority 
Life Jesse Koch notified fraternity 
and sorority leaders that no social 
events, specifically where alcohol 
is consumed, can be coordinated 
at any fraternity chapter houses 
or organized at off-campus resi¬ 
dences. 

Thomas said the reason behind 
the moratorium was as a result 
of a pattern of underage drink¬ 
ing, high-risk drinking as well as 
having communal sources of alco¬ 
hol such as jungle juice. Because 
there was little change or effort to 
improve these behaviors over the 
past semester, Thomas said they 
decided to take action. 

"The decision was made not 
because of a singular event," 
he said. "Over the course of the 
semester there have been pat¬ 
terns of behavior and it is con¬ 
cerning because no one chapter is 
involved, it is community-wide." 

The cease of fraternity social 
events is contingent on approv¬ 
ing a new IFC risk management 
policy. Once all chapters approve 
of the policy and a method for 
enforcing the policy is in place, the 
moratorium will be lifted. 

"They have been working on 
a new policy for awhile and it's 
really just polishing that is need¬ 
ed," Thomas said. "I have a ton of 
confidence in them and they have 
done an incredible job to draft a 
new policy." 

The new risk management pol¬ 
icy is something that IFC members 
have already developed in the last

Paralympic star charged with 
murder of girlfriend 

Paralympic superstar Oscar Pistorius was charged 
Thursday with the murder of his girlfriend, Reeva 
Steenkamp, who was shot inside of his home in South 
Africa. He was a national hero known as the Blade 
Runner for his high-tech artificial legs and his participa¬ 
tion in the 2012 Olympics. 

Steenkamp, a model, was shot four times in the pre¬ 
dawn hours in the house, in a gated community in the 
capital, police said. 

Hours later after undergoing police questioning, 
Pistorius left a police station accompanied by offi¬ 
cers. He looked down as photographers snapped pic¬ 
tures. His court hearing was originally scheduled for 
Thursday afternoon but has been postponed until 
Friday to give forensic investigators time to carry out 
their work, said Medupe Simasiku, spokesman for the 
prosecution.

Bradley alum considers a run for governor

As congressman of the 18th 
district of Illinois, Aaron Schock 
'02 divides his time between 
Washington, D.C. and Peoria. But 
the representative could be spend* 
ing more time in the state, as he 
may run for Illinois governor. 

"I am considering running for 
governor," Schock said in an email 
to the Scout. "I am carefully con¬ 
sidering whether I can make the 
larger positive impact by staying 
in Congress or running for gov¬ 
ernor." 

Schock, a Peoria native, gradu¬ 
ated from Bradley in 2002 with a 
degree in finance in two years. He 
began his career in public service 
by serving on the Peoria school 
board at age 19 and was elected 
president three years later. Schock 
was a member in the Illinois House 
of Representatives in Springfield 
before he was elected to Congress 
in 2009 and has represented the 
18th district since. Schock is the 
second-youngest serving member 
in Congress. 

"I love representing the peo¬ 
ple of my home area in Central 
Illinois," he said. "But every time 
I read the news and travel to the 
district I see people suffering from 
very bad decisions by those who 
have been running Illinois for far 
too long." 

Schock said his experiences 
from his early career and time in 


Congress would help him in his 
run for governor. 

"I believe that with the com¬ 
bination of my degree in finance 
from Bradley, my service as 
Peoria's school board president 
and the years I served in state 
government as state representa¬ 
tive give me the capacity to tackle 
the massive problems faced by our 
state," he said in the email. 

As a Republican, Schock said 
he worked with Democrats while 
he was in the Illinois House to try 
to better the state government. 

"As a freshman State 
Representative at age 23 and in 
the minority party, I still passed 
23 bills in the Illinois house," he 
said. "I did that by crossing the 
aisle and talking one on one with 
my Democratic colleagues from 
all over the state. As governor I 
would spend time with each state 
legislator on a regular basis and 
forge progress on passing needed 
reforms." 

As governor, Schock said his 
main goal would be to improve 
Illinois' economy. 

"The ultimate goal is to expo¬ 
nentially expand economic oppor¬ 
tunity for everyone," he said in 
the email. "It will take a lot of hard 
work and reform to get there but 
we need to start now...Illinois is 
following the path of Greece, rush¬ 
ing headlong into bankruptcy." 

Schock said another important 
goal would be to improve K-12

education. 

Bradley has a history of elect¬ 
ing alumni to Congress, including 
former Representative Bob Michel 
and former Representative and 
Secretary of Transportation Ray 
LaHood, who recently announced 
his retirement from Obama's 
Cabinet. 

"I think the fact that my two 
predecessors in Congress and 
myself are all Bradley alums has 
modestly added to the cumulative 
success story of Bradley alums,'' 
he said. "Having a governor- of 
our state as a Bradley alum will 
only add to that...The real benefit 
to Bradley will be the pride that a 
successful governor was educated 
at Bradley and the inspiration that 
may bring to students considering 
attending Bradley."

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few months, Kapustka said. 

"We had everything in place 
and we were going to vote on the 
policy next Friday anyway," he 
said. "There were just a lot more 
incidents at fraternity houses in 
the past few weekends than there 
have been during other months. 
The university was concerned for 
the safety of students." 

IFC Risk Management Chair 
Travis Cazel said the new policy, 
will clarify some of the misunder¬ 
standings of the policy in the past. 

'The policy is more BYOB ori¬ 
ented but the main changes are in 
the way we enforce the policies," 
he said. "The new policy elimi¬ 
nates much of the grey area that 
the old policy had.” 

Kapustka said with the policy 
already drafted, he expects to pro¬ 
pose the policy on Sunday, vote 
on it on Wednesday and host a 
"Perfect Party" next Friday, a party 
that will demonstrate what a per¬ 
fect BYOB party will be like. The 
party will be hosted at Pi Kappa 
Alpha (Pike) and will be open 
to the campus. Those who are 
21-years-old or older can bring 
alcohol. 

While a moratorium policy is 
currently in place, enforcement is 
not. Thomas said they have not 
discussed consequences of dis¬ 
obeying the moratorium and the 
expectation is that chapter mem¬ 
bers and leaders can be held 
accountable. 

While the terms of the morato- 
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rium may seem straight forward, 
many students said they are upset 
by the recent restriction, turning 
to social media to express their 
feelings. 

"Bradley stands for academic 
excellence, but my question is 
when did it stop being about my 
academics and become about lim¬ 
iting my social life?" said senior 
political science major Jake Adcock 
during last Monday's Student 
Senate general assembly meeting. 

"I just feel like they,'re stepping on 
my rights." 

Thomas said he knew the mora¬ 
torium would aggravate some stu¬ 
dents, but he didn't expect the 
backlash to be so extreme. 

"The student reaction has been 
a little more negative and pointed 
than what I expected," he said. 
"Certainly we knew it would gen¬ 
erate a reaction but I was surprised 
by how quickly rumors blew it out 
of proportion. It may have already 
been on Twitter before we left the 
meeting." 

Amongst the complaints of 
students who are and are not 
affiliated with greek life, many 
have made claims that the uni¬ 
versity has become a dry campus, 
or administration wants to elimi¬ 
nate greek life. Thomas said these 
rumors are untrue. 

"The idea of eliminating greek 
life is simply not true," said 
Thomas. "The most meaningful 
undergrad experience [for me] 
was greek life. Why would I want 
to eliminate people from having 
the same experience?"

Moratorium may seem unfair, 


but in students' best interest 


On Sunday night at approxi¬ 
mately 10 p.m., Facebook and 
Twitter feeds were on fire. Bradley 
students updated their statuses 
and tweeted to the world about the 
recently announced Interfratemity 
Council moratorium. Throughout 
the week, students have been 
expressing their grievance 
of the policy with the hashtag 
#Bradleyprohibition and joining 
designated Facebook groups in 
disagreement with Jesse Koch 
and Nathan Thomas' decision. 

Many students have expressed 
they feel that the administration 
should have no authority to dic¬ 
tate what fraternities can and can¬ 
not do, and others fear the thought 
of Bradley becoming a dry cam¬ 
pus. 

It is great to express your feel¬ 
ings and have your voice heard, 
but many students have based 
their opinions off of what friends 
were saying without seeking the 
facts for themselves. As a result, 
the debates in and out of class, as 
well as social media posts, intensi¬ 
fied. 


As a senior, I have heard for 
almost four years how Bradley is 
attempting to decrease the use of 
alcohol by students. New poli¬ 
cies and incentives have been 
enforced every year: Late Night 
BU, Task Force, mandatory need 
to register parties, and now this 
moratorium. 

But a vital point regarding 
this moratorium: 
it's only related to 
greek life. It seems 
that the near 10,000 
philanthropy hours, 
thousands of dollars 
donated to char¬ 
ity and some of the 
highest GPAs on 
campus are often for¬ 
gotten. Yes, we are a group of 
social sororities and fraternities 
and yes, severed social functions 
will have alcohol present. But we 
must also remember the freedom 
of college and the impulsiveness 
of young adulthood does not 
only affect those with letters on 
their chest. 

I would argue that it actually 
affects greeks less, as we have 
much more to lose if something 
goes awry on a "night out." 
Interfraternity chapters have 
constantly been targeted by the 
university for students suppos¬ 
edly indulging in too much alco¬ 
hol at their houses. As a 22-year- 
old senior, I must say I have been 
to my share of fraternity parties 
and can honestly say that no 


students and chapters who drink 
responsibly, it is important to hear 
both sides of the story. 

Yes, the decision to enforce a 
moratorium may seem like a rash 
decision, or unfair and counter¬ 
productive because it may encour¬ 


age minors to seek alcohol in other 
places. 

But the other side of the story 
is that the university is not mali¬ 
ciously trying to ruin the fun. 
As stated in this week's article 
titled "Administration halts fra¬ 
ternity social events," the morato¬ 
rium was put in place as a result 
of patterns of behavior such as 
underage drinking, risky drinking 
and having jungle juice, or other 
mixed drinks available at parties. 
The dangers that come along with 


fraternity man has forced, nor 
given me, an excessive amount 
of alcohol. 

We have some of the finest 
gentlemen representing chap¬ 
ters on campus who realize how 
much is at stake if a student 
overindulges in their chapter 
house. What I feel is not being 
regulated is what these students 


are drinking before they go out 
during the "pregame." Students 
living in the dorms may rip ten 
shots before they go out and feel 
fine; however the alcohol finally 
hits them as they reach Fredonia 
Ave. Suddenly, that student's 
poor decision now unfairly 
affects 50 or more fraternity 
men. Students here are all legally 
adults, meaning their decisions 
are their own and should be 
looked at that way. 

College is the place where 
we are meant to learn how to 
live on our own to prepare for 
the so-called "real world." The 
university making decisions for 
us as adults based on poorly 
based facts is demeaning and 
unnecessary. Not only that, but 
the manner in which we were 


these patterns are more than what 
meets the eye. 

By providing alcohol to minors 
there are legal implications that 
fraternities might be responsible 
for. Risky drinking can lead to 
serious health threats including 
alcohol poison¬ 
ing, and 
providing 
open alco¬ 
hol at par¬ 
ties makes 
the drink 
vulnerable 
to tamper¬ 
ing, which 
can also endanger the health of 
students. 

All of these consequences are 
scary and if there are not preventa¬ 
tive measures in place that means 
any student on campus is suscep¬ 
tible to these harms. 

Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy not only participated in 
greek life as an undergrad, but was 
the greek life advisor at his previ¬ 
ous institution. Coy told the Scout 
that he understands the reason¬ 
ing behind the moratorium and 


informed of this decision vali¬ 
dated that point and displayed 
an unprofessionalism I would 
not expect from higher educa¬ 
tion administrators. 

Inter-Fraternity Council 
(IFC), Pan-Hellenic Council 
(PHC) and National Pan- 
Hellenic Council (NPHC) mem¬ 
bers were informed of the mor¬ 
atorium at a joint council 
meeting on Sunday night. 
However, as I am no lon¬ 
ger a chapter president, 
I, along with more than a 
thousand other greek life 
members, were informed 
via social media. The 
moratorium letter was 
tweeted late Sunday night 
once Facebook and Twitter 
users began taking off. It has 
now been five days since the 
moratorium was announced 
and had it not been for my own 
chapter discussing the matter, 
I still would not have heard 
anything. 

There has been no release 
of what the punishment is for 
breaking this moratorium. There 
has been no information from 
administration given on how 
long this is expected to last. 
Until a meeting Monday night, 
there was no information given 
regarding this risk policy. Even 
then, the task was put upon the 
gentleman of IFC rather than the 
Bradley officials who called for 
this. We receive campus wide 


believes fraternity social events 
need to have a safer environment. 

"The things I've heard [about 
Bradley fraternity parties] are 
more concerning than any other 
greek community I have experi¬ 
enced," he said. "When it comes 
to providing liquor, especially in 
the form of jungle juice, it becomes 
scary from a university stand¬ 
point." 

For some, the moratorium may 
seem like an attack on greek life, 
but a new IFC risk management 
policy will be far more beneficial 
for the health and safety of stu¬ 
dents on campus. 

Even though fraternity parties 
are currently on hold, which has 
made many students upset, we 
think it's worth it. Will this new 
IFC policy change the way frater¬ 
nity parties are hosted and who 
can drink at the house? It might. 

But the heart of the issue con¬ 
cerns keeping students safe, and 
that's the concern everyone can 
agree on. 


emails to submit poetry pieces, 
yet cannot receive any official 
documentation from the uni¬ 
versity regarding a large matter 
such as the moratorium. 

Finally, I feel it is only appro¬ 
priate to address the new risk 
policy being discussed with the 
IFC executive board. I do agree 
that the "BYOB" policy is a 
valuable one and would protect 
the chapters. Members of IFC 
chapters have had a ridiculous 
amount of risk management 
issues indirectly thrust upon 
them by others' poor decisions. 

I am not taking a stance against 
a new policy for hosting par¬ 
ties. What I am taking a stance 
against is the way Bradley 
has treated members of the 
greek community, the method 
in which it was done and the 
disrespect that has been thrust 
upon us because of it. 

Bradley has one third of stu¬ 
dents active in greek life, along 
with the countless alumni still 
active with their chapters and 
the university. This has been a 
highly debated issue that I am 
sure has feached several of those 
supporting alumni. As a future 
alum, I must say that this is an 
incident I will not forget. Here 
is to hoping the retrospective is 
not near as sour as the present.

Since the time of the Greeks, plays have been a huge part 
of our culture. It makes sense, then, that Bradley s own 
theatre would eventually put on a show about one of 
them. But instead of Hercules or Perseus, this play tells 
the tale of lovers Orpheus and Eurydice. 

For those unfamiliar with the original myth, Eurydice is 
killed on her and Orpheus's wedding day, causing her 
husband to travel to the Underworld and rescue her. 
When he looks at her before they return to the upper 
world, she is doomed to remain in Hades until she dies. 
It is a story ripe with tragedy, but this version, originally 
written by Sarah Ruhl, makes several changes. 

Besides setting the story from Eurydice's point of view, 
the play is modernized and focuses on Eurydice s choice 
to return with her husband or remain in the Underworld 
with her father. The play also deals with memory loss 
when Eurydice suffers amnesia in the Underworld. In 
bringing Ruh's play to life, director Scott Kanoff 
and the Bradley University Theatre pull off a 
magnificent production, thanks in no small 
part to its performances.

Thief’ has no identity

Identity theft is a serious crime. In this day 
and age, it's no laughing matter. However, 
even a crime such as this could make for 
an amazing comedy in the right hands. 
"Identity Thief," unfortunately, is not that 
film. 

Jason Bateman stars as Sandy Patterson, a 
financial bureaucrat with a loving family 
who finds himself victim to identity theft 
by con artist Diana (Melissa McCarthy). 
When Diana racks up a massive credit card 
debt, Sandy must travel across the country 
to bring her back to his boss so he can keep 
his job after she confesses. 

The film itself plays like a buddy comedy/ 
road movie, with Bateman and McCarthy 
spending a majority of the film trying to 
work their way from Florida to Denver. 
Sandy and Diana make for a delightful 
comedic duo, with Bateman's Sandy 
playing the straight man to McCarthy's 
more wild character. 

Diana and Sandy's road trip is more 
enjoyable when they're arguing back and 
forth, but unfortunately the film derives 
most of its humor from McCarthy's gross- 
out antics. Most of these jokes end up 
falling flat and are more cringe-inducing 
than funny. The dynamic between Sandy 
and Diana makes for some great laughs 
toward the beginning, but the undercooked 
(and at times ridiculous) plot and half- 
baked characters make the rest of the trip a 


bore. It's just as well, since Bateman and 
McCarthy have great chemistry but their 
relationship, even by comedy standards, 
doesn't work. 

While the film wants us to believe that 
Sandy and Diana bond over their journey, 
it's hard to believe that Sandy would 
willingly become friends with her, given 
what she did to him. The two actors sell the 
growing friendship and get some decent 
laughs, but the circumstances behind this 
change just don't seem very convincing. 

Every other character Sandy and Diana 
meet is nothing more than a poor 
stereotype. We've got a hard-as-nails 
bounty hunter, two crazy gangsters, a red 
neck cowboy and an unfeeling boss, all of 
whom are thoroughly wasted and don't 
have much stake in the action. Sandy's 
wife, two daughters and best friend also 
have roles here, but they aren't around long 
enough and nothing ever comes of them. 

What's more, the film itself doesn't even 
know what it wants to be at times. It keeps 
switching from a gross-out comedy to a 
gangster film to a buddy movie, and seems 
to just make up its rules as it goes along. 
Sometimes it forgets it's even a comedy, 
trying to shoe horn in a few tear-jerking 
moments to make us feel sorry for the 
main characters. Such a rapid change in 
tone makes me wonder if the filmmakers 
wanted this as a comedy in the first place.

The event, which was last host¬ 
ed in 2009, will provide students 
with an interactive tour of contem¬ 
porary oppression issues in the 
Bradley community. 

Created by Multicultural 
Student Services and University 
Housing, the event highlights 
today's issues of oppression, priv¬ 
ilege and power in a historical 
and contemporary context, said 
Assistant Director of Multicultural 
Student Services Norris Chase. 

"The purpose of holding the 
Tunnel of Oppression every two 
years instead of every year is to 
accurately plan and prepare for 
the next time around," Chase said.

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Athletes shouldn't be 
role models

Kids look up to athletes. 

Kids watch physical specimens 
playing fun sports for large sums 
of money to the cheers of large, 
raucous audiences full of eager 
fans ready to cheer every move 
and victory. 

Then, the young ones go to 
their local park or own backyard 
and attempt to imitate Air Jordan's 
tongue-wagging dunks, Frank 
Thomas' batting stance or Tom 
Brady's smooth drop back in the 
pocket. 

It is not difficult to paint a pic¬ 
ture for reasons why children look 
up to and want to become profes¬ 
sional athletes. 

The problem is, every so often 
athletes let their fans down. 

"If I wasn't a liar, a cheat, or a 
thief, then I believed that should be 
enough," wrote Lance Armstrong 
in his book It's Not About the Bike: 
My Journey Back to Life. 

Since writing his book, 
Armstrong has admitted to being 
both a liar and a cheat along with 
smearing the names of other 
cyclists who spoke out against 
him. 

In January of 2013, Te'o's dead 


girlfriend was revealed to be a 
hoax by two writers for Deadspin 
and has become an infamous 
sports scandal not soon to be for¬ 
gotten. 

Mark McGwire and Sammy 
Sosa helped revitalize Major 
League Baseball after the lockout 
of 1994-95. 

Now McGwire has admitted 
to using steroids, and not a soul 
believes Sosa played a clean career. 

No one is claiming that the 
youth's interest in athletes needs 
to be curbed. 

Children's adoration of athletes 
is most likely irreversible. 

However, Charles Barkley 
appears wiser and wiser every 
time a new scandal in sports comes 
around. 

Barkley was adamant through¬ 
out his playing career that par¬ 
ents needed to take more initiative 
when it came to being role models 
for their children. 

In his Air Nike commercial, 
Barkley said, "I'm not a role 
model.. .Just because I dunk a bas¬ 
ketball doesn't mean I should raise 
your kids." 

Despite the controversy, in 
the commercial's simplest form 
Barkley is correct. 

Parents cannot tell their chil¬ 
dren to look up to athletes while 
acting immorally or unethically. 

Yet, should the professional 
athletes be blameless? 

Absolutely not. 

When an athlete is charged with 
sexual assault, a DUI or even mur¬ 
der, that athlete is usually under a 


national spotlight. 

Their fans see and read about 
it - the children included. 

The children do look up to 
these players and most people do 
not consider someone who cheat¬ 
ed their way to a Hall of Fame can¬ 
didacy as someone their children 
should look up to. 

Parents must remain vigilant 
in setting a good example for 
their children, and athletes must 
remember who their audience is. 

In addition, while Barkley is 
correct and an athlete does some¬ 
thing to display how he or she is 
not a role model, it is up to the 
parents to talk to their children. 

The parents need to explain to 
their children what a DUI is, why 
it is bad and how to separate what 
the athlete does in the game from 
the bad things they do in real life. 

Barkley and athletes like him 
are role models whether they like 
it or not. 

They simply should not be.

Last season the Washington 
Nationals surprised the baseball 
world by finishing with 98 wins 
and the best record in the league. 

The season ended in disap¬ 
pointment, however, as the 
St. Louis Cardinals beat the 
Nationals in five games in the 
National League Division Series.

Sunday's matchup featuring 
the Bradley women's basketball 
team and Wichita State was seen 
as David versus Goliath. 

The Braves had just lost two 
days prior to a team that only had 
three Missouri Valley Conference 
wins. Enter the Shockers, who 
were 10-0 in conference play, and 
ranked 12th in the nation in scor¬ 
ing defense by holding opponents 
to an average of 52 points per 
game. 

On the road, Bradley was able 
to use a 16-2 run in the second 
half to hand Wichita State their 
first MVC loss en route to a 75-55 
victory. 

"I thought we really found our 
stride in completing three wins in 
four games versus Wichita State," 
said coach Michael Brooks. "We 
played fast, and controlled tempo 
for most of the game, and that's 
what we try to set out to do. Now 
we just have to become more con¬ 
sistent throughout the last seven 
games of the season." 

The Braves were up 50-47 with 
more than eight minutes remain¬ 
ing before back-to-back three- 
pointers by juniors Catie O'Leary 
and Kelsey Budd sparked a 16-2 
Bradley run. Just four minutes 


later, Bradley turned their small 
lead into a 66-49 advantage. 

"I definitely have to give credit 
to Bradley," said Wichita's coach 
Jody Adams. "Bradley was the 
team that set the tempo today, and 


played a true 40 minutes of their 
game plan." 

Senior Katie Yohn paced the 
Braves with her second cpnsecu- 
tive double-double with 21 points 
and 10 rebounds. She also had a 


team-leading five assists and two 
steals. 

"[Yohn] had 21 points and no 
threes, that's kind of unheard of

IFC approves new risk policy 


Tunneling through oppression

Bradley's Interfraternity 
Council is one step closer to lifting 
the moratorium that was placed 
on fraternity social events early 
last week. 

A new risk management pol¬ 
icy was unanimously passed at 
an emergency IFC gavel meeting 
Wednesday evening. : 

A representative from each 
chapter was present for the vote 
and IFC president senior Alex 
Kapustka said he had no doubt 
the policy would pass. 

"Everyone understands [the 
new policy] and that it is for the 
best interest of their chapter and 
will protect them," said Kapustka. 
"The chapters also wanted the 
moratorium to be lifted." 

Although IFC voted and 
approved a new risk management 


policy. Interim Vice President of 
Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 
said the moratorium will be lifted 
within the next week. 

"We're going to communicate 
the announcement to chapter pres¬ 
idents and then they would spread 
the word to their houses," he said. 
"We are still working with IFC to 
finalize the enforcement and edu¬ 
cation processes, so the completion 
of that will dictate when the mora¬ 
torium is lifted." 

The policy is very similar to the 
previous policy in place; however, 
there is a stronger focus on enforc¬ 
ing the policy. 

"The new policy flushed out 
a lot of the gray areas of the old 
policy," said Kapustka. "It now 
explains how the policy will be 
enforced as opposed to the old 
policy that just said it should be."

Martin Luther King, Jr. once 
said, "The ultimate tragedy is not 
the oppression and cruelty by the 
bad people but the silence over 
that by the good people." 

The Tunnel of Oppression, 
hosted Wednesday and Thursday 
in the Student Center Ballroom, 
was created to expose students to 
the brutalities that befall not only 
the past, but the present. 

Groups of 20 students at a 
time began their journeys inside 
a small, dark space with nothing 
but a flashlight to guide the way. 
A tour guide narrated the entire 
exhibit. 

"This small room represents 
our worldview and how small it 
is compared to the rest of what the 
world has to offer," one guide said. 

Slowly, students filed out of the 


room, through the black curtains, 
and into the start of the Tunnel of 
Oppression. 

Walls were covered in Google 
search results, revealing racist, 
sexist and religiously intolerant 
answers. Hateful words and offen¬ 
sive phrases detailed opinions of 
individuals and society. 

The tour guide led the students 
around the comer and into the 
tunnel of the Holocaust. Images of 
decrepit bodies, clothing marked 
with the gold star and swastikas 
spray painted all around visibly 
affected the groups as they passed. 

A wall of Islamic stereotypes, 
the Trail of Tears and a homopho¬ 
bia tunnel were all added to the 
experience and heightened emo¬ 
tions until the group reached the 
Wall of Immigration. 

"Get against the wall! Over 
there, now! Down on your knees!"

Mother accused of hiring

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Stacking up Bradley IFC's risk management policy

Before the temporary morato¬ 
rium of fraternity social events 
was announced Feb. 10, Bradley's 
most recent alcohol action plan 
was very similar to other universi¬ 
ties across the nation,, but has not 
been updated since 2008. 

As the Interfratemity Council 
works on a new risk management 
policy to. enforce, all parties in fra¬ 
ternity chapter houses and orga¬ 
nized off-campus residences are 
prohibited. In the Feb. 15 edition of 
the Scout, Interim Vice President 
for Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 
said underage drinking, high-risk 
drinking and communal sources 
of alcohol such as "jungle juice" 
caused the moratorium. 

As Bradley begins to change the 
current risk management and alco¬ 
hol policy, here's a look at a com¬ 
parable university and its policies. 

Bradley's Policy 

For many Interfraternal and 
Panhellenic councils across the 
country, including those at Bradley, 
their risk management policy is 
developed from guidelines created 
by the Fraternal Information and 
Programming Group (FIPG), a risk 
management organization. 

Prior to Wednesday's vote, 
IFC's plan posted on the Fraternity 
and Sorority Life webpage was last 
revised in July 2008. The policy 
stated that communal sources of 
alcohol were not permitted and 
that any chapter event with alcohol 
must comply with either the BYOB 
or Third Party Vendor Guidelines. 


'The purchase or use of a bulk 
quantity or common source(s) of 
alcoholic beverage, for example, 
kegs or cases, is prohibited," the 
policy stated. 

The 2008 alcohol action plan 
also had a "proposed changes" 


approved Wednesday is very simi¬ 
lar to the previous policy but has a 
stronger emphasis on enforcement. 
It will enforce a BYOB policy, only 
allowing those of legal age to bring 
alcohol, and prohibits hard alcohol 
to be consumed in open party 
rooms at

were mentioned. 

"At the present time due to the 
lack of availability of third party 
vendors in Peoria, fraternity par¬ 
ties have a BYOB policy," the plan 
stated. "This policy does not work 
well, [it] is difficult to supervise 
and the current students do not 
like the policy ... An agreement 
will be sought in which Bradley 
can serve as the third party vendor 
for fraternity parties. Under this 
policy, the parties will be much 
safer, more easily supervised and 
held at on campus fraternity hous¬ 
es." 

While the risk management 
policy stated parties not hosted at 
third party vendors were required 
to be BYOB, the policy wasn't 
enforced. Current IFC President 
Alex Kapustka said the policy was 
never enforced because in the past 
chapters and IFC never wanted 
to and didn't care to follow the 
policy. 

The newest IFC risk manage¬ 
ment policy that was voted and 


Butler University 

Butler, located in Indianapolis, 
has a comparable greek life system 
to Bradley with 35 percent of its 
nearly 4,800 students participat¬ 
ing in 15 fraternity and sorority 
chapters. 

Director of Greek Life Becky 
Druetzler said Butler follows the 
same FIPG policies as Bradley, but 
one major difference is security 
guidelines. Butler's greek social 
events must have security when 
alcohol is present. Originally, off- 
duty Indianapolis Police officers 
would work security at these 
events, but changes at the police 
department meant chapters had to 
temporarily halt parties. 

"There was one change to our 
alcohol policies this year but it 
was out of university control," 
Druetzler said. "It wasn't a tem¬ 
porary moratorium like Bradley, 
but we did stop alcohol at chapter 
houses until we figure out how to 


have security there. We have had 
several dry events registered, but 
no chapter-sponsored events with 
alcohol have been registered for 
the current semester." 

Druetzler said the university 
is in the process of interviewing 
security companies to work at 
events. 

Butler's greek life is also unique 
in the fact that social events with 
alcohol may only be hosted on 
Friday and Saturday nights and 
must end by 3 a.m. or 11 p.m. if the 
sound is amplified. 

"It's difficult to say what's hap¬ 
pening on a Friday or Saturday 
night at the chapter houses," 
Druetzler said. "The facilities are 
private owned so there aren't any 
university personnel patrolling." 

Along with Bradley, Butler's 
policy states that no open parties 
without guest lists are allowed. 

"Our policies are the same as 
everyone's national [FIPG] policies 
to minimize liability on the respec¬ 
tive organizations," Druetzler 
said. "If [chapters] don't follow 
them they take on a substantial 
risk. They're in place to keep peo¬ 
ple safe." 

The university had an increase 
of alcohol-related hospitalizations 
across the student body a few 
years ago, Druetzler said, and a 
task force of students, faculty and 
administration was started. 

'The task force went through 
all university policies including 
the greek policy," she said. "For 
the most part students felt that 
the policies didn't need any dras¬ 
tic changes, just more consistent 
enforcement. I think our current 
policies seem to be working." 


Following the Rules 

FIPG's risk management poli¬ 
cies that both Bradley and 
Butler follow: 


• The possession, sale, use or 
consumption of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages while on chapter prem¬ 
ises must follow all applicable 
state, city and university laws, 
and must comply with either 
BYOB or Third Party Vendor 
Guidelines. 

• No alcoholic beverages 

may be purchased with chapter 
funds 

• The purchase or use of 

a bulk quantity or common 
source(s) of alcohol, such as 
kegs or cases, is prohibited 

• No members, collectively 
or individually, shall purchase 
for, serve to or sell alcohol to 
any minor 

• All recruitment or rush 

activities with any chapter will 
be non-alcoholic 

• No member, pledge or 
new member shall permit, toler¬ 
ate, encourage or participate in 
drinking games, including beer 
pong. 


Freshmen mid-year retention rate steady compared to past years

A recent university report states 
more than 96 percent of the fresh¬ 
men, class of 2016, returned to 
campus for a second semester. 

The Center for Student Support 
Services has calculated the total 
number of freshmen retained at 
each semester for more than a 
decade. A total of 981 freshmen 
will continue their freshmen year 
at Bradley, resulting in a mid-year 
retention rate of 96.8 percent. 

This mid-year retention rate 
peaked at almost 98 percent in 
2006, falling below 96 percent 
in 2009. In 2010 the rate jumped 
above 97 percent, and it settled 
96.5 percent in 2011. 

The center, along with its 
Executive Director Barbara 
Carr away, uses the retention rates 
data every year throughout the 
university. Carraway said the 
mid-year retention rate is used to 
ensure Bradley is staying consis¬ 
tent. 

"The mid-year retention rate 
just lets us know how we're doing 
in comparison with the other 
years," Carraway said. "If this 
number were way off from the 
other years, we'd need to look at 


why that was happening." 

Interim Vice President of 
Student Affairs Nathan Thomas 
said the fact that the retention rate 
is "truly a mark of distinction for 
our campus." 

The mid-year retention rate 
features a more approach for 
improvement, Carraway said. 

"After the early registration 
period for the spring is over, we 
contact students who were fresh¬ 
men in the fall and who were 
eligible to register for spring but 
have not," she said. "[We want] to 
see why they have not registered, 
and if they need any assistance." 

With the national average fresh¬ 
man to sophomore retention rate 
for private, selective universities at 
80.5 percent, Bradley has remained 
above the benchmark for at least 
twelve years, according to a study 
of freshman to sophomore reten¬ 
tion rates conducted by the center. 

The retention numbers are bro¬ 
ken down by gender, race, college 
and decile of incoming freshmen 
in their graduating high school 
classes among a number of differ¬ 
ent analytical groups. 

The numbers in the catego¬ 
ries can be skewed by population 
sizes, Carraway said. 

"We had four American Indian 


students in the fresh¬ 
men class last year, and 
one left," Carraway 
said. "That makes the 
retention rate 75 per¬ 
cent, but that's [not rep¬ 
resentative because the 
sample is too small.]" 

One of the catego¬ 
ries analyzes the reten¬ 
tion rates within spe¬ 
cific majors, including 
the largest number of 
students leaving the 
university from the 
university academic 
exploration program 
major at 15 students. 

The Center for 
Student Support 
Services not only uses 
the data for the parent's 
board and incoming 
prospective students 
and parents, but they 
also use the data to 
improve the retention 
rates across the board. According 
to Carraway, they use the numbers 
to target what areas may need 
"special initiatives." 

"We look at what groups might 
need special attention," she said. 
"Including what programs the 
university should be looking into 


to improve [the rate], like support 
groups." 

Thomas said he recognizes the 
importance of an above-average 
retention rate for students is the 
byproduct of every part of the 
university. 

"Retention is an extension of 
a student's experience," Thomas 


said. "From facilities staff to sup¬ 
port staff to the faculty to student 
organization, each person plays an 
important role in the retention of 
our students."

The first Congresswoman ever 
to represent Central Illinois attend¬ 
ed the Women in Leadership 
Luncheon Monday to speak about 
her experiences in Congress, but 
she also gave advice to students 
on how to become future leaders. 

Democrat Cheri Bustos, who 
was elected in November as rep¬ 
resentative of the 17th district of 
Illinois, gave a lecture to 125 peo¬ 
ple. Bradley is now included in the 
17th district, after the university 
was redistricted out of the 18th 
district jurisdiction of Republican 
Congressman Aaron Schock. 

"What I'm doing in Congress 
is for the students in this room 
and the young women who want 
to accomplish a lot in their lives," 
Bustos said. 

This is the third event of the 
Women in Leadership series, 
where influential women in the 
Peoria community and the state 
have come to speak to students. 
Executive Director of the Institute 
for Principled Leadership in Public 


Service Brad McMillan said. 

Many students were invited to 
attend, including five female stu¬ 
dent leaders and two faculty or 
staff representatives were select¬ 
ed by the deans of each under¬ 
graduate and the graduate col¬ 
lege. Additionally, nine women of 
influence who were featured in 
InterBusiness Issue's December 
magazine were also invited. 
Students were encouraged to net¬ 
work with the women community 
leaders. 

"We do this on a regular basis, 
to invite outstanding women lead¬ 
ers to speak on campus," McMillan 
said. 

Vice Chairperson of the 
Peoria County government Mary 
Ardapple was a guest of the event 
and announced the establishment 
of a new Women in Leadership 
scholarship. The $1,000 scholar¬ 
ship is open to seniors as of fall 
2013 women with a GPA of 3.0 or 
higher and leadership experience. 
Applications will be available in 
the spring through McMillan. 

"This is our opportunity for 
women leaders to give back to 


women student leaders," Ardapple 
said. 

A theme of Bustos' lecture was 
fixing the divide in Congress. 
Touches of purple decorated the 
lecture room to represent the need 
to get past Congress' bipartisan- 
ism - the mixing of red and blue 
states to create purple. 

"If we're going to move our 
country forward, we're going to 
have to work together," Bustos 
said. 

The Congresswoman said 
Congress also needs to be more 
representative of our country 
today, by including more women 
leaders and more people of differ¬ 
ent ages and ethnicities. 

Some advice Bustos passed 
along to students included fol¬ 
lowing through with tasks, being 
kind, working hard and network¬ 
ing. She said she encourages all 
students to follow these steps in 
order to be successful. 

'There's this saying that goes 'if 
you're not at the table, you're on 
the menu,"' she said. 'This is espe¬ 
cially true to women. I encourage 
young women to be at the table." 


McMillan said Bustos was a 
strong speaker for the event. 

"The energy in the room 
was fantastic," he said. "The 
Congresswoman did a great job in 
sharing her values of leadership to 
students." 


Just like the forward-thinking 
Lydia Moss Bradley, Bustos said, 
any woman can succeed if she puts 
her mind to it. 

"Dream big and go after any¬ 
thing you want to go after," she 
said. 





"The Vagina Monologues" cast raises awareness with dance marathon

One in three women world¬ 
wide are beaten or raped in their 
lifetime, according to a report from 
the United Nations. The global 
activist movement V-Day brought 
forth an opportunity for Bradley 
students, staff and community 
members to fight for the cause 


against violence. 

V-Day, a 15-year-old organiza¬ 
tion, .focused on ending violence 
against women, asked women 
worldwide to dance on Feb. 14 
for its first-time event. One Billion 
Rising. The one billion represents 
the one out of every three living 
women worldwide who have been 
beaten or raped. 

Sophomore graphic design 


major Jenna Muhs, senior biology 
major Shelby Spierling and sopho¬ 
more music business and music 
performance major Tracey Furling, 
directors of Bradley's V-day- 
sponsored production "Vagina 
Monologues," said they wanted 
to join in the collective support by 
organizing a One Billion Rising 
Dance Marathon at the Markin 
Center on Valentine's Day. 
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"We wanted to bring this event 
to Bradley because in the pa§t, 
campus has been very support¬ 
ive of our efforts," Furling said. 
"Bradley's campus has always 
focused on the prevention of 
domestic abuse, which was shown 
in our partnership with the Center 
for Prevention of Domestic Abuse 
for [the Dance Marathon]." 

While some may question why 
One Billion Rising chose danc¬ 
ing as a way to bring worldwide 
awareness to domestic abuse. 
Furling said she believes dancing 
is a great way to spread the mes¬ 
sage and offer support. 

"Dancing is important because 
it is wild and uncontrollable; it has 
no boundaries, 

and it is infectious but unifies 
and promotes happiness," Furling 
said. 

Most of the proceeds will go 
to the Center for Prevention of 
Domestic Abuse with small 
amounts going to the "Vagina 
Monologues" production and the 
official V-Day Foundation. 

One Billion Rising's website 
says "one billion women violated 


is an atrocity," but "one billion 
women dancing is a revolution." 
For about 100 Bradley students, 
staff and community members, 
Valentine's Day brought them the 
opportunity to be a part of that 
revolution through dance. 

"It felt great to do something 
I love for a good cause," said 
junior advertising major Thanand 
Kachentawa. "Dancing is a form of 
expression and it was like express¬ 
ing everything for those who can't 
do so themselves." 

While the dance marathon 
focused on raising awareness 
more so than raising money, 
those involved in the "Vagina 
Monologues" production have 
numerous other fundraising 
events planned. On Feb. 15 and 16 
they hosted Subway nights. A few 
other events are planned for the 
future as well. 

"We will be dorm storming for 
change and selling merchandise 
outside of Williams and Geisert 
during [the week of the show]," 
Furling said. "[Also] we will be 
selling merchandise at the show 
on March 8 and 9."

the board, earned a accounting 
degree in 1977, and returned to 
Bradley the following year to 
earn his MBA. He was raised in 
Yates City, about 45 minutes from 
Bradley's campus, and now lives 
in Pennsylvania. 

Students may recognize the 
Turner name from the Robert 
and Carolyn Turner Center for 
Entrepreneurship and Innovation 
located east of Main Street 
Commons. Turner envisioned the 
school in 1999, and it was estab¬ 
lished in 2002. The school was 
formally dedicated to the Turners 
in 2012. 

Turner and his wife have been 
rewarded by Bradley more than 
once in the past. In 2010 they were 
given the Bradley President's 
Award, which Glasser awards 
to the donors that best exempli¬ 
fy Bradley "by their continued 
relationship and extraordinary 
involvement in the university." 

Glasser spoke on Turner's dedi¬ 


cation and generosity during the 
awards dinner. 

"[Turner] reflects the kind of 
values that we try to emulate and 
live as an institution," said Glasser. 
"It's how [he and his wife] live 
their lives." 

Turner's experience as an entre¬ 
preneur permeates more than his 
connection to the university. He 
and his brother Mark Turner '80 
began the Turner Investment LP 
in 1990. Currently, Robert Turner 
is the chairman and chief invest¬ 
ment officer of the firm, which, 
according to the Bradley website's 
"In The Spotlight" article from the 
Turner School dedication in 2012, 
managed at least $12 billion in 
assets. 

Glasser continues to speak 
highly of Robert Turner and all his 
family has done for the university, 
especially in the field of entrepre¬ 
neurship. 

"[The Turner School of 
Entrepreneurship] is a reaffirma¬ 


tion of the importance of applied 
learning," she said. "[Robert 
Turner] has been a great supporter 
of our entrepreneurial initiatives. 
[He] is an extremely reflective 
and decisive individual. He and 
his wife... have a deep love for 
education and give back with the 
intention of making a positive dif¬ 
ference." 

"Bradley Hilltopics" inter¬ 
viewed Robert Turner in 2004 
when they focused on the entre¬ 
preneurship program at Bradley. 
Robert Turner discussed the 
importance of ethics and motiva¬ 
tion as an entrepreneur. 

"There's a reason why entrepre¬ 
neurs are young, they don't have 
the experience to know better," 
said Robert Turner. "You really 
do have to have that hunger to 
do well and willingness to under¬ 
stand that there will be pitfalls 
along the way, bumps in the road, 
and how the problems can become 
possibilities."

Student awareness of abuse and oppression is valuable 


Sexual assault is an all too real 
nightmare for a staggering num¬ 
ber of people, and it is one that 
many carry in secret. The victims 
often suffer alone, hiding behind 
shame, fear or a desire to leave 
what happened to them in the 
past. 

V-Day, an organization cen¬ 
tered on ending violence against 
women, hosted an international 
event called One Billion Rising 
on Valentine's Day. The campaign 
called for people to come together 
to dance, walk and unite against 
sexual assault and violence against 
women. 

One Billion Rising received its 
namesake from this sobering sta¬ 
tistic-one in three women will be 
raped or beaten in her lifetime. 
On a global scale, that translates 
to one billion women worldwide. 

Three students, sophomore

Student turnout in the past for 
"The Vagina Monologues" has 
been truly impressive, and while 
significantly fewer people turned 
up for the One Billion Rising dance 
marathon, there is something to be 
said for students bringing an inter¬ 
national event like that to campus.

The One 
Billion Rising movement is not 
just for women, but for anyone 
who has a woman in their life they 
care about.

to campus. 

Along the same vein. The 
Tunnel of Oppression, an inter¬ 
active exhibit designed to high¬ 
light the brutality against differ¬ 
ent groups of people, was hosted 
this week in the Student Center 
Ballroom by Multicultural Student 
Services. That event started at 
Western Illinois University in 1993 
and first came to Bradley in 2005. 
It has since spread to universities 
around the nation. 

The event took a great deal of 
time, effort and volunteers to pull 
off, and the impact for those who 
attended was significant. 

The issues brought to light at 
both the One Billion Rising event 
and the Tunnel of Oppression 
are not comfortable to talk about. 
They are frequently kept under 
wraps, too taboo and offensive for 
everyday discussion. But it's so 


important to remind people that 
for far too many, rape, oppression 
and violence are a constant part of 
life. Silence won't change that, but 
activism might. 

Spreading awareness for any 
cause, international or otherwise, 
is an admirable undertaking for 
any student group, regardless of 
turnout. The catalyst for these 
causes is not necessarily a major 
movement. It can be a handful of 
people who care enough to take 
matters into their own hands, and 
to share the cause with others. 

One group can raise awareness. 
One donation can make a differ¬ 
ence. One person can spark a revo¬ 
lution. And when students bring 
that kind of activism to campus, 
one billion people can be under¬ 
stood and recognized, if only for 
a moment. 


Teachers' role in classroom is to teach, not influence beliefs 


With the recent moratorium 
limiting Bradley's fraternities from 
hosting social events, the question 
of how far a school's influence 
can go has been hotly debated on 
campus. 

But when I heard about what 
a Peoria Notre Dame teacher did 
last week, I automatically knew 
the high school instructor crossed 
the line. 

On Valentine's Day, the Illinois 
Senate passed a measure to legal¬ 
ize same-sex marriage in the state. 
Gov. Pat Quinn indicated he would 
sign the bill as well, if passed by 
the House of Representatives. 

This was a major victory for 
gay and lesbian citizens in Illinois, 
and for those, like me, who sup¬ 
port Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender (LGBT) rights. 

The following day rumors 
broke out that a Notre Dame 
teacher encouraged students to 
protest the bill in Springfield on 


Wednesday, coaxing them with 
extra credit. 

Notre Dame Principal Charlie 
Roy said in a statement on the 
school's website that extra credit 
will not be given to students who 
attended the "Defend Marriage" 
lobby day. However, the Peoria 
Journal Star stated, a school 
instructor in an ecclesiology, or 
religious, class did originally offer 
students 20 points extra credit 
to attend, and also included bus 
information to get to the capitol. 

There is a major problem with 
this story. 

For me, as a supporter of LGBT 
rights, it would be easy to say the 
main issue is the protests of same- 
sex marriage. It would be easy for 
me to say it isn't fair for other peo¬ 
ple to oppose marriage that will 
not affect them, that love is love, 
no matter what, and that everyone 
in this country deserves equality 
despite their sexual orientation. 


And I believe all of these 
things, but to me the worst part 
of this story was the ecclesiology 
instructor offering extra credit for 
students to attend the lobby day. 

Everyone is entitled to their own 
opinions. If someone is against gay 
marriage, I won't hate them for it. 
As for the people who attended 
the lobby day on Wednesday, good 
for them. Americans should be 
able to exercise their right to pro¬ 
test and state our beliefs. 

What isn't right, however, is 
when a teacher pushes his or her 
beliefs on students, and enforc¬ 
es those beliefs by offering extra 
credit. 

The topic of religion in schools 
is always dicey to discuss, and 
I understand Notre Dame is a 
Catholic high school, but this isn't 
an extra credit field trip to an edu¬ 
cational film or a museum we're 
talking about. It's a lobby day for 
a highly debated topic where stu¬ 


dents were bribed by a teacher and 
that teacher's individual beliefs. 

Hot topic beliefs need to stay 
out of the classroom, where teach¬ 
ers are looked up to as role mod¬ 
els by students. Enforcing those 
beliefs by bribing students crosses 
the boundary of how far a teach¬ 
er's influence should go. It doesn't 
matter to me whether the teach¬ 
er wanted students to attend a 
protest against gay marriage or a 
celebration of the Illinois Senate 
passing the measure. 

Bradley was trying to keep stu¬ 
dents safe with the moratorium. 
The Notre Dame teacher was try¬ 
ing to influence students' own 
beliefs with an extra credit payoff. 
There's a major difference.

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There's no denying that "Die Hard" is one of the great¬ 
est action series in history. Bruce Willis made his career 
playing New York cop John McClane, the witty anti- 
hero who spouted one-liners as he blew away terror¬ 
ists. Through four movies, McClane fought bad guys 
in everything from an office building to an airport to 
New York City to the entire eastern United States. 

Now McClane takes his unique brand of justice to 
Russia, in a day that will see him reunite with his 
estranged son Jack Qai Courtney) and save the world 
from evil Russian arms dealers. Anyone would prob¬ 
ably see that as a good day, but unfortunately "A Good 
Day to Die Hard" is anything but. 

"Die Hard" may be a series of action movies, but 
they always focused on McClane's witty antics and 
how he's constantly in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. McClane was always the focus, even in the films 
where he wasn't working alone. With this new film, 
McClane feels out of place from the minute he lands 
in Moscow. His entire role here is more of a casual 
observer, with McClane's classic wit reduced to cheesy 


one-liners and forced arguments with his son. 

The reason the original "Die Hard" was so effective 
was because John McClane was simply a regular guy 
caught up in a terrorist plot. He had no special weap¬ 
ons or backup, the way Jaimes Bond or John Rambo 
did. McClane was just one man trapped in a building 
full of bad guys. 

As each sequel came out, McClane morphed from 
an average joe to a typical action hero, spouting 
one-liners every other minute and surviving nearly 
impossible action stunts. This trend continues with the 
new film, where McClane is almost unrecognizable 
from the McClane audiences loved from the last films. 
Bruce Willis phoning it in doesn't help either, as he's 
clearly doing this for a paycheck and not out of a need 
to revisit the series. 

McClane's development comes from him reconciling 
with his son, but at no point does the film slow down 
enough for this to work. The film is driven more by 
the action than the father-son plot, and the rivalry 


between the two McClanes feels more forced than any¬ 
thing else. Jai Courtney certainly plays McClane's son 
John "Jack" McClane Jr. as a capable action hero, but 
he's never developed enough and his chemistry with 
his father is nonexistent. 

While the action is well-staged and quite entertain¬ 
ing, the characterization that made the previous "Die 
Hard" flicks so much fun is sorely lacking here. All 
we're left with is another mindless, generic action 
film, one that happens to have "Die Hard" in its title. 
One could easily claim that the filmmakers wanted to 
make a by-the-numbers action film then promote it by 
adding the "Die Hard" characters, and it really shows. 
Stripped of everything that made it what it was, it's 
a shame that the "Die Hard" franchise literally died 
hard.

TNT has jumped into the ring of medical dramas 
with a much-hyped new series "Monday Mornings." 
The show' based on the novel penned by CNN 
medical correspondent Sanjay Gupta, focuses on the 
failures of its doctors rather than the miracle cases 
normally showcased on medical shows. This change 
unfortunately does nothing to make the show stand out 
in an already overdone genre and "Monday Mornings" 
is just as dreary as the day if s named after. 

The concept is actually interesting and if it had been 
done differently may have made for a hit. Analyzing 
failures has become a new American past time in recent 
years, but seeing the people who hold lives in their 
hands fail is a little too disconcerting. The story revolves 
around the surgeons of Chelsea General Hospital 


and the dreaded Monday meetings where cases are 
rehashed and unlucky souls are called to testify as to 
why they killed a patient. 

The main problem with "Monday Mornings" is the 
casting. They don't have any chemistry as a whole 
and it shows in the lifeless hour of manufactured 
drama.

Sarayu Rao is one of these characters, playing 
feisty but somewhat obnoxious Dr. Sydney Napur. At 
her best she is reminiscent of a Mindy Kalling character 
and at her worst, her emotional scenes are just decent.

The other main characters are not likeable at all 
and none of their storylines are believable or even 
interesting. Heart-throb Jamie Bamber plays Dr. Tyler 
Wilson, the shoves main character with a troubled 
past, great hair and a tinge of crazy. He's skin deep and 
there is just nothing about his character that draws the 
audience in. Even worse is his on-screen romance with 
the married Dr. Tina Ridgeway (Jennifer Finnigan), 
which is probably the most ridiculous charade of a plot 
twist on TV right now. 

Do yourself a favor and skip this melodrama, you'll 
save time and your faith in medicine.

Reflecting on the insensitivity of #FirstWorldProblems 


I forget. I forget sometimes that 
pain, emotional or physical, is rela¬ 
tive. When I reflect on a "bad day" 
I see a series of trivial setbacks. A 
long set of dishes to wash or a fire 
alarm that ran out of batteries can 
make me pout for at least a couple 
hours. 

Because that pain is relative it's 
hard to imagine how life could be 
harder beyond a known realm of 
experience. This can make empa¬ 
thy difficult and generally lost to 
many, especially those of us that 
are primarily logical thinkers. 

The phrase "First World 
Problems" has become more com¬ 
monplace in the last year. It refers 
to the problems that "only people 


in the first world" would have 
to face. Some regular internet 
users adopted different pictures of 
upper middle class people to illus¬ 
trate the ■‘problems they associate 
with first world. 

Most of the problems are over- 
dramatic and cater to the laziness 
some have adopted. Usually the 
posts have phrases like "My lap¬ 
top died, but my charger is in the 
other room," and "I tried to spread 
cold butter on my toast, and the 
bread ripped." 

While comical in a satiric way, 
most people reading the posts 
empathize with the problems list¬ 
ed, therefore reinforcing the ste¬ 
reotype. 


A viral video on the subject 
made its way onto my Facebook 
newsfeed within the last two 
weeks. It featured residents of 
third world countries as they 
read aloud the first world prob¬ 
lems from Twitter. Presented by 
"Everyone Matters" and produced 
by "Water is Life," Haitian chil¬ 
dren and adults were filmed in 
barren rooms and tattered cloth¬ 
ing. 

They recited phrases like, "I 
hate when I can't walk and text 
at the same time." The disjointed 
aspects of the video demonstrate 
the ridiculousness of first world 
problems, and for some, the guilt 
that accompanies that realization. 


I watched the video and nearly 
cried from my sheer failure to 
understand. I don't have any prob¬ 
lems that I can "compare" to peo¬ 
ple living in poverty and, like most 
people, I feel it's almost impossible 
to imagine. 

It's like trying to name some¬ 
thing new: without a meaning 
behind the word, an endless string 
of letters has no purpose. My feel¬ 
ings sat purposelessly, waiting for 
a tangible meaning or experience 
to associate the feeling with but 
nothing came. What was I going to 
do about the situation, especially if 
I can't even understand? 

In the end we have to try to 
empathize and take action. 


Whatever can be done, donating 
time, money or even spreading 
awareness, something has to hap¬ 
pen. And while the jokes are satiri¬ 
cal they come across as entitled 
and sometimes rude. 

We forget that we're lucky or 
blessed or however you spin it. We 
have more. And with that "more," 
we have more responsibility. We 
can't forget that we have more. 
And we can't forget that others 
have less.

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AEPi hosts Midwest Regional Conclave

The Bradley chapter of the 
Alpha Epsilon Pi (AEPi) Fraternity 
is often recognized for their 
annual foam party. However, this 
past weekend the brothers of the 
fraternity hosted a much bigger 
event on campus, the AEPi 2013 
Midwest Regional Conclave. 

This event is a convention 
where 30 chapters of the AEPi fra¬ 
ternity come together from across 
the Midwest to learn from other 
chapters about the best practices 
within the organization. Over the 
past weekend they discussed top¬ 
ics such as risk management, lead¬ 
ership and brotherhood. There are 
five of these events each year, and 
they average about 400 attendees. 

Junior history major and AEPi 
President Mark Lehtman said this 
year's conclave was the largest to 


date. 

"This year through great plan¬ 
ning and execution we were able 
to host the largest Midwest con¬ 
clave ever with more than 500 
attendees," he said. 

Considering Bradley is one 
of the smaller AEPi chapters, 
Lehtman said the number was 
outstanding. 

Since the national AEPi office 
usually only picks large schools to 
host this event, it was extremely 
rare that Bradley was chosen. But, 
because the Bradley AEPi chapter 
is revered as one of the best chap¬ 
ters within the fraternity, Lehtman 
said, they were selected as the 
hosts this year. 

"It is a great honor to host a 
conclave and many schools of our 
size could only dream about this," 
Lehtman said. 

This conclave was overall a tre¬ 
mendous success. Vice President 


of Communications Shelley 
Epstein said. Epstein, also the 
AEPi Bradley chapter advisor, was 
honored at the conclave for his 
outstanding service to the frater¬ 
nity. 

"The AEPi executive staff 
repeatedly commented about how 
this conclave was one of the big¬ 
gest and best in recent history," 
said Epstein. 'The Bradley AEPi 
brothers did an outstanding job 
planning and executing the con¬ 
clave so that our guests left with 
a very positive impression of the 
university." 

AEPi is one of the largest and 
fastest growing fraternities in the 
world with chapters in five coun¬ 
tries and 9,000 active undergradu¬ 
ate brothers, and the Bradley chap¬ 
ter hosted the Midwest conclave 
well, Epstein said.

The risk management policy 
will enforce a BYOB policy, only 
allowing those of legal age to bring 
alcohol, and prohibits hard alcohol 
to be consumed in open party 
rooms at fraternity parties. In 
addition, chapters will be required 
to have guest lists for all fraternity 
parties. 

"Honestly there is no good way 
to have a house party anymore," 
said Delta Tau Delta Chapter 
President junior Alex Goergen. 
"Part of Bradley's alcohol policy 
is that you are not allowed to 
walk with alcohol on campus, thus 
making it impossible for BYOB 
parties to even exist... We would 
check both their driver's license 
and Bradley ID. If they are carry¬ 
ing a bag we will ask to check their 
bag to make sure that there is not 
any hard alcohol in them and then 
let them in." 

Goergen said he thought the 
transportation of alcohol wasn't 
the only problem with the new 
party policy. 

'The difficulties I see with this 
new policy is the amount of people 
that will be crowded in our front 
room waiting to come in," he said. 
"I don't see how I will be able to 
organize such chaos." 

While a BYOB policy was 


included of the previous risk 
management policy, it was never 
enforced, Kapustka said. 

"It wasn't enforced because no 
one wanted to follow the policy, 
both IFC and chapters," he said. 
"No one cared enough." 

Because this will be the first 
time Bradley's IFC community 
will collectively follow a BYOB 
policy, Thomas said he expects 
there to be some difficult adjust¬ 
ments. 

"There will certainly be a learn¬ 
ing curve," he said. "We know that 
and we expect that. But this will 
be a continual learning process. 
We are at a good starting point 
where we can move forward con¬ 
sistently." 

Kapustka said those chapters 
who may take longer to effectively 
execute the policy will not be pun¬ 
ished. 

"Over the next month [IFC] will 
be patrolling parties every week," 
he said. 'There will be a grace 
period for chapters to go through 
these growing pains because they 
have never had to do this before, 
and IFC and the university doesn't 
want to punish them for that." 

Thomas said communication 
is key to ensuring that chapters 
understand and follow the new 


policy, but IFC members are the 
leaders in this student driven 
process. 

"Chapters will be responsible 
for implementing the BYOB and 
guest list policies," Kapustka 
said. "But if IFC finds they are not 
complying to the policy there will 
be charges brought against them 
through [IFC] judicial board." 

While the enforcement of a 
new policy may change fraternity 
social events on campus. Theta 
Chi Chapter President junior Zak 
Thompson said he sees it as a 
positive change. 

"I think this new IFC risk pol¬ 
icy shows how well our greek 
community can come together 
and create a policy that will keep 
not only our members safe but 
our guests as well," he said. 

The Perfect Party, a training 
opportunity for greek members 
to experience what the ideal risk 
management-compliant party 
should look like, will be hosted at 
Pi Kappa Alpha (Pike) on Friday, 
Feb. 22. 

"[The new risk manage¬ 
ment policy] really gives all of 
our chapters a fresh start and 
allows us to move forward," said 
Kapustka.

yelled two women in camou¬ 
flage uniforms. "Now, recite the 
Pledge of Allegiance! Where is 
your green card?" 

The tunnel was meant to imi¬ 
tate the experience foreigners 
have while looking for a fresh 
start in America. 

The tour continued, as the 
group passed through more 
dark tunnels displaying lynch¬ 
ing, unemployment, cyber-bully¬ 
ing and depression. Images of 
murdered African Americans, a 
woman begging for change, sto¬ 
ries of cyber-bullied victims and 
suicide letters written to parents 
as a last goodbye filled the walls. 

The next tunnel was empty, 
except for a young girl in a 
wheelchair. 

"I have given each of you 
a card," said one guide. "Each 
is a word that is a stereotype 
of disabled people. It may not 
be spoken out loud, but it is 
thought. Place it around the neck 
of the woman and think of what 
it means." 

Each student walked up and 
hung words such as "ruined" 
and "incompetent" from the neck 
of a girl seated in a wheelchair, 
looking downcast and demeaned. 
She stayed quiet and avoided eye 
contact as each member proceed¬ 
ed to place a sign around her 
neck. 

The tour ended at a tunnel 
of human trafficking, walls filled 
with women and children used 
and forsaken. 

The Tunnel of Oppression left 
the students in shock. To con¬ 
front the emotions felt by the 
students, the group met with 
Jesse Koch, associate director of 
fraternity and sorority life, and 


Nathan Kramer, assistant director 
of campus recreation, for a debrief¬ 
ing session on what they had just 
seen, heard, and felt. 

"I think the biggest impact this 
had on me is how so many people 
can relate to at least one of the 
statistics we saw today," said soph¬ 
omore accounting major Victoria 
VonBergen. "If you add all of those 
statistics up, that affects a majority 
of the U.S. population. You never 
think about that." 

Other students said the visu¬ 
als of the Tunnel were the most 
moving. 

'The video presentations and 
images really put you in their 
shoes," freshman biology major 
Mitchell Liss said. "I think the big¬ 
gest word here is empathy, experi¬ 
encing what they went through." 

Upon completed discussion, 
the group was dismissed, yet stu¬ 
dents said the motivation to make 
a change inspired them as they left. 

Senior marketing major Chris 
Stephens said he went through the 
Tunnel of Oppression his freshman 
year at Bradley. 

"It really opened my eyes to the 
cruelty in the U.S. and throughout 
the world," he said. "When I heard 
it was coming back this year, I 
was [really excited] to participate. 
I played the role of Pat the home¬ 
less person." 

Stephens said he encourages 
students to participate the next 
time the tunnel returns to campus. 

"What I would say to anyone 
reading this is that if you didn't 
get a chance to see it, I hope you'll 
come next year," he said. "This 
was a huge eye opener for me. I 
know it will open your eyes too."

Softbafl scores upset victory over No. 13 Arizona

The Bradley softball team has 
opened their season with a record 
of 4-6 while playing three ranked 
opponents away from home. 

The Braves have already played 
No. 20 Stanford, No. 13 Arizona 
and No. 4 Arizona State. 

The team was able to notch 
its biggest win since reaching the 
NCAA Tournament four years ago 
with a 2-1 upset of national power 
Arizona on Feb. 8. 

"It's not just that they're 
ranked. It's that they're Arizona," 
coach Amy Hayes said. "You talk 
about a program that encompasses 
a championship attitude. It meant 
a lot and we have a ton of respect 
for the Arizona program. It was 
pretty cool and great for our kids. 
We need to continue to play at that 
level." 

Playing a tough schedule is 
by design. Hayes said going out 
and playing nationally ranked 
teams helps the Braves prepare 
for the rigors of Missouri Valley 
Conference play. Bradley has 
already made trips to New Mexico 
and Arizona this season and will 
travel to Tennessee this weekend. 


"We know we're going out and 
playing good competition," Hayes 
said. "It gets us seen on a national 
scale, which is good. We're prepar¬ 
ing ourselves for what where we 
believe we'll be in the postseason. 
And they [the team] understand 
that the expectation is not to just 
go out there and play these games. 
The expectation is we win these 
games and possibly get an at-large 
bid [for the NCAA tournament]." 

The Braves will play in the 
Tiger Invitational in Nashville, 
Term tomorrow and Sunday. They 
will play IUPUI, Tennessee State, 
Morgan State and Butler. 

"We need to take care of some 
business against some pretty good 
teams, but our goal going into this 
weekend is to go 4-0," Hayes said. 

Hayes said the Braves have big 
expectations for the season ahead. 
It starts with playing well in the 
non-conference schedule before 
battling the rest of the MVC. 

"We want to play at the level 
we know we can play at," Hayes 
said. "As far as the end of the year, 
we're going out to be the top in the 
valley and win that tournament 
again and get ourselves back to 
postseason."

ACBU fingers crossed for sell-out Spring Concert

Tickets for the Spring Concert 
featuring The Band Perry are 
selling fast, and ACBU concert 
coordinators have their fingers 
crossed for the first sell-out in the 
Renaissance Coliseum. 

As of 4 p.m. Thursday, a total 
of 1,880 tickets have been sold for 
the April 21 event. Of those tick¬ 
ets, 762 have been sold to public, 
748 to students and more than 300 
tickets to faculty and staff. The first 
day of public sales alone, approxi¬ 
mately 500 tickets were sold. 

"I think ticket sales are going 
pretty good," said Assistant 
Director of Student Activities 
Lauren Sandstrom. "The [ACBU 
coordinators] are ecstatic and we 
have seen a positive response from 
students and the public." 


Sandstrom said she has con¬ 
fidence that the concert is on 
track to meet the highest record 
sales for an ACBU concert in the 
Renaissance Coliseum. 

"I think we're on a slow and 
steady path to sell-out," she said. 
"And that's my goal." 

Currently there are still more 
than 100 general admission tickets 
available for students and more 
than 2,000 total tickets available in 
the area. Sandstrom said now that 
ticket sales are open to the public, 
tickets will sell fast. 

"If you're on the fence about 
going to the concert, get your tick¬ 
ets now," Sandstrom said. 

Junior accounting major and 
Concert Coordinator Dashawn 
Cason said he agreed. 

"It is very likely [that the con¬ 
cert sells out] and that's why we're 
pushing that students buy [tickets] 




now," he 
said. "We 
don't want 
tickets to 
sell-out and 
have stu¬ 
dents not 
be able to 
get tickets."

North Korea propaganda 
promotes missile program 


Two Korean propaganda videos, posted Feb. 5 and Feb. 
19 on www.uriminzokkiri.com and a YouTube channel 
that serve as outlets for North Korean state media, are part 
of a slew of recent videos that have been released by North 
Korea to promote the country's missile program. 

The first video shows a computer-animated representa¬ 
tion of Lower Manhattan in flames and being bombed. 

As a blogger for Kotaku reports, the attack on Manhattan 
is lifted straight from the video game "Call of Duty: 
Modem Warfare 3," and unfolds as a sweeping instrumen¬ 
tal version of "We Are the World" plays in the background. 

The second video published Feb. 19 shows American 
soldiers and U.S. President Barack Obama engulfed in 
flames, with the sequence ending in a simulated nuclear 
test. According to GlobalPost, the inspirational soundtrack 
accompanying the footage comes from the Elder Scrolls 
Oblivion video game series. 

The copy of the video on YouTube was removed on 
Tuesday afternoon, after a copyright complaint from 
Activision, the video-game maker.

U.S. House of Rep. passes 
violence against women act 


The U.S. House of Representatives on Thursday 
passed and sent to President Obama a far-reaching 
extension of the Violence Against Women Act. The vote 
came after House Republican leaders, cognizant of 
divisions in their own ranks and the need to improve 
their faltering image among women voters, accepted a 
bill that cleared the Senate two weeks ago on a strong 
bipartisan vote. 

The bill renews a 1994 law that has set the standard 
for how to protect women, and some men, from domes¬ 
tic abuse and prosecute abusers. Thursday's 286-138 vote 
came after House lawmakers rejected a more limited 
approach offered by Republicans. 

The Senate bill adds stalking to the list of crimes that 
make immigrants eligible for protection and authorizes 
programs dealing with sexual assault on college cam¬ 
puses and with efforts to reduce the backlog in rape kit 
analyses.

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Triathlon Club hosts third event, brings repeat champion

With the Markin Recreation 
Center shielding them from the 
winter temperatures and snow 
outside, two dozen individuals 
participated in the third annual 
Indoor Triathlon last Saturday. 

The event, put on by the 
Bradley Triathlon Club, started 
with a 10 minute swim. This was 
followed by a 10 minute transition 
period before heading over to the 
spinning bikes set up in the MAC 
court. After 20 minutes of bik¬ 
ing, participants had a five minute 
transition period before the final 
portion of the indoor triathlon, 
a 15 minute run. Though some 
thought the triathlon was simple, 
participants said it was rewarding. 

"As far as triathlons go, this is 
about as easy as it gets," Bradley 
Triathlon Club President Andrew 
Cain said. "This event is great for 
anyone, whether they are looking 
to win or just to finish their first 
triathlon. The sense of accomplish¬ 
ment that comes with completing 
a triathlon is amazing." 

Triathlon Club member and 


freshman mechanical engineering 
major Kyle Beres, who completed 
his first indoor triathlon in early 
February, agreed w T ith Cain about 
the sense of accomplishment that 
comes from completing a triath¬ 
lon. 

"[A triathlon] tests how far 
you're willing to push yourself 
both physically and mentally," 
Beres said. 

When all of the events were 
complete, it was clear junior math¬ 
ematics and economics major Sean 
Orlando would take first place, 
defending his title from last year. 

Orlando is a personal trainer, 
group exercise instructor and 
Bradley cheerleader. Because he is 
currently training for the Crossfit 
Games and not running races like 
last year, he said he was unsure 
about his chances for the repeat 
this year. 

"Going into the event I was 
quite nervous," Orlando said. "I 
wanted to repeat, but I knew last 
year I was much more prepared." 

Despite his different training, 
Orlando's overall calculated time 
of 52:09 gave him first place once 
again. 


Awards were given based on a 
new scoring system compared to 
the two previous years, according 
to Cain. 

"Instead of a points-based sys¬ 
tem based on place, ... we calcu¬ 
lated pace in each event and then 
calculated how long it would take 
to finish a race based on actual 
sprint distances," Cain said. 

Cain said the event, which 
serves as a fundraiser for the 
Triathlon Club, ran smoothly due 
to the help of Mike Keup, executive 
director of the Center for Student 
Involvement, Larry Weinzimmer, 
Bradley Triathlon Club advi¬ 
sor and Dick Lansing, alumnus 
sponsor, in addition to numerous 
volunteers. Running Central and 
Bushwacker also helped by donat¬ 
ing the awards. 

The club is looking at hosting 
its fourth annual indoor triathlon 
next year. 

Cain said he encourages anyone 
interested in joining the Bradley 
Triathlon Club to contact him. He 
said they are a supportive group 
regardless of previous experience 
or finish times.

Although Alumni Hall in the 
Alumni Center was set to seat 
250 students and professors on 
Monday, there were more than 100 
extra patrons who lined the walls 
to hear an entrepreneurial speaker 
that some said they would never 
forget. 

Jeff Hoffman, co-founder and 
CEO of the Priceline.com family of 
companies, helped create a number 
of successful start-up companies, 
including uBid.com and RedTag. 
com, and he now travels the world 
as a motivational speaker. 

Hoffman was the inaugural 
speaker of Bradley's Distinguished 
Entrepreneur Speaker Series, host¬ 
ed by the Collegiate Entrepreneur's 
Organization and paid for by all of 
the university's colleges. 

As a large supporter of "finding 
a passion in the world," Hoffman 
said his motivations are traveling 
and motivating other people. 


"I used to launch companies," 
Hoffman said. "When people ask 
me what I do now, I say I launch 
entrepreneurs." 

Having worked in corporate 
America, electronic travel plan¬ 
ning, movie and music produc¬ 


tion, writing and working with 
the White House and the U.S. 
Department of State, Hoffman said 
he had a plethora of experiences 
to share with Bradley, including a 
few surprises. 

"My favorite part was prob¬ 
ably his picture with N*Sync," said 
sophomore electrical engineer¬ 
ing major Bailey Roehrig. "[He 
proved] if you set your mind to 
something, you can achieve it." 


Hoffman said he always had 
big dreams, like meeting celeb¬ 
rities and creating something of 
value in the world, and he said he 
never let anyone deter him from 
achieving them. 

"[When I was a kid], everyone 
laughed and 
said, 'your 
dreams are 
too big,"' 
he said. 
"I kind of 
stopped tell¬ 
ing people 
my dreams 
after that, 
but I never stopped having them." 

This, Hoffman said, was part of 
the three motivational statements 
he thought of in high school and 
still has hanging in his office today. 
They say "Dreaiti Big. Work Hard. 
Create Value." 

"Your attitude determines your 
outcome," Hoffman said. "If you 
fundamentally believe in what 
you're doing, that's what will 
enable you to succeed, not wheth¬ 
er everyone believes that you can 
do it." 

While Hoffman's peers attri¬ 
bute his success to luck, he said 
only luck isn't enough. 

"People say, 'Oh Jeff's just 
lucky,"' he said. "But luck is the 
elevator. You're in there, and 
you're standing next to someone 
who can change your life. But luck 
just puts you in the elevator. The 
rest is up to you. You have to be 
prepared." 

Lester Johnson, a freshman 
pre-business major, said he was 
inspired by Hoffman's "Get off the 
couch!" mantra, which revolved 
around the idea that talking about 
an idea isn't the same as imple¬ 


menting it. 

"The message about getting 
out and doing something, even 
though you're afraid, really hit a 
core with me," he said. 

Ryan Miller, junior engi¬ 
neering major and president of 
the Collegiate Entrepreneur's 
Organization, said although it was 
his third time watching Hoffman 
speak, he never gets old. 

"[Hoffman] always gets me 
fired up, especially [in regards to] 
creating some new ideas," Miller 
said. "All too often you get caught 
up in work, but it's important to 
add new ideas." 

Miller said the organization 
plans to host at least two more 
speakers in the coming semester, 
which most business students will 
be able to attend for extra credit. 
However, some students might 
leave the speaker with more than 
they bargained for. 


"It was amazing," said fresh¬ 
man entrepreneur major Brian 
O'Donell. "[I] came here for the 
extra credit, [and now I'm leaving] 
with some great life advice." 

At the end of the lecture nearly 
60 students and professors lined 
up to greet, take pictures and dis¬ 
cuss ideas with Hoffman. Many 
of the sentiments he said then 
echoed the opening remarks he 
made lauding Bradley and its sup¬ 
port for entrepreneurs. 

"I heard about the [Turner 
School for Entrepreneurship and 
Innovation] and the way that 
Bradley is approaching entre¬ 
preneurship," Hoffman said. 
"[Bradley gave] it everything from 
the investment to the respect to the 
independence to the facilities that 
it needs to make entrepreneurship 
happen, and that's why I made a 
commitment to speak here today."

distinguished grant

As someone who has educat¬ 
ed people in a variety of places 
across the globe, Cecile Arquette 
will soon add Chile to her list, as 
a result of her upcoming Fulbright 
Scholar award. 

Arquette, an associate professor 
of Teacher Education, received the 
grant to teach English as a for¬ 
eign language to undergraduates 
at Pontifical Catholic University 
of Valparaiso. The Fulbright pro¬ 
gram, established nearly 70 years 
ago, is sponsored by the U S. 
Department of State's Bureau of 
Educational and Cultural Affairs, 
in hopes of providing participants 
the opportunity to study, teach, 
learn and exchange ideas between 
cultures. 

The grant allows Arquette to 
spend five months in Chile, from 
March to July of 2014, where she 
will teach English at the university 
and provide workshops for high 
school English teachers. She said 
she also wants to establish pro¬ 
fessional and social ties between 
Valparaiso and Bradley. 


"I want to use methods [to teach 
the students English] that I use 
for my English Language Learners 
(ELL) Methods class now," she 
said. "My plan is to teach in 
English, all the time. This will pro¬ 
vide the students the opportunity 
to use English, because it is not 
spoken often in Chile." 

Bradley traditionally offers sab¬ 


batical for professors every seven 
years, although it is not automati¬ 
cally granted each time; those who 
wish to have sabbatical must sub¬ 
mit an application to show how 
they will use the time to increase 
their knowledge for the benefit 
of their students and university. 
Arquette's granted sabbatical will 
allow her to go to Chile. 

"Professors have an opportu¬ 
nity to rest, recharge or do some 
research [with sabbaticals]," 


Arquette said. "Without the sup¬ 
port of the university I would not 
be able to do this." 

Even though she can speak 
Spanish and has taught in New 
Mexico at an elementary school 
three miles from the Mexican bor¬ 
der, Arquette said she is taking 
Spanish 101 at Bradley to prepare 
for her time in Chile. 

"I'm really inter¬ 
ested in improving 
my Spanish gram¬ 
mar," she said. "I 
work full time and it's 
hard trying to squeeze 
[Spanish] class in 
there, but it's excel¬ 
lent that I can take 
classes [at Bradley]. It's my sev¬ 
enth year here and it's something 
I've always wanted to do." 

Arquette's husband, who also 
has a Ph.D. in curriculum and 
instruction, and 12-year-old son 
will be joining her in Chile. She 
said her family is in the process 
of looking for both an academic 
school and a ballet school for her 
son to attend while in Chile. 

As a member of the U.S. Peace 
Corps in the 1980s, Arquette is 


accustomed to travel¬ 
ing. She was a volun¬ 
teer in Cameroon, and 
spent time as a trainer 
of new volunteers in 
Senegal, Cameroon 
and the former Zaire, 
now the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo. 

Additionally, 
she recently taught 
Bradley students dur¬ 
ing J-Term in Costa 
Rica, and she said she 
encourages students 
interested in studying 
abroad to look into this 
trip. The next trip is 
planned for January 
2015. 

Arquette said she's 
most excited about 
traveling once again. 

"I don't even know 
how to express how 
exciting it is to travel," 
she said. "I've heard the 
food is supposed to be great in 
Chile. It's up to me to find a 
place to live, and I love the idea of 
exploring and bargaining at mar¬ 
kets, getting to know people and 


develop friendships ... It's all part 
of the experience to try different 
things and that's what's important 
about having the chance to live in 
another country for an extended 
period of time.” 


"Without the support of 
the university I would not 
be able to do this."

Analysis results in reduced 
on campus printing costs

With elections for next year's 
student body officers right around 
the comer. Student Senate has set 
out to make its campus changes 
with newfound speed. 

Resulting from the work of 
the Academic Affairs department 
of Student Senate, printer prices 
will now be lower. The black and 
white page printing will now be 
five cents per page instead of 
eight cents, and color will change 
from 25 cents to 18 cents. The 
costs will be reduced at printers 
where students must swipe their 
card for printer access. 

Chaired by senior nursing 
major Emily Corona, the depart¬ 
ment has recently been work¬ 
ing with Executive Director of 
Instructional Technology and 
Media Services Nial*Johnson and 
Associate Provost of Information 
Resources and Technology 
Chuck Ruch to lower these prices 
on campus. 

"This all started back in 
October," Corona said. "The 
Department of Academic Affairs 
requested that a logistical analy¬ 
sis be done to estimate cost of 
supplies [against] the total rev¬ 
enue. During the analysis it was 
found that there was extra rev¬ 
enue being made over the cost of 
supplies [and] maintenance." 

Corona said Academic Affairs 
has more plans for the semester, 
including implementing printer 


services in more populated areas 
of campus, like Lydia's Lounge 
and Center Court, and continuing 
library renovations. 

But Academic Affairs isn't 
the only committee getting 
things done. Sophomore man¬ 
agement and administration 
major Holly Alguire of Campus 
Affairs sends weekly emails to 
Interim Vice President of Student 
Affairs Nathan Thomas, Dining 
Services Marketing Coordinator 
Nicole Glueckert and Grounds 
Supervisor Stan Glazier about 
student concerns. 

Recently, Alguire has resolved 
washer and dryer crises, leaking 
windows and cockroach prob¬ 
lems. 

The senate also created an elec¬ 
tion ad hoc subcommittee consist¬ 
ing of six students to regulate and 
ensure fair play in the upcoming 
spring election. Senior manage- 
mfent and administration major 
Ethan Zentz will serve as the 
chairperson. 

Zentz brought electoral con¬ 
stitution issues to the floor of the 
general assembly meeting imme¬ 
diately after being elected chair¬ 
person, which were resolved in 
turn. 

With a revised constitution, 
cheaper printing, better stu¬ 
dent life and new leaders on the 
horizon, the 2012-2013 student 
senators are still ready to serve 
their constituents and better the 
Bradley experience. 
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IFC's 'Perfect Party' attempt results in mixed reviews

The first social event hosted 
to follow the new Interfratemal 
Council (IFC) risk management 
party went as planned, however 
some students said they weren't 
impressed. 

The "Perfect Party" on Feb. 22 
was planned to stage a safe, social 
environment for leaders in the 
greek community while answer¬ 
ing the members' questions. It was 
hosted by Pi Kappa Alpha fraterni¬ 
ty house from 10 p.m. to midnight, 
and the president, social chair and 
risk management chair of each IFC 
fraternity were required to attend. 

"We hope to demonstrate to 
the greek community how greek 
parties should go," Alex Kapustka, 
president of IFC, said. "This is 
how they are supposed to function 
and we want to make that clear 
to avoid any confusion or future 
problems." 

The goal of the Purdue 
University-inspired event was 
to showcase how social gather¬ 
ings in the Bradley greek com¬ 
munity should function according 
to the recently passed IFC risk 
management policy, said Associate 
Director of Greek Life Jesse Koch. 

"This concept was developed 
at Purdue," Koch said. "Basically, 
IFC co-sponsors an event with the 
risk managers so that guests can 


see with their own eyes what it 
should be like when all policies are 
followed." 

Koch also said the party was to 
prevent problems that could arise 
at future gatherings. 

"We want to clear the confusion 
and minimalize future issues," he 
said. "If they're all here, they'll all 
be able to report back first hand. 
The Perfect Party is the ideal rep¬ 
resentation of just that, a party." 

The two-hour event enforced 
all of the new IFC guidelines 
and exposed greek members to 
appropriate procedures of party¬ 
hosting. Several students said they 
were less than impressed and said 
they felt the new policy to be too 
restricting. 

"I feel like I'm back at my 
middle school dance," said junior 
finance major Matt Butler, member 
of Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. 

Some students, like junior 
sports communications major 
Logan Wilson, and member of 
Sigma Phi Epsilon, expressed con¬ 
cern for the plan's effectiveness. 

"Honestly, I don't think it's 
going to be effective. I just think 
people want to have the most 
amount of fun as possible," he 
said. "This is not fun. No college 
kid wants restriction by this kind 
of process. They'll just pregame 
beforehand." 

Senior economics major Stephen 
Bannon of Pi Kappa Alpha frater¬ 


nity said he agreed. 

"When the idea is to help out 
underage drinking, this just forces 
it into less controlled settings of 
binge drinking," he said. "That's 
not safe or smart." 

Others said they felt this was 
not only a bold action by the uni¬ 
versity, but that the target audi¬ 
ence seemed to focus only on fra¬ 
ternity members. 

"This [moratorium] makes it 
look like it's entirely greek 
life's fault when 90 percent 
of the people at the parties 
are non-greeks," said sopho¬ 
more criminal justice major 
Zak Sebastian of Lambda 
Chi Alpha fraternity. "I don't 
think it's really going to have 
a great effect." 

Junior civil engineering 
major Brendan May of Delta 
Tau Delta fraternity said he 
felt that greeks were targeted. 

"When we go through the 
pledge process, we are taught 
to look out for each other and 
to function as a brotherhood," 
he said. "We're not the ones 
who are getting out of control 
at these events because we've 
got each other's backs. It's 
the people who don't have 
their friends looking out for 
them that are getting into 
problems." 

Interim Vice President 
for Student Affairs Nathan 


Thomas said the fraternities were 
very helpful during the writing 
and initial implementation of the 
new rules. 

"I think the way BU has react¬ 
ed is student-driven and student- 
focused," he said. "We've seen the 
student leadership step up and 
take charge. It's a learning process, 
and we just want everyone to try. 
This isn't about taking 
away, it's about try- Q) 


ing to keep promoting the positive 
values of fraternity and sorority 
life." 

The IFC will be posting and dis¬ 
tributing checklists and the revised 
bylaws for each fraternity house 
to reference. Bradley police will 
collaborate with Koch and IFC to 
enforce the procedures and ensure 
safety on campus.

Late Night BU reaches five years and increased attendance

Over the past five years, 
Bradley's late night program tar¬ 
geted to provide an alcohol-free 


environment has undergone some 
changes. 

Bradley first held Late Night 
BU (LNBU) on Halloween night in 
2008. There was a showing of the 
Rocky Horror Picture Show, inflat- 


ables and food from Alexander's 
Steakhouse, said Assistant Director 
of Alcohol Education and Wellness 
Lyndsey Hawkins. 

"The first year, we were trying 
to figure out what Bradley stu¬ 


dents liked and what they would 
want to do," she said. 

Hawkins said that some of the 
setup of LNBU has changed since 
then, including new locations for 
activities and the need for more 
space. 

"When we got a crowd of 1,000 
students, we knew we needed to 
provide more activities and use 
the entire Markin space," Hawkins 
said. "The food was also [in the 
basement] for the very first LNBU 
which we quickly learned was a 
terrible idea." 

Over the years, LNBU's atten¬ 
dance has grown from 700 to 1,200 
students per event, Hawkins said. 
The number of events has also 
increased, with seven the first year 
and eight the following year. In 
2010, 2011 and 2012, ten LNBU 
events have been hosted each year. 

The program's directors now 
have a better feel for what Bradley 
students enjoy, Hawkins said. The 
petting zoo, interactive rock show, 
puppies, ice cream, food and give¬ 
aways such as airbrush bags and 
hats or caricatures have been some 
of the most popular events so far. 

"The activities at LNBU are 
constantly being changed, but the 
committees try not to stray too 
far from the most popular themes 
and activities," Hawkins said. 
"However, we are trying to pro¬ 
vide more activities that will inter¬ 
est guys." 

Sophomore finance major Ryan 
Johnson said he wishes there were 
more live bands at LNBU. 

"I love going to LNBU because 


it's always a fun time to hang out 
with friends and get free food," 
Johnson said. "It's awesome that 
there are fun events provided by 
the school, but I do wish there 
were live bands more often." 

Hawkins said each event costs 
about $7,000 and is funded by the 
student activities fee, sponsors and 
donations. 

"I think it's great that people 
are willing to sponsor and donate 
to LNBU so that we can have a fun 
and safe event to go to," Johnson 
said. 

Other students said the current 
activities of LNBU are great the 
way they are. 

"All of the LNBUs have been 
pretty freaking awesome," fresh¬ 
man computer engineering major 
Evan Parish said. "My favorite 
events were the blow-up obstacle 
course and the reptile exhibit." 

LNBU's goal is to provide 
alcohol-free entertainment for stu¬ 
dents, Hawkins said. Freshman 
hospitality leadership major 
Kelsey Hogan said she prefers 
going to LNBU on the weekends. 

"I don't drink," she said, "so 
going to LNBU gives me some¬ 
thing fun and safe to do on the 
weekends. My favorite event 
was when Wags for Mags came 
because I got to spend the night 
with the puppies." 

Hawkins said LNBU is always 
willing to try new things and wel¬ 
come to suggestions and ideas, 
which can be sent to latenightbu@ 
bradley.edu.

Tuesday marked exactly one 
year since the death of Florida 
teenager Trayvon Martin. George 
Zimmerman shot Martin, which 
he says was in self-defense, while 
controversy ensued across the 
United States after prosecutors 
initially decided not to charge 
Zimmerman due to Florida's 
"Stand Your Ground" law. 

While Zimmerman awaits trial 
later this summer, I think the ques¬ 
tion that most people are forget¬ 
ting to ask is why did he have a 
gun with him in the first place? 
Whether he thought Martin was 
a burglar or not, why did he feel 
it was necessary to track down 
somebody with a gun? 

There is a gun culture that 
needs to change. There are too 
many instances where people 
shoot first and ask questions later. 

In the manhunt for former ex- 
Los Angeles police officer turned 
murderer Christopher Dorner, 


is a personal choice. 

"The winners are the people 
who find a way," he said to a room 
of more than 300 students and 
faculty. "It's going to be hard for 
everyone." 

It's true that motivation can 
be such a fickle feeling; when it's 
present, it can be fleeting and for¬ 
gettable, but its absence is undeni¬ 
able. No motivation to work or 
change can make a person a slave 
to his or her laziest lifestyle and 
leave that person unable to con¬ 
tribute anything worthwhile to the 
world. 

That motivation is lacking at 
the most critical times, especial¬ 
ly during the culmination of the 
semester at finals, seems almost 
unfair. The work piles up, the days 
get longer, yet nothing seems to 
get done. 

But life isn't a spectator sport. 

Lacking motivation isn't an ill¬ 
ness. It's not an excuse or an emer- 


the LA Police Department shot 
at people twice due to mistaken 
identity. In one of the shootings, 
police saw a truck that loosely 
matched Domer's gray Nissan. 
Except the truck they shot at was a 
Toyota and aqua blue. Inside were 
two Hispanic women, whom the 
police fired an estimated 20 to 30 
rounds at. 

In November, another teenager, 
Jordan Davis, was shot twice in 
the parking lot of a gas station in 
Jacksonville.

They 
were unarmed. 

Globally, evidence of the same 
problems exists. For example, look 
at South African Olympic runner 
Oscar Pistorius. According to his 
version of events, he heard noises 


gency. A teacher won't ignore the 
lateness of paper because "I wasn't 
motivated" was scrawled across 
the top. 

Choosing to be motivated into 
action is a birthright. Complaining, 
slacking off or skipping class isn't 
a biological imperative; it's a 
choice that's made every day. 

As stated in the article "Third 
annual Triathlon brings repeat 
champion," Junior mathematics 
and LAS-economics major Sean 
Orlando, won the race for a second 
time. He said he was optimistic 
about competition. 

"Don't ever get the thought I'll 
start tomorrow' into your head; 
it dooms you from the start," 
Orlando said. "Start today, right 
now."

in his locked bathroom. His next 
move was to grab a gun and shoot 
through the bathroom door, which 
happened to have his girlfriend 
Reeva Steenkamp behind it.

How has the gun cul¬ 
ture changed in the past year since 
Martin's death? Have we learned 
anything by his shooting? 

There are legitimate reasons to 
use a gun in self-defense. But I 
think people are confusing that 
with a need to shoot without 
thinking first. 

While President Barack Obama 
and Congress try to write out gun 
control legislation, nothing posi¬ 
tive will happen if the gun cul¬ 
ture doesn't change. If people stay 
trigger-happy, it won't matter if 
people have semi-automatic weap¬ 
ons or passed a background check. 

The examples above aren't 
criminals with illegal access to 
guns. For the most part, they were 


done, or by waiting for an out¬ 
ward source of motivation. It has 
to come from inside, and it has to 
trump every doubt, worry or lazi¬ 
ness that's being employed. 

In his speech, Hoffman told 
a story about his friend Evander 
Holyfield, heavyweight boxing 
champion, 1990-1992. He was 
spotting Holyfield at the gym 
and counting his repetitions when 
he lost track of the count. When 
Holyfield asked him whether he 
had finished his 300 rep set or had 
only done 299, Hoffman said he 
was close enough. 

Holyfield stared at Hoffman 
and did a final repetition. When 
he got up, he said, "The difference 
between 299 and 300 is the dif¬ 
ference between the heavyweight 
champion of the world and every 
other boxer." 

So the question is this: are you a 
heavyweight boxing champion of 
the world, or just another boxer?

law-abiding citizens, or a part of 
the police, who decided to shoot 
first before asking questions. 

It's a serious problem in 
America that needs to be fixed. It 
comes down to attitudes toward 
guns and that it's better to be the 
shooter than the person being shot 
at. 

In a year after Martin's death, 
people need to look into the rea¬ 
sons why we are a trigger-happy 
society. For all the people that 
walk to a 7-11 to grab something 
as simple as Skittles and Arizona 
Iced Tea, I think it's a question we 
need to ask so that we aren't that 
teenager shot while walking home 
wearing a hoodie.

Jack and the Beanstalk. Hansel and Gretel. The 
Wizard of Oz. We all know the stories, and as 
kids we would give anything to hear them told 
over and over again. But are we willing to pay 
good money to see them retold in theaters? All 
of these classic fairy tales and more are being 
turned into big Hollywood films, banking on 
familiarity to make big bucks at the box office. 

Like any sequel or remake, nostalgia's the main 
factor in adapting these tales. Children's stories 
are instantly recognizable to millions of people, 
and given the right cast and director, any of 
them could turn out to be hits. 

Case in point: ABC's "Once Upon A Time," 
which takes many classic fairy tales and 
gives them a darker spin. Both a critical and 
commercial success, the show has millions of 
followers thanks to the mature take on its fairy 
tale characters. Clearly an audience exists for 
these stories, and major Hollywood studios are 
picking up on this.

well as create a pivotal peer to 
peer leadership opportunity for 
Bradley students who will serve as 
peer mentors," Chase said. 

Freshman nursing major Becky 
Mullin said she thinks the pro¬ 
gram will be a huge help to incom¬ 
ing students at Bradley. 

"Going away to college can be 
a difficult transition," Mullin said. 
"It will be nice for students to be 
able to be introduced and wel¬ 
comed into the Bradley commu¬ 
nity their first year here." 

All upperclassmen and current 
freshmen who will have sopho¬ 
more standing in the fall are eli¬ 
gible to apply.

Chase said the peer mentors 
will have a variety of responsibili¬ 
ties, including assisting mentees 
on move in day, working with a 
peer mentor team to plan at least 
one social program per semes¬ 
ter for all program mentees and 
assisting with the recruitment of 
new mentors. 

All peer mentors will also 
actively participate in meetings 
and mentor programs throughout 
the year, said Chase. Students will 
be participating in interviews for 
the peer mentor position this week 
and next week. 

Junior marketing major 
Cabrittany Price said she thinks 
the program will have positive 
results. 

'The program sounds great," 
Price said. "Bradley is a pretty 
easy school to transition into, but 
the program will help make it that 
much easier."

es because we likely have more 
commuters in them.

A Tuesday morning email from 
Director of Student Activities 
Tom Coy let students know that 
President Joanne Glasser was can¬ 
celing her office hours for the day.

Sophomore psychology major 
Liz Bravo said she also did not 
understand why the office hours 
were called off. 

"I just thought it was kind of 
unfair that the weather was bad 
enough to cancel office hours but 
we still had class," she said. "But I 
wasn't too upset over it." 

Anna said the easy thing to 
do in a severe weather situation 
is to close campus, but that's not 
always the best option. 

"But we focus on 'can we oper¬ 
ate reasonably well?"' he said. 
"In this case, we could. Had the 
temperature dropped two degrees 
and the slush started to freeze, we 
would have had a very different 
situation."

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Tennis player overcomes to win MVC player of the week

Senior women's tennis play¬ 
er Kennedy Scott has overcome 
numerous obstacles during her 
career on the Hilltop. 

The Calgary Alberta native had 
a decorated career as 
a junior tennis player 
in Canada and was a 
mainstay in the start¬ 
ing lineup for the 
Braves her freshman 
year on campus. 

Then came the 
injuries. 

Scott missed all of 
her sophomore season 
with cartilage damage 
in her wrist and an 
ankle injury. 

Last season, coach 
Scott Petersen left the 
program and Scott 
said she felt like she 
was never given the 
opportunity to get on 
the court. 

"I was pushed to 
the sidelines/' she 
said. "I never got the 
opportunity to get 
back to where I was 
because I was never 
a priority at prac¬ 
tice. I just kind of got 
pushed to the side." 

Scott said it was difficult watch¬ 
ing the matches from the sidelines 
knowing the kind of player she 
was capable of being. 

"It was pretty brutal," she said. 
"I like watching tennis, but iP s not 


very fun to sit especially when you 
can't play. It's even worse when I 
knew there were things I could be 
doing to get better but no one gave 
me the opportunity to do those 
things." 

After the season ended, Scott's 
future and the team's future was 
up in the air. Interim 
coach Jesse Plote went 
back to being the full¬ 
time men's tennis 
coach and the athletic 
department began a 
search for a new wom¬ 
en's coach. 

In June, the team 
had its answer. Chris 
Williams was named 
the 10th head coach of 
the Bradley women's 
tennis program. 

Williams said he 
came to the program 
with a fresh outlook 
and wasn't going to 
let anyone else's opin¬ 
ion influence what he 
thought of the team. 

"When I started 
day one I thought 
Kennedy was one of 
the better ball strikers 
I had," Williams said. 
'The nice thing about 
Kennedy is regard¬ 
less of what I ask her to do she 
does it. She doesn't complain. She 
gets after it. I can't complain about 
any effort she's given because she 
has really stepped up this spring." 

With a clean slate, Scott has once 
again become a major contributor 
on the court for the Braves. She 


is 9-5 overall this season between 
her play in singles and double 
matches. 

"It feels really good [to be back 
on the court]," Scott said. "I've 
been playing really good the last 
month of this season. The major¬ 
ity of my teammates...this is the 


first year they've seen my ability 
to play tennis. I've had a lot of 
them be like oh wow. I think I've 
surprised a lot of them this year." 

Last week, Scott was rewarded 
for her patience and hard work 
making it back to the court. She 
was named MVC player of the 


week, earning a 4-1 record. 

"It was really exciting," Scott 
said. "I didn't really expect it to 
happen. I've been working really 
hard and I think it's something I 
deserved."

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United States doesn't care 
about World Baseball Classic

Earlier this year, four Taiwanese 
scouts disguised as umpires snuck 
into a South Korean practice game. 
They were able to stick around for 
a few innings before being ousted 
and thrown out. So what exactly 
were the scouts sneaking around 
for? 

Beginning Saturday, the World 
Baseball Classic (WBC) is set to 
begin. To most of the countries 
outside of the United States, these 
games have national importance. 
The Taiwanese scouts were look¬ 
ing for an edge when they play 
South Korea since they're in the 
same pool as the team that's never 
finished below a bronze medal. In 
the U.S., the same edge is nowhere 
to be found. 

This is the third WBC, with 
Japan winning the gold both times 
in 2006 and 2009. The U.S. hasn't 
placed above fourth place, as 
many of its best players don't even 
participate in the games. 

After baseball was removed 
from the Olympics, this became 
the sport's biggest global event. In 
Japan, more people watched the 
WBC Final in 2009 than any other 
sporting event including the 2008 


Beijing Summer Olympics. 

In other countries, the WBC 
is helping to develop the sport at 
a more rapid pace. Brazil, which 
qualified for its first WBC appear¬ 
ance in November, is finally gain¬ 
ing a larger fan base. 

"I know we're a very popular 
soccer country," said Yan Gomes, 
an infielder for the Cleveland 
Indians and the first Brazilian- 
born in MLB history, "but with the 
talent that we have in that sport, 
why not bring it out to baseball?" 

Yet, the event has yet to catch 
on in America. The sport's best 
athletes routinely turn down the 
opportunity to represent their 
country. The interest level from 
American fans is below nearly 
every other country that partici¬ 
pates. Of course, we still have 
the MLB season to look forward 
to, but people still tune into the 
Olympics to watch basketball and 
hockey despite the NBA and NHL. 

Unless you're a particularly big 
baseball fan, you might not even 
recognize half the pitchers on the 
U.S. roster. Could anyone even 
point out Glen Perkins, Vinnie 
Pestano, Tim Collins or Steve 
Cishek in a police lineup, much 
less a MLB roster? 

Of the five American players 
that won major awards such as 
MVP, Cy Young or Rookie of the 
Year last season (Buster Posey, 
David Price, Mike Trout, Bryce 
Harper and R.A. Dickey), only 
Dickey is on the roster. 

The Cincinnati Reds had to 
exercise their right to block pitcher 


Johnny Cueto from playing on the 
Dominican roster. Cueto's season 
ended after he strained his right 
oblique in the postseason last year, 
and the Reds didn't want to risk 
him getting hurt before his season 
could begin this year. 

But doesn't it say something 
that players from different coun¬ 
tries are willing to put injuries on 
the line to play in the WBC? Except 
in the U.S. it seems that players are 
more scared about getting injured 
and losing dollars in free agency 
than representing their country. 

And the problem doesn't stop 
at the players. American fans don't 
regularly tune in to the results of 
the WBC, nor really care about 
the outcome. It's scary to see the 
team's top players risk injury by 
playing in games a month sooner 
than usual, but what does it say 
when every other country cares 
and Americans couldn't care less? 

Would you rather have your 
favorite team be healthy and ready 
to compete for a World Series, 
or the U.S. taking a victory lap 
around the field after winning 
the WBC with flags being waved 
around the stadium? Or is it too 
much to ask for both?

The men's basketball team 
forced the Creighton Blue Jays 
into a sluggish first half on Feb. 
2, before the Blue Jays used a 
48-point second half 
to roll past Braves on 
their way to a 75-48 
victory. 

It was d£j& vu 
Wednesday evening, 
as Bradley forced 
Creighton into 12 
turnovers in the first 
half before the Blue 
Jays used another 
48-point second 
half to outpace the 
Braves 80-62. 

Creighton's 
All-American forward Doug 
McDermott spoiled Bradley's 
senior night, earning his ninth 
double-double of the season with 
32 points and 11 rebounds. 

"They killed us on the offen¬ 


sive glass," coach Geno Ford 
said. "We just weren't sharp; we 
really weren't sharp. Guys want¬ 
ed to play, and I don't know if 
we had the emotion of the day 
get to us a little bit, but we cer¬ 
tainly haven't played that poorly 
at home all year so 
it's disappointing on 
a lot of levels." 

Bradley was out- 
rebounded 41-20 in 
the game, and out- 
scored 14-3 on sec¬ 
ond chance points 
due to Creighton's 13 
offensive rebounds. 

In a ceremony 
before their final 
home game, Bradley 
honored its four 
seniors: Jake Eastman, Will Egolf, 
Milos Knezevic and Dyricus 
Simms-Edwards. Simms- 
Edwards made two steals in the 
game, tying the program's single¬ 
season record of 83. 


"I feel bad for the seniors more 
than I'm angry at our team," Ford 
said. "It's late in the year, and 
we put a clunker against a team 
that's been ranked in the top-15. 
That's a bad combination." 

The Braves forced 12 turnovers 
by the Blue Jays in 
the first half, but still 
trailed 32-28 at half¬ 
time. After the first 
media timeout in the 
second half, Bradley 
trailed 42-40 with 
15:24 remaining in 
the game. Creighton 
was then able to use a 
19-2 run over the next 
4:25 to extend its lead 
to 61-42. 

"That's the 
best we've played 
in the second half in some 
time," Creighton's coach Greg 
McDermott said. "The play in 
the second half is the team I 
coached in November, December 


and most of January, so it was 
good to see them back." 

Bradley will travel to Missouri 
State for its final game of the 
regular season at 7:05 Saturday. 

After the loss, the Braves can't 
reach a seed higher than sev¬ 
enth in the Missouri 
Valley Conference 
Tournament in St. 
Louis, and will play 
Thursday in the play- 
in round for the third 
consecutive year. 
Bradley hasn't won 
the conference tour¬ 
nament since 1988. 

"I mean you want 
to win so bad, but 
at the same time we 
have more games 
to play," Simms- 
Edwards said. "We're not going 
to get too down."

Democratic primary on Feb. 26 in 
the race to replace Jesse Jackson 
Jr. The Chicago Tribune reported 
that New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg helped fund millions 
of dollars in pro-gun control ads to 
help Kelly win. 

"Robin's main focus [if elect¬ 
ed] is combating the endemic of 
gun violence in Chicago," Kelly's 
Campaign Manager Jon Blair said. 


"[Her other goals include] improv¬ 
ing education, infrastructure and 
access to mental health facilities." 

The Chicago Tribune reported 
that a snowstorm and lack of voter 
interest kept turnout low for the 
special Democratic primary. Kelly 
received 52 percent of the vote, 
whereas her opponents former 
U.S. Rep. Debbie Halvorson and 
Chicago 9th Ward Aid. Anthony 


Beale received 25 percent and 11 
percent, respectively. 

New York native Kelly began 
her time at Bradley in 1973. While 
on campus, she became a member 
of Sigma Gamma Rho Sorority. 

"A recruiter from Bradley came 
to my high school and convinced

MAP grant funds depleted early in financial aid season 


The Monetary Award Program, 
or MAP grants, has already run 
out of financial aid for the 2013- 
2014 school year. 

The deadline was Mar. 2, 
meaning if students did not have 
their financial aid applications 
in by Friday, the Illinois Student 
Assistant commission said the state 
will probably not have enough 
money to award more grants. 
Commission spokesman John 


Samuels said Mar. 1 was the earli¬ 
est the state ran out of money for 
the program. 

"It used to be 10 years ago that 
MAP was available year-round," 
Samuels said. "But the demand 
has increased so dramatically, and 
tuition costs have gone up so high, 
that we're now able to provide 
grants for fewer than half of the 
students who apply." 

Because the MAP grants are 


awarding on a first come, first 
serve basis, Bradley's Executive 
Director for Financial Services 
Dave Pardieck said Bradley fami¬ 
lies were reminded of the dead¬ 
line. 

He also said the department 
will assist families who filed after. 

"We are reasonably certain that 
most of our families filed in time 
for the Mar. 2 cutoff," Pardieck 
said. "We will just work individu¬ 


ally with those students who filed 
after and are not able to receive a 
MAP grant." 

Pardieck said the university 
will continue to look out for its 
students' financial capabilities. 

"Like always, we keep a weath¬ 
er eye on the situation and see 
what happens," he said.

Congress votes to curb guns 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has approved stiff 
federal penalties for illegally trafficking guns. 

It's the first vote in Congress to curb firearms since 
December's horrific shootings at a Connecticut elemen¬ 
tary school. 

The bill is sponsored by Committee Chairman Patrick 
Leahy of Vermont. It would create penalties of up to 25 
years in prison for people who purchase guns for others 
who use them in a crime. 

The vote was 11 to 7, with Sen. Charles Grassley of 
Iowa the only Republican to support it. 

The panel is also debating bills requiring federal 
background checks for nearly all gun purchases; ban¬ 
ning assault weapons and high capacity ammunition 
magazines; and boosting federal aid for school safety 
programs.

Communication is key in helping those in abusive relationships

Nearly 60 percent of young 
women reported that they have 
experienced some sort of abuse, 
according to a collaborative 2011 
poll by Glamour Magazine. About 
half of those women said they 
have been in an abusive relation¬ 
ship. Even in the past few issues 
of the Scout, three inddents of 
domestic abuse have been includ¬ 
ed in the police reports. 

According to Bradley's 
Director of Counseling Deborah 
Montgomery Coon, it can be hard 
for people to tell that they are in an 
abusive relationship, whether it be 
physical or emotional. And it can 
be just as difficult to help a friend 


in that situation. 

"It can be hard to get them 
to see what you see," she said. 
"Try to provide them with spedfic 
examples of what you're seeing 
and point out contradictions. If 
there have been a lot of changes 
in either person's behavior, that is 
concerning." 

Montgomery Coon said there 
are many reasons people stay in 
abusive relationships, but that 
there are as many different reasons 
as there are relationships. 

"Reasons can range from feel¬ 
ing like that's the [only] person 
who will ever love them, or they 
may not know what a healthy rela¬ 
tionship looks like, or they literally 
may be fearful that if they leave, 
the other person may retaliate," 


she said. 

When physical abuse in 
involved, Montgomery Coon said 
any kind of abusive act is cause 
for concern. 

"A lot of times people try to 
justify the abuse," she said. "Like 
they'll say, 'Well he or she made 
me mad/ But even one inddent 
makes you wonder what is going 
on with that person that they felt 
they could cross that line." 

Senior sodology major Amber 
Bates, who was the Vagina 
Monologue director in 2010, said 
it's important to talk about taboo 
topics like domestic abuse. 

"When you go to the Vagina 
Monologues you get stories of dif¬ 
ferent women and the difficulties 
they've gone through," she said. 



*30% of all women polled said they'd never been in an abusive relation¬ 
ship but then reported experiencing abusive behavior. 

- 23% of those women said they'd suffered physical violence, such as being slapped 
or punched. 

- 94% cited emotional abuse. 

- 24% of women in abusive relationships have not told anyone they're being harmed. 

- 37% of women who have known someone in such a relationship never said anything 
to that person—or to the authorities.

"For a moment you're put in their 
shoes and it opens your eyes to 
something you may not have real¬ 
ized before." 

Bates said she has witnessed 
people close to her go through 
abusive relationships, and at 
times, it can be frustrating. 

"I have several friends back 
home in abusive relationships 
where I say 'You have to find your¬ 
self and reassess what you want.' 
But they have to want the help to 
get out of the situation otherwise 
it's like talking to a brick wall," 
she said. "It would be hard for 
people to get out of a relationship 
like that." 

Victims of any kind of abuse 
need to know that they are not 
alone, and they can find help. 
Bates said. 

"Domestic abuse victims feel 
like they don't have a voice or they 
deserve their treatment," she said. 
"I think there is strength in num¬ 


bers, especially when people think 
they're going through something 
on their own." 

For those who have gone 
through an abusive relation¬ 
ship, there are ways to seek help, 
Montgomery Coon said. 

"There are resources available 
to them," she said. "They have a 
right to pursue criminal charges if 
they've been abused, they can pur¬ 
sue judicial charges, they can call 
the counseling center or they can 
contact the Center for Prevention 
of Abuse." 

But if you or a friend is going 
through an abusive situation, 
Montgomery Coon said communi¬ 
cation is vital. 

"My personal opinion is that 
if you think somebody's safety is 
at risk, you should always inter¬ 
vene," she said. "Maybe the per¬ 
son does want help but doesn't 
know where to get it."

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Illinois same-sex marriage bill one step closer to passing

As the Religious Freedom and 
Marriage Fairness Act passed the 
Illinois House of Representative's 
Executive Committee on Feb. 14, 
Illinois became one step closer to 
proposing the topic to the gover¬ 
nor for approval. 

If passed on the House floor, 
Illinois will join nine other states 
and 14 countries worldwide that 
have recognized same-sex mar¬ 
riage on a legal level. 

Freshman international studies 
major Glenna Nelson said geog¬ 
raphy is everything in the United 
States. 

"This isn't something that 
would happen at home [in Texas]," 
Nelson said. "[I like that I'm] in a 
place where gay marriage can be 
talked about in politics and not be 
a joke." 

Illinois passed the Illinois 
Religious Freedom Protection and 
Civil Union Act in 2010, which 
legalized same-sex civil unions. 
The same-sex marriage bill gives 
the couples more rights, including 
being entitled to collecting Social 
Security and the ability to file joint 
tax returns. 

The bill does not require reli¬ 
gious officials to recognize the 
unions and allows them the right 
to refuse to officiate if it goes 


against their beliefs. 

Sophomore journalism major 
Kristin DiMaggio said the distinct 
marriage title makes all the differ¬ 
ence. 

"I'm not 'unionized,' you 
know," she said. "[I can say] I'm 
freaking married." 

The issue has divided the 
House and even the Republican 
and Democratic parties. Illinois 
Republican Chairman Pat Brady 
shocked Republicans by stating 
that they "were on the wrong side 
of history on this one." 

His stance may cause him to 
lose his position, as Republicans 
are meeting on Saturday to con¬ 
sider his removal. 

Regardless, DiMaggio said she 
thought some Republican support 
was a very positive move. 

Bradley's own Caterpillar pro¬ 
fessor in political science Emily 
Gill wrote a book arguing the 
legalization of same-sex marriage 
in 2001. She said she began to 
see links between the way the 
U.S. prohibited religious intoler¬ 
ance but continued to impose a 
religious idea of marriage on its 
citizens. 

"I will be delighted when my 
colleagues, who do not currently 
enjoy full marriage equality, enjoy 
the same respect and benefits that 
my own married relationship 
does," Gill said. 


Junior health science major 
Alex Warden-Michl said she 
thinks the bill can be helpful for 
all Bradley students. She said the 
bill might help "different reli¬ 
gious groups on campus have 
broader perspectives." 

President of Bradley's 
Common Ground Gay-Straight 
Alliance Kelli Pinsky said she 
agreed. 

"I was talking to an older 
member of the community [who 
was around] during the AIDS 
epidemic," Pinsky said. "Back 
then, [being gay] was scorned 
and shameful. Now we're liv¬ 
ing in a time when it's more 
accepted. It's not going to hold

Name any type of popular entertainment, and most likely there's a convention for it. These 
conventions, or cons, are in every corner of the globe, and every year they get more and 
more popular. 

Common types of cons include gaming cons, anime cons and comic cons. The difference 
between anime and comic cons comes down to their focus. Anime cons deal with anime 
and manga - Japanese cartoons and comics - while comic cons focus on Western media 
including comics, comic-based movies and TV shows. Anime Expo and Anime Centred are 
the most popular anime cons, while the biggest comic con by far is the San Diego Comic 
Con, which last year had almost 50,000 attendees. 

Despite their differences, anime and comic fans enjoy both types of cons, so all cons will 
try to appeal to a wide variety of interests. Anime, video games, comics and even Internet 
culture are found at almost every con imaginable, and there's always something for 
someone at any con you can think of. 

Common to all cons is cosplay, short for "costume play," where people dress up as fictional 
characters and iconic celebrities. They walk around cons and pose for pictures, and meet 
up with others dressed as characters from the same series for organized photo shoots. 

These cosplayers even enter competitions, where they're awarded for their craftsmanship 
and character likeness. 

Besides cosplaying, the main attractions of cons are panels. These panels discuss various 
topics such as movie, show or comic news and feature popular writers and actors as 
guests. The guests will often head panels arid have autograph sessions for their adoring 
fans, rewarding them for coming out to see them. Popular TV shows and movies are also 
screened at panels, with screenings ranging from existing films or episodes to large-scale 
premieres of brand new films and shows. 

But there's more to cons then just cosplaying and panels. Cons bring together dealers of 
items that are otherwise hard to find, such as rare comics, DVD's and collectibles. At anime 
cons, items imported from Japan are common and are very popular. Most cons also have 
an "artists' alley" where artists sell their wares, ranging from prints and pins of popular 
characters to clothing, key chains and other handmade objects. Concerts and raves are 
getting more popular at anime cons, and areas for video and tabletop games are always 
popular at regular comic cons. 

All of these activities are so enjoyable that you don't even have to be a comics or anime fan 
" to have fun. Going to a con is a genuine experience, and as more cons sprout up in the U.S. 
they provide access to a subculture that allows anyone to explore their interests and make 
new friends.

You can't call yourself a '90s kid if you haven't heard of 
Pok&non. As the Nintendo franchise that took the world by 
storm, Pokemon had gamers take on the role of a trainer who 
would travel die world, capture super-powered creatures, train 
them in gym battles and earn badges that would make them 
Pokemon masters. 

Still going strong after 15 years, the franchise has seen dozens 
of games released for every one of Nintendo's portable 
systems, from the original Gameboy up to the Nintendo DS. 
Now that the Nintendo 3DS is out, the company is preparing 
to release die sixth generation of Pokemon games, versions "X 
and Y*\ 

Unlike past games, "Pokemon X and Y" will be the first to have 
full polygonal 3D graphics.

Comic books have broken into the mainstream, with films and 
TV shows being constantly adapted from diem. With comics 
no longer for a niche audience, it makes sense to know which 
comics are worth reading. Welcome back to Comic Watch - your 
personal guide to the world of comics. 

In the wake of Marvel's success with 'The Avengers," rival DC 
Comics is trying desperately to get a Justice League film out 
by 2015. There are rumors of Chris Nolan producing and new 
Superman Henry Cavill starring, but there's still no official 
word on when the film would start. Such a film would team 
Superman, Batman, Wonder Woman, Green Lantern and the 
Flash in an epic crossover movie. But what story would this 
Justice League film adapt from its long-running comic history? 

DC's rebooted New 52 universe is one answer, where the new 
"Justice League" series begins with how they first teamed up 
to take down alien tyrant Darkseid. While these issues lacked 
a great story or characterization, the vibrant art work and 
breathtaking action gave it the tone of a blockbuster movie, and 
could easily be adapted for film. 


If filmmakers are looking for a better story, however, they would 
be better off adapting "Tower of Babel" which ran through 
issues 43 to 46 in the series "JLA" back in 2000. The story had 
a villain steal Batman's contingency plans to defeat the Justice 
League should they turn evil and use them against the heroes, 
leading to the team distrusting Batman for his paranoia. 

Character driven and action-packed, the Tower of Babel" 
storyline displayed the unique relationship dynamics that drive 
the world's greatest super hero team.

Prepare to be wowed, gamers, because Sony officially announced 
the PlayStation 4 on Feb. 20 for release in Fall 2013. While they're 
still finalizing the design, Sony told the world about the new r 
system's completed hardware, which will be similar to a PC to 
make games easier to develop. 

The DualShock 4, the PS4's new controller, isn't finished yet but it 
was close enough to be shown during the conference. It is similar 
to the DualShock 3 but boasts new features including a touchpad, 
headset jack, micro USB port and speaker. The button layout is the 
same as the previous DualShock controllers, though the start arid 
select buttons have been merged into a single "options" button 
while a new "share" button allows players to upload gameplay 
videos. 

The PlayStation Move can also be used with trie PS4, using an 
improved PlayStation Eye that features a camera with greater 
tracking precision. The PlayStation Vita can stream video from the 
PS4 and allow' games to be played remotely. With trie PlayStation 
App, players can purchase games, download them on the PS4 
system and watch other gamers' streams. Players can also view in¬ 
game maps on mobile devices such as iPhones, iPads and Android 
smartphones and tablets. 

While the PS4 will not have traditional backwards compatibility, 
a cloud service may be used to render old games and stream 
them, resulting in digital backwards compatibility. The two games 
expected to be launch titles for the PS4 are Killzone: Shadow Fall 


and Watch Dogs, though there will surely be more revealed as the 
launch approaches. Sony has stated that the most expensive PS4 
games w'ili be $60, meaning there will be no price increase. 

There are still many questions about the PlayStation 4, but new 
info is sure to surface. The Electronic Entertainment Expo, which 
always shows off new video games, will probably reveal more 
about trie system in June. Until then, Sony's Feb. 20 conference will 
suffice, since it got gamers everywhere excited for the Playstation's 
future.

The three leads do an admirable job of anchoring 
the film and making their characters likable, but 
they don't get any meaningful jokes or stand-out 
moments beyond your average movie teens. Like 
any teenage cast, there's the party-loving one (Casey), 
the responsible one (Miller) and the awkward one who 
becomes self-confident 0eff Chang), all standard college 
movie characters. 

They look and act like college kids and have great 
chemistry together, but the tired YOLO message 
and recycled jokes from better college movies 
make this film rather predictable. There are 
genuine laughs, but nothing to make it stand 
out from any other college comedies. Don't feel 
guilty if you black out by the time "21 & Over" 
hits the credits.

Bradley's Gay-Straight Alliance 
group. Common Ground, brought 
Yanez to campus, along with 
about 50 performance attendees. 
Common Ground President Kelli 
Pinsky said the 
group decided 
on Yanez because 
of her hilarious 
online videos. 

"She's a gay 
comedian that we 
thought would be 
interesting for the 
[entire] student 
body," Pinsky 
said. 

As a first gen¬ 
eration Cuban-American, Yanez 
said from the beginning she was 
very in-touch with her culture. 
However, with those family values 
firmly grounded in conservative- 
based views, Yanez said coming to 
terms with her homosexuality was 
not an easy experience. 

According to Yanez, all 
Cuban-Americans are "Catholic, 
Republican and extremely pas¬ 


sionate, especially when they are 
angry." 

Yanez's jokes stemmed fre¬ 
quently from her relationship with 
her mother. She even opened her 
show with a joke to the audience 
on the subject. 

"Don't tell my mother about 
this show," Yanez said. "She 
doesn't like it when I use her for 
material." 

Although Yanez is primarily a 
comedian, there were very serious 
moments intertwined through¬ 
out her performance, includ¬ 
ing her parents' departure from 
Havana, Cuba during the Cuban 
Revolution. Yanez said her mother 
was only sixteen at the time. 

"The delicate mixture of com¬ 
edy and tragedy in her show is 
what makes her character so rent¬ 
able," said junior biochemistry 
major Matthew Farbota. 


Yanez focused on the concept of 
sexuality in her performance. She 
said she first learned the meaning 
of homosexuality in high school 
when she met her best "gay" 
friend, Ramone, and eventually 
dubbed herself an official "fag 
hag." 

When she was eighteen, Yanez's 
brother told her he was gay. Yanez 
said her mother blamed her for

[her brother's] "condition" 
because of her friendship with 
Ramone and other gay males. 

In college, Yanez said she real¬ 
ized she was also gay, calling the 
situation ^'cruel Catholic joke 
on her parents." Although she 
accepted homosexuality in her 
friends and her brother, she said 
she was terrified to accept and 
admit this discovery. 

The show took a dark turn 
when Yanez revealed that she _ 
never got to tell Ramone she was 
a lesbian because, at the age of 
twenty-seven, he died of AIDS. 

Ramone was never able to 
accept his sexuality or share it 
with his family, said Yanez. 

The change in the show's pace 
might have been unexpected, but 
Yanez said a comedy show isn't 
complete without both sides of 
the story. 

"I don't just want to be funny," 
Yanez said. "I want to be able to 
share my sad parts too. I want 
people to leave my show feeling 
strength, because with humor, 
we can overcome any challenge 
of life and find happiness." 

Yanez finished the show by 
describing the moment her moth¬ 
er asked her if she was gay. Her 
mother told her that her sexual¬ 
ity was acceptable and that she 
would always be loved by her 
family. 

"I think [I learned] that people 
can really change," Pinsky said. 
"Her parents went from think¬ 
ing that being gay was the worst 
thing that could happen, but 
eventually they realized that it 
was just how their children were 
bom and there is nothing wrong 
with that."

be," she said in an interview with 
the Scout. 

Kelly obtained both her bach¬ 
elor's and master's degrees from 
Bradley, and then obtained a Ph.D. 
from Northern Illinois University. 

For the past 25 years, Kelly 
has committed to public service 
in Illinois. She has worked at the 
Crittenton Care and Counseling 
Center, the Youth Shelter and as 
a director of community affairs 
in Matteson, Ill. Since 1998, Kelly 
has worked as a commissioner on 
human rights in Cook County. 

Kelly is still involved with 
Bradley, having worked here as 
the minority student services 


director from 1990 to 1992. She 
has been a part of the Board of 
Trustees since 2003 and a board 
member of the Bradley University 
Council since 1998. In 2009, Kelly 
was inducted into the Centurion 
Society, the elite society that hon¬ 
ors alumni who are successful in 
their chosen career fields! 

If elected to Congress, Kelly said 
she wants to focus on reforming 
immigration, along with decreas¬ 
ing gun violence and improving 
education. 

"I would definitely be an advo¬ 
cate for higher education," Kelly 
said in the email.

With opening day for the 2013 
baseball season just weeks away, 
the Scout previews three teams 
with local ties. 

Chicago White Sox 

A season ago the White Sox 
just narrowly missed winning the 
American League Central Division 
finishing the year winning just 
four of 10 games. The Detroit 
Tigers won the central and went 
on to the World Series. Chicago 
looks to be a factor in the division 
race once again this season. 

Chris Sale will once again 
anchor the White Sox pitching staff 
after his incredible 2012 campaign. 
The lefty won 17 games and had 
an ERA just north of three last 
season. 

He will be joined by veter¬ 


an Jake Peavy at the top of the 
Chicago rotation. 

The Chicago offense will have 
a new look with long time catcher 
A.J. Pierzynski going to the Texas 
Rangers. But the lineup is far from 
bare. 

Adam Dunn, Paul Konerko 
and Alex Rios add plenty of fire¬ 
power to the middle of the order. 
Gordon Beckham hit just .234 last 
season but provided pop with 16 
homeruns and 60 RBI. 

It will be tough for the White 
Sox to beat out the Tigers for the 
division, but earning one of the 
two Wild Card spots is not out of 
the question. 

Chicago Cubs 

The loveable losers are coming 
off a horrendous 2012 season in 
which they lost 101 games. The 
Cubs are in full rebuilding mode, 
but with second year General 


Manager Theo Epstein and some 
young talent the future appears 
bright. 

First baseman Anthony Rizzo 
became a mainstay in the Chicago 
lineup after he was called up mid¬ 
season in 2012. He hit 15 homeruns 
and had 48 RBI. Rizzo has the tal¬ 
ent to develop into one of the bet¬ 
ter first basemen in the National 
League and should be in the mid¬ 
dle of the Cubs lineup for years to 
come. 

Shortstop Starlin Castro is one 
of the best young players in all 
of baseball. He has all the tools 
to blossom into one of the best 
middle infielders in the game if 
he becomes more disciplined. He 
committed 27 errors, but brings 
tons of offense to a team that des¬ 
perately needs it. 

The Cubs improved its pitch¬ 
ing this offseason adding Edwin 
Jackson. Chicago will look for a big 


season from Jeff Samardzija after a 
promising season last year. 

IPs hard to imagine a scenario 
where the Cubs finish with much 
more than 70-75 wins, but the team 
is heading in the right direction. 

St. Louis Cardinals 

The Cardinals led the Giants 
three games to one in last year's 
National League Championship 
Series before losing the next three 
to the eventual World Series 
Champion. 

It was a disappointing end to a 
great season. This year has already 
started off rough for St. Louis. 
Starting pitcher Chris Carpenter 
is likely out for the season with 
ongoing issues with his neck, 
shoulder and arm. 

That is a major blow to the 
Cardinals starting rotation, who 
will also likely not resign starter 
Kyle Lohse. 


St. Louis will look to Adam 
Wainwright and Jaime Garcia to 
lead the rotation. 

But the strength of the Cardinals 
is its offense. The team scored the 
second most runs in the NL in 2012 
and should have an offense just as 
potent this season. 

Matt Holliday, Carlos Beltran, 
Allen Craig, David Freese and 
Yadier Molina give the birds argu¬ 
ably the best lineup in the NL. 
There isn't an easy out up and 
down the order. 

Second year manager Mike 
Matheny will rely on the offense 
to carry the team if the pitching is 
sub par. 

The Cardinals should compete 
and be one of the favorites to win 
the NL Central in 2013.

A championship was almost 
certainly never in the cards for the 
Chicago Bulls this season. A medi¬ 
ocre year was expected out of this 
group, and frankly, the team has 
overachieved with a 34-26 record. 

As usual, head coach Tom 
Thibodeau has his squad playing 
elite defense. The Bulls hold oppo¬ 
nents to the third fewest points 
per game and pull down the sixth 
most rebounds per game in the 
NBA. 

In spite of Derrick Rose's 
absence, Chicago has even col¬ 
lected the eighth most assists per 
game. x 

What the team has achieved is 
noteworthy, but more often than 
not the offense stumbles. 

The Bulls score the third few¬ 
est points per game and are in the 
bottom 10 in field goal and three- 
point percentage. 

Fourth place in the Eastern 
Conference is nothing to complain 
about, but how much confidence 
should the average Bulls fan place 
in this team? 

Some would say the answer 
lies in Rose's performance upon 
his return. 

Thibodeau declared Rose day- 
to-day according to ESPN reporter 
Nick Friedell on Tuesday. This 


is good news for anyone who 
thought No. 1 return was not 
going to happen. 

What fans need to realize is 
that even if Rose comes back 100 
percent healthy, he is going to be 
limited to 10 to 20 minutes a game 
for a while. There is even a chance 
that he will not play more than 
30 minutes a night even once the 
playoffs arrive. 

In addition, if fans think back to 
the team before Rose's injury, they 
would remember a team facing the 
same issues this one faces. 

When the Bulls beat the Miami 
Heat in game one of the Eastern 
Conference Finals in 2011, many 
thought they were on their way to 
the Finals. 

Four games later, and every 
basketball fan in the world saw 
the Bulls inability to create offense 
when a superior defender such as 
LeBron James takes Rose out of 
the game. 

Despite the different names on 
the jerseys, this is an incredibly 
similar team to the one that lost to 
Miami two seasons ago. 

Now, James is playing at a level 
never before seen from him and 
the Heat are playing the best bas¬ 
ketball since the King and Chris 
Bosh joined Dwyane Wade in 
Miami. 

Simply put, even with Rose's 
return, the Bulls are likely incapa¬ 
ble of getting past the Miami Heat 
and advancing to the NBA Finals 
this season. 

Before the Bulls would even get 
a chance to take on the Heat, they 
may have to go through Indiana. 
With Paul George's emergence, 
Frank Vogel's team has found an 


offense to go along with an already 
strong defense to lead the Central 
Division. 

The Bulls and their fans should 
not be focused on this season. 

The team has a roster full of 
bloated contracts and remains too 
far above the cap to add difference 
makers over the offseason. 

Without trades or using their 
one time amnesty option, the team 
will not have significant cap space 
until the 2016-17 offseason. 

But there is much to be optimis¬ 
tic about three or four years down 
the road. 

Nikola Mirotic may be ready 
to join the Bulls by then, Jimmy 
Butler could be ready to assume 
Luol Deng's starting job. Boozer 
would be amnestied or packaged 
in some trade for Kevin Love, or 
the Bulls might receive the number 
one overall pick from the Bobcats 
in 2016. 

No matter what happens, the 
Bulls will not be able to contend 
with the Heat, Pacers, or anyone 
that makes it to the Finals out 
West until they add more offensive 
firepower. 

Bulls' fans will be ecstatic to see 
Simeon's finest return to the hard¬ 
wood and they should be. 

But for now, all fans should be 
realistic. Even with Rose, Chicago 
will advance no further than the 
Eastern Conference Finals.

The 2013 Missouri Valley 
Conference Tournament opened 
last night with Bradley playing 
Drake at the Scottrade Center in 
St. Louis. 

With a victory, the Braves play 
in the quarterfinals today at noon 
against Creighton. 

The winner of the MVC tour¬ 
nament will be crowned Sunday 
and receives an automatic bid 
to the field of 68 for the NCAA 
tournament. 

Bradley is the No. 8 seed and 
faces an uphill battle of winning 
four games in four days. No MVC 
team has ever accomplished the 
feat. 

Braves' coach Geno Ford said 
the key for the team is getting 
great play out of guards Dyricus 
Simms-Edwards and Walt Lemon 

Jr. 

"The two guards certainly set 
the tone for us," he said. "Walt 
and Dyricus are all-conference 
caliber players. When they're 
able to dominate a game...it's no 
secret they have to do it on both 
ends for us to be successful. They 
need to score close to 20. They 
need to shoot a good percentage 
and we've got to get those steals 
they've provided for us more 
often than not." 

Ford said the team has set its 
sights high but plans on taking 
one game at a time. 

"We certainly are hopeful we 
can go down and play well [in St. 
Louis]," he said. "There's a lot of 
good teams in St. Louis. IPs going 
to be a tough several nights for 
several teams down there." 

Last season, the Braves went 
into the tournament as the No. 10 
seed and was eliminated in their 
first game Thursday night.

The next step in creating a more 
sustainable campus is as simple as 
shutting off a light. 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said a campus 
energy policy in is the works, and 
it is expected to be completed by 
the end of this school year. 

"Sustainability is a process of 
perpetual refinement," he said. 
"And this is just another step." 

The policy is more about main¬ 
taining what is already in place, 
Anna said, instead of implement¬ 
ing additional, major projects. 

"Given our priorities at the 
university, I want to ensure we 
can continue with our sustained 
efforts," he said. "We want to do 
what's right for this campus and 
make sure we can show continu¬ 
ity" X 


That means keeping up with 
initiatives like the recycling pro¬ 
gram, which recycled more than 
175 tons of recyclable material in 
the last five years, with 80 tons in 
the last year alone. 

"Even our recycling program 
started up two or three times, and 
with the help of the student sus¬ 
tainability group, we got more 
comfortable carrying out that pro¬ 
gram," Anna said. "All of this is a 
community effort." 

The energy policy includes 
fixes like turning off computers 
when not in use, minimizing water 
waste and purchasing energy-effi¬ 
cient equipment whenever pos¬ 
sible. 

"We have also added more 
water bottle refill stations to build¬ 
ings around campus," Anna said. 
"Maybe refilling one time instead 
of using a disposable water bottle 
won't make a huge impact, but 


after thousands of refills, that is 
significant. It adds up." 

Anna said the university has 
already begun looking into poten¬ 
tial energy drains. 

"We pulled some vending 
machines that weren't being used 
a lot out of some buildings," he 
said. "That's good for economic 
costs, but also for energy conser¬ 
vation. That's like pulling the plug 
on a refrigerator." 

Anna said students have strong 
opinions on green efforts, and each 
idea has to be considered carefully. 

"Students are always outspo¬ 
ken about the issues they care 
about, and we have to prioritize," 
he said. "Because certain things 
can become a cost rather than a 
cost-neutral undertaking." 

The energy policy isn't neces-

In response to the changing 
economic market, the annual edu¬ 
cation majors job fair was switched 
for a new, conference-style event 
to provide more interactive expe¬ 
rience. 

The Networking, Professionalism, 
& Recruitment in Education 
Conference was hosted March 6 in 
Westlake Hall for all education majors 
hoping to sharpen their post-grad¬ 
uation skills. The event, co-host- 
ed by the Smith Career Center 
and the Department of Teacher 
Education, offered 68 students a 
variety of new professional ses¬ 
sions to explore, with the help of 
22 employers and alumni. 

"It's getting harder and harder 
to get employers to come for a job 
fair, so we decided to offer some¬ 
thing to our students that didn't 
require as many employers," said 
Susie Stear, advising coordinator 
for the education department. 

As opposed to traditional 
job fairs, where students talk to 
employers for a few minutes, this 
fair hosted interactive sessions, 
including a panel made up of pro¬ 
fessionals, a round table of discus¬ 
sion leaders and mock interviews 
directed by area school adminis¬ 
trators. 

The panel, which discussed 
leveraging education degrees, 
was consisted of directors from a 
variety of organizations, including 
Junior Achievement USA, State 
Farm Insurance and the Peoria 
Riverfront Museum. 

"The panel discussion was to 
help students understand there are 
more options besides a traditional 
classroom setting," said Jayshree 
Panchel-McKechnie, career advi¬ 
sor to education and health sci¬ 
ences. 

Stear said she was especially 
pleased with the interaction dur¬ 
ing the panel discussion. 

"I think the panelists gave our 
students some excellent tips and I 
felt that the students were active¬ 
ly involved and took away a lot

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When a night of drinking takes aTclangeroiis turn

In some situations, allowing 
someone to "sleep off" the effects 
of alcohol can be a fatal mistake. 

There were more than 80,000 
deaths due to excessive alcohol 
use in the United States from 2001 
to 2005, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control. 

On any college campus, binge 
drinking and pressure drinking is 
prevalent. This may put students 
at a higher risk of alcohol related 
dangers such as alcohol poison¬ 
ing. Bradley University Interim 
Director of Wellness Lyndsey 
Hawkins said when drinking, 
there are many indicators you 
should look for in order to deter¬ 


mine if a friend's life is at risk. 

Hawkins said to determine if 
someone is suffering from alcohol 
poisoning, look for the following 
symptoms: 

• If their breathing is slow 

• If their lips are blue 

• If they are semi-conscious 
or unconscious 

• If they are unable to focus 
their eyes 

• If they are vomiting and/ 
or unresponsive 

"It is really good to try to 
get some form of response from 
them," Hawkins said. "Make sure 
they can talk clearly, carry a full 
conversation and can focus their 


eyes." 

If he or she is not respond¬ 
ing to your verbal attempts to get 
his or her attention, Hawkins said 
to use personal touch to prompt 
a response. To do so, pinch the 
person or rub your knuckles on 
his or her sternum to stimulate a 
response. 

Because each person reacts very 
differently to alcohol, Hawkins 
said it is important to look for 
these signs to determine if an indi¬ 
vidual needs additional medical 
treatment. 

"If two people of the same 
height, weight and gender have 
the same to drink, they will have 
the same blood alcohol content," 
she said. "But if one has a higher 
tolerance, they will not seem as 


intoxicated. However, their body 
still could be shutting down. You 
don't need to show all of these 
symptoms in order to have alcohol 
poisoning." 

Not only can body type and tol¬ 
erance impact how someone reacts 
to alcohol, but medications can 
impact the reaction, as well. 

"Sometimes it's not always the 
alcohol that is affecting them," 
Hawkins said. "We have a lot of 
students who are taking medica¬ 
tions for Attention Deficit Disorder 
as well as anti-depressants." 

Above all, Hawkins said even 
if you are not sure of the student's 
condition, it is important to be 
conscious of the situation. 

"Be an active bystander," she 
said. "Ask them questions and go 


and ask their friends, or the people 
they are with, questions. If you are 
uncomfortable to call the police, 
stay with them or make sure to 
check on them periodically." 

However, no matter the situa¬ 
tion, Hawkins advises students to 
always call for professional medi¬ 
cal assistance. 

"It's always best to call for an 
ambulance," she said. 'The EMTs 
will medically evaluate the person 
and decide if they need further 
assistance. These are the experts, 
so let them make the call."

Honor society hosts university president for lecture on leadership

Students had the opportunity to 
gain leadership tips before spring 
break from one of Bradley's most 
prominent leaders, who shared 
some her secrets to success.

Glasser said 
the students 
involved are 
already mak¬ 
ing great 
strides in 
leadership.

The introduction of the presi¬ 
dent's speech focused on her life 
and her mother's emphasis on 


recognizing that her family was 
blessed. Glasser said she began 
volunteering at an early age, which 
helped her developed the core val¬ 
ues which she utilizes today. 

One of the key components to 
the "Bradley experience," Glasser 
said, is leadership. Founder Lydia 
Moss Bradley's dedication to cre¬ 
ating a university paved the way 
for student leaders today, she said. 

"The fact that President Glasser 
can develop a speech around stu¬ 
dent leaders' lives really makes 
her main points relevant," fresh¬ 
man business management and 
administration major Mitchell 
Kudell said. "I feel like she is 


speaking directly to us as though 
she understands the exact kind of 
advice we're looking for." 

Some of that advice provided 
was centered around her experi¬ 
ence as a leader. Glasser's three 
steps included carefully crafting 
a vision, using authority honestly 
and to remain committed to goals. 

"Leadership is people choosing 
not to follow when they have the 
choice to go in the opposite direc¬ 
tion," Glasser said. 

The speech was followed by 
a question and answer session,

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Bradley plans first study abroad program in Korea

Students who are looking for 
a more unique experience abroad 
are in luck. For the first time, a 
study abroad course in Korea will 
be available this summer. 

Dr. Ji Young Kim 
of the communica¬ 
tions department 
will be teaching 
Bradley's first exclu¬ 
sive trip to Korea 
during the 2013 May 
interim. The course, 

COM 494: Culture 
and Business in 
Korea, will meet on 
campus May 20 to 
25, May 27 and June 
7. The class will then* 
travel to Seoul, Korea 
May 28 to June 5. 

"Personally, I 
have been in study abroad pro¬ 
grams and I learned a lot through 
first-hand experiences," Kim said. 
"The course is taught on campus 
so that students can focus on expe¬ 
riencing the culture, society and 
business world of Korea during 
the visit." 


Kim said the cost is regular 
tuition for a summer course plus 
a $3,300 travel charge, which 
includes round-trip airfare, accom¬ 
modations, breakfast, a city tour, 
cultural and industry field trips, 
site visits, activities in Seoul and 
an International Student ID card. 


Learning the language is not 
required/ but some of the language 
basics will be taught. 

The program was created in 
response to student requests, 
according to Kim. 

"There aren't many cours¬ 
es in Asia," Kim said. "But stu¬ 
dent interest in Asian culture has 


increased, and this gives them the 
chance to meet the people, taste 
the food and explore many cultur¬ 
al relationships between the West 
and Asia." 

However, some faculty mem¬ 
bers have their reservations 
because of the program's infancy. 

"I'd love to see the 
course enroll. I'm just 
not positive it will," said 
Director of International 
Programs Christine 
Blouch. "At least [not] the 
first time, because it's a 
new venue and not many 
students know about it 
yet." 

Blouch also said that 
the higher cost of airfare 
could affect the program, 
and it may take a second 
year to become a popular 
program. 

President of the Asian American 
Association Christine Gale said 
she thinks the new program is 
impressive. 

"I'm very impressed that we 
have a Korean study abroad pro¬ 
gram," she said. "Actually one 
of our members, Mary Schwark,

went to Seoul this semester and 
seems like she is having a great 
time being [immersed] in the cul¬ 
ture."

BU Police Department 
aims to educate

The Bradley University 
Police Department is making its 
presence known in a new way, 
through the "Party Contacts" 
system. 

The program, which began 
this past weekend, aims to edu¬ 
cate students hosting parties 
around campus in order to keep 
them safe, BUPD Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko said. 

Joschko said the party contact 
is a "front porch intervention." 
If officers suspect a house with 
party activities, they will find 
the party hosts and talk to them 
outside about responsible party 
hosting and provide educational 
outreach. 

'The intent is to be education¬ 
al, not intrusive," Joschko said. 
"The outreach is toward respon¬ 
sible party hosting and not tar¬ 
geting underage drinking." 

• The educational guide¬ 
lines the BUPD will provide 
includes: 

• Party hosts should know 
the attendees of their party 

• Drinking age require¬ 
ments and potential tickets or 
criminal charges to people host¬ 
ing underage drinking events 

• Keeping people inside; 
outside, partygoers create noise 


nuisance complaints and attract 
uninvited guests 

• Party hosts should 
encourage responsible alcohol 
consumption 

• Party hosts should be 
assured guests have safe rides or 
walk home in groups 

• Party hosts should make 
sure no one leaves with alcohol 

Joschko said officers will be 
patrolling on-campus and off- 
campus, including greek and 
non-greek properties. Officers 
will identify parties through 
regular patrolling, listening for 
noise and looking for crowds of 
people. 

When a party is identified, 
officers will approach party 
hosts to provide advice even if 
the party has not received any 
prior complaints. 

As part of this program, 
Joschko said, the party hosts 
would generally not be forced to 
end the party. The hosts would 
not necessarily be referred to 
Student Judicial or the criminal 
justice system if they comply. 

The "Party Contacts" pro¬ 
gram is funded in part by the 
Illinois High Education Center's 
Enforcement of Underage 
Drinking Laws grant. 
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Vagina Mongologues celebrates 'One Billion Rising 1

As of now, one in three women 
will be abused or raped in her 
lifetime. But students on campus 
made an effort to stop the violence 
with this year's performance of the 
Vagina Monologues. 

The show, hosted March 8 and 
9 in the Student Center Ballroom, 
attracted more than one hundred 
attendees to each performance and 
raised nearly $2,000 for the Center 
for Prevention of Domestic Abuse 
in Peoria. 

The Vagina Monologues has 
been on campus for about a decade. 
This year, the national "One Billion 
Rising" campaign was the focus, 
advocating for an end to all vio¬ 
lence towards women. 

The Vagina Monologues, based 
on author Eve Ensler's book 
"Vagina Interviews," is a collec¬ 
tion of interview responses from 
more than two hundred women, 
answering questions concerning 
life, sexuality and the complexities 
of being female. 


The show was both directed 
and performed by more than 
twenty Bradley female students 
in celebration of V-Day, the orga¬ 
nization behind the "Vagina 
Monologues" productions and 
outreach programs. 

Feb. 14th, 2013 marked the 
beginning of the ^campaign to call 
all women to stand up against 
abuse. "One Billion Rising," which 
is the largest global campaign in 
the history of anti-violence against 
women, has spread to hundreds of 
countries, encouraging women to 
rise up and dance against violence. 

The Bradley performers danced 
their way to a stage equipped with 
a only a row of chairs as the set. 
One by one, the students delivered 
monologues representing either a 
single voice or a compilation of 
multiple women. 

The show addressed taboo sub¬ 
jects such as the vagina, se: :, lesbi¬ 
anism, rape and abuse. 

Although V-Day and the Vagina 
Monologues are aiding the anti¬ 
violence campaign for women, 
students said the show reached 


out to men as well. 

"Men need to join in the fight 
too - to show abused women that 
not all men are bad," said sopho¬ 
more psychology major Meghan 
Fogler. "Men can help make a dif¬ 
ference." 

Testimonials from real victims 
and those who have known vic¬ 
tims took the stage after the per¬ 
formance. The first-hand accounts 
displayed the accuracy of the one 
in three women abused statistic. 

"The sad part is that you might 
never know, but that girl who sits 
across from you in class may have 
been abused or raped," junior 
education major and cast member 
Jaclyn Gitlis said. 

Students said the show was 
important in raising awareness 
about violence against women. 

"The beauty of this show is that 
it gives a voice to women," fresh¬ 
man music theory major Angela 
Paulick said, "women who often 
times feel voiceless."

Votes pay off in Student Senate elections Bradley 


Student Senate election day is 
fresh off the heels of spring break 
this year. The election kicks off 
Monday, and candidates have one 
week instead of the two they've 
had in years past for campaign¬ 
ing. It's difficult to market a plat¬ 
form to the student body in two 
weeks, let alone one. The chal¬ 
lenge candidates are facing is that 
they have one week to let students 
know what they would do in their 
desired positions and mobilize 
voters. 

However, there is one advan¬ 
tage to this year's election. There 
are currently seven presidential 
candidates, which is more than we 
have seen in the last several years. 


Because of this high number, it 
is unlikely that one single candi¬ 
date will receive the majority vote 
the first time around. This means 
those who advance to a run-off 
election will have an additional 
week to campaign. 

Student Senate elections have 
been traditionally labeled a popu¬ 
larity contest, and to a large extent, 
that is true. But it is important to 
consider that it really does matter 
who is president of the student 
body, as well as any of the other 
positions. That group of people is 
in close contact with administra¬ 
tion, and they can and do make a 
difference. They make things hap¬ 
pen and they make changes. But 


they can also do the 

opposite. 

Real change can happen with 
great student leaders. In the past. 
Student Senate leaders have been 
a driving force behind some large 
changes that have taken place on 
campus. For example, senate has 
improved the the recycling pro¬ 
gram, enacted later hours in the 
Student Center and Center Court 
and brought a free condom pro¬ 
gram to campus. 

Senate elections are another 
easy way to get involved and to 
allow students with drive and 
ideas to be in a position where 
they have access to resources to 
foster real improvements. 


Voting is easily accessible via 
MyBU, but every year there are 
still a significant number of stu¬ 
dents who don't vote. There are 
plenty of reasons for that, whether 
people forget, or they're lazy, or 
they feel they don't know any 
of the candidates well enough to 
make an informed decision. But 
the votes do matter. 

For students who are waver¬ 
ing about whether or not they 
are going to vote, the answer is 
simple. Do it. Every vote really 
does count, and some elections 
have been close enough that even 
a handful of votes makes a differ¬ 
ence.

It's been a quiet year for 
Bradley's Student Senate. Its 
elected officers have shown up, 
meetings have been held, resolu¬ 
tions have been passed, yet only 
three articles and one editorial 
have appeared in The Bradley 
Scout, some of which were not 
even in the print edition.

Huge problems facing every 
student at Bradley such as ris¬ 


ing costs for tuition, housing and 
food service have received no 
formal response from Student 
Senate.

In the eyes of the Bradley 
University Police Department, any 
cup can carry alcoholic beverages. 

In response to an increase num¬ 
ber of students transporting alco¬ 
hol across campus, the use of card¬ 
board cups has been banned at all 
on-campus dining areas. 

BUPD Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko said after a new 
Interfratemity Council BYOB alco¬ 
hol policy at all fraternity parties 
went into effect, officers expected 
to see more backpacks and bags 
carried on campus during week¬ 
end and evening hours. However 


Joschko said it was actually the 
opposite. 

"My guys were all ready and 
prepared to handle underage stu¬ 
dents carrying alcohol to frater¬ 
nity parties," he said. "But this 
was something different." 

In fact, Joschko said officers 
rarely saw students carrying large 
bags of beer or alcohol, which 
threw everyone for a loop. 

"At this point we knew stu¬ 
dents were still boozin'," he said. 
"After stopping and questioning 
a few students on Friday night we 
figured it out. Students are mixing 
drinks in soft drink cups avail¬ 
able on campus to carry to parties 
which is wrong." 


Sophomore marketing major 
Stacy Hall said since the new 
IFC policy, "everyone has been 
doing it." 

"I'm not 21 so I couldn't carry 
alcohol on campus," she said. 
"But a few girls in Williams 
told me about mixing drinks in 
Center Court cups. The last time 
I did it a cop drove right past 
me and I was able to take my 
drink to a party. Now everyone 
is doing it." 

As a measure to prevent stu¬ 
dents from drinking alcohol 
from cups available on campus,

Director of Dining Services Matt 
/Vilton said beginning Monday, 
lew cups will be available at all 
dining locations. The new cups 
will be dear and will disintegrate 
if they come in contact with alco¬ 
hol. Bradley's inventory of card- 
board disposable cups on campus 
will be donated to local charities. 

"Are they trying to poison 
us?" said junior hospitality major 
Kyle Harmber. "I don't even care, 
they can't stop us from drinking. 

Joskcho said he knows the 
change won't be able to stop 
students from drinking, but 
they decided to take action after 
University President Joanne 
Glasser proclaimed that students 
cannot drink on her dime.

In an unprecedented move by 
the NCAA, Bradley senior bas¬ 
ketball player Will Egolf has been 
granted a seventh year of eligibil- 
ity. 

NCAA guidelines state that 
players have five years to com- 
plete their four years of eligibility. 

A sixth year may be granted if a 
player suffers two season ending 
injuries. 

Egolf is the first player to ever 
be granted a seventh year. He said 
he is "pumped beyond belief if 
you know what I'm saying bro" 
to be back at Bradley for another 
year. 

"My favorite movie of all-time 
is 'Van Wilder,'" Egolf said. "That 
Van guy ... he's like a hero of 
mine. He's the most popular guy 
on campus, gets all the ladies and 
throws the craziest parties.

Bradley baseball catches fire after rough start

The Bradley Braves baseball 
team record stands at 9-11. After 
a rough start of 3-9, the Braves 
went on a 6 game winning streak 
until the two most recent losses to 
Dartmouth last weekend. 

Even with the two losses, the 
Braves have scored runs at a mar¬ 
velous clip of late. 

The team has scored 67 runs 
in their last eight games; good for 
more than 8 runs a game. That's 
compared to 66 runs in the first 12 
games where the team only aver¬ 
aged five and a half runs per game. 

If the offense can keep up its 
current pace, they should have no 
problem staying above .500 and 
even contending for a serious post¬ 
season run. 

Mike Tauchman, a senior out¬ 
fielder for the Braves, believes 
their offense could carry them far 
this year. 

"Offensively, we compare well 
with every team in the country," 
Tauchman said. 

Tauchman, a Business 
Management and Administration 
major from Palatine, IL, is having 
the best season of his collegiate 
career. 

He is already three RBIs away 
from last season's total with near¬ 
ly 30 games left in the year. His 


hits (34) are good for 2nd in the 
Missouri Valley Conference, and 
Tauchman has been getting on 
base 48 percent of the time. 

The Braves have also got¬ 
ten strong efforts from pitchers 
such as freshman Brent Strong. 
Strong, who was named the 2013 
MVC Freshman of the Year by the 
CollegeSportsMadness.com web¬ 
site, has an Earned Run Average 
of 2.63. 

"I think that we have a lot of 
young guys who are pitching 
beyond their years," Tauchman 
said. "And defensively, we're get¬ 
ting better game by game." 

He did admit however, that the 
team is still finding its way. 

"We're still coming into our own 
a little bit this season," Tauchman 
said. We've exceeded almost 
everybody 7 s expectations so far in 
terms of our offense. I think that 
we know what we're capable of on 
the mound, and defensively, we 
know that we're not there yet. But 
I think that everyone's committed 
to getting better game by game 
and I think that the confidence 
level is pretty high." 

Defense has been an issue for 
this team, but Tauchman says he 
and his teammates are aware of 
the problem and want to correct it. 

"What happens is a lot of our 
losses have been due to the fact 
that we've been unable to take 


care of the baseball as a team," 
he said. "But it's something that 
everyone recognizes and is trying 
to improve upon." 

With an offense as capable as 
the Braves', and a steadily improv¬ 
ing defense, it is easy for a fan to 
have aspirations for the playoffs 
already. Yet, Tauchman and his 
teammates try not to look towards 
the playoffs until later in the sea¬ 
son. 


"[A Postseason Berth] is a long 
way away and we have a lot of 
improving to do as a team," he 
said. "In the MVC, any team can 
beat any team any day, [but] I 
think we have the kind of tools 
to make a serious run at the tour¬ 
nament and get ourselves into a 
regional." 

The key, Tauchman added, is to 
practice 'winning habits'. 

"Winning habits become rou¬ 


tine and that's how you can con¬ 
tinue success over a period of 
time," he said. 

To continue that success, there's 
only one thing the team can do 
according to Tauchman. 

"We've got to keep improving," 
he said, "and not hit any panic 
button."

Year after year college basket¬ 
ball proves it has the best postsea¬ 
son in all of sports. This tourna¬ 
ment has been no exception. 

There isn't another sport where 
tiny, virtually irrelevant Florida 
Gulf Coast can knock off one of the 
blue bloods of college basketball in 
Georgetown and play its way into 
the Sweet 16. 

It's called March Madness for a 
reason, but who could have seen 
it coming? 

Raise your hand if you knew 
FGCU existed two weeks ago? 
Yeah, that's what I thought. 

Florida Gulf Coast didn't open 
its doors as a university until 1997. 
It played its first game in 2002 as a 
member of the NAIA.

Florida Gulf Coast did just that 
last weekend becoming the first 
No. 15 seed to ever advance past 
the round of 32. 

And the Eagles did it in enter¬ 
taining fashion. 

Generally, when mid-major 
teams make a run in the NCAA 
Tournament they do it by slowing 
down the pace, limiting posses¬ 
sions and drilling a bucket load 
of three-pointers in a low scoring 
game. Usually, it's close at the end 
before the underdog survives and 
moves on. 

Florida Gulf Coast, or should I 
call them "Dunk City," said to hell 
with that. 

In wins over Georgetown and 
San Diego State, the Eagles ran up 
and down the floor, throwing up 
breath-taking alley-oops and very 
much looked the part of the supe¬ 
rior, more athletic team. 

They didn't try to slow the 
game down. They told the big 
boys we can do what you do best 
better than you can. Watching .the 
games you would have thought 
"Dunk City" was the higher-seed 
matching up against the lowly 
Hoyas and Aztecs. 

FGCU scored 78 and 81 points 
in their two games and neither 
one of them was close down the 
stretch. They not only won. They 
dominated. 

Senior Sherwood Brown looked 
like a future NBA draft pick, and 
sophomore Brett Comer looked 
like the second coming of Steve 
Nash. 

So can the Eagles do it? Can 
they do what Butler, Virginia 
Commonwealth and George 


Mason have done before them and 
make a run to the Final Four in 
Atlanta? 

The easy answer is no. Odds 
are Florida Gulf Coast will come 
back down to the stratosphere and 
play like the team that lost twice to 
12-18 Lipscomb. 

But what if they don't come 
back to Earth? What if they ride 
this wave of momentum and beat 
Florida tonight then knock off 
either Michigan or Kansas to reach 
the Final Four? 

We would be looking at one of 
the greatest runs in sports history. 
The other three mid-majors mak¬ 
ing the Final Four is one thing, 
FGCU would be in an entirely dif¬ 
ferent realm. Fifteen seeds hardly 
win games in the tournament, let 
alone make the Final Four. 

Can "Dunk City" do it? Why 
the heck not? I'm a believer. You 
don't destroy Georgetown and San 
Diego State by getting lucky. 

I'm officially driving the 
Florida Gulf Coast bandwagon. 
There hasn't been a more impres¬ 
sive team thus far in the tourna¬ 
ment. 

So if you're one of those who 
thinks the Eagles have no shot, 
just remember its called March 
Madness for a reason.

Who was the best NCAA Cinderella? | 


'06 George Mason '90 Loyola Marymount 


The NCAA has had its fair 
share of Cinderella stories 
throughout history, but one team 
stands out in my mind as the best 
Cinderella story of them all. 

That would be the 2006 George 
Mason Patriots. Now, to be clear, 
in order for a team to qualify as a 
"Cinderella," in my opinion, the 
team has to be an eighth seed or 
lower and not be from a power 
conference. 

George Mason was a great 
story. As a No. 11 seed, the 
Patriots defeated sixth-seeded 
Michigan State, third-seeded 
North Carolina, seventh-seeded 
Wichita State, and first-seeded 
Connecticut before being defeat¬ 
ed by the eventual champion 
Florida in the Final Four. 

They may not have won the 
championship, but it was still an 
incredible run. 

This was made better by the 
fact that it was the first time in 
its school history that they got 
an at-large bid to the NCAA 
Tournament. 

Also, the Patriots had no true 
star. They were an incredibly 
balanced team, having five play¬ 
ers who averaged double figure 
points. It was incredible coach¬ 
ing job by now Miami coach Jim 
Larranaga. 

The George Mason Patriots are 
still one of the first teams that 
come to mind when you think of a 
Cinderella story, even seven years 
later. They are the best Cinderella 
story in tournament history.

No Cinderella team has ever 
gone through the face of adver¬ 
sity as well as the 1990 Loyola 
Marymount squad that went to 
the Elite Eight as a No. 11 seed. 

The Lions were a team that 
revolutionized the run-and-gun 
offense. Not only did they aver¬ 
age a NCAA record 122 points 
per game, but they also had 
a star 6-foot-7-inch forward in 
Hank Gathers, a second-team 
All-American. 

However, tragedy struck 
in the West Coast Conference 
Tournament. In the semifinals. 
Gathers collapsed after throw¬ 
ing down a dunk. He died on 
the way to the hospital from a 
heart-muscle disorder. 

While the WCC Tournament 
was canceled, Loyola 
Marymount still earned a berth 
into the NCAA Tournament 
because of its regular season 
title. 

In the first round, the Lions 
upset New Mexico State 111- 
92. Next up was the defending 
national champion Michigan, 
but Loyola Marymount ran 
them out of the water in route 
to a 149-115 victory. They then 
advanced to the Elite Eight 
when they beat Alabama in a 
low-scoring 62-60 win. 

Although they lost to the 
eventual champions, UNLV, their 
upsets were the lasting image of 
that tournament. Through the 
adversity, Loyola Marymount 
was the best Cinderella in 
NCAA Tournament history.

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BU speech team continues legacy with 40th national title

The Bradley University Speech 
Team continued its dominance 
of collegiate speech by return¬ 
ing from the American Forensics 
Association tournament as nation¬ 
al speech champions last week¬ 
end, but one student in particular 
amazed the team. 

Junior theatre arts major 
Kaybee Brown was one of the 
numerous speech team members 
who had award-winning perfor¬ 
mances over the weekend. He was 
named national champion in prose 
interpretation, dramatic interpre¬ 
tation and duo interpretation with 
senior political science major Cecil 
Blutcher. He also placed fifth in 
poetry interpretation. 

"To win three events is mind 


blowing," said Ken Young, direc¬ 
tor of forensics and first-year 
coach. "Think of it as winning 
the Triple Crown in baseball or 
horseracing; it is very rare." 

Brown, who is a first-year mem¬ 
ber of the Bradley Speech Team 
after transferring from Lone Star 
College-North Harris, spoke of the 
team's accomplishment in general. 

"Winning the 40th [speech 
championship in Bradley speech 
team history] was a huge accom¬ 
plishment that many other teams 
didn't believe we could achieve, 
and we aren't finished yet," Brown 
said. 

Both Brown and Young empha¬ 
sized the time commitment of 
being on the speech team, compar¬ 
ing it to being on a sports team. 
When most students were depart¬ 
ing Peoria for summer break in 


2012, speech team members began 
preparing for the 2013 season. 

Since that time, members have 
worked seven days a week with 
coaches, alumni and each other 
perfecting their performances. 

"We are balancing our academ¬ 
ics, social lives, jobs, families and 
whatever else we choose to do 
along with speech, but it is always 
worth it in the end," Brown said. 

Despite Brown's dominant 
individual performances. Young 
praised Brown for never letting 
success get to his head and always 
striving to learn more. 

"I want performing to be my 
career... but I don't want to be 
famous. Fame isn't what it used 
to be," Brown said. "I want to be 
successful." 

At last weekend's ASA tour¬ 
nament in Kansas, the entire 


speech team earned a total of 659 
points, putting Bradley well above 
Western Kentucky University, 
which finished second with 488 
points. The latest victory was 
Bradley's 40th national speech 
championship and 22nd AFA title 
since 1980. 

Young said he especially 
liked to see the program succeed 
because of his participation as an 
undergrad. 

"As an alum of the speech pro¬ 
gram, it means the world to con¬ 
tinue the tradition of excellence 
set by those who have come before 
me," he said. "This is a chance to 
reaffirm the skills these students 
are learning." 

Six other Bradley speech team 
members ranked with Brown in 
the individual sweepstakes, which 
is calculated by students who 


score the most points in at least 
four events. 

This^ included senior philoso¬ 
phy major Jacoby Cochran, who 
was named national champion. 

The Bradley University Speech 
Team will look to defend its title as 
national champions next week at 
the National Forensic Association 
Championship Tournament at 
Marshall University. Unlike the 
AFA tournament, which limits 
the number of entries, the NFA 
tournament allows for a greater 
number of total speech entries, 
allowing for the team to compete 
in its entirety. 

"This team is my family, and 
I'm honored to walk alongside 
them," Brown said. "At NFA, we 
compete as a whole, a family, and 
that means the world to me."

A Bradley 
alumna won 
the special elec¬ 
tion of the 2nd 
Congressional 
district of Illinois 
on Tuesday, 

securing yet 
another seat in 
Congress by a 
Bradley grad. 

Democrat Robin Kelly '77, '82 
won the election against Republican 
nominee Paul McKinney by a mar¬ 
gin of 89 percent to seven percent, 
the Washington Post reported. The 
election was held to replace former 
Representative Jesse Jackson, Jr. 

Kelly now joins other 
Bradley grads in their commit¬ 


ment to Congressional leader¬ 
ship. These include Congress 
Rep. Aaron Schock '02, former 
Congressman and United States 
House of Representatives Minority 
Leader Bob Michel '48 and for¬ 
mer Congressman and current 
Secretary of Transportation Ray 
LaHood '71. 

"I think [Kelly's victory] speaks 
volumes to the leadership oppor¬ 
tunities that Bradley offers," said 
Brad McMillan, executive direc¬ 
tor for the Institute of Principled 
Leadership in Public Service. "It 
shows our long history of develop¬ 
ing high level leaders to serve the 
country." 

McMillan, who knows Kelly 
through her service on the insti¬ 
tute's advisory board, said he was 
thrilled when he found out the 


election results. 

"Not only do I have great 
respect for her as a person, but 
I think she represents bipartisan 
common sense leadership," he 
said. "To have someone with that 
leadership style in Congress is 
fabulous." 

The 2nd district includes 
Chicago's South Side and the 
southern suburbs. Kelly was 
sworn in yesterday, the first time 
the district has been represent¬ 
ed since Jackson's departure in 
November. 

"I just think that Robin has done 
[politics] the right way," McMillan 
said. "She has public service in her 
blood, so the next natural step for 
her is to serve in Congress." 



BU alumnus Chuck Grayeb wins City Council seat

Grayeb '72, '79 has been an at- 
large member for the council from 
1995-2007. He was elected Tuesday 
to represent the 2nd district, which 


encompasses the West Bluff and 
parts of Peoria. 

"I believe the 2nd district is sec¬ 
ond to none," Grayeb said. "I feel 
privileged to represent the district 
that has Bradley in it." 

According to the Peoria Journal 
Star, Grayeb defeated the incum¬ 
bent Barbara Van Auken by receiv¬ 
ing 52 percent of the vote. Out 
of all the five district races, this 
election was the only one where 
both candidates had City Council 
experience. 

Grayeb said he wants more stu¬ 
dents to get involved in the City 
Council. 

"I want to ensure that the 
Bradley student body has a place at 


the table with issues that affect the 
2nd district," he said. "My main 
goal is to integrate the community 
into the district. I want to have a 
Bradley student represented in the 
neighborhood associations like the 
West Bluff Council. It's important 
to have that meaningful dialogue 
because [students] are a part of the 
community." 

Another goal of Grayeb's is to 
build up Main Street. He said the 
entrepreneurship progress of some 
Main Street shops, like Broken 
Tree Coffee, is promising. 

"I want to make [Main Street] 
an exciting place to be," he said. "I 
can feel the excitement in the Main 
Street quarter for Bradley."

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Career fair offers students full-time and summer employment

The Michel Student Center 
Ballroom filled with job seekers on 
April 4, as a newly revamped fair 
closed out the year's organized 
job fairs. 

The Public Service and Summer 
Employment Fair, hosted by the 
Smith Career Center, gave near¬ 
ly 70 employers and more than 
180 students the chance to find 
employees and jobs before the 
school year ended. 

The fair, which was for¬ 
merly named the Social Service, 
Recreation, and Education Job 
Fair, was split into two events this 
year, said Associate Director of 
Springer Center for Excellence in 
Internships Molly Drenckpohl. 

The two fairs have been 
renamed the Public Service and 
Summer Employment Fair and 
the Networking, Professionalism 
and Recruitment in Education 
Conference. Both were hosted on 
March 6. 


"We had requests from students 
and professors [for two events]," 
Drenckpohl said. "I think [the 
change] made the events more 
open to students, which, to me, 
means more opportunities." 

Drenckpohl said the fair 
focused on social sciences, includ¬ 
ing sociology and psychology. 

Sophomore health science 
major Hetal Patel said she could 
see the difference. 

"I'm here looking for an intern¬ 
ship for the summer," Patel said. 
"I noticed that this fair had more 
opportunities for younger stu¬ 
dents." 

Senior health science major 
Katherine Emrich said she agreed. 

"There were a lot more oppor¬ 
tunities for health science majors 
[than in previous fairs]," she said. 
"I'm very impressed with this 
fair." 

Employers said they were 
impressed, also. Returning 
employer Gina Wehmhoff of the 
Illinois Department of Juvenile 



Justice's Department of 
Corrections said this fair 
brought forward students 
with different interests. 

"We've seen a lot more 
females attracted to this fair," 
Wehmhoff said. "Because 
they are a minority in our 
department, we're [able to] 
recruit more [students]." 

However, the Student 
Center Ballroom may not 
have been the best choice for 
the fair, said a few students. 

"It was a little bit crowd¬ 
ed [in the Student Center]," 
Patel said."But the smaller 
space [offered] more one-on- 
one connections." 

According to Drenckpohl, 
the Smith Career Center is 
continuing to make changes 
to both events but it is plan¬ 
ning to keep the events sepa¬ 
rate and host a fair similar 
to the public service fair in 
spring 2014. 

The fair will be longer, as

Administration focuses on cost reduction initiatives

While many students try to 
watch their bank accounts during 
their time at college, the university 
is in the process of saving pennies 
as well. 

In mid-February, University 
President Joanne Glasser creat¬ 
ed a special ad-hoc presidential 
resources committee of Bradley 
staff to "enhance operating 
resources and reduce expenses." 
Vice President for Business Affairs 


Gary Anna said so far, the commit¬ 
tee is making progress. 

"This is really an extension 
of administrative responsibili¬ 
ties as opposed to undermining 
University Senate or other student 
processes that we have in place," 
Anna said. "That's why the struc¬ 
ture was set up the way it was." 

The goals of the committee 
include assessing the current bud¬ 
getary cycle, encouraging and con¬ 
sidering feedback that can enhance 
operating revenues and identify 
any policies that may inhibit align¬ 


ment of university resources with 
operating priorities. 

According to Anna, the com¬ 
mittee is structured differently 
than other university ad-hoc com¬ 
mittees. Some of the members are 
responsible for different aspects 
encompassed by their jobs, but 
the committee also includes mem¬ 
bers who do not have budgetary 
responsibilities, Anna said. 

The committee is represented by 
a variety of departments, includ¬ 
ing the computing, controller, 
student involvement and market¬

ing offices. Academic Affairs, the 
department of Teacher Education 
and the Foster College of Business 
Administration. Glasser asked 
Anna to chair the committee. 

"I'm not always a big fan of 
committees - I think they can 
sometimes dilute a focus of an 
effort," Anna said. "But in this 
case it's more of a gathering of 
perspectives. It wasn't just 'here 
are some issues we want to try and 
problem solve.'" 

Anna said although students 
are not sitting in on this commit¬ 
tee, they can still be involved. 

"You might ask why we 
haven't included a student. This 
isn't that kind of a committee," 
he said. "We're trying to keep it 
at a high level - not that our stu¬ 
dents wouldn't have meaningful 
observations. Part of the process 
was to allow campus feedback ... 
students can participate if they're 
so inclined." 

The presidential resources 
committee has an anonymous sur¬ 
vey available on Bradley's web¬ 
site where students, faculty and 


staff can submit their ideas on 
enhancing resources and reduc¬ 
ing expenses. Additionally, two 
lockboxes in the library and 
MacMillan Hall are available to 
submit feedback. 

Glasser requested the commit¬ 
tee to provide a summary of its 
observations by May 1. 

"The committee has reviewed 
the feedback received to date," 
Anna said. "We've reviewed a 
couple of particular procedures 
and policies that had some initial 
interest. We've talked about the 
procedures in process for develop¬ 
ing the universities' prospective 
on resources. We've talked about 
some specifics on ways to increase 
revenues and manage some costs." 

Anna said he is optimistic for 
the May 1 summary deadline. 

"The time has been generally 
well-spent, sometimes more pro¬ 
ductive than others but it's a pro¬ 
cess like other things," he said. 
"I'm pretty satisfied we're making 
progress." •

New SABRC fundraising policy for club sports

The recent spring-like weather 
means more students are enjoying 
sports outside. But the weather 
isn't the only change that will soon 
affect club sports. 

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Council (SABRC) has 
changed the club sports' fundrais¬ 
ing process. The club sports used 
to be allocated through the gen¬ 
eral fund with all other clubs and 
organizations, but the allocation 


program is now under new lead¬ 
ership. 

"Club sports is greatly varied 
when it comes to level of com¬ 
petitiveness, and some organiza¬ 
tions are officially registered mem¬ 
bers of governing conferences, 
while others are simply looking 
for opportunities to play against 
schools in the region," Director of 
Student Activities Tom Coy said. 
"This was very hard to discern 
in the current funding process, 
and further, the SABRC Funding 
Committee does not have any veri¬

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fication of participation of results 
of tournaments." 

The new program leadership 
includes Vice President of SABRC 
Erika Hallstedt, Assistant Director 
of Campus Recreation Nick 
Kramer, and Assistant Director of 
Student Life Lauren Sandstrom 
as well as a panel of students 
involved in club sports. 

"This is a much different con¬ 
versation than bringing a speaker 
to campus," Coy said. "Therefore, 
it makes sense for the proposals to 
be reviewed by their fellow peer 
athletes." 

Coy said some organizations 
didn't end up using their funding, 
including one group who allocated 
$1400 but only used $30 last year. 

"If we would have known 
sooner and had more concrete 
numbers, it is likely that the $1370 


would have been allocated to other 
organizations," Coy said. "It is our 
belief that through the more inten¬ 
tional relationship with campus 
recreation we can better allocate 
funds to our club sports teams." 

Hallstedt said she is looking 
forward to the changes in the 
funding for next year. 

"This new process will allow 
the decisions about club sports 
funding to be made by people 
who are engaged in club sports 
themselves," she said. "We're hop¬ 
ing to see a more streamlined and 
efficient funding process for all of 
SABRC." 

Hallstedt said she thinks the 
changes will be helpful in future 
SABRC fund allocation. 

"With club sports participants 
and [Kramer] bringing their 
knowledge of each clubs' needs. 


the new procedure will be a huge 
help in getting the right amount 
of funds to the right groups," said 
Hallstedt. 

Coy said the 2013-2014 will be 
the pilot school year, but the fund¬ 
ing meetings for student organiza¬ 
tions and club sports have already 
been separated. 

Hallstedt said she thinks the 
year might be difficult but that 
hopefully the year will result in an 
easier allocation process. 

"We are going in with an open 
mind, knowing that this is new for 
everyone," Hallstedt said. "After 
this semester we will be able to 
make any adjustments and make 
the process even smoother."

Low voter turnout due to more than shortened campaigns g ra( Jlgy 


This year's Student Body 
Officer campaign was missing one 
crucial element: the campaign. 

Common areas, hallways and 
sidewalks were notably bare 
of any advertisements the past 
couple weeks, especially in com¬ 
parison to recent years. And that 
may lie heavily in the fact that 
candidates had only one week to 
campaign instead of two. While 
this one week adjustment may be 
the new norm for the next couple 
years, it could also further under¬ 
mine the integrity of the process 
and of Student Senate itself. 

For those students who knew 
the candidates personally and 
wanted to vote for them, the allot¬ 
ted one week for campaigning 
wasn't an issue. But for others who 
did not vote, an additional week to 


get to know the candidates' names 
and platforms may have pushed 
them to participate. 

In addition, one more week of 
campaigning may have brought 
in votes from those who had no 
idea an election was even going 
on. And it may have given every 
candidate the chance he or she 
deserved to express goals to the 
student body. 

The elections are often lab^d 
a popularity contest, and whether 
or not that extra week changes 
that perception, losing it certainly 
doesn't help. 

A two week campaign can pro¬ 
vide time for a thoughtful debate 
and even a little creative market¬ 
ing; one week provides about 
enough time to send a Facebook 
invite to all your friends telling 


them who to vote for. And that 
defeats the purpose of having a 
campaign in the first place. 

If you compare this year's total 
number of votes to last year, there 
is an incredibly stark contrast. In 
2010, 1,625 students voted in the 
election, and there was no runoff. 
In 2011, 2,187 students voted in the 
runoff. In 2012, that runoff number 
came in at 1,482 votes. And this 
year brought in a measly 759 votes 
in the runoff. That drop-off may be 
a symptom of a campaign time cut 
short. But it's very likely an indica¬ 
tion of something more. 

Perhaps it was the Jack of can¬ 
didate visibility during the cam¬ 
paign, but even more so, senate's 
lack of visibility throughout the 
year. If senate wants students to 
pay attention, it has to make them 


take notice. That engagement, 
more than anything, is going to be 
crucial to the new senate leader¬ 
ship. 

Without a finger on the pulse of 
the student body, senate will lack 
direction. And if the voter turn¬ 
out for this year's election is any 
indication of what's to come, the 
student body officers and senators 
will have a lot of work to do right 
off the bat. 

One more week to campaign 
may have made a couple hundred 
more students take notice, log in 
and vote. But a truly engaged sen¬ 
ate may actually keep their atten¬ 
tion.

Medical marijuana for Illinois: Benefits waiting to be reaped 


According to an article from 
the Chicago Tribune titled "La 
Grange prepares for medical mari¬ 
juana law," Rep. LaShawn Ford, 
D-Chicago, said he believes the 
bill "will pass" during the spring 
legislative session. The bill would 
be another move in the right direc¬ 
tion for medical marijuana advo¬ 
cates, and in their eyes, potentially 
help move the country towards 
national medical legalization. 

Yet, there are still plenty of 
opponents of the bill and they are 
voicing their opinions. 

Illinois Partners Providing 
Marijuana Education (IPPME) pre¬ 
pared "Too Many Problems — Too 
many Unanswered Questions," 
an online informational article, to 
Meducate the public about medi¬ 
cal marijuana. 

In it, the dangers of allowing 
medical marijuana to be grown at 
home, how youth see messages of 
cannabis being beneficial and the 
high potency are among the tops 
that are explored. 

IPPME's statement is dripping 
with hypocrisy in the first place, 
considering the advertisements, 
and messages received by people 


to consume tobacco and alcohol 
every single day. 

In addition, many of its claims 
simply are not true. The higher 
potency of medical marijuana is 
what growers are trying to achieve, 
and what some patients need. 

A mother in Maine has an 
autistic son named Bryce Lay who 
experiences psychotic episodes 
according to an article on news 
station WMTW's website from 
Portland, Maine. 

The mother, Stephanie Lay, 
turned to medical marijuana when 
various anti-psychotics would not 
work. At first. Lay baked cannabis 
into brownies for her son to eat. 

The resjults were dramatic and 
immediate. 

With minimal side effects, her 
son stopped having episodes while 
under the effects of marijuana. 

Osteopathic physician Dr. 
Dustin Sulak, who treated Bryce 
Lay, supports the use of medical 
marijuana. 

"We used to be told during the 
'Just Say No' campaign that can¬ 
nabis killed brain cells," he said. 
"But now we know that it actually 
protects brain cells and actually 


stimulates the growth of new brain 
cells." 

However, today there are 
several myths about marijuana, 
including killing brain cells. These 
myths are part of the problem 
with getting approval for medical 
marijuana. 

Outside of all the myths asso¬ 
ciated with marijuana use, what 
about some of the positives of 
legalizing medical marijuana? 

According to the Huffington 
Post, Harvard economist Jeffrey 
Miron wrote a paper which states 
that legalizing marijuana could 
save $7.7 billion annually from 
not needing to enforce marijuana 
prohibition. The article states that 
more than 300 economists, includ¬ 
ing three Nobel laureates, have 
signed a petition in support of 
Miron's thesis. 

In addition, if marijuana was 
taxed similarly to tobacco, another 
six billion a year could be saved. 

As the Huffington Post pointed 
out in the article, with a deficit 
around $1.5 trillion, the money 
saved would not be insignificant. 

At the crux of it, adding medi¬ 
cal marijuana to Illinois, any other 


state or nationally, would save 
money, create jobs and revenue for 
thousands of citizens. 

For those still opposed, their 
side becomes harder and harder to 
support as more evidence comes 
out showing how medical mar¬ 
ijuana could help the economy, 
give cancer patients and others 
relief for their pain and actually 
help stimulate cell growth in the 
brain. 

In Illinois, those benefits and 
many others could soon be felt for 
citizens across the state, even in 
here in Peoria. 

Against medical marijuana or 
for it, the time has come for an 
open national debate. 

If the progress of the last two 
decades continues, national medi¬ 
cal legalization could be right 
around the comer.

Music Festival Style

When you walk into a 
movie theater and look at 
the posters, you wouldn't 
be surprised to find movies 
with the same titles as films 
from 20 to 30 years ago. 

Back in the early '90s we 
had the "Evil Dead" trilogy 
and "Jurassic Park." Today 
we have "Evil Dead" and 
"Jurassic Park." One may 
be a remake and another 
a 3D conversion, but 
the fact remains that 
these projects were 
greenlit based on how 
recognizable they 
were. When it comes to 
popular films, old is new 
again. 

Even a blind man can 
see that Hollywood is 
remake-crazy. Every 
major film that's been 
hyped up over the last 
decade is almost 
always a remake, 
sequel or reboot of a 
previous property. 

Popular '80s 
franchises like "Die 
Hard," "Indiana 
Jones," "Star Wars," 
"Friday the 13th" 
and "Halloween" 
are getting remakes 
and sequels left and 
right, while outdated 
franchises like "Star 
Trek," "Batman," 
"James Bond" 
and "Planet of the 
Apes" wipe away. 
their previous films 
in favor of more 
modern versions, a 
technique known as 
rebooting. 

People always 
complain that these 
remakes aren't as 
good as the originals. 
Why fix what isn't 
broken? Why ruin 
our childhood 
memories with a 
pointless sequel? 


And yet Hollywood keeps 
making them. 

It seems maddening, sure, 
but there's a very simple 
reason why so many of 
these films exist; they make 
money. Lots of money. 

Case in point: the new 
"Evil Dead," despite a lack 
of Bruce Campbell and 
his chainsaw arm, was 
number one in theaters last 
weekend. 

It shouldn't add up that 
so many people complain 
about remakes then rush 
out to see them opening 
weekend. The only possible 
explanation is that they're 
nostalgic- they want to 
feel how they felt the first 
time they saw James Bond, 
Batman and Darth Vader 
in theaters, so they jump 
at any new movie that has 
them in it. Why else would 
the "Star Wars" prequels 
make millions despite 
clearly being weaker than 
the originals? 

Hollywood knows that 
people love nostalgia, and 
have been capitalizing on 
that for more than a decade. 
Even if people hate the 
remake, they'll still see it 
anyway to compare it to 
the original, curious if it 
will measure up to their 
memories. Nine times out 
of 10 it won't, but that 
won't stop Hollywood from 
making more. 

Lack of originality may 
not always be a bad thing, 
though. Sometimes old 
films, like "Batman" 
and "Star Trek," need an 
update to stay relevant, 
and end up better because 
the filmmakers chose to 
remake instead of leaving 
them alone. Contrary to 
popular belief, money is not 
always the biggest factor in 
revisiting an old series. 


More and more frequently 
we're finding directors 
and writers who are just as 
nostalgic about the old films 
as we are. When they get 
ahold of the new films, like 
J.J. Abrams doing the next 
"Star Wars," we could be 
in for remakes that actually 
succeed at sparking those 
nostalgic feelings.

Thanks to 
advancements in technology, 
director Stephen Spielberg 
immersed his audience in 
a prehistoric environment, 
filled with realistic CGI 
dinosaurs that wowed people 
of all ages. The two sequels 
may have failed to capture 
the original's magic, but that 
doesn't negate how impactful 
the original was. You would 
think a 3D conversion would 
just ruin the franchise further, 
but in this case it actually 
helps. 

Instead of rushing a pointless 
3D conversion to increase box 
office ticket sales, Spielberg 
oversaw a conversion that 
actually enhances the sense 
of immersion audiences feel 
when they see the film. Just 
like "Avatar," the point of 
the 3D effects here are not 
to annoy the audience with 
objects that fly at you, but 
rather to increase the world's 


sense of depth and make 
you feel like you're truly 
immersed in the film. 

Why would you want 
dinosaurs jump out of the 
screen at you when you 
can jump into the film 
itself? Classic scenes like 
the Brachiosaur reveal, the 
T-Rex chase, the Gallimimus 
stampede and the final 
Velodraptor standoff are even 
more magical than when 
audiences first saw them 
back in 1993, thanks to the 3D 
actually making it feel like 
you're there. 

One of the greatest 
achievements of "Jurassic 
Park," and really any 
Spielberg film, is its ability 
to embrace what makes 
movies so much fun-allowing 
you to escape reality and 
occupy another world. When 
"Jurassic Park" was first 
released, its pioneering use 
of CGI accomplished this. 20 
years later, the film and its 
CGI still holds up, with the 
3D increasing the escapism 


that made 
the film an 
enduring 
classic. 

People are 
still skeptical 
whether proper 
3D conversions 
can happen, but 
when it comes to 
"Jurassic Park," 
to quote Jeff 
Goldblum, "Life 
found a way."

Daft Punk is a French based electronic duo, Guy-Manuel 
de Homem-Christo and Thomas Bangalter, who pull 
inspiration from funk, pop and techno. Their first album 
"Homework" was released in 1997. Since then, these 
two have been playing with their synthesizers and drum 
kicks for more than two decades. Punk's biggest song 
"Around the World" hit dance floors around the world 
and took their music to new heights. 

The power of Daft Punk has bled into more genres 
than just electronic. Ever heard of the Chicago hip-hop

"Stronger," was taken from the electrifying sounds of 
Bangalter and Homem-Christo. 

Daft Punk has not created much music recently, and has 
since been shadowed by the new generation of house 
music. This band is not ready to unplug its strange style 
just yet. It was announced in the last few months that 
they would be taking their expensive talent to Columbia 
records, and now they will be releasing their new album, 
"Random Access Memories," on May 21st. 

There has been much hype over the band's new album. 
Daft Punk does not just produce music with efficiency, 
but tends to perfect their sound, as seen in their 2003 
album, "Alive."

Vigors replace plasmids as 
the powers that can be used 
in addition to shooting. Some 
are the same as those found 
in "BioShock" while some 
provide new ways to harm 
your enemies. They can also 
be used to set traps on the 
ground for an added option in 
combat. 


As a whole, "BioShock 
Infinite" wows by meeting 
all of its expectations.

Entrepreneur students had the 
chance to be brave and pitch an 
idea that could jumpstart their 
careers. 

Bradley's Turner School of 
Entrepreneurship and Innovation 
hosted the Brave Pitch Competition 
on Wednesday night where stu¬ 
dents presented their innovative 
proposal to a panel of judges in 
three minutes or less. 

The first place winner from 
both the graduate and undergrad¬ 
uate categories received a prize of 
$250 in cash and an all-expense 
paid trip to represent Bradley 
in the Collegiate Entrepreneur 
Organization National Elevator 
Pitch Competition. 

The first place undergraduate 
winner, Ivan Gonzalez-Gimenez, 
presented his idea for Marble 
Express Company and the oppor¬ 
tunity to invest time and resources 
into an international market for 
marble, hand-crafted gifts. 

"I recently traveled abroad 
to India and spent some time in 
the merchants' market," he said. 
"When I saw these beautiful mar¬ 
ble pieces for only $500,1 couldn't 
pass [the opportunity] up. This 
kind of intricate artwork must 
have taken weeks to make and 
would be sold for so much more in 
North America than it was sold for 
in India. I knew I wanted to help 
these people to sell them over¬ 
seas." 

Gonzalez-Gimenez said he 


hopes to return to India this sum¬ 
mer to further research the market 
and to jumpstart his idea. 

"I'm talking to a supplier, and I 
have a web designer," he said. "As 
far as the prize money tonight, I 
am going to save it and wait to 
spend it to solidify my ecommerce 
business." 

Ellen Keenan, a business sys¬ 
tems analyst in the controller's 
office, and a current MBA student, 
pitched a product called the Cool 
Seat Cooler after she was inspired 
by hot weather last summer. 

"It is essentially a cooler that 
is also a comfortable chair," she 
said. "A small fan motor blows 
air up around the ice in the cooler 
and up your back to cool you on a 
hot day. It will have cup holders, 
customization and maybe even an 
umbrella." 

Keenan said she and her broth¬ 
er, husband and a fellow MBA 
student have already created a 
rough prototype, business plan 
drafts and an engineer drawing 
mock-up. 

"We hope to have it going by 
the spring of 2014," she said. "It 
really is exciting." 

Other participants pitched ideas 
along with the first prize winners, 
ranging from a smartphone case 
that charged and cooled the phone 
via a solar panel, to a musical 
exchange company that created 
an international network of music 
sharing. 

"I really liked the cell phone 
idea," said sophomore finance 
major Nick Farinn. "A lot of these 


students have great ideas. They 
identified existing needs, and now 
they just need to build off their 
ideas and turn them into a better 
way to capitalize on the idea." 

Sophomore health science 
major Lexie Brasen said she was 
amazed by the solutions students 
proposed to the panel. 

"I loved the international music 


exchange idea," Brasen said. "We 
forget how sometimes the United 
States is in its own little bubble. 
Culturally, it's a great thought and 
it makes so much sense." 

Ken Klotz, the director of pro¬ 
grams for the Turner School and 
the event's emcee, commended the 
students for their creativity and 
innovative ways of thinking dur¬ 


ing the event. 

"You've really done an out¬ 
standing job," he said. "Each of 
you brought something to the 
table to be proud of. You're taking 
a risk to be successful and that's a 
great entrepreneur." 


GCC remodeling means new furniture, no lab computers

Unusual new chairs are just a 
part of the Global Communications 
Center remodeling campaign that 
is rolling into rooms across the 
building. 

The process of remodeling 
some of the computer labs aims 
to accommodate the needs of the 
students and faculty, according to 
Computer Facilities Supervisor 


Cory Rabe. 

"We recognize the teaching and 
learning process has changed since 
the GCC was built in 1996," Rabe 
said. "In order for us to meet those 
needs, we need to keep investing 
in our facilities." 

Associate Chair of the 
Department of Communication 
Sara Netzley said she thinks the 
changes will have a positive effect 
on students. 

"I'm excited that we're remodel¬ 
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ing the labs," Netzley said. "We've 
been talking about what the news¬ 
room of the future might look like, 
and we're trying to create that as 
much as possible with the new 
furniture and equipment." 

The department plans to have 
some of the new installations in 
place this summer and additional 
upgrades in classrooms and com¬ 
mon areas in the near future. 
Currently, it is testing chairs with 
an integrated work surface and 
desks that will allow the room to 
be reconfigured quickly and easily, 
Rabe said. 

"Over the past two summers 
we renovated three of our labs in 
the GCC," Rabe said. 'The plan 
is to upgrade , two more of our 
computer labs (GCC 207 and 211) 
this summer, and we are currently 
[testing out] some furniture to help 
us get a feel for what we would 
like to install permanently." 

Netzley said the classrooms 
will be more versatile for students. 

"We know how important 
flexibility is in classrooms and 
newsrooms, so I'm glad to see 


desks and chairs that are either on 
wheels or are easy to move into 
small groups, circles or rows," said 
Netzley. 

The department of communica¬ 
tions is also looking into convert¬ 
ing some of the rooms because of 
the changing needs of the students. 
It is in its second year of enforcing 
a laptop requirement, and Rabe 
said he thinks the requirement will 
continue into the future. 

Netzley said it will allow the 
department to make some bigger 
changes. 

"[The laptop requirement] 
means we can remove the comput¬ 
ers from the labs," Netzley said. 
"This frees up space for us to add 
new desks and chairs and even 
rearrange the way the rooms are 
set up." 

Some students said technol¬ 
ogy in the classroom will improve 
learning. 

"I think any computer capabili¬ 
ties that Bradley has is a plus," said 
freshman international business 
major Sharon Mozes. "Technology 
is key to development, so it is good 


to see Bradley incorporating tech¬ 
nology into academics." 

But Mozes also said she thinks 
remodeling could potentially be a 
waste of money. 

"Remodeling the computer labs 
is nice, but at the same time there 
are other things Bradley could 
be spending the money qn," said 
Mozes. 

Freshman computer engineer¬ 
ing major Evan Parish said he 
thinks updating the computer labs 
will have a positive effect on stu¬ 
dent learning. 

"More and more students are 
bringing their laptops to class," 
Parish said. "It will be nice for 
students to be able to work in a 
laptop friendly environment, espe¬ 
cially since laptops are becoming 
much more popular than the typi¬ 
cal computer." 

Rabe said students may have 
the option of adding student lap¬ 
tops to the offered printing ser¬ 
vices through the Service Bureau.

"Everything was surprising, I 
hadn't been there before!" 

During her time with the U.S. 
Supreme Court she said it was 
interesting to get to know each 
Supreme Court Justice and learn 
how the court worked. 

"Well, I didn't have any men¬ 
tors," O'Connor said during the 
reception. "I knew three of them 
though, one of them was one of 
my classmates from Stanford was 
William Rehnquist. I figured he'd 
tell me everything I needed to 
know, of course he had been there 
for a while, and he didn't bother to 
tell me one thing." 

Not only did the former Supreme 
Court Justice share her experienc¬ 
es, but she offered advice to those 
following law as a profession. 
"There are only two things that 
matter as a legal professional," she 
said. "You have to read fast and 
write well ... [and] think fast and 
use your head." 

Because she was visiting the 
area on Tuesday to receive an hon¬ 


orary doctor of law degree from 
Eureka College, O'Connor accept¬ 
ed an invitation to attend a recep¬ 
tion at the U.S. District Courthouse 
the following morning. 

More than 200 lawyers, com¬ 
munity leaders and Bradley stu¬ 
dents and representatives filled a 
long narrow lobby to hear a few 
words from a woman who made 
history. Bradley's Information 
Technology department also sup¬ 
ported the event by providing 
audio and sound resources. 

"[The event] renews my faith 
in Bradley," said senior history 
education major Derek Cantu. 
"It's been another opportunity to 
see the many connections and the 
experiences students can have at 
Bradley." 

During her 25 years with the 
Supreme Court, O'Connor, 83, said 
often times she was the decid¬ 
ing vote on issues such as abor¬ 
tion and affirmative action. She 
was nominated to become the first 
female Supreme Court Justice in 
1981 by former President Ronald 
Reagan and retired from the court 
in 2006. 

Today, O'Conner focuses her

Michigan played tough and 
held its own with the Cardinals 
but by game's end, the Wolverines 
could not keep up with Louisville's 
offense. 

The Cardinals won 82-78 on 
Monday behind strong efforts 
from Luke Hancock, Peyton Silva 
and Chane Behanan who com¬ 
bined for fifty-five points in the 
game. 

Michigan was up 35-23 with 
just more than three minutes left 
in the first half before Louisville 
stormed back and brought the 
game to within one by the end of 
the half. 

Down by just one point at 
the start of the second half, the 
Cardinals outscored Michigan 
45-38 for the remainder of the 
game sealing coach Rick Pitino's 
place in history as the only coach 
to ever win two championships 
with two different schools.

For 2011 Bradley gradu¬ 
ate Lauren Fog, the realization 
that she crossed the same finish 
line targeted by two explosions 
Monday afternoon took a couple 
days to sink in. 

'That was supposed to be such 
a fun day and a powerful event, 
but it turned into a tragedy," she 
said. "I think it's just starting to 
hit me." 

Fog participated in this year's 
Boston Marathon for the first time, 
and she said she felt honored to be 
selected to participate. 

"It's a really prestigious mara¬ 
thon and you have to qualify to 
enter," she said. 

Fog said the experience was 
overwhelming, and that it was like 


nothing she'd seen in the three 
other marathons she has partici¬ 
pated in. 

"There were so many people 
throughout the entire 26 miles," 
she said. "I remember I was 
going for a certain time, and 
about halfway through I realized 
I wasn't going to make that time. 
So I decided to slow down and 
enjoy it." 

Toward the end of the race, 
vivid images flashed before her 
eyes - scenes that would later be 
littered with shrapnel and debris. 

"I remember about a mile 
from the finish line the sound 
from the crowd was deafening. 
There were so many people," she 
said. "And for some reason, I dis-

In 2001, 19-year-old Aaron 
Schock defied the odds and 
became the youngest person to 
ever serve on the Illinois school 
board. Twelve years later, another 
Bradley student is repeating his¬ 
tory. 

William Bessler, a freshman and 
19-year-old political science major, 
was elected a member of the 
District 310 Board of Education, 
a local Peoria area school district, 
earlier this month. William said 
he was motivated after seeing the 
need for change and a restructur¬ 
ing of the system. 

"Limestone Community High 
School is in terrible shape at the 
moment and the school needed 
new leadership and direction," 
Bessler said. "Having the experi¬ 
ence of attending the school for 
four years gave me an inside look 
at the problems. It will be a tough 
road ahead because the changes 
I am calling for are fundamental, 
and the resistance to change is 


already high." 

Bessler graduated from 
Limestone Community High 
School (LCHS) in Bartonville 
in May 2012. Upon graduation, 
Bessler said he knew the problems 
the school faced were detrimental 
to the school and the community. 

LCHS's test scores have been 
dropping steadily for the past few 
years, and Bessler said families in 
District 310 have been worried. 

In 2012, LCHS's students were 
testing below the 50th percentile in 
math, science and reading on the 
Illinois Prairie State Achievement 
Examination, a percentile lower 
than the Illinois state averages. 

After graduation, Bessler said 
he refused to remain a bystander 
and began campaigning, calling 
for a new vision. 

"My campaign slogan 'New 
Leader, New Ideas' essentially 
sums up what I hope to bring to 
the Board," he said. "Test scores 
have been dropping steadily for 
years, and other markers are 
equally disastrous." 


Bessler said the primary 
responsibility of the Board of 
Education is to create guidelines 
for the school, including gradua¬ 
tion requirements and budgeting. 

"First and foremost, I am a rep¬ 
resentative of the public, and I take 
that very seriously," Bessler said. 
"By being elected, I have already 
made an impact on the school, and 
by the time I finish my tenure as a 
member of the Board of Education, 
I hope that the school is in better 
shape." 

Bessler will serve the board for 
a four-year term working to make 
decisions on school policy, budget, 
curriculum and other governing 
issues. He will be sworn in as 
member of the District 310 School 
Board of Education at 7 p.m. on 
April 23. 

"It is a remarkable responsi¬ 
bility," Bessler said. "I am truly 
grateful that the people of the 
Limestone area were willing to 
trust me enough to make me one 
of their representatives to the 
school."

Campus mentoring event sharpens students 1 networking skills

This parent's weekend, stu¬ 
dents left their parents to experi¬ 
ence a new event, one that would 
give a competitive edge in the 
evolving job market. 

The BU Mentor Program 
brought 35 alumni, parents and 
friends to Westlake Hall on April 


13 to the "Meet the Mentor" event. 
Co-hosted by the parent board 
and the Smith Career Center, more 
than 50 students from every col¬ 
lege attended the event to find a 
potential mentor. 

The BU Mentor Program, 
which began through the Smith 
Career Center in 2010, aims to 
connect students to career men¬ 
tors. The program is available for 


student access online through the 
"BU Mentor Program" group on 
Linkedln, according to Smith. 

As of April 13, a total of 430 
Bradley mentors are members of 
the group. The group only con¬ 
tains 225 students. However, it has 
seen a 22 percent increase in mem¬ 
bership in the last month. 

Smith said while Linkedln is an 
"extremely powerful tool" in net¬ 



working, it isn't enough to teach 
the basics of networking, which is 
why the "Meet the Mentor" took 
place. 

"We wanted to host an event 
where the mentors and the stu¬ 
dents could physically come 
together [to practice networking]," 
Smith said. "This is a learning 
environment. You won't do any¬ 
thing wrong." 

Vince Gravina, finance man¬ 
ager at Kraft General Foods and 
Smith Career Center committee 
chair of the parent's board, said 
he hopes they repeat the event. 
He said he believes networking is 
essential in all levels of the work¬ 
ing world. 

"[I'm here to tell students that] 
social networking is important," 
Gravina said. "It's especially 
important for your generation, but 
it's important for ours too." 

Many students, like junior 
advertising communications major 
Scott Boersma, said they heard 
about the event through the email 


and joined to learn from mentors! 

Boersma said he wanted to 
gain some practice in networking 
before he graduated. 

Other students said the connec¬ 
tion to a mentor would help them 
make decisions about their educa¬ 
tion now. 

"I want to get a better feel for 
what classes to take and what to 
do with my major," sophomore 
hospitality major Layne McCabe 
said. 

However, being the first event 
of its kind, some students were 
unsure of how to fully take advan¬ 
tage of the resources. McCabe said 
she was nervous. 

"[I was a] little nervous because 
I'm trying to find who I'm sup¬ 
posed to talk to," McCabe said. 

Katelyn Hofstetter, a senior 
social work major, said she thought 
the unannounced approach "took 
some getting used to." 

"It would be more helpful if 
more [mentors] had pictures next 
to their names," she said. 
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Shaving heads, saving lives: More women participate in St. Baldrick's

More than 60 students braved 
the unseasonably cold weather the 
afternoon of April 12 for one goal: 
go bald. 

This is the sixth annual St. 
Baldrick's Day event, hosted by 
Pi Kappa Alpha Fraternity (PIKE), 
where volunteers shave their 
heads to raise money for child¬ 
hood cancer research grants. 

While dozens of men partici¬ 
pated, it was women who made a 
statement this year. 11 females had 
their heads shaved, the highest 
number of women to participate 
in the Bradley event. 

"It's awesome," PIKE member 
and senior business-economics 
major Stephen Bannon said. "It 
shows that a lot of sorority girls 
who [shaved their heads] last 
year are accepted at Bradley and 
won't be ridiculed, so their friends 
decide to do it this year," 

Sophomore psychology major 
Megan Fogler said she wanted to 
shave her head in honor of several 
friends and family, including her 
two grandparents, a friend from 
high school and her boss' wife, all 
of whom had or have cancer. 

"It's a relevant issue for me, 
so I wanted to raise awareness," 
she said. "It feels fantastic. I've 
been waiting for this day since 
January." 

Another female participant 
said she was nervous to shave her 
head despite months of planning, 
but said this event gave her extra 
motivation. 

"I'm happy to raise money for 
a good cause like St. Baldricks," 
sophomore hospitality leadership 
major Madison Kamp said. "[My 
head] feels good. It feels soft. But 


I'm so used to pushing my hair 
back for photos." 

Kamp alone raised more 
than $3,000 for the St. Baldrick's 
Foundation. 

PIKE member and freshman 
finance major Michael Hindel said 
most of the men in his fraternity 
go bald for the yearly event but 
the high number of women was 
the showcase this year. 

"It's a really big thing that all 
these girls are volunteering," he 
said. "They're the ones who make 
the event great." 

University President Joanne 
Glasser spoke at the event before 
the participants lined up for hair¬ 
cuts. Glasser has been diagnosed 
with breast cancer in December 
2008 and again in December 2011. 
Glasser is now in remission. 

"This is an event I look forward 
to each and every day because 
[cancer is] something we can 
fight," she said. "I'm here to cheer 
you on as many of you go bald." 

Despite the increased number 
of female volunteers, Bannon said 
it was the fundraising effort of all 
the participants that made a dif¬ 
ference. 

"When women participate it's 
a more powerful message than 
[when men do it], but it's still 
important for everyone," he said. 
"We want to break down the bar¬ 
rier between being bald and hav¬ 
ing cancer." 

As of the day of the event, the 
sum of all Bradley participants 
exceeded the goal of $25,000 by 
raising more than $27,000 for St. 
Baldrick's. PIKE made the larg¬ 
est contribution, raising about 
$13,200.

New languages added to curriculum in response to education trends

The Bradley Foreign Language 
Department recently began offer¬ 


ing two new language programs, 
Arabic and Chinese, in addition 
to its already established Hebrew, 
French, German and Spanish pro¬ 
grams. 


Chinese was first offered as a 
two-year sequence in fall 2011. 
Chinese 101 is offered in the fall, 
and Chinese 102 in the spring. 
During the following academic 
year, Chinese 201 is offered in the 
fall and Chinese 202 in the spring. 

Arabic was first offered in fall 
2012. It follows the same two-year 
sequence as the Chinese program. 

Both the Arabic and Chinese 
two-year programs fulfill a stu¬ 
dent's Bachelor of Arts foreign lan¬ 
guage requirement. 

The approval process for 
Arabic and Chinese courses at 
Bradley took approximately a 
year of work, according to Foreign 
Languages Department Chair 
Leslie Sconduto. 

"New courses had to be created 
and sent as proposals for approval 
through the various levels of the 
curriculum and review process," 
Sconduto said. "This took about 
eight to nine months for each 
new language, in addition to the 
upfront time for research." 

While French, Spanish and 
German remain popular language 


choices for students, constantly 
shifting education trends caused 
Bradley to strive to make students 
more competitive by offering two 
new language programs. 

"Trends in education are con¬ 
stantly changing," French pro¬ 
fessor Alexander Hertich said. 
"China has become a major eco¬ 
nomic and political power." 

Hertich also said current issues 
with the Arabic language made 
the course more desirable. 

"Since 9/11, the focus of 
Americans has moved to a part 
of the world that was almost com¬ 
pletely unknown before," he said. 

Bradley is not the only univer¬ 
sity to add such programs during 
the past few years. According to a 
Modem Language Association of 
America report published in 2009, 
enrollment in Arabic courses in the 
United States increased 46 percent 
from 2006 to 2009. Enrollment in 
Chinese courses increased 18 per¬ 
cent during that same time period. 

The language courses offered at 
Bradley seek to include instruction 
beyond the language. The depart¬ 


ment uses them as cultural courses 
too, Hertich said, allowing stu¬ 
dents to gain an understanding of 
the elements that compliment the 
language. 

"Studying another language is 
more than just studying vocabu¬ 
lary and grammar," Hertich said. 
"It is also a study of culture and 
literature, which leads to a deeper 
understanding of both individu¬ 
al societies and our world as a 
whole." 

Student interest and funding 
will dictate whether the programs 
expand beyond the current two- 
year sequence. 

Freshman industrial engineer¬ 
ing major Ali Almullaali, who is 
from Kuwait, learned Arabic as a 
first language. He said he thinks 
the languages will help Bradley 
students. 

"I think it important for Bradley 
to offer these languages because 
it helps students learn about dif¬ 
ferent countries," Almullaali said. 
"Some of my friends from Kuwait 
say that their colleges in the United 
States offer Arabic already."

Bradley University, and Peoria 
for that matter, have a rich history 
of sending bipartisan politicians to 
Washington, D.C. But on Tuesday, 
the capitol came to Bradley. 

The Returning Civility to Public 
Discourse symposium, hosted 
by the Institute for Principled 
Leadership in Public Service (IPL), 
was a half-day long event that 
covered topics in national pub¬ 
lic policy. More than 70 students, 
faculty and community members 
listened to a number of prominent 
speakers discuss political issues. 

"We were able to have some of 
the top national experts in the area 
of civility in public discourse, who 
talked about some of the changes 
that need to be made to break 
the gridlock," said Brad McMillan, 
director of the IPL. 

Among the speakers were 
Frank Mackaman of the Dirksen 
Congressional Center, Mickey 
Edwards, director of the Aspen 
Institute-Rodell Fellowships in 
Public Service and a 16 year mem¬ 
ber of Congress, and John Fortier, 
the director of the Bipartisan 
Policy Center. 


"We're thankful and grate¬ 
ful [these speakers] traveled to 
Peoria," McMillan said. "This is a 
fundamental first step for public 
policy issues. We need to have 
Congress get around a table and 
sit with each other about specific 
concerns." 

Two Bradley professors also 
joined the discussion. Chairperson 
of the English Department Robert 
Prescott and Chairperson of the 
Sociology Department Jackie 
Hogan sat on a panel with 
Mackaman. 

"The symposium addressed 
what I consider to be one of 
the most pressing issues in the 
American political process today: 
growing incivility in public dis¬ 
courses," Hogan said. 

Hogan said many of the 
speakers discussed possible solu¬ 
tions to the bipartisan problems 
in Congress, including electoral 
reforms, campaign finance reform, 
the return to a five-day a week 
legislative schedule and changes 
in the ways electoral districts are 
drawn. 

"Such reforms would go some 
way towards increasing coopera¬ 
tion and communication between 
the parties, which, one hopes. 


would lead to a more productive 
legislative process," she said. 

The keynote address, titled 
"The Importance of Civility in the 
Public Service Arena," was given 
by Chairman of the National 
Endowment for the Humanities 
Jim Leach. He is also a 30 year 
member of Congress. 

"The Institute is starting to get 
a national reputation for bipartisan 
and civil leadership," McMillan 
said. "We were able to have former 
members of Congress come. For 
Jim Leach to prioritize his sched¬ 
ule for this was great." 

McMillan said the IPL hosts 
symposiums every year but decid¬ 
ed to focus on public policy issues 
for this event. Next year, McMillan 
said the IPL will focus on the 50th 
anniversary of the Civil Rights 
passing. 

"Civility will always be key 
topic for us at the Institute," he 
said. 

The symposium was an excel¬ 
lent resource to all those aspiring 
to work in public service around 
Bradley and Peoria, McMillan 
said. 

"The most important thing was 
the number of newly elected offi¬ 
cials and students who strive to be 


in public service that gave good 
feedback," he said. 'They got to 
hear from notable speakers on the 


importance of how they can com¬ 
municate with others effectively."

"It will simply create a bet¬ 
ter attitude around the resi¬ 
dence hall and with the updat¬ 
ed restrooms along with the 
attached cafeteria, it'll make 
Geisert the place to live for 
incoming freshmen," said soph¬ 
omore psychology major Brian 
Deal. 

Deal said updates of the 
lobby and office would not hurt 
as well. 

"We had a pipe burst due to 
the severe rainfall this," he said. 
"Little things like getting that 
fixed and updated would go a 
long way." 

The current updates are well- 
received by students, and they 
said they are looking forward 
to more. 

"I think the new renovations 
are wonderful, and I am excited 
to see the remaining floors com¬ 
pleted for the fall semester," said 
senior nursing major Emily Smith. 


Deal said Geisert's entrance 
will be noticed first.

On April 4, 2013, a legend 
passed away. Roger 
Ebert, the fihruxitic for 
the Chicago Sun-Times, 
died peacefully at age 
70 after an 11-year battle 
with cancer. Some people 
may only know him as 
a high-profile film critic, 
the host of "Siskel & Ebert 
& The Movies" and "At 
The Movies With Ebert & 
Roeper." They know him 
as one of THE film critics, 
a man whose opinion 
on the latest films was 
always highly valued and 
respected. 

He won a Pulitzer Prize 
for Criticism for his work, 
and trademarked the now 
classic "Thumbs Up" and 
"Thumbs Down" ratings 
system for films. But 
for many people in the 
industry, and for many 
admirers including myself, 
Roger Ebert was so much 
more than just a film critic. 

Ebert was a man who 
passionately and 
unconditionally loved 
movies. They were his life, 
and he always sought to 
give every film he saw fair 
criticism based on its own 
merits. If he knew what 
a film wanted to do, he 
would rate it on how well 
it accomplished that goal. 
He wouldn't rate an action 
or comedy film the same 
way he would review an 
art house film, because he 
knew that different movies 
entertain in different 
ways. Thanks to his 
amazing reviews, this one 
man made film criticism 
into a legitimate form of 
journalism. 

The entire entertainment 
industry respected him, 
and so did everyone else. 
Twenty years ago, Ebert's 


approval was almost 
necessary if you were 
deciding on seeing a film. 
Even if you didn't know 
him, your parents probably 
watched his show and took 
you to the movies based on 
what he said about them. 

No one had more respect 
for the world of cinema 
than Ebert. He was a man 
who always stood by his 
opinion and always had a 
reason for thinking what he 
thought. His criticisms were 
always fair and logical. 

Even if you didn't always 
agree with him, you at least 
respected what he had to 
say. Without a doubt, Ebert 
was the main authority 
when it came to the quality 
of films. Not even cancer 
and the loss of his voice 
stopped him from doing 
what he loved. 

To aspiring film critics, he 
was an inspiration. When I 
heard about his death I was 
devastated. Being a film 
critic myself, I always made 
it a point to look to Ebert 
for guidance. His reviews 
were always extremely well 
done and fun to read, and 
while I never thought of 
trying to reach his level, I 
always tried to better my 
film reviews based on his 
example. Ebert's love of 
movies helped me justify 
my own love of film, and 
made the movie theater into 
a magical place for all those 
who read and watched him. 

In his last blog post, Roger 
Ebert ended with "I thank 
you for going on this 
journey with me. I'll see 
you at the movies." But 
Ebert is more than just the 
man who saw us at the 
movies. He was the movies, 
and his passion for film will 
be sorely missed.

U Spotify: Spotify is becoming 
one of the more well known 
music streaming platforms 
thanks to big corporate 
sponsorships and some 
fantastic PR people who 
mention it everywhere. It is a 
free program that allows the 
user to listen to an unlimited 
amount of music so long as 
they are connected to WiFi. 

It offers several different 
subscription plans that 
enhance the experience greatly.

The unlimited subscription 
gets you an ad-free experience 
on your desktop for $4.99. For 
$9.99 you can stream to all 
of your devices, mobile and 
otherwise, and make playlists 
available offline, which is a 
Godsend for long flights. 

Pruts: The free version is 
completely free: no fine print, 
and no limitations to how 
many songs you get as long as 
you don't mind ads. It has a 
huge music library. As of last 
December they had access to 
about 20 million songs. It is 
integrated with Facebook, so 
it is fully social and you can 
show off your awesome taste 
in music easily. 

Con : The ads are the worst. 

It really messes with the 
experience of listening to an 
album all the way through. 
The interface is anything but 
attractive and it tends to get 
slow and buggy if you have a 


lot of programs running. Main 
con: you can't use Spotify in 
a browser, so if you're using 
a work or public computer 
where you can't download 
the desktop app, you're out of 
luck. 


Rdio: Rdio is Spotify's direct 
competitor. This online music- 
streaming site follows an 
identical pricing strategy. If 
you don't want to pay, you can 
use Rdio Free, which is still 
ad-free but you get a limited 
amount of songs you can listen 
to. 

Pros: The interface is 
gorgeous, user friendly and 
makes Spotify look like a 
kindergarten doodle. Users 
have the choice to stream 
online or download s desktop 
application. Having that 
option comes in handy if 
you want to listen to music 


on a computer that you 
can't download additional 
applications on, and if you're 
signed in it will pick up right 
where you left off with the 
mobile app.

REMAKE GETS IT RIGHT

It's an unspoken rule in Hollywood that horror remakes 
are never good. Just look at "Halloween," "Friday the 
13th" and "Nightmare on Elm Street" to see how once 
great horror icons can get butchered by remakes. 

Thankfully, fans of the cult horror trilogy "Evil Dead" 
can rest easy: the franchise is in good hands. Thanks to 
up-and-coming director Fede Alvarez, the new "Evil 
Dead" is a loving tribute to its predecessors while 
updating the story and scares for a modem audience. 

Like the 1981 original, "Evil Dead" follows a group of 
teenagers going to an isolated cabin in the woods for a 
weekend getaway. While there they find an ancient book 
that, when read from, summons evil spirits that turn 
them into demonic creatures. 

The original had cult actor Bruce Campbell, but this one 
finds recovering drug addict Mia (Jane Levy) and her 


friends and family out in the woods. The drug addiction 
gives the film a new direction from the original, 
allowing Mia's friends to wonder if she's suffering from 
withdrawal or actually possessed. 

Unlike most horror remakes, this film does more than 
just throw huge amounts of gore at the audience. A dark 
atmosphere and tons of suspense make the whole affair 
scarier than your average modern-day horror film, and 
the story is well-developed enough to draw you into the 
picture. With that said, there's still huge amounts of gore, 
so it's hard to recommend this for the easily squeamish. 


The strength of the story 
and the suspenseful tone 
help balance out the overly 
gory parts, and create 
a film that is at once a 
fantastic homage to the 





original while 
also being its 
own entity. 

Long-time 
fans will enjoy 
the references 

to the old films, especially an after-credits scene, but 
newcomers can still get into it and enjoy the genuine 
scares and gore. Thanks to a smart story and loads of 
suspense, the new "Evil Dead" is easily the best horror 
remake in a long time, and one of the best horror films in 
recent memory.

Boy waved the battle flag for the new generation of 
rock lovers. They managed to pack meaningful lyrics 
into catch songs, even if everyone walked around singing 
at least three different variations of incorrect lyrics for 
"Sugar We're Going Down" for a few years. And then things 
went downhill fast. 


There is no way to pinpoint exactly what went wrong, but "Foile a 
Deux" was a reflection of the mess that was happening within Fall 
Out Boy and many thought they would never recover. They dropped 
a promising single earlier this year, and "Save Rock and Roll" was 
released earlier this week. It eerily resembles the past 10 years of 
Fall Out Boy, starting out strong and vibrant, and then turning into 
something else all together by the end. 

This is by far the most heavily produced album in the FOB arsenal. 
Filled with electronic hooks and peppered with hints of rave-happy 
dubstep, "Save Rock and Roll" makes for great modem music. It 7 s not 
a terrible album and it's certainly worth a listen, but there are so many 
elements that bring down the final product.

tinctly remember a row of all these 
flags from different countries at 
the end of the race." 

After she crossed the finish line. 
Fog went back to her hotel with her 
family and took a shower. Shortly 
after that, she heard a loud sound 
that she described as "metallic," 
and thought it came from another 
room within the hotel. 

"Then we had the news on just 
to watch coverage of the race," she 
said. "It didn't hit me until I saw 
those flags tom up on the ground 
right where I had been. It was very 
surreal." 

Hours after the explosions. Fog 
said the streets of Boston, once 
overflowing with runners and 
their supporters, had become a 
ghost town. 

"Everything was completely 
deserted, and there was trash all 
over the ground," she said. "All I 
could hear for three or four hours 
afterward were constant sirens." 


Fog, who works as a teacher 
at St. Mark's Elementary School, 
said emails were sent out to par¬ 
ents after the blasts letting them 
know she was OK. 

Despite the explosions, which 
left three people dead and more 
than 170 injured. Fog said she 
plans to return to the Boston 
Marathon. 

"Whoever did this wants peo¬ 
ple to get scared and hide, but 
the whole running community 
is very strong and resilient," she 
said. "They will want to go back 
and run for all of those who were 
injured or lost their lives." 

Though the event ended hor¬ 
rifically, Fog said she does not 
regret taking part in the mara¬ 
thon. 

"It was still an amazing expe¬ 
rience to be a part of, but my 
thoughts and prayers are with 
those victims and their families," 
she said.

"We just have 
to eliminate giving 
away so many free 
bases," Dominguez 
said. "It's not the hits 
that hurt us, it's we 
give up one hit and 
we give up three runs 
because of so many walks." 

The weekend series opened 
with a pitcher's duel. Wichita 
State's Cale Elam and Bradley's 
sophomore pitcher David Koll 
combined for 23 strikeouts. 
Although it was tied heading into 
the eighth inning, the Shockers 
were able to score three runs off 
of freshman Cameron Roegner, 
capped by a solo home run to left 
field by Wichita State's Parker 
Zimmerman.

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NBA draft isn't 
void of talent 



Michigan played tough and 
held its own with the Cardinals 
but by game's end, the Wolverines 
could not keep up with Louisville's 
offense. 

The Cardinals won 82-78 on 
Monday behind strong efforts 
from Luke Hancock, Peyton Silva 
and Chane Behanan who com¬ 
bined for fifty-five points in the 
game. 

Michigan was up 35-23 with 
just more than three minutes left 
in the first half before Louisville 
stormed back and brought the 
game to within one by the end of 
the half. 

Down by just one point at 
the start of the second half, the 
Cardinals outscored Michigan 
45-38 for the remainder of the 
game sealing coach Rick Pitino's 
place in history as the only coach 
to ever win two championships 
with tw6 different schools. 

The game displayed plenty of 
potential NBA talent. 

. Trey Burke, the sophomore 
out of Michigan, used the tourna¬ 
ment to give a solid boost to his 
already soaring draft stack. The 
shooting guard averaged more 
than 19 points, nearly seven assists 
and three rebounds per game this 
season, and in the championship 


game, scored 24 points, dished 
three assists and grabbed four 
boards. 

Hoops Hype has Burke going 
No. 7 overall and potentially to the 
Oklahoma City Thunder. 

Gorgui Dieng, the junior center 
for Louisville, proved his worth 
throughout the year as his return 
coincided with the Cardinals' run 
and postseason success. Dieng sta¬ 
bilizes their defense and could be 
drafted late in the first round by a 
team like the Pacers. 

Those are just two players who 
may have an impact in the NBA. 
Glen Robinson III, Tim Hardaway 
Jr. and Mitch McGary are all con¬ 
sidered potential first round draft 
picks with Robinson possibly 
being a lottery pick. 

The point being, despite com¬ 
mon belief there are plenty of tal¬ 
ented athletes waiting to make an 
impact on the NBA landscape. 

Before October, how many peo¬ 
ple outside serious college bas¬ 
ketball fans had heard of Damian 
Lillard? 

Anthony Davis was the only 
rookie of the year candidate yet 
Lillard emerged and seems to be 
running away with the award. 

The Orlando Magic could find 
themselves picking first overall 
this summer, and their choice may 
be difficult. 

Go with Nerlens Noel, a con¬ 
sensus number one pick out of 
Kentucky who is rehabilitating an 
ACL injury, or draft the can't-miss 
shooting guard Ben McLemore 
who played a putrid game in the 
tournament going 0-9 against 
North Carolina?

Who will be the best NFL draft pick? |

Alabama was about as close 
as a college football team could 
come to looking like an NFL team 
last season. Just watching them 
manhandle Notre Dame in the 
title game gave you a sense of the 
level they were on. This year, I 
believe the player that will be the 
best pick in the draft is from the 
Crimson Tide. That is comerback 
Dee Milliner. 

Milliner is one of the best 
shutdown cornerbacks coming 
out of college that I can remem¬ 
ber. At 6 feet tall, he has very 
good size for a comerback. He 
also has very good speed, run¬ 
ning a 4.37 40-yard dash at the 
combine.

By no fault of 
his own. Star Lotulelei is one of 
the best interior defensive line¬ 
men in recent drafts, but he has 
a heart condition that will scare 
off teams. 

Although doctors cleared 
Lotulelei to play, his heart suf¬ 
fers from a low ejection fraction, 
which means his heart pumps 
about 10 percent less blood than 
a normal heart. 

Imagine the impact 
Baltimore's Haloti Ngata and 
Detroit's Ndamukong Suh can 
have on a game by eating run¬ 
ning backs and tossing quarter¬ 
backs to the ground. Lotulelei 
could be better than them. 

He earned All-Pac 12 first- 
team honors in his final two 
seasons at Utah and the Pac-12's 
Morris Trophy in 2011, which 
is awarded to the league's top 
defensive lineman. Last year he 
became only the second defen¬ 
sive lineman in Utah history to 
be chosen as a first-team All- 
American. ^ 

In the past two years, 
Lotulelei accumulated more 
than 80 tackles, 20 of which were 
in the backfield, and 6.5 sacks, 
despite facing constant double¬ 
teams from opposing offensive 
lines. 

There isn't a clear-cut super- 
star player in this draft, except 
the player whose name already 
has declared him as one.

As Bradley's drive to become a 
university of national distinction 
continues, one group is among 
those leading the effort by doing 
what they do best: speaking. 

The Bradley Speech Team took 
to the airwaves on National Public 
Radio's (NPR) Weekend Edition 
last Saturday morning. The team 
was the feature of a story titled 
"Forget NCAA Titles, This School 
Dominates Spoken Word." 

"This is national distinc¬ 
tion at its finest," Department 
of Communications Chair Paul 
Gullifor said. "NPR is distributed 
nationally to millions of listeners 
and known for its high quality 
programming." 

The three-minute story, partial¬ 
ly composed of interviews with 
Coach and Director of Forensics 
Ken Young and senior psychology 
major Jacoby Cochran, focused on 
the team's legacy, winning back- 
to-back national titles and alumni 


network. 

"[The team's legacy] gives you 
a responsibility to uphold how 
you do this activity correctly, hon¬ 
estly and humbly," Cochran said 
on NPR. 

Young acknowledged that pub¬ 
licity, like being featured on NPR, 
can draw high school students 
who hope to contribute to con¬ 
tinuing the legacy of success to 
Bradley. 

"When students are deciding 
where to attend college, know¬ 
ing that Bradley has the legacy of 
training the best communicators in 
the nation is a huge draw," Young 
said. 

Cochran wasn't the only com¬ 
petitor to see airtime on the radio. 
Junior theater arts major and 
national champion Kaybee Brown 
went on WBEZ 91.5 Chicago with 
Tony Sarabia on Wednesday to 
talk about a very different speech 
topic: himself. 

"I love attention garnered from 
[performing my speeches], but this 
was a little different," Brown said. 
"I was able to speak as myself." 


Brown said the interview had 
a rough start because he has a 
speech impediment. 

"In the beginning I was stutter¬ 
ing all over the place," Brown said. 
"I was explaining what I did with 
one of my events and was getting 
confused. While correcting myself 
I lost some control." 

Being a speaker and having a 
speech impediment isn't easy, but 
Brown said he doesn't let it hold 
him back. 

"All it means is I have to dou¬ 
ble, and sometimes triple, my 
work ethic to appear as if I don't 
have one," Brown said. 

But in light of all of the struggle 
'Brown has faced as a speaker, he 
said the interview turned out OK. 

"They edited some of [the inter¬ 
view] out, because I wasn't mak¬ 
ing sense," Brown said. "I looked 
over at my [coach] Ken Young a 
couple of times and he sent me 
nonverbal support, as well as the 
energy to get me through it." 

With the team bringing its 
national title count to 41 by win¬ 
ning the 2013 National Forensic 


Association Championship in 
West Virginia over the weekend, 
the legacy continues. 

Despite the recent publicity 
regarding the speech team's suc¬ 
cess, Cochran said the publicity 
is not the height nor end for the 
team. 


"This team may be receiving a 
lot of attention having won four 
consecutive titles, but we are the 
farthest from complacent and sat¬ 
isfied," Cochran said. "The hunger 
has been passed down through the 
ages and will continue for as long 
as this team does." 


Moratorium makes a difference in student drinking violations

Students across campus reacted 
loudly to the announcement of 
the Interfratemity Council (IFC) 
moratorium on social events Feb. 
10. But since the enforcement 
of new alcohol policies, no major 
incidents have caused noise for 
IFC. 

"The changes were made for the 
better," said Director of Fraternity 
and Sorority Life Jesse Koch. "It 


was a situation that needed to be 
fixed. The [IFC] did a fantastic job 
of changing the policy." 

The moratorium was put into 
place after several incidents with 
underage drinking, high risk 
drinking and communal sources 
of alcohol at chapter house par¬ 
ties. The administration halted 
parties for two weeks, until the 
IFC launched a new policy. 

"There is chapter cooperation 
to follow the policies and imple¬ 
ment them," Koch said. "Kudos 


to the chapter houses to keep the 
policies going." 

IFC President Alex Kapustka 
said the policies have been well- 
received with the fraternities thus 
far. 

"The policies are going great," 
he said. "There haven't been any 
violations, which is rare. And 
there haven't been any trials this 
semester - that's unheard of." 

As part of the new policies, 
chapter houses cannot provide 
alcohol to party guests, and a guest 
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list must be included in order to 
register a party. Guests 21 and 
older can bring their own alcohol 
and wear a designated wrist band 
after showing a valid ID. 

"Some feedback I've heard 
from chapter and IFC leaders is 
that it's easier to manage the risks 
at a party," Koch said. 'The chap¬ 
ters also now save a lot of money 
[because money was spent on 
alcohol in the past]." 

Koch said IFC representatives 
now walk through parties to make 
sure policies are enforced. He said 
the representatives look for chap¬ 
ters that supply alcohol to guests 
or to minors. 

"Everyone in IFC is responsible 
enough to do the walk-throughs," 
said Kapustka. "It's been going 
really well. Everyone is being 
receptive." 

Since the policies were 
announced, Koch said there 


haven't been any major incidents 
with the chapter houses. 

"There was one minor mis¬ 
understanding of the policy and 
enforcement, but we are working 
out the tweaks," he said. 

Koch said he anticipates the 
same policies going into the fall 
semester. 

"It's a matter of consistent 
enforcement," he said. "I want 
to keep it going for the next few 
semesters so it'll become part of 
the [chapter house] culture." 

Kapustka said the chapter 
houses and the Bradley University 
Police Department have been in 
communication to make sure no 
problems arise. 

"There haven't been major 
issues that needed attention, 
so everything has been going 
smoothly," he said. "The policies 
have been successful. It's great 
that everyone can adapt."

A recent installation flew into 
the Global Communications 
Center and Heuser Hall on 
Tuesday, as a result of the collabo¬ 
ration between a Bradley alumnus 
and seven students.

'The planes are part of Bob's 
new body of work that relate back 
to the model airplanes he assem¬ 
bled when he was a child," said 
graduate ceramics student Kari 
Thornton. 

Emser is a distinguished sculp¬ 
tor with 25 years of experience. He 
was the youngest sculptor select¬ 
ed for the Illinois Arts Councils 
Sculpture Exhibition. Emser has 
taught at several universities and 


founded of the Contemporary Art 
Center of Peoria, a non-profit gal¬ 
lery near the riverfront. 

Senior interactive media major 
Nick Trompeter said he was unsure 
of how the four classes would turn 
out due to so many hands working 
on the same project. 

"Bob did a great job teaching us 
how he would tackle a portion of 
the project, then having us split up 
the work to create multiple planes 
simultaneously," he said. "Bob 
had a lot of tricks up his sleeve 
when it came to knowing easy 
solutions to specific problems." 

Despite the fact that students 
had to wake up early on Saturday 
mornings for class, senior painting 
major Thea Baldwin said it was 
worth it. 

"It was a laid back environ¬ 
ment, and it was really cool to 
work under a professional artist 
and hear about his experiences 
and his advice for us," she said. 
"He had a lot of crazy stories 
about teaching, art installations, 
openings and some of his past 
projects." 

Most artists typically work by 
themselves, said graduate photog¬ 
raphy student Sydney Wlodyka, 


but Emser welcomed the students 
into his studio to become part of 
the process. 

"We all were encouraged to 
give our input and play off of our 
strengths," she said. 

The students were involved 
with every step of building the 
planes, including physically hang¬ 
ing the installations themselves. 

"Sometimes the only thing 
keeping the planes from fall¬ 
ing was someone's body weight 
standing on the hanging wire, 
which is not a comfortable feel¬ 
ing," Baldwin said. "But the fin¬ 
ished product looks awesome and 
definitely adds a little more inter¬ 
est to the GCC [and Heuser]." 

Graduate sculpture student 
Alicia Conway said the chance 
to work with a professional was 
vital. 

"Hands-on experience is valu¬ 
able to any student, and this 
unique opportunity will be benefi¬ 
cial in more aspects than each stu¬ 
dent may understand," she said.

Last week we compared Spotify to Rdio, 
and this week we'll look at online radio options. 

For those of you who don't want to spend the time making your 
own playlists, Internet radio is a great option. Two major players 
in Internet radio are Pandora and Songza. When you go to pick 
one for your finals study sessions, consider these pros and cons. 


Pandora: This is the most well-known Internet radio option. It's 
not the original, but it may as well be because it got so many 
people to start using the Internet to listen to music. They use 
some weird logic about the music genome project, but for the 
most part the algorithm that chooses the music seems to just 
stick within a genre.

But 
1 one element that is crucial to the success or 
failure of a film that is often overlooked is 
the music. Film scores can make or break 
a film, given that they're responsible for 
creating themes that match the action and 
characters of the movie. Without music, certain 
scenes and characters wouldn't be as memorable 
as they are. 

Where would "Titanic" be without the 
romantic score composed by James Homer? 

What about the Celtic tones of Howard 
Shore that accompanied the "Lord of the 
Rings" and "Hobbit" scores? Then there's 
Maurice Jarre's epic score for "Lawrence of 
Arabia," now synonymous with any film set in the 
desert. 

Danny Elfman's various scores, including the 
original "Batman" and "Mission: Impossible." 
Alan Silvestri's adventurous melodies for 
"Back to the Future" and heroic notes for 
"The Avengers." The heavy drums and horns 
of Hans Zimmer's scores for "Pirates of the 
Caribbean," "The Dark Knight" and "Inception." 


It's virtually impossible to think of these films without 
remembering the memorable scores that ran through 
them. These scores aren't just there to provide good 
music; they're necessary to convey the themes, tone 
and story of their respective films. 



No composer understands this better than John 
Williams. In his lifetime, Williams has composed 
the scores for all six "Star Wars" films, "Jaws," 

"Indiana Jones," "Jurassic Park," the original 
"Superman" and the first three "Harry Potter" movies. 

Iconic melodies such as the Imperial March, Hedwig's 
Theme and the shark theme are embedded in the public 
consciousness.

for the community/' said Associate 
Director of Fraternity and Sorority 
Life Jesse Koch. "Dejta Sig has a 
lot to offer that our community 
doesn't currently have." 

The next step in the process is 
to outline a contract between IFC, 
the university and Delta Sigma 
Phi. 

Koch said the contract will be 
drafted over the summer and will 
detail how the university will col¬ 
laborate with the fraternity to help 
them be successful. 

Items within the contract will 
include basic logistics such as if 
the university will reserve space 
on campus, provide fraternity rep¬ 
resentatives with parking passes 
and a space on campus where they 
can stay. 

"It's just a pain in the butt 
for them not to [be able to stay 
on campus]," Koch said. "They're 
going to be extremely busy, and 
the closer to the action they can get 
the better." 

In addition to organizing logis¬ 
tics, Koch said IFC can support 
Delta Sig recruitment by helping 
them get in touch with potential 
members and contacts to receive 
referrals. 

"IFC can give them names 
of men who signed up for [IFC 
recruitment] but didn't go through 
the recruitment process," Koch 
said. 

Conversations about expanding 
the IFC community initially began 
last fall when three national frater¬ 
nities approached IFC in question 
of the opportunity to expand on 


campus, Kapustka said. 

IFC then invited two fraterni¬ 
ties, Alpha Tau Omega and Delta 
Sigma Phi, to campus to present 
and essentially sell their chapter 
to Bradley IFC. 

"I've been pretty excited," 
said Lambda Chi Alpha Chapter 
President Zak Sebastian. "I know 
there's a lot of fraternities on 
campus but when Lambda Chi 
Alpha got rechartered it brought 
energy, and I hope this fraternity 
does the same." 

Sebastian said he is excited 
about bringing a new fraternity 
to campus, especially since that 
fraternity will be Delta Sigma 
Phi. 

"[The Delta Sigs] told us they 
will recruit people in ways they 
think the campus is lacking," he 
said. "For instance, if they think 
Bradley has bad school spirit they 
will try to recruit people with 
leadership with school spirit." 

Although in fall 2014 Delta 
Sigma Phi will be able to for¬ 
mally recruit with IFC chapters, 
Sebastian said he doesn't think 
it will impact Lambda Chi's 
recruitment. 

For Koch, this isn't his first 
experience with expansion. But 
nonetheless he is looking for¬ 
ward to Delta Sigma Phi joining 
campus. 

"I'm definitely excited," Koch 
said. "Knowing them, there is no 
reason to believe they will not be 
successful."

Basham said she thinks for the 
Braves to succeed the rest of the 
way, they'll need to focus on their 
approach to the game.

SB0 President Shaw faces impeachment

After senior health science 
major and Student Body President 
Zack Shaw's run-in with the 
Bradley police this weekend. 
Student Senate's Internal Affairs 
(IA) committee is reevaluating his 
position. 

Shaw's police report stated that 
he was fined for disorderly con¬ 
duct for his behavior on Saturday 
evening. 

According to Russell Howland, 
junior political science and eco¬ 
nomics major and vice president 
of IA, the committee received a 
written charge of Shaw's impeach¬ 


ment. The charge was written by 
three student senators.

Impeachment of a student body 
member occurs if the student is in 
violation of the senate's constitu¬ 
tion or bylaws, loses good aca¬ 
demic standing or undermines the 
authority of the senate. 

The process of impeachment 
includes the written charge, the 
comprehensive investigation by 
IA, the presentation of the charges 
to the member and the member's 
opportunity to speak on the charg¬ 
es before the IA department.

COM professor 
retires after 
47 years

A 

Bradley 
career 
defined 
by initia¬ 
tive and 
innovation 
is coming 
to its final 
days, but 
its legacy 
is poised to 
live on for many days to come. 

Communications professor Dr. 
Ron Koperski came to Bradley 
in 1966, and after 47 years, he is 
set to retire at the end of this aca¬ 
demic year. The decision, which 
he made in late spring 2012, came 
after pondering the option for a 
couple of years. 

"I've had a very lengthy and 
satisfying career at Bradley," 
Koperski said. "[However] there 
are changes going on in terms of 
program and curriculum devel¬ 
opment, and this is an opportu¬ 
nity to step back and allow others 
to take the challenge of develop¬ 
ing new programs." 

Koperski said he is no stranger 
to program development, as evi¬ 
denced by his contributions to 
the Bradley community during 
his tenure. 

In 1988, Koperski created the 
"Communication Expedition" 
course, during which "students 
travel to observe professional 
communication and engage in 
creative production, making use 
of the resources of the particular 
location," according to the Slane 
College of Communications and 
Fine Arts website. 

Twenty-five years later, stu¬ 
dents still travel to Los Angeles 
during Januaiy interim to learn 
about the sports or entertainment 
industry and Chicago for a cor¬ 
porate agency or sports industry 
seminar during the May interim. 

A communication expedition 
student travel fund has recently 
been named in Koperski's honor. 

"I am very honored and hum¬ 
bled that a travel fund is being set 
up in my name," Koperski said. "It 
means that the university recog-

Tom Coy said the SAO was made 
aware of the shirts through a pic¬ 
ture on Facebook. 

"A couple students came to us 
and asked if it was funded by 
[SAO] because they did not like 
what [the shirts] said," he said. 

After a closer look. Coy said 
it was the Bradley wordmark that 
prevented ACBU from giving them 
away. The vendor used to print the 
shirts was not licensed with the uni¬ 
versity and therefore was using the 
wordmark illegally, he said. 


"[Junior public relations 
major and president of ACBU] 
Erin [Guth] thought that the 
shirts only had the ACBU logo 
on them," Coy said. "But once 
you start using our official 
[logos], you have to follow our 
licensing ... In the end, it wasn't 
about censorship, it was about 
[licensed vendors]." 

However, many students, 
including junior photography 
major Krysta Schauer, said they 
believed they weren't allowed 
to give them out was because of 
the message on the shirt. 

"What started it all was that 
a [Resident Advisor] went to 
Tom Coy and said they were 
offended that the shirts said 
'ass' and 'Bradley' on them," 
Schauer said. 

Guth said the students came 
to her as well. 

"A few students who were 
concerned brought the issue 
to me," she said. "My advisor 
came to me and told me we 
needed to consider our reputa¬ 
tion on campus before we hand¬ 
ed them out." 

According to Guth, the 
"strong advisement" not 
to hand out the shirts came 
through her advisor from 
above the Student Activities 
Office. She said members of 
the administration had sent the 
suggestion. 
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Industrial egsjj^imrofessor leaves legacy

Industrial and Manufacturing 
Engineering and Technology 
Professor Joseph Emanuel said he 
"definitely did not want to do" 
two things: live in the Midwest 
or teach. 

Now, 46 years and half 
of Bradley's presidents later, 
Emanuel is leaving the university 
as a coveted and distinguished 
professor in order to spend more 
time with his grandchildren. 

Emanuel came to Peoria in 
1967 from a human factors and 
ergonomics lab at Ohio State 
University where he was work¬ 
ing in a psychology graduate pro¬ 
gram. He was recruited by then- 
chair of the industrial engineer¬ 
ing department, Frank Mergen. 

Emanuel said he learned that 
there was more to life than "just 
making a lot of money." 

"Bradley was a difficult insti¬ 
tution to walk away from," he 
said. "It was [an] extremely stu¬ 
dent-oriented institution, and it 
did allow me and a lot of other 
faculty to get close to a lot of stu¬ 
dents and impact [their] lives." 

Of all the changes Emanuel 
saw at Bradley, he said teach¬ 
ing technology saw the biggest 
development during his time at 
Bradley. 

'The first year I was here I 
had a black board," he said. "I 


think the department may have 
just purchased a desktop calcula¬ 
tor. And this would've been one of 
the old mechanical ones that basi¬ 
cally allowed you to add, subtract, 
multiply and divide. There wasn't 
much else you could do with one." 

Two of Emanuel's favorite 
memories at Bradley were being 
part of the provost search commit¬ 
tee during the 1997-1998 school 
year and the basketball coach 
search committee in 1991. 

While working with these com¬ 
mittees, Emanuel said they were 
able to "break the standard way of 
doing things," by asking one coach 
to come interview for the position 
and by holding interviews for the 
provost positions over televised 
communications. 

"We did it better, we did it fast¬ 
er and we did it cheaper," he said. 

However, Emanuel said he's 
most proud of his students' 
accomplishments, no matter their 
career field. 

He said that he knows of indus¬ 
trial engineers that went on to 
be orthopedic physicians, lawyers, 
high school math teachers, minis¬ 
ters and even his dentist. 

After sending out an invitation 
to all of his former students for a 
family retirement reception dur¬ 
ing the summer, Emanuel said that 
many of them will be attending. 

"I got an email back from 
one of them, [a minister in

Atlanta], and she said, 'I still use 
my industrial engineering every 
day,"' he said "When you hear 
things like that, you realize that 
the things that you've been telling 
your students for years are really 
true." 

In the end, Emanuel said the 
best advice he can give to students 
is to be well-rounded, involved 
and charitable. 

"I think it's really important 
for [students] to realize that giv¬ 
ing back is important," he said. 
"Don't just sit at home... [It makes 
a difference] when you get out 
and start realizing there's another 
world out there." 


VP of communications retires with decades of journalism experience

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BU student organizes 5K for Boston Marathon bombing victim

The Boston Marathon bombings 
on April 15 struck a chord in the 
heart of many Americans. 

With three lives lost and more 
than 100 runners injured, many 
United States citizens were 
shocked by the unbearable and 
unimaginable tragedy. 

Yet through the trials and tears, 
a Bradley student saw an oppor¬ 
tunity for hope and support, and 
he decided to host a marathon to 
raise money for one of the vic¬ 
tims. 

Junior mechanical engineering 
major Kyle Prader said he was 
touched by the story of 8-year-old 
Martin Richard, one of three civil¬ 
ians killed in the bombing. 

"I cannot imagine the amount 
or magnitude of stress and sad¬ 
ness that the Richard family is 
experiencing," he said. 

With more than $4,000 in dona¬ 
tions raised so far and 160 run¬ 


ners who participated in the Run 
for Boston 5K on Sunday, the 
event turned out to be a huge win 
for a hurting family, according to 
Prader. 

"I wanted to do a 5K because of 
the significance of it all," he said. 
"I wanted to give the opportunity 
to people to finish the race in 
honor of those who couldn't." 

Lambda Chi Alpha fraternity 
co-sponsored the event with a 
team of Bradley students under 
Prader's direction. The event was 
organized in a matter of days, 
which Prader attributed to the 
support of his community. 

"If it weren't for the Peoria 
community, my fraternity broth¬ 
ers and the Bradley commu¬ 
nity, this never would have been 
pulled together in time," Prader 
said. 

By noon of April 26, Prader 
said they already had 150 pre¬ 
registered runners and were 
prepared to host as many as 500 
participants. 


The Bradley Run for 
Boston website reached 
viewers internation¬ 
ally and received online 
donations from the U.S., 
Switzerland, France and 
Ireland. 

The tweets posted by 
their Twitter account 
were retweeted by 
celebrities such as Toby 
Keith, Jake Owen and 
SportsCenter, Prader 
said. 

Yellow Run for Boston 
t-shirts that feature the 
Richards' name on the 
back are still available 
for $5. 

Prader said he hopes 
to continue the campaign 
of raising money for the 
Richard family into sum¬ 
mer and will send the 
first check to the family June 30. 

"I don't have a connection 
to the family, but I know that if 
anything like this ever happened 


to my cousins or siblings, I don't 
know what I'd do," Prader said. 
"The story gave me chills. I just 
wanted to help."

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4o Remembering "JB 


The Bradley campus suffered 
a devastating blow right before 
finals with John "JB" Battistoni’s 
death on Dec. 2. Battistoni was a 
senior construction major in the 
Department of Civil Engineering 
and Construction and a member of 
Phi Kappa Tau fraternity. 


Ten communications students 
interned for NBC during the 
summer of 2012 to cover the 
London Olympics. Students were 
assigned positions as runners, 
production assistants or loggers at 
30 Rockefeller in New York City 
or in London, itself. They worked 
for three to four weeks in their 
respective cities. 

Chairperson for the Department 
of Communications Paul Gullifor 
said he had talks with NBC prior 
to the Olympics to try and get 
Bradley students involved. Potential interns were interviewed and 
selected by NBC in April 2011, more than a year before the games took 
place. 

Bradley students will be back for the 2014 Winter Games in Sochi, 
Russia. Communications students interviewed with NBC once again 
this semester. 


At a regular montly 
joint council meeting between 
Interfraternity Council and 
National Panhellenic Council 
in February, the administration 
announced a temporary morato¬ 
rium of all fraternity social events. 
Interim Vice President of Student 
Affairs Nathan Thomas and 
Director of Fraternity and Sorority 
Life Jesse Koch said no social 
events, specifically where alcohol 
is consumed, could be coordinated 
at any fraternity chapter houses or 
organized at off-campus residenc¬ 
es. Thomas said the reason for the 
moratorium was a combination 
of underage drinking, high-risk 


drinking and communal sources 
of alcohol. 

About a week later, a new pol¬ 
icy was unanimously passed at 
an emergency IFC gavel meeting. 
The moratorium was lifted short¬ 
ly after that. The current policy 
is very similar to the old policy, 
but the emphasis was to better 
enforce it. 

'The new policy flushed out 
a lot of the gray areas of the old 
policy," said IFC president Alex 
Kapustka. 'It now explains how 
the policy will be enforced as 
opposed to the old policy that just 
said it should be." 


Bradley students faced 
some changes with this 
year’s concert series. 

After "Borderline: A 
Music Festival" (BAMF) at 
the beginning of the year, 
the Special Event Reserve 
Fund (SERF) coordinators 
decided against a fall con¬ 
cert. 

While BAMF was not 
hosted by or paid for in 
full by the SERF budget, 
some money was allocated 
to the clubs that hosted the 
outdoor concert. 

SERF and the Activities 
Council for Bradley 
University (ACBU) then 
used the extra money to 


bring a "higher quality artist" to 
Bradley this spring, choosing to go 
country with The Band Perry and 
opener Kari Lynch Band. 

With more than 3,500 tickets 
purchased by students, staff and 
faculty, and community members, 
the concert sold the most tickets 
in the three year history of the 
Renaissance Colisseum. 


After the fall semester con¬ 
cluded, Vice President of Student 
Affairs Alan Gaisky stepped 
down from his position. A cam¬ 
pus-wide email from University 
President Joanne Glasser was sent 
in December, explaining Gaisky's 
requested leave of absence to 
"attend to a serious family illness." 

The email stated Gaisky is 
expected to return to campus in 
th§ fall and will work in the biolo¬ 


gy department as a tenured faculty 
member. Nathan Thomas, former 
executive director of Residential 
Living and Leadership, became 
interim vice president of Student 
Affairs in Gaisky's place. 

"I have been fortunate enough 
to serve Bradley in several impor¬ 
tant positions for a long period of 
time," Gaisky said. "I have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed all of these posi¬ 
tions and my entire Bradley career." 


®o Bradley Speech Team 


The Bradley University 
Speech Team dominated in vari¬ 
ous tournaments this year, and 
gathered national attention along 
the way. 

In April, the Speech Team 
won the American Forensics 
Association Tournament, as 
well as the National Forensics 
Association Championship 
Tournament. One student in 
particular won three individual 
awards at the AFA tournament, 
junior Kaybee Brown. 

Shortly after both tourna¬ 
ments, the speech Team took to 
the airwaves on National Public 
Radio’s Weekend Edition. The 
team was the feature of a story 
titled "Forget NCAA Titles, This 
School Dominates Spoken Word." 
The three-minute story includ¬ 
ed interviews from Director of 


Forensics and Coach Ken Young 
and senior Jacoby Cochran. 

Cochran competed in anoth¬ 
er tournament, the Interstate 
Oratorical Association, where 
he took home the National 
Championship. Senior Brooke 
Stevenson also competed in the 
two-day event, and was a semi¬ 
finalist in the top 12.

Business rival Aldrich 
Killian (Guy Pearce) and old flame Maya 
Hansen (Rebecca Hall) have perfected a 
nanobot virus that upgrades DNA. 

Meanwhile, a terrorist called the 
Mandarin (Ben Kingsley) is hacking 
into television networks and 
claiming responsibility for a 
series of random bombings. 

And then there's Stark's pal 
Rhodey (Don Cheadle), 
who in the wake of

the Peoria community packed 
the Federal Courthouse atrium 
to greet Michel and hear the three 
politicians speak. 

"We're here to celebrate one of 
the great men of Central Illinois/' 
Schock said. 

Michel, a native of Peoria, dis¬ 
cussed his World War II service 
before attending Bradley and liv¬ 
ing in the city once again. 

"I remember when I bought* 
stamps here [in the Federal 
Building before I was in 
Congress]," he said. "I never 
would have thought it'd later be a 
reception place for old Bob." 

Michel served in Congress for 
38 years. During that time, his 
legacy was his bipartisanship. He 
said living in Peoria helped him 
have a good relationship "across 
the aisle" in Congress. 

"[Peoria] has ... wonderful 
people who will do the right thing 
when they are called to do it," he 
said. 'That's the ultimate - work¬ 
ing together to get things done for 
the people." 

Schock said Michel has set the 
bar for future U.S. representatives. 

"Bob's service remains a ster¬ 
ling model for all of us who 
serve after him," he said. "He 
always has the ability to speak 


from the heart." 

Following the Congressmen's 
speeches, the Bradley Chamber 
singers performed several songs. 
Michel shed a few tears and sang 
along as the choir performed 
Bradley's fight song. He then 
led the audience in singing God 
Bless America. 

"I know we're all proud of the 
fact that we're Peorians," LaHood 
said. "It's a proud moment for 
Peorians to honor Bob Michel." 

Jim Bixby '64, '67, alumnus 
of Bradley and Sigma Nu, said 
the fact that Bradley produced 
three 18th district Congressmen is 
momentous. 

"It's very significant," he said.

nizes the value of the work I did 
in creating that class ... the hope is 
that students will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to have such experiences in 
the future." 

During his near half-century at 
Bradley, Koperski created numer¬ 
ous opportunities for students, 
including the Chicago Auto Show 
internship 12 years ago and the 
50th anniversary Peoria Art Guild 
Fine Arts Fair last September. 

He was also a part of the Ebeling 
PR-ize program and served as 
department chair during the rede¬ 
sign of the Hartmann Center. 

However, it is not just the 
communications department that 
has been impacted by Koperski's 
work. 

From 1978 to 2003, Koperski 
served as the Bradley NCAA 
Faculty Athletics Representative, 
which is a university president 
appointed position that acts as 
a liaison between the athletics 
department and academic work. 

While Koperski's nine-page 
resume contains a nearly endless 


list of contributions, his initial 
reason for entering into higher 
education was much simpler 
and personal.

On Monday, Washington 
Wizards Center Jason Collins 
became the first active profession-, 
al athlete to announce he was gay 
in a Sports Illustrated cover story.

Good for him, good for sports and 
good for society as a whole. It's 
about damn time.
